Books, which I had not obſerv'd in others ; 
but read them with great pleaſure, as 
being moſt exattly and elegantly written, 
each in their ſeveral Tongue. 

For what remains, amongſt all thoſe 
Hiſtorians which I have cited, there is 
only the Author of the new Italian Life, 
who has not follow d the common errour, 
in relation to the Age of St. Francis Xa- 
vier : For the reſt of them not preciſey 
knowing the year and day of his Birth, 
have made him ten years elder than he 
was ; placing his Nativity about the time 
when the paſſage to the Faſt-Indies was 
diſcover d by Vaſco de Gama. 

But Father Maſlei has taken his mea- 
ſures in that particular,” from Father Pouſ- 
ſines, that judicious perſon, to whom we 
are owing for the new Letters of St. Na- 
vier, and who has compos d a Diſſertati- 
on in Latin, touching the year of our A- 
poſtles Birth.

Befides which, never any Miracles have 
been examin'd with greater care, or more 
judicially than theſe. They were not Mi» 
racles wrouzht in private, and which we 
are onely to believe, on the atteſtation of 
two or three intereſſed perſons, ſuch who might 
have been ſurpris d into an opinion of them : 
they were ordinarily publick matters of 
fatt, avow'd by a whole City or Kingdom, 
and which had for Witneſſes the body of a 
Nation, for the moſt part Heathen, or 
Mahometan. Many of theſe Miracles 
have been of long continuance ; and it was 
an eafie matter for ſuch who were incre- 
dulous, to yo®, their doubts concerning 
them. All of them have been attended by 
ſuch conſequences as have confirmd their 
truth beyond diſpute : ſuch, as were the 
Converſions of Kingdoms, and of Kings, 
who were the greateſt Enemies to Chriſtia- 
nity; the wonderful ardency of thoſe new 
Chriſtians, and the heroical conſtancy of 
their Martyrs. But after all, nothing can 
give a greater confirmation of the Saint's 
Miracles, than his Saint-like Life ; which 
was even more wonderful, than the Mira- 
cles themſelves. It was in a manner of ne- 
ceſity, that a man of ſo holy a converſa- 
tion, ſhou'd work thoſe things, which other 
men cou'd not perform; and that reſigning

This Apoſtolical Man,of whom I ſpeak,

is own Vertue, married Juana Xavier, 
the only Daughter and remaining hope of 
her Family.

Having gain'd a ſufficient knowledge in 
the Latin Tongue, and diſcover'd a great 
propenſity to Learning, he was ſent to 
the Univerſity of Paris, the moſt cele-

reſorted for their Studies. 


He came to Paris in the eighteenth | 
year of his age, and fell immediately on 


the ſtudy of Philoſophy. "Tis ſcarcely

Whatſoever his Inclinations were towards 
a knowledge fo crabbed and ſo ſubtle, he

Magdalen, in her younger days, had 
been Maid of Honour, and Favourite to 
the Catholick Queen 7/abe/la. The love 
of Solitude, and of the Croſs had caus'd 
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quit for ever, the pleaſures of this World. 


Having choſen the moſt reform'd Mona- 
ſtery of Spain for the place of her retreat, 
ſhe apply'd her ſelf with feryour to the 
exercifes of Penitence and Prayer ; and 
became even from her noviciate, a per- 
fect pattern of Religious PerfeQtion. 

During the courſe of her life, ſhe had 
great Communications with God ; and 
one day, he gave her to underſtand, 
that ſhe ſhou'd dye a ſweet and eaſie 
death : But on the contrary, one of her 
Nuns was preordain'd to dye in ſtrange 
torments. The intention of God was 
not thereby toreveal to the Abbeſs, what 
was really to happen, but rather to give 
her an opportunity of exerciſing an he- 
roick a& of Charity. She comprehend- 
ed what her Heavenly Father exacted 
from her, and petition'd him for an ex- 
change. 

God granted to her what himſelf had 
inſpird her to demand ; and was pleas'd 
toaſſure her by a new Revelation, that he 
had heard her Prayers. She made known 
to her Ghoſtly Father, what had paſs'd 
betwixt God and her, and sime verify'd 
it. For the Siſter above mentiond, dy'd 
without ſickneſs, and appear'd in dying 
to have had a foretaſte of the Joys to 
come.

gacy of her Prophetick Gifts to her Spi-

! As, among(t others, the unhappy ſucceſs 
of the Expedition to A/zier ; of which

» his Preparations tor that Enterpriſe. 

It was fix years before the death of 
Magdalen, that Don Jaſſo her Father writ 
to her concerning Xavier. Aﬀrcr the 
had receiv'd the Letter, the was illumi- 
nated from above, and according to the 
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dictates of that Divine Light, ſhe an» 
ſwer'd Dox Jaſſo, That he ſhou'd beware 
of recalling her Brother Francis, what- 
ſoever it might coſt him for his Enter- 
tainment in the Univerſity of Paris. 
That he was a choſen Veſſel, preor- 
dain'd to be the Apoſtle of the Indies, 
and that one day he ſhou'd become a | 
great Pillar of rhe Church. 
Theſe Letters have been preſerv'd for 
a time ITT _ 
view d by many wW ve 
pos'd the truth judicially in the proceſs of 
the Canoniſation of the Saint. 
Don Jaſſo receiv'd this Anſwer from his 
Daughter, as an Oracle from Heaven ; 
and no longer thought of recalling his 
Son from his Studies.

not wanting to Exhort them to live up 
to the Rules of Chriſtianity. 

Le Fevre, who was of a tractable na» 
ture, and was not enamour'd of the 
World, reſign'd himſelf without oppoſi- 
tion. But Xavier who was of a haughty 
Spirit, and whoſe head was filfd with 
Ambitious thoughts, made a fierce Re- 
ſiſtance at the firlt. The Diſcipline and 
Maximes of {gnatius, who liv'd in a mean 
Equipage, and valued nothing but that 
Poverty, made him paſs for a low min- 
ded Fellow in the Opinion of our young 
Gentleman. And accordingly Xavier 
treated him with much contempt ; rally- 
ing him on all occaſions, and making it 
his buſineſs to ridicule him.

ile things were paſſing in this 
manner, Xavier's Money began to fail

Xavier there made 
his Vows of Poverty and perpetual Cha- 
ſtity, together with the reſt in the hands 
ad Veralſi the Popes Nuncio, 
and having again taken up his Poſt in the 
Hoſpital of the Incurable, he refum'd 
his Offices of Charity, which his Jour- 


ney to Rome had conſtrain'd him to inter- 


rupt, and continued in thoſe Exerciſes 
till the time of his Embarquement. 

In the mean time, the War which 
was already kindled betwixt the Yeneti- 
ans and the 7urk, had broken the Com- 
merce of the Levant, and ſtopt the paſ- 
ſage to the Fly Land. Inſomuch, that 
the Ship of & Pilzrims of Jeruſalem 
went not out that year according to the 
former Cuſtom. 

This difappointmerit wonderfully af- 
lifted Xavier, and the more, becauſe 
he not only loſt the hope of ſeeing thoſe 
places which had been Conſecrated by 
the preſence and the Blood of Feſus Chriſt, 


- but was alſo bereft of an occaſion of dy-

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himſelf, That faace the Saviour of Man- 
kind, had choſen to be in want of all 
things, they who labour'd after him far 
the Salvation of Souls, were oblig'd by 
his example to poſſeſs nothing jn this 
World. 

How pleaſing ſoever this lonelineſs were 
to him, yet his forty days being now 
expird, he left it, to inſtruct the Villa» 
ges and Neighbour-Towns, and princi- 
pally Monte/elice, where the People were 
groſly ignorant, and knew little of the 
dutics of Chriſtianity. 

The Servant of God made daily Ex-+ 
hortations to them, and his penitent 
Ao gave authority to all his words; 
uch, that only looking on his Face, 
none cou'd doubt but he was come from 
the Wilderneſs to inſtrut them in the 
way to Heaven: He employ'd himſelf 
during the ſpace of two or three Months 
in that manner, For though there was 
no appearance that any Vellel ſhou'd ſer 
Sail for the Holy Land, yet Iznatius and 
his Diſciples, who had oblig'd themſelves 
to wait one Year in expectation of any 
ſuch opportunity, wou'd not depart from 
the Territories of the Republick, till ir 
was totally expir d, that they might have 
nothing to upbraid themſelves, in rela- 
tion to the Vow which they had made.

He was wondertully devoted to St. Je- Sr. Jerome ap+ 
ome; and had often [ad recourſe to that [5 #7 51m. 
eſſed DoCtor of the Chyrch, for the un» 
rſtanding of difficult places in the 
riprure. The Saint appear'd to him 
pne night, refulgent 1n his Beams of Glo- 
ry, and gave him Conſolation in his 
Sickneſs.

Death, the laſt Judgment, and the 
pains of Hell, were the common Subje&t 
of his Sermons. He propos'd thoſe ter- 
rible truths after a plain manner, but 
withal, fo movingly, that the People, 
who came in Crowds to hear him preach, 
departed out of the Church ina profound 
filence; and thought leſs of giving 
Praiſes to the Preacher, than of Conver- 
ting their own Souls to God. 

The Famine which laid waſte the City 
of Rome, at that tune, gave opportunity 
to the ten Stranger-Prieſts, to relieve an 
infinite number of miſerable People, op- 
preſsd with want, and unregarded. 
Aavier was ardent above the reſt, to 
find them places of accommodation, 
and to procure Alms for their Subſiſtance, 
He bore them even upon his Shoulders * 
to the places which were provided for 
them, and attended them with all ima- 
ginable care.

Yet that he might undertake nothing | 
without mature deliberation, he call'd a 
Council, and himſelf propos it to them, 
All of them approv'd the Kings Opinion, 
excepting only the Prince Don ZZenry ; 
who ſtrongly urg'd, that Xavier and Ro- 
ariguez having been nominated for the 
new World, by the Vicar of our Saviour, 
it was in a manner to diſturb the Order 
of Providence, if he thwarted their in» 
tended Voyage : that the dies were 
—_ to be conſider'd with Portugal it 
ſelf, ſince they had been Conquer'd by 
the Portuzuefe, and were annexd to the 
Imperial Crown. That thoſe Idolaters 
had better inclinations towards Chriſtia- 
nity, than was generally thought; and *? 
that they wou'd come over to the faith 
of their own accord, when they ſhou'd 
ſee amongſt them diſintereſted Preachers, 
tree from Avarice and Ambition.

Habit againſt the exceſſive colds, which 
are to be endurd. in doubling the 
Cape. 

The Count amaz'd that the Father

After theſe words they embrac'd each 
other 
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other a-new, and parted both of them 
in tears. When Rodriguez was return'd 
on ſhore, they y=u the ſignal of depar- 
ture, and ſet Sail. This was on the 7th. 
of April, in the year 1541, under the 
Command of Don Martin Alphonſo de $95- 
ſa, Viceroy of the Indies, a man of 
known Integrity, and conſummate ex- 
perience, in what related to thoſe parts, 
where he had formerly liv'd for many 
years. He was deſirous of Xavier's Com- 
pany, in the Admiral, which was call'd 
the St. James. Xavier went aboard on his 
own Birth-day, entring then on his fix 
and thirtieth year. He had reſidedeight 
months entire at Lisbonne ; and for ſeven 
years and ſomewhat more, had been the 
profels'd Diſciple of /znatius Loyola.

Conſtantinople, there were 
two ordinary paſſages, and both of them 
ſhort enough towards the Indies : The 
one by Syria, over the Eupkrates and the 
Perfian Gulph ; the other by Ezyp:, over 
the Arabian Gulph, commonly call'd th= 
Red Sea. But after the Saracens had poſ- 
ſelsd themſelves of thoſe places, the Eero- 
pean Chriſtians finding thoſe paſſages un- 
ſecure for travelling. tought out ways of a 

F 3 larger 
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larger circuit, to avoid falling into the 
hands of their moſt mortal Enemies. 

The Partugueſe were the firſt, who be. 
thought themlielves of Coaſting all 4frick, 
and one part of Arabia and Perſia; by 
taking this compaſs, the Indies are di- 
ſtant trom Portugal about four thouſand 
Leagues, and the Paſſcagers arg con- 
ſtrain'd to ſuffer twice the ſcorching 
heats of the Torrid Zone, in going under 
the EquinoGtial Line, which divides 4f- 
frica almoſt into two equal parts. 

Don Fury, Son of King, Fohn the Furſt, 
the moſt skilful Prince of that Age in the 
Mathematicks, was he who attempted the 
diſcovery of thoſe Seas, and undertook 
to double the Cape of good hope, upon the 
account of trafftick, which he defird to 
eſtabliſh betwixt the Crown of Portugal 
and the Emperour of Ethiopia, commonly 
call'd Preſter Fobn. This Enterpriſe ha- 
ving ſucceeded, the Kings of Portugal, 
Alphonſo the Fifth, John the Second, and 
Emanuel the Firſt, tollow'd it ſo happily, 
that by little and little, they compleated 
the paſſage to the Zrdies. 

His emplyment This was the courſe that Father Xavier 
{» 12 5619, held with the Fleet of Portugal: He found 
limſelf ſufficient employment, dyring 

the time cf the Navigation :, His firſt 

ſtudy wasto put a ſtop tothoſe diſorders 

which 
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which are commonly occafion'd by an 
idle life on Ship-board: And he began 
with gaming, which is the only recrea- 
tion,  ar-rather the whole employment of 
the Sea-men. 

That 'he might baniſh Games of 
Chance, which almoſt always occaſion 
Quarrels and Swearing, he propos'd ſome 
little innocent diverſions, capable of en- 
tertaining the Mind, without ſtirring up 
the Paſſions. But ſeeing that in ſpight of 
his endeavours, they were bent on Cards 
A and Dice, he thought it not convenient 
e to abſent himſelf, bur became a looker

Y, The Father made himſelf all to all, there- 
od by to gain ſome to Feſus Chriſt; enter- 
taining every Man with ſuch diſcourſe as 
en was molt ſuitable to his Calling. He 
of talk'd of Sea Aﬀairs to Mariners, of War 
m to the Souldiery, of Commerce to Mer- 
rſt chants, and of Afﬀairs of State to men of 
—_ Quality. His natural gayety, and obli- 
ch F 4 619g 
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ging humour, gain'd him a general e- 
ſ{teem : The greateſt Libertins, and moſt 
brutal perſons ſought his Converſation, 
and were even pleas'd to hear hin» ſpeak 
of God, 

He inſtructed the Seamen daily, in the 
Principles of Religion, of which the 
greater part were wholly 1gnorant, or 
had at the beſt but a ſmattering of it; and 
preach'd to them on every Holiday, at 
the foot of the main Maſt. All of them 
profited by his Sermons, and in little 
time nothing was heard amongſt them, 
which was offenſive to the honour of 
God, or that wounded Chriſtian Chari- 
ty ; or touch'd upan obſceneneſs, or ill 
manners. They had a profound venera- 
tion for him ; with one word only, he 
appeasd their Quarrels, and put an end 
to all their differences. 

The Viceroy, Don Martin Alphonſo de 
Soſa, invited him from the very firſt day 
to cat at his Table ; but .Yavier humbly 
excus d it, with great acknowledgments, 
and during all the Voyage, liv'd only on 
what he begg'd about the Ship. 


In the mean time the jinſufferable colds 3 


of Cabo Verde, and the exceſſive heats of 
Guinee, together with the ſtench of the 
freſh Waters, and putrifation of their 
Fleſh Proviſions under the Line, producd 
mp may 
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many dangerous diſtempers. The moſt 
common was a peſtilential Fever, ac- 
company'd with a kind of Cancer, which 
bred in the Mouth, and ulcerated all the 
Gums: The Sick being crowded roge- 
ther, ſpread the infetion amongſt them- 
ſelves; and as every one was —_ 
ſive of getting the diſeaſe, they had been 
deſtitute of all fuccour, it Father Francis 
had not taken compaſſion on them. He 
| B wip'd them in their Sweats, he cleansd 
| MW their Ulcers, he waſh'd their Linnen, and 
, W rendred them all the moſt abje fervices; 
| WW but above all things, he had: care of 
- W their Conſciences, and his principal em- 
| Wl ployment was to diſpoſe them to a Chri- 
- Wl ſtian Death. 

e Theſe were his perpetual Employ- 
1 WW ments, being at the fame time himſelf 
ſeiz'd with continued fits of Vomiti 
« WW andextream Languiſhments, which x 
y I ed two whole Months. For his caſe and 
refreſhment, Soſa caus'd him to be ac- 
commodared with a larger Cabin than 
was firſt appointed for him; he accepted 
of it, but it was only to lodge in it, 
Fthoſe who were moſt defperately ill : As 
for himſelf, he lay bare upon the Deck, 
without other Pillow, than the' tackling, 

He receiv'd alſo the Diſhes which the 
Viceroy ſent him from his Tablc, and 
| divided 
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divided 'them- amongſt thoſe, who had 
moſt need of nouriſhment. So niany 
ations of Charity, gaind him the ſur- 
name of the Holy Father from thence for- 
ward; which continued to him all his 
life, even amongſt Mahometans and 1do- 
laters. 

While Xavier employ'd his time in 
this manner, the Navy following its 
courſe met with Rocks and Tempelts, 
and contrary Tides. After five Months 
of perpetual Navigation it arriv'd at Mo- 
zambique, towards the end of Aaga/t. 

Moſambique is a Kingdom, ſcituate on 
the Eaſtern Coalts of Africa, inhabited by 
Negros, a barbarous people, but leſs Sal- 
vage than their Neighbours the Cafres ; 


by reaſon of the trade which they con- 
tinuslly maintain with the Ethiopians and 
Arabs. There is no Port onall the Shore 
to ſecure Shipping from the Winds ; on- 


ly one little Hland is thapd intoa Haven 
both- convenient and fate. 

This Ie which is but a mile diſtant 
from the main Land, bears the name of 
Mozambique, together with the whole 
Kingdom. It was formerly ſubje& to 
the Saratens, and a Xeriffe Moor com- 
manded it. But ſince, the Portugueſe have 
made themſelves Maſters of it, and built 
a Fort, to ſecure the pallage of their Vel- 

ſels, 
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ſels, and refreſh their Sea-beaten men, 
who commonly ſtay there for ſome time, 

The Army under Sofa, was conftrain'd 
to Winter in this Ifſand, not only becauſe 
the ſeaſon was far ſpent, but alſo becauſe 
the ſick Paſſengers cou'd no longer fu 
port the incommodities of the Sea, T 
place notwithſtanding was not very pro- 
per for infirm perfons, for the Air is un- 
wholſome ; which proceeds from hence, 
that the Sea overflowing the Low-lands 
of the Iſle, at the Spring Tides, the Maſs 
of Waters there gather'd and inclos'd, is 
corrupted by the heats: For which rea- 
On, the Inhabitants are commonly ſhort- 
ivd, but more eſpecially Strangers. 
pon which occaſion Mozambique,. is 
erally calld, The Sepulchre of the Portu- 
oueſe, Belides the intemperance of the 
\ir, at the fame time, an infectious dif- 
rale was raging in the Country. 

Being come aſhore, Soſa gave imme» 
late orders to. carry the Sick. of every 
dhup to the Hoſpital, which is in the. 
ſland, of which the Kings of Portugal 
re Founders. Father Yavier follow'd. 
hem, and with the aſſiſtance of his two 
ompanions, undertook to attend them. 
l. The undertaking was beyond his. 
ftrength; but the Soul ſuſtains the Body 
df Apoſtolical Men, and Charity can-do 
| things. Ani- 
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Animated with this new fervour, he 
went from Chamber to Chamber, and 
from Bed to Bed, giving remedies to 
ſome, and adminiſtring the laſt Sacra- 
ment to others. Every one deſird to 
have him by him, and all acknowledgd 
that the only ſight of his Countenance, 
avail'd them more than a thouſand Me- 
dicines. 

Having paſsd the day in continual 
labour, he watch'd all night with dyin 
men, or laid himfelf down by tho 
who were in moſt danger, to ſteal a ſhort 
unquiet ſlumber, which was interrupted 
almoſt every moment : At the leaſt com- 
plaint, or even at a ſigh, -he was awake, 
and ran to their relief” 

So many fatigues, at the length over- 


zet convimer es Whelm'd Nature, and he fell ſick himſelf 


ſerve the fck, of a Fever, ſo violent, and ſo malignant, 


that he was blooded ſeven times in a little 
ack, and was three days in a Deliriwn, 

t the beginning of his ſickneſs, many 
were deſirous to have withdrawn him 
from the Hoſpital, where the Contagion 
was frightſul ; and offer'd him their 


own Lodgings. He conſtantly refus dF 


their offers, and told them, 7hat havir 
made a Vow of Poverty, he wor'd live and 
die amongſt the poor. 

But when the violence of his Diſtem- 
per 
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per was ſomewhat abated, the Saint for- 
got himſelt to think on others. Sorne- 
rimes, not being able to ſuſtain his Body, 
and burning with his Fever, he viſited 
his dear Patients, and attended them as 
much as his weakneſs wou'd permit him. 
The Phyſitian having one day met him, 

oing hither and thither as his Charity 
call'd him, in the- middle of his Fi 
after having telt his Pulſe, plainly t 
him, that 1n all the Hoſpital, there was 
not one man in more danger than 
himſelf, and pray'd him that he wou'd 
take ſome ſmall repoſe, and but give him- 
felf a breathing time, "till his Fever 
were in the declenſion, 

[ will punctually obey you, reply'd 
the Father, when I have fatisfid one 
part of my duty which calls upon me : 
it concerns the Salvation of a Soul, and 
there is no time to be loſt on ſuch an 
occaſion. Immediately he order'd tobe 
carried to his own Bed, a poor Ship- 
Boy who lay ſtretch'd out on a little 
ſtraw, witha burning Fever upon him, 
without Speech or knowledge. The 
Youth was no ſooner plac'd upon the 


$ Saints Bed, but he came to himſelf : Xa- 


vier made uſe of the opportunity, and 
laying himſelf by the ſick Perſon, who 
had led a moſt diſfolute Life, exhorted 

him 
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him ſtrongly all that night to abomi- 
nate his ſins, and to rely on the mercy 
of Almighty God, that he ſaw him dye, 
in great contrition, mix'd with faving 
ho 

Gs his. che Backer hope this moe: 
miſe which he had made to the Phryſi- 
tian: and took a greater care of his 
own preſervation ; inforuuch that his 
Fever abated by degrees, and at length 
left him, of it ſelf; but his ſtrength was 
not yet recover'd, when the Navy put to 
Sea again. The Viceroy who began to 
find himſelf indiſpos'd, wou'd make no 
longer ſtay upon a place fo much in- 
feed, nor attend the recovery of his 
People, to continue his Voyage. He 
deſir'd Xavier to accompany him, and 
to leave Paul de Camerino, and Francis 
Manfila to attend the Sick in the Hoſpi- 
tal: where indeed they both perform'd 
their duty as became them. 

Thus having made a ſix months reſi 
dence on Mozambique, they embarqu'd 
once more on the 15th. of March, and 
in the year 1542. But they went not « 
board the St. Fames, in which they came 
thither ; changing her for a lighter Ve- 
ſel, which mede better Sail. 

Hs firſt ve- Tis here proper to obſerve, that the 
diflion verited Father, according to the report of the 
by the ſucceſs, Paſſenger 
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Paſſengers who came vvith him from 
Fortwgal to Mozambique, began to mani- 
felt 'that Spirit of Prophecy, which he 
had to the end of his days, in fo emi- 
nenta degree. For hearing thoſe of the 
St. James commend that Ship, as a Veſ- 
ſel of the ſtrongeſt built, and the beſt 
equip'd ofall the Fleet, he faidin expreſs 
words, that ſhe vvou'd prove unforty- 
nate. And in efte, that hip, which 
the Viceroy left behind him at Mozam- 
bique, in the Company of ſome. others, 
purſuing her courſe afterwazds. to the 
ladies, was driven agaialt the Rocks, 
and daſh'd in pieces towards the Ifland of 
Salſeta. 
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Xavier, had the wind ſo favourable, that 


the EquinoQtial Line. "Tis a Town of 
Saracens, on the Sea fide, in a flat Coun- 
eſ-W try, well cultivated, planted all along 
u'd MI with Palm-trees, and beautified with fair 
and MF Gardens. It has a large encloſure, and 
t Mis fortify'd with Walls, after the Euro- 
me pear faſhion. Tho the building is Moe 
Sreſque, the Houſes notwithſtanding, are 
both pleaſant and convenient. The In- 
babitants are warlike, they are black, 
and go naked; excepting only that they 
are 
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zre cover'd with a kind of an Apron of 
Cotton or Linnen, from the waſt to the 
mid thigh. And indeed the heat of their 
Clymat will permit them to wear no 
more; Melinda being, diſtant from the 
Line, but three degrees, and ſome few 
minutes. 

They have always mairitain'd a good 
correſpondence with the Portugueſe, by 
reaſon of the Commerce eſtabliſh'd be- 
twixt them. Thie Flag of Portugal was 
no ſooner ſeen, bit Saracen King 
came down to the Port, attended by 
the moſt honourable Perſons of his Court, 
to receive the new Governour of the Zr 
dies: The firſt obje&t which preſented it 
felf to Father Francis when he ſtept a- 
ſhore, drew tears from his eyes; but they 
were tears of joy and pity mingled to- 
gether. The Portugeſe having there a 
conſtant trade, and now and then ſome 
of them hapning to dye, are allow'd a 
Burying-place near the Town, full of 
Croſſes ſet upon their Graves, according 
to the cuſtome of the Catholiques : And 
above the reſt there was a very large one 
of hewn ſtone, plac'd in the middle, and 
all over gilded. 

The Saint ran to it, and ador'd before 
it; receiving an inward conſolation, to 
behold it raisd fo high, and, as it were, 
triumphing 
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criumphing qmongit the Enemies of Jeſus 
Chriſt, But at the fame time, he was 
ſenſibly afflited, that this ſign of our 
Salyation: ſerv'd lefs to Edifie the Living, 
than to honour the memory of the Dead. 
And lifting up his hands to Heaven, he 
beſought the Father of all Mercies to im- 

rint in the hearts of the Infidels, that 
Crok, which they had ſuffer'd to be plan- 
ted on their ground. 

His next thoughts prompted him to 
confer of Religion with the Moors, that 
he might - endeavour to ſhew them the 
extravagancies of the Mahometan Belief, 
and gain an opportunity of revealing to 
them the eternal truths of Chriſtian faith. 
One. of the Principal Inhabitants, and 
wonderfully bigotted to his Set, pre- 
vented him, and immediately demanded 
of him, if Piety were not wholly extin- 

iſh'd inthe Towns of Eurove, as it was 
in Melinda. For to confeſs the truth, 
faid he, of ſeventeen Moſques which we 
have, fourteen are quite forſaken; there 
are but three remaining, at which we 
pay our Devotions ; and even thoſe three 
are but little viſited, and by few Per- 
ſons. 

This proceeds, without all queſtion, 
added the Mahometan, from ſome enor- 
mous ſin, but what it is, I know not a 
an 
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and whatſoever refleftions I can make, 1 
am not able to find what has drawn up- 
on us {6 dreadful a misfortune. There 
is nothing more clear, reply'd Xavier; 
God, who dereſts the Prayer of Infidels, 
has perinitted a worſhip ro moulder away, 
which is difpteaſing ro him ; and gives 
you thence to utiderſtand, rhat he con- 
demns your Set. The Sacrattn, was 
not ſatisfy'd with this reaſon, nor with 
any other argument which Xavier usd 
againſt the Alcoran. While they were 
thus diſputing, a Caciz, or r of 
the Law, join'd company wich them, 
having made the fame complaint concer- 
ning the Moſquees, how little they wete 
frequented, and how cold was grown the 
devotion of the People. I have taken my 
meaſures, ſaid he, and if in two years 
Mahomet cotnes not if1 Perfon to viſit the 
Congregations of rhe Faithful, who ac- 
knowledge him for God's trae Prophet, 
I will certainly look out for fome other 
Religion. Xavier took pity onthe folly 
of the Caciz, and endeavour'd all he 
cou'd to, convert him at that inſtant 
from Mahometaniſm ; but he cou'd not 
prevail upon an obſtinate mind blinded 
with the opinion of its own reafon; and 
therefore the Father acquiesd in theDe- 
crees of tliat Providence, which hasfix'd 
the

fion of Infidels and Sinners.

monſtrous is DE Belief. They hold 
from the Saracens the Worſhip of Me: 
homet, from =# tony the uſe of Circum- 
cilion and Sacrifices, and yet give them- 
ſelves the name of Chriſtians. The Males 
bear the name of ſome or other of the 
Apoſtles, the moſt part of the Women 
are calld Mary, and yet they have no 
knowledge of Baptiſm. They adore the 
G 2 Croſs, 
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Croſs, and hang it in little about their 
necks, They chiefly venerate St. 7ho- 
mas; and it is an ancient Tradition a- 
mongſt them, that this Holy Apoſtle in 
going to the. /ndies, was caſt by a Tem- 
peſt on their Coaſt: that being come 
aſhore, he Preach'd Jeſus Chriſt to thoſe 
of Socotora, and that, from the wreck of 
that Ship which brought hun thither, 
they built a Chappel in the middle of 
their Ifland. | 

The condition of theſe Iſlanders, ſen- 
ſibly afflicted - Father Xavier; yet he 
deſpair'd not of reducing them to a right 
underſtanding of the Faith, becauſe as 
barbarous - aszhey were, they ſtill pre- 
ſerv'd ſome, footſteps of Chriſtianity a- 
mongſt rhem. , Having no. knowledge 
of their Tongne, which bears not tl 
leaſt reſemblance to any of our Europe+ 
an, Languages, and is alſo wholly ditle- 
rent from the Ethiopian, and Arabique ; 
at the firſt, he was conſtrain'd to teltific 
his ſorrow to them by dumb ſigns, for 
their ignorance and errours. Afterwards, 
whether it were, that ſome one amongſt 
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them underſtood the Portugueſe, and | 


ferv'd as" Interpreter to all the reſt, or 


that counting from this very time, he | 


began to receive from above, the firſt 
fruits of the gift of Tongues, which was 
lo 
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ſo abundantly beſtow'd 7 him in the 
Indies, on ſundry occaſions, - he (poke to 
them concerning the neceiliry ot Baptiſm, 
and let them know, that there was no 
poſſibility of Salvation, withnut a ſincere 
belief in Zeſas Chriſt : but that the Faith 
allow'd of no mixture, and that to be- 
come Chriſtians, they muſt of neceſſity 
ceaſe to be Fews ar Mahometans. 

His words made a wonderful impref- 
fion on the Souls and Hearts of thoſe 
Barbarians : Some of them made him pre- 
ſents of their wild Fruits, in token of 
their good will; others offer'd him their 
Children to be Baptiz'd; All promis'd 
him to receive Baptiſm themlſclves, 
and to lead rhe Life of true Chriſtians, 
on condition he wou'd remain with them. 
But when they beheld rhe Portugueſe 
Galcon ready to depart, they ran in 
crouds to the Water-ſide, and beſoughr 
the Holy man with tears in their eyes, 
not to forſake them. 

So moving a Spectacle wrought com- 
paſſion in Xavier, he was earneſt with 
the Viceroy for leave to ſtay upon rhe 
Iſle, at leaſt till the arrival of the Veſſels, 
which he had left at Mozambique. Bur 
he cou'd obtain no part of his requeſt : 
and S2ſa told him, that Heaven having 
delign'd him tor the /ndies, it was to be 

G ; wanting 
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wanting to his Vocation, if he etdea+ 
vourd this Exchange; and ſtopd in 
the beginning of his race, That his 
Zeal wou'd find a more ample field, 
wherein to exerciſe it ſelf, than in Soco- 
tora; and People of better inclination 
than thoſe Iſlanders, naturally uncons» 
ſtant, and as ready to forfake the Faith, 
as they were caſte to receive it. 
Xavier ſubmitted to theſe reaſons of 
the Viceroy, ' which on this occaſion 
ſeem'd to interpret to him thegood plea- 
fure of Almighty God. Inſtantly they 
hoiſted Sail, but the Saint was pierc'd 
with forrow to behold thoſe poor crea- 
tures, who follow'd him with their eyes, 
and held up their hands from afar to 
him ; while the Veſſel was removing in- 
to the deep, he torn'd his head towards 
them, breathing out profound ſighs, and Þ - 
looking mourntully upon them. But Þ i

The Town of Geq, is {citugte gn this 
ſide of the Gaxges,in an Ifland bearing the 
ſame name. Tis the Capital City ofthe 
Tudies, the Seat of the Biſhop and the 
Viceroy, and the moſt conſiderable plece 
of all the Eaſt for Trafkels, Is had been 
built by the Moors, torry years before 
the Europeans had paſsd into the Tudies : 
and in the year 15109, Dor Alpbouſp 
4" Albuquerque, ſfurnam'd the Great, tgok 
it from the I»fidels, and ſubjected it tothe 
Crown of Portugal. 

At that time was verify'd the famous 
Prophecy of St. 7 homas. the Apoſtle, that 
the Chriſtian Faith which he had 
ed in divers Kingdoms of the ou'd 
one day flouriſh there again ; which very 
Prediction he left graven on a Pile of Ii- 
ving Stone, for the memary of future A- 
ges. The Pillar was not far diſtant from 
the Walls of Meliapore, the 
of the Kingdom ot Coromandel ; and it 
was to be read in the Characters of the 
Country, That when the Sea, which was 
forty Miles diſtant frow the Pillar, ſhow d 
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come up to the foot of it, there ſhou'd ar- 
rive in the Indies, white Men, and Fo- 


reſins, who ſhou'd there reſtore the true 


Religion. 

The Zefidels had laugh'd at this Pre» 
dition for a long time, not believing 
thar it wou'd ever be accompliſh'd, and 
indeed, looking on it asa kind of impoſ- 
ſibility that it ſhou'd : Yet it wasaccoms 
pliſh'd, and that fo juſtly, that when 
Don Vaſco de Gama ſet foot on the Indies, 
the Sea, which ſometimes uſurps upon the 
Continent, and gains by little and little 
on the dry land, was by that time riſen 
to the Pillar, fo as to bathe its lower 
parts. 

' Vet it may be truly ſaid, that the Pro- 
phecy of St. Thomas had not its full et- 
tet, till after the coming of Father Xa- 
vier; according to another Prediction 
of that holy Man Peter de Couillan, a 
Religious of the 7rinity, who going to 
the /rdres with Vaſco de Gama, 1n quali- 
ty of his Ghoſtly Father, was Martyr'd 
by the rdiavs on the ſeventh of July 
1497, forty three years before the begin- 
ning of the Society of Feſus, who being 
pierc'd through with Arrows, while he 
was ſhedding his Blood for Chrift, di- 
{iinaly pronounc'd theſe following 
words. In few years there ſhall be bork

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in the Church of God, a new Religious Or- 
der of Clergy-men, which ſhall bear the 
zame of Jeſus: and one of its firſt Fathers, 
condutted by the Spirit of God, ſhall paſs 
into the moſt remote Countries of the Eait- 
Indies, the greateſt part of which ſhall 
embrace the Orthodox Faith, throuzh the 
Miniſtry of this Evangelical Preacher. 

This 1s related by Juan de Figueras 
Carpi, in his Hiſtory of the Order of the 
Reden ption of Captives, from the Manu- 
ſcripts of the Triniry Convent in Lisboune, 
and the Memoirs of the King of Portu- 
gal's Library. 

Atter Xavier was landed, he went 
immediately to the Hoſpital, and there 
took his Lodging, notwithſtanding the 
inſtances of the Viceroy, who was de- 
firous to have had him in his Palace, 
But he wou'd not begin his Miſſionary 
Function, till he had paid his reſpeds to 
the Biſhop of Goa; whoſe name was Juax 
A Albuquerque, of the Order of St. Frans 
cis, a moſt excellent perſon, and one of 
the moſt vertuous Prelates which the 
Church has ever had. 

The Father having inform'd him of 
the reaſons tor which his Holineſs and the 


g King of For/wgat had ſent him to the /ndies, 
4 preſented to him the Briefs of Pope Paul 


che Third, at the ſame time declaring to 
him, 
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him, that he pretended not to uſe them, 
without his approbation and good liking : 
After this, he caſt himſelf at his Feet, and 
deſir'd his Bleſſing, 

The Prelat, edify'd with the modeſty 
of the Father, and ſtruck with that ve- 
nerable Air of Sanity which appear'd in 
his Countenance, took him up iumme- 
diately, and embracd him with great 
tenderneſs. Having often kiſsd the 
Briefs, he re(tor'd them to the Father, 
with theſe words, 4» Apoſtolical Legat, 
_—_— the Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt, has no 
need of receiving his Miſſion from any other 
hand : Uſe freely that power, which the 
boly Seat has conferr d upon you : and yo 
offer d, that if the Epiſcopal Authority be 
needful to maintain, it ſhall never be 
wanting to you. 

From that moment they contracted 4 


moſt ſacred friendſhip, whoſe Union F 
was (o ſtrict, that ever after, they ſeem'd Þ 
ro have but one Heart, and one Soul : Þ 
Inſomuch that Father Xavier undertook | 
not any thing, without conſulting the 
Biſhop firſt ; and the Biſhop on his ſide, F 

imparted all his deſigns to Father Xavier: | 


and it 1s almoſt incredible, how much 
this holy Correſpondence, contributed 


to the Salvation of Souls, and exaltation | 


of the Faith.

And if any amongſt them kept con- 


* ftant to his Chriſtianity, and declard 


himfelf a Believer, the Mahometans, who 


were uppermoſt in many places, along che 
Coaſt, and very wealthy,

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This cruel uſage deterr'd the new Chrl- 
ſtians from proteſſing Feſus Chriſt,and was 
the reaſon, that among[(t the Infidels, all 
thoughts of Converſion were laid aſide. 
But what yet appears more wonderful, 
the Portugueſe themſelves livd more like 
Idolaters than Chriſtians. For to ſpeak 
ſomewhat more particularly of their 
corrupt manners, according to the rela- 
tion which was ſent to King John the 
Third of Portugal, from the Indies, by a 
Man in power, and worthy of belief: 
ſome few Months before the arrival of 
Father Xavier, every Man kept as ma- 
ny Miſtreſſes as he pleasd, and main- 
eaind them openly in his own Houſe, 
even in the quality of lawful Wives. 
They bought Women, or took them 
away by force, either for their Ser- 
vice, or to make Money of them, 
Their Maſters tax'd them at a certain 
Sum by the day, and for fault of pay- 
ment, inflicted on them all ſorts of pu- 


niſhment : Inſomuch, that thoſe unhappy Þ 
creatures - not being able ſometimes to | 
work out the daily rate impos'd on them, | 


were forc'd upon the infamous traffick of 
their Bodies, and become publick pro- 
ſtitutes, to content the Avarice of their 
Maſters. 

Juitice was ſold at the Tribunals, and

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the moſt enormous crimes eſcap'd from 
puntſhment, when the Criminals had 
' wherewithal to corrupt their Judges. 
All methods for heaping up Money, 
were accounted lawful, how indire& 
ever, and Extortion was 
feſt. Murther was recko 
treſpaſs, and was boafted as a piece of 


bravery.

- The Biſhop of Goa, to little purpoſe, 
threatn'd them with the wrath of Hea- 
ven, and the thunder of Excommunica- 
tions: No dam was ſufficient for ſuch a 
Deluge, their Hearts were harden'd a- 
gainſt Spiritual T hreatning and Anathe- 
ma's. Or to ſpeak more properly, the 
deprivation of Sacraments was no pumſh- 
ment to . ſuch wicked wretches, who 
were glad to berid of them. 

The uſe. of Conteſſions, and the Com- 
munion, were in a manner aboliſh'd; and 
if any. one by chance, was ſtruck with a 
remorſe of Conſcience, and defir'd to re- 
concile himſelt to God, at the foot of a 
* Prieſt, he was conſtrain'd to ſteal to his 
$ Devotions by night, to avoid the ſcandal 
to his Neighbour. 

So ſtrange a depravation of manners, 
proceeded trom theſe cauſes. Its riſe was 
taken from the licence of Arms, which 


permit, and almoſt authoriſe the great- 
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eſt diſorders ina conquer d Country. The 
Pleaſures of Afra, and the Commeree of 
Infidels, aided not a little to debauch the 
Portugueſe, as ſiarch'd and , as they 
naturally are. The want of ſpiritual Di- 
reQors, contributed largely to this grow- 

There were not, four Preachers in all 
the Indies: nor any one Prieſt without 
the Walls of Goa : Infomuch, that in ma- 
ny fortify'd places whole years were 
paſsd, without hearing a Sermon or a 
Maſs. 

Behold a Draught, not unreſembli 
the face of Chriſtianity in this new Wor 
when Father Xavier arriv'd in it.

Gods; and nothing was more common, 
than to ſee bleeding Infants on the Ak 
rars, ſlaughter'd by the hands of their 
own Parents. 

Such manifold abominations, inflam'd 
the Zeal of Father Xavier : He will'd 
himſelf able at the fame time, to have 
apply'd remedies to them all; yet 
thought himſelf oblig'd to begin with 
the houſhold of Faith, accordmg to the 
precept of St. Paul; that 1s to ſay, with 
the Chriſtians; and amongſt them he 
fingl'd out the Portugueſe, whoſe exam- 
ple was like to be moſt prevalent with 
the Baptisd Indians. Behold, in what 
manner he attempted thisgre# enterpriſe 
of Reformation. 

To call down the Bleſſing of Heaven 
on this difficult employment, he conſe- 
crated the greateſt part of the night to 


| Prayers, and allow'd himſelf at the moſt

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but four hours of Sleep: and even this 
little repoſe, was commonly diſturb. 
For lodging in the Hoſpital, and lying 
always near the ſick, as his cuſtom had 
been at Mozambique, his ſlumber was bro- 
ken by their leaſt comphaint, and he tail'd 
not to riſe to their reliet. 
He return'd to his Prayers at break of 
day; after which he celebrated Maſs: 


He employ'd the forenoon in the Hoſpi- Þ 


pitals ; particularly in that of the Lepers, 
which is in one ofthe Suburbs of Goa. He 
embrac'd thoſe miſerable Creatures one 


after the other ; and diſtributed amongſt Þ 
them, thoſe Alms which he had been Þ 


ing for them, from Door to Door. 
Atter this he viſited the Priſons, and dealt 
amongſt them the ſame effedts of Charity, 
In coming back, he made a turn about 
the Town, with his Bell in his hand, and 
gavea loud Summons to the Fathers of 
Families, that, for the love of God, they 


wou'd ſend their Children and their

Heart, thas it the Portugueſe Youth were 
well inſtructed inthe principles of Religi- 
on, and form'd betimes to the practiceÞ 
of good Life, Chriſtianity, in a little 
time, woud be ſecn to revive in Goa, but 
in caſe the Children grew up without in-

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ſtruction or diſcipline, there was no re- 
maining hope, that they who ſuck'd in 
Impiety, and Vice, almoſt with their 
Milk, ſhou'd ever become ſincere Chri- 
ſtians. 

The little Children, gather'd together 
in Crowds about him, whether they 
came of their own accord, through a 
Natural Curioſity, or that their Parents 
ſent them, out of the reſpe&t which they 
already had for the holy Man, howſo- 
ever vicious themſelves. He led them 
to the Church, and there expounded to 


| them, the Apoſtles Creed, the Command- 
| ments of-God, and all the practices of De- 


votion, Which are in uſe amongſt the 
Faithful. 

Theſe tender Plants, receiv'd eaſily the 
impreſſions which the Father made on 
them, and it was through theſe little 
Babes that the Town began to change 
its Face, For by daily hearing the Man 
of God, they became modeſt and devout: 
their Modeſty and Devotion, was a ſilent 
cenſure of that debauchery which ap- 
peard in perſons of riper age: Some- 
times they even reprov'd their Fathers, 
with a liberty which had nothing of 
childiſh in it, and their reproots pur the 
moſt diſſolute Libertines to ghe bluth. 


H 
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LYavier then proceeded to publick 
Preaching, whether, all the people 
flock'd ; and, to the end that the Indians 
might underſtand, as well as the Portu- 
geeſe, he affetcd to ſpeak that Language, 
in a groſs and clowniſh diale&, which 
paſs'd at that time amongſt the Natives 
of the Country. It was immediately

Far from treating them ſevere- 
ly, the deeper they were plung'd in 
that darling Vice, the more tenderly he 
ſeem'd to ule them. Onall occaſions he 
declar'd himſelt their Friend ; he made 
them frequent viſits, without fear of be- 
ing upbraided with ſo infamous a Con- 
verſation. He invited himſelf ſometimes 
to eat with them ; and then aſſuming an 
Air of gayety, he defird the Maſter to 
bring down the Children to bear him 
company. When he had a little com- 
mended their prettineſs, he ask d to ſee 
their Mother, and ſhew'd her the fame 
Countenance, as it he had taken her for 
an honeſt Woman. If ſhe were beau- 
tiful or well ſhapd, he praisd her, and 
faid, ſhe loot'd like a Portugueſe : Aﬀrer 
which, in private Converſation, Tou 
have, ſaid he to the Maſter, a fair Slave, 
who well deſerves to b: your Wife. Bur if 
ſhe were a ſwarthy, ugly Indian, Good 
God! hecry'd out, what a Monſter do you 
keep within your doors ! and how are you 
able to. endure the ſight of her 2 Such 
words, ſpoken in all appearance, withour 
deſign, had commonly their full effect : 
The Keeper marry'd her, whom the 
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Saint had commended, and turn'd off 
the others. 

This ſo ſudden a change of manners, 
was none of thoſe tranſient fits of Devo- 
tion, which paſs away, almoſt as ſoon 
as they are kindled ; Picty was eſtabliſh'd 
in all places and they who formerly came 
toconfeſſion once a year,to ſpeak the beſt 
of it, now perform'd it regularly once a 
month. They were all deſirous of con- 
feſſing themſelves to Father Xavier, fo 
that Writing from Goa to Rome on that 
Subje&, he ſaid, that if it had been poſ- 
fible for him, to have been at once in ten 
places, he fhou'd not have wanted for em- 
ployment. His Catechiſing having had 
that wonderful ſucceſs which we have 
mention'd, the Biſhop Don Fohn d' Albu- 
querque ordain'd, that from thence for- 
ward, the Children ſhou'd be taught the 
Chriſtian Do&trin, in all the Churches 
oft the Town. The Gentlemen and Mer- 
chants applyed themſelves to the regula- 
tion of their Families, and baniſhmenr of 
vice, They gave the Father conſidera- 
ble Sums of Money, which he di- 
{tributed in their preſence, in the Hoſ- 
pitals and Priſons. The Viceroy accom- 
panied the Saint thither once a week, 
to hear the complaints of the Priſoners 
and to relieve the Poor. This Chriſtian 
practice 
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practice was fo pleaſing to the King of | 
Portugal, Fohnthe Third, that afterwards 
he writ to Don John Don de Caſtro, Go» 
vernour of the /ndies, expreſly orderin 
him, to do that once a month, which 
Don Martin Alphonſo de Soſa never fail'd 
of doing every week ; in ſhort, the Por- 
tugueſe of Goa, had gaind ſuch an habi- 
tude of good Lite, and ſuch an univerſal 
change of manners had obtain'd amongſt 
them, that they ſeem'd. another fort of 
People. 


This was the ſtate of affairs, when Mi> Mr is told of 


chael Yaz, Vicar General of the Zndies, '/ 
a Man of rare virtue, and wonderful 


gave Xavier to underſtand, that on the 
Oriental Coaſt, which lies extended 
from Cape Comoriz, to the Iſle of Mas 
ar, and is call'd the Coaſt of Fiſhery, 
there were certain People call d Paravas, 
that is to ſay, Fiſhers, who had caus'd 
themſelves to be Baptiz'd ſome time ſince, 
on occaſion of ſuccours which had been 
given them by the Portugxeſe againſt the 
Moors, by whom they were cruelly op- 
preſt: That theſe People had nothing 
more of Chriſtianity, than Baptiſm, and 
the name, for want of Paſtours to in- 
ſtrut them; and that it would be a 
work well-pleaſing in the ſight of God 
3 to 


thither. 


zeal for the propagation of the Faith, Cf « call 
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to accompliſh their Converſion. He 
conceal'd not from him, that the Land 
was barren, and fo deſtitute of the con- 
veniences of life, that no ſtranger was 
willing to ſettle there. Thar intereſt a- 
lone drew the Merchants thither, in the 
ſeaſon of Pearl-Fiſhing, and otherwiſe the 
heats were inſupportable. 

There cou'd not have been made to 
Xavier a Propoſition more according to 
his hearts deſire. He offer'd himſelf with- 
out the leaſt heſitation,togo and inſtruct 
that People : and he did it ſo much the 
more treely, becauſe his preſence was 
no longer ſo neceſlary at Goa, where Pi- 
ety was now grown into a habit, by a 
ſetled form 'of five months ſtanding. 

Having receiv'd the BenediCtion of the 
Biſhop, he embarqu'd about the midſt of 
October, in the year 1542, in a Galior, 
which carried the new Captain of Como- 
rin ; and took with him rwo young Ec- 
cleſtaſticks of Goa, who had a tolerable 
inſight intothe Language of the Malabars, 
whuch 1s ſpoken in the Coaſt of Fiſhery. 
$a ofterd to haye furniſh'd him with 
money tor all his occaſions: But Apoſto- 
que men have no greater treaſures than 
rheir Poverty, nor any fund more cer- 
tain than that of Providence. He ac- 
cepted only a pair of Shooes, to defend 
hin 
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him in ſome meaſure from the burning 
Sands upon the Coaſts ; and, at parting, 
defir'd the Viceroy to ſend him his two 
Corppanions, who were left behind at 
Mozambique, fo ſoon as they ſhou'd arrive 
at Goa, 

The Cape of Comorin, is at the diſtance 
of about ſix hundred Miles from Goa: 
"Tis a high Promontory, jutting out in- 
to the Sea, and facing the Iſle of Cey/an, 
The Father being there arriv'd, immedi- 
ately fell in with a Village of Idolaters. 
He cou'd bear to go no farther, without 
Preaching the Name of Je/us to the Gen- 
tiles. But all he cou'd declare by the 
mouth of his Interpreters ſignified no- 
thing, And thoſe Pagans plainly told him, 
that they cou'd nor change their Faith, 
without conſent of the Lord, of whom 
they held. Their obſtinacy, however,was 
of no long continuance,and that Omnipo- 
tence, which had preordain'd .Yavier to 
the Converſion of Idolaters, wou'd not 
that his firſt Labours ſhou'd be unluc- 
celsful, 

A Woman of the Village had been 
three days in the pains of ChilJ-burth ; 
and had cndurd great torments, witl- 
out being easd, either by the Prayeis 
of the Brachmans, or any natural renie- 
dies. Xavier went to viſit her, accom- 
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panied by one ofthis Interpreters. And 
then it was, fays he, in one of his Let- 
ters, that forgetting I was in a ſtrange 
Country, 1 began to call upon the name of 
the Lord; though at the ſame time, 1 
cond not but remember, that all the Earth, 
is equally his, and all its Inhabitants are 
Lelonging to him. 

The Father expounded to the Sick 
Woman the Principles of our Faith; and 
exhorted her to repoſe her truſt in the 
God of the Chriſtians. The Holy Ghoſt 
who by her means had decreed to fave 
that People, touch'd her inwardly ; in- 
ſomuch, that beingask'd, if ſhe believ'd 
in Jeſus Chriſt 2 and if ſhe defird to be 
Baptiz'd 2 the anſwer'd yes; and that ſhe 
ſpake from the bottom of her heart. Xa» 
vier, then read rhe Goſpel to her, and 

)aptiz d her : ſhe was immediately de- 
liver'd of her Child, and perfetly re- 
coverd. This viſible Miracle immedi- 
ately fill d that poor Cabin, with aſto- 
niſhment and gladneſs. The whole Fa- 
mily threw themſelves at the Father's 
feet, and askd to be inſtructed : and be- 
ing ſufficiently taught, not one amongſt 
them but receiv'd Baptiſm. This news 
being Llown abroad, through all the 
Country, the chicf of the place, had the 
curiolity to ikke a perſon ſo wonderful in 
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his Works, and in his Words. He 
Preach'd to them the words of Eternal 
Life, and convinc'd their reaſon of the 
truth of Chriſtianity; But convinc'd 
though they were, they durſt not as 
they ſaid, become Chriſtians, without 
the permiſſion of their Prince. 

There was at that time, in the Vil- 
lage, an Officer; ſent expreſly from the 
Prince, to colle& a certain annual Tri- 
bute. Father Xavier went to ſee him, 
and expounded ſoclearly to him, all the 
Law of Jeſus Chriſt, that the Pagan pre- 
ſently acknowledgd, there was no- 
thing in it which was ill ; and after that, 
gave leave to the Inhabitants to imbrace 
it. There needed no more, to a people, 
whom nothing but fear witheld from it; 
they all offer d themſelves to be Bap- 
tiz'd, and promis'd thenceforth to live in 
Chriſtianity. 

The Holy man, encourag'd by fo hap- + rabwrs 
py a beginning, follow'd his way with in the ſalvation 
more chearfulneſs ; and came to 7utucu+ of the Paraves, 
rin, which is the firſt Town belonging - 
to the Paravas. He found in elle 
that this People, excepting only their 
Baptiſm, which they had receivd rather 
to ſhake off the Mooriſh Yoke, than to 
ſubject themſelves to that of Feſus Chriſt, 
were wholly Infidels; and he _ to 
them 
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them the Miſteries of our Faith, of 
which before, they had not receiv'd the 
leaſt rinture. The two Church-men 
who accompanied him, ferv'd him in the 
nature of Interpreters : But Xavier re- 
fleing within himſelf, that theſe Church» 
men trequently alter d thoſe things, 
which paſs'd through their mouths ; 
and that our own words, when ſpo- 
ken by our ſelves, have more vigour 
in them, bethought himſelt of finding 
ſome expedient, whereby to be under- 
ſtood, without the aſſiſtance of another. 
The way he took was to ger together 
ſome People of the Country, whounder- 
ſtood the Portugueſe Language: and to 
joyn them with the two Eccleſtaſtiques, 
who were knowing in the Malabar. He 
conſulted both Parties for many days 
together, and drudging at his buſineſs, 
Tranſlated into the Paravas tongue, 
the words v4 the fixn of the Croſs, the Apo» 
files Creed, the Commandements, the Lords 
Prayer, the Salutation of the Angel, the Con- 
fteor, the Salve Regina, and in fine, the 
whole Catechiſm, 

The Tranflation being finiſh'd, the 
Father got without book,whar hecou'd of 
ic ;and took his way about the Villages of 
the Coaſt, in number thirty, abour halt 


of which were baptiz'd, the reſt Idolaters. 
| 
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I went about, with my Bell in my 
hand, fays he himſelf, and gathering 
rogether all I met, both Men and Chil- 
dren, I inſtructed them in the Chriſtian 
DoQtrin: The Children learnt it eaſily 
by heart, in the compaſs of a month 
and when they underſtood it, I charg' 
them to teach it their Fathers and Mo- 
thers, all of their own Family, and even 
their Neighbours. 

On Sundays I aſſembled the Men and 
Women, little Boys and Girls in the Chap- 
pel; all came to my appointment, with 
an incredible joy, and moſt ardent de- 
fire to hear the Word of God, I began 
with the confeſling God to be one in na- 
ture, and trine in Perſons. I afterwards 
repeated, diſtin&tly, and with an audible 
voice, the Lords-Prayer , the Angelical 
Salutation, and the Apoſtles Creed. All 
of them rogerher repeated after me ; and 
'tis hardly to be imagin'd, what pleaſure 
they took init. This being done, I re- 
peared the Creed (ingly ; and infilting on 
every particular Article, ask'd it they 
certainly belicv'd it 2 They all proteſted 
to me with loud cries, and their hands 
acroſs their breaſts, that they firmly be- 
lievd it. My practice is to make 
them repeat tl:e Creed oftner than the 
other Prayers; and I declare to them, 
at 
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at the fame time, that they who be- 
lieve the Contents of it are true Chriſtians. 
From the Creed I paſs to the Tex Com- 
mandments, and give them to under- 
ſtand, that the Chriſtian Law is com- 
risd in thoſe ten Precepts, that he who 
—_ them all according to his Duty, is 
a good Chriſtian ; and that Eternal Life 
is decreed to him : That on the contrary, 
whoever violates one of theſe Command- 
ments, is a bad Chriſtian, and that he 
ſhall be'damn'd eternally, in caſe he re- 
pent not of his Sin : Both the new Chri- 
ſtians and the Pagans admire our Law, 
as Holy, and Reaſonable, and conſiſtent 
with it ſelf. 
Having done as I told you, my cuſtom 
is to repeat with them, the Lords Prayer, 
and the Angels Salutation. Once again 


we recite the Creed, andat every Article, * 


beſides the Pater noſter and the Ave Ma- 
ria, we intermingle ſome ſhort Prayer : 
for having pronounc'd aloud the firſt 4r- 
ticle, I begin thus, and they fay after 
me, Jeſus, thou Son of the living God, 
give me the Grace to believe firmly, this 
firſt Article of thy Faith, and with that 
mntention we offer thee that Prayer, of 
which thou thy ſelf art Author. We 
add, Holy Mary, Mother of our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt, obtain for us, from thy belov'd 
Son, 
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Son, to believe this Article, without an 
| doubt concerning it. The ſame method is 
obſerv'd in all the other Articles, and al- 
moſt in the fame manner, we run over 
the Ten Commandments. When we have 
jointly repeated the firſt Precept, which 
is" To love God, we pray thus: O Jeſu 
Chriſt, thou Son. of the Irving God, grant 
us thy Grace to love thee above all things ! 
and immediately after we ſay the Lords 
Prayer : Then, immediately we ſubjoin, 
O holy Mary, Mother of Jeſus, obtain for us, 
from thy Son, that we may have the Grace 
to keep this firſt Commandment. After 
which we fay the Ave Maria, We ob» 
ſerve the ſame method through the other 
nine Commandments, with ſome little 
variation, as the matter requires it. 
Theſe are the things which I accuſtom 
them to beg of God, in the common 
Prayers, omitting not ſometimes to aſſure 
them, that if they obtain the thing for 
which they pray, even that is a means 
for them to obtain other things more am- 
| ply than they cou'd demand them. 
{ TI oblige them all to fay the Confitevy, 
{ but principally thoſe who are to receive 
Baptiſm, whom I alſo enjoin to fay the 
Belief. Art every Article I demand of 
them, if they believe it without any 
(cruple, and when they have aflur'd = 
that 
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that they do, I commonly make them 
an Exhortation, which I have compos'd 
in their own language; being an Epitome 
of the Chriſtian Faith, and of the-nece(- 
fary dutics incumbent on us.in order to 
our Salvation. In concluſion, I bapriſe 
them, and ſhut up all, in ſinging the Salve 
Regina, to .implore the aſliſtance of the 
bleſſed Virgin. 

"Tis evident, by what we have already 
ſaid, concerning the inſtrution of the 
Paravas, that Xavier had not the giit of 
Tongues, when he began to teach them. 
:But it appears .alſo, that after he had 
made the Tranſlation, which coſt him 
ſo.much labour, he both underſtood and 
ſpoke the Malabar Tongue, -whither he 
had acquir'd.it by his own pains, or that 
God had imprinted the Species of it in 
.his Mind, after a ſupernatural manner, 
*Tis at leaſt probable, that being in the 
. Indies, when he ſtudied any Tongue, the 
holy Spirt ſeconded his application, and 
was in ſome ſort his Maſter. For 'tis 
conſtantly believ'd, that in a. very little Þ 
time, he learnt the moſt difficult langua- Þ 


ges ; and by the report of many perlons, Þ 
ſpoke them fo naturally, that he coud Þ 
He eftatiſhes Not have been taken for a Foreigner. | 


Carechiſts and Father Xavier having ſor the ſpace of Þ 
Teachers of the 


a month, inſtruted the Inhabitants of 
one 


y 
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one Village, in the manner above faid, 
before he went farther, call'd together 
the moſt intelligent amongſt them, and 
gave them in writing what he had 
raught, to the end, that as Maſters of 
the reſt, on Sundays and Saints days, 
they might congregate the people, and 
cauſe them to repeat, according to his 
Merhod, that which they had learnt for- 
merly. 

Hecommitted to theſe Catechiſts, (who 
in their own Tongue are call'd Canaco- 
poles) the care of the Churches, which 
he caus'd to'be built in peopled places; 
and recommended to them the ornament 


of thoſe Sacred Buildings, as far as their 


poverty wou'd allow. But he was not 
willing to impoſe this task on them, 
without ſorne kind'of Salary; and there- 
fore obtain'd from the Viceroy of the /r- 
dies, a certain Sum for their ſubſiſtence, 
which was charg'd vpon the annual Tri- 
bute, payable to the Crown of Portugal, 
from the Inhabitants of that Coaſt. 


| "Tis hardly to be exprefsd, what a The fruit of bis 
| Harveſt of Souls was reap'd from his en- 


deavours ; and how great was the fervour 
of theſe new Chriſt.ans. The holy Man, 
writing to the Fathers at' Rome, confeſles 
himſelt, that he wanted words to tell it. 
He adds, That the multitude of thoſe who 


had 
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had receiv d Baptiſm, was ſo vaſt, that 
with the labour of continual Chriſtnings, he 
was not able to lift up his Arms : and that 
his Voice often faild him, in ſaying ſo 
many times over and over, the Apoſtles 
Creed, and the Ten Commandments, 
with a ſhort inſtruttion which he always 
made concerning the duties of a true Chri- 
ftian before he baptis d thoſe who were of 
Age. 

"The Infants alone, who dy'd after 
Baptiſm, amounted according to his ac- 
count to above a thouſand. They who 
livd, and began to have the uſe of Reaſon, 
were ſo affected with the things of God, 
and ſo covetous of knowing all the My- 
ſteries of Faith, that they ſcarcely gave 
the Father time to take a little nouriſh- 
ment, or a ſhort repoſe. They ſought 
after him every minute, and he was ſome- 
times forc'd to hide himſelf from them, 
to gain the leiſure of ſaying his Prayers, 
and his Breviary. 


He maker vſeof By the adminiſtration of theſe Chil- 
Children tocure dren, who were ſo fervently devout, he 


the Sick, 


perform'd divers extraordinary works, c- þ 
ven many of thoſe miraculous Cures, 
which it pleas'd- God to operate by his 
means. The Coaſt of Fiſhery was never 
ſo full of Diſeaſes, as when the Father 
was there. It ſeem'd, as he himſelf has 
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expreſs d it in a Letter, that God ſent 
thoſe Diſtempers among(t that People, to 
draw them to him almoſt in their own 
deſpight. For coming to recover on an 
inſtant, and againſt all humane appear- 
ance, fo ſoon as they had receiv'd Bap- 
tiſm, or invok'd the name of Jeſus Chriſt, 
they clearly faw the difference betwixt 
the God of the Chriſtians and the Pagods, 
which is the name given in the [ndzes, 
both to the Temples and the Images of 
theirs falſe Gods. 

No one fell fick amotigſt the Gentils, 
but had immediate recourſe to Father 
Aavier. As it was impoſlible for him to 
attend them all, or to be in many places 
at the ſame time, he ſent there Chriſtian 
Children where he cou'd not go himſelf, 
In going from him one took his Chape- 
let, another his Crucifix, a third his Res 
liquiary, and all being animated with 4 
lively Faith, diſpers'd themſelves through 
the Towns and Villages. There gathe- 
ring about the ſick as many people as 
they cou'd aſſemble, they repeated often, 
the Lords Prayer, the Creed, the Com+ 
mandments, and all they had learnt by 
heart of the Chriſtian Faith ; which being 
done, they ask'd the Sick, If he believd 
wifeignedly in Jeſus Chritt, and if he de- 
fir d to be baptisd? When he had an- 

I ſwerd, 
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ſwer'd, Tes, they touch'd him with the 
Chaplet, or Crucifix belonging 'to the 
Father ; and he was immedately curd. 
One day, while Xavier was preach- 
ing the Myſteries of Faith to a great 
Mulrtitude, ſome came to bring him word 
from Manapar, that one of the-moſt con- 
ſiderable perſons of that place, was pol- 
ſeſs'd by the Devil, deſiring the Father 
to come to his relict. The Man of God 
thought it unbecoming of his Duty, to 
break off the Inſtruftion he was then 
making. He only call'd to him ſome of 
thoſe young Chriſtians, and gave them a 
Croſs which he wore upon his Breaſt ; 
aſter which he ſent them to Manapar with 
Orders to drive away the Evil Spirit. 
They were no ſooner arrivd there, 
than the poſleſsd perſon fell into an ex- 
traordinary fury, with wonderful con- 
torſions of his Limbs, and hideous yel- 
lings. The little Children, far from bec- 
ing terrify'd, as uſually Children are, 
made a ring about him, ſinging the Pray- 
ers of the Church. After which they 
compelled him to kiſs the Croſs; and at 
the ſame moment, the Devil departed 
out of him, Many Pagans there preſent, 
viſibly perceiving the Vertue of the Croſs, 
were converted on the inſtant, and be- 
cameafterwards devout Chriſtians. 


Theſe 
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Thefe young Plants, whom Xavier 


employ'd on ſuch occaſions, were in PEer- gainſt 15s and 


petual Diſputations with the Gen:z/s, and 
broke in pieces as many Idols as they 
cou'd get into their power : and ſome- 
times burnt them, throwing their Aſhes 
intothe Air. When they diſcover'd any, 
bearing the name of Chriſtianity, and yer 
keeping a Pagod in reſerve to adore 1n 
ſecret, they reprov d them boldly ; and 
when thoſe rebukes were of no effect, 
they advertis'd the holy Man, to the end, 
he might apply ſome ſtronger remedy. 
Aavier went often in their company, to 
make a ſearch in thoſe ſuſpeed Houles ; 
and if he diſcover'd any Idols they were 
immediately deſtroy'd. 

Being inform'd, that one who was 
lately baptis'd, committed Idolatry fome- 
times in private, and that the admonitions 
which he had receiv'd were uſeleſs, he be- 
thought himſelt to "_— him; and in 
his preſence commanded the Children to 
ſet Fire to his Houſe : that thereby he 
might be given to underſtand, how the 
the worſhipers of Devils, deferv'd eter- 
nal burning like the Devils: they ran 
immediately to their task, taking rhe 
Command in a literal ſenſe; which was 
not Yaviers intention : But the efte of 
it wes, that the Infidel deteſting, and 

I 2 renouncing 
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renouncing his Idolatry, gave up his Pa- 
gods to be conſum'd by Fire, which was 
all the deſign of the holy Man. 
The puniſhment Another Infidel was more unhappy ; 
9,5 14:9" He wasone of the firſt rank in Manapar : 
ſpis'd the ad- a Man naturally Violent and Brutal. Xa- 
 $ F4*vier, one day going to viſit him, defird 
r VICT, . , , 
him, in courteous words, that he wou'd 
liſten to what he had to ſay to him, con- 
cerning his eternal welfare. The Barba- 
rian vouchſafed not ſo much as to give 
him the hearing, but rudely thruſt him 
out of his Houſe, ſaying, That if ever he 
went to the Chriſtians Church, he was con- 
teat they ſhou'd ſhut him out : Few days 
after he was aſſaulted by a Troop ot 
arm'd Men, who deſign'd to kill him: 
All he cou'd do, was to diſingage himſelt 
fro them, and fly away, Seeing at a 
diſtance, a Church open, he made to it, 
as faſt as he cou'd run ; with his Enemies 
at his heels purſuing him. The Chriſti- 
ans, who were aſlembled for their excr- 
ciſes of Devotion, alarm'd at the loud 
cries they heard, and fearing the Idola- 
ters were coming to plunder the Church, 
1ummediately ſhut their Doors; infomuch 
that he, who hop'd for ſafety in a holy 
place, fell into the hands of Murde- 
, xers, and was aſlaſſinated by them; 
without queſtion by a Decree of the Di- 
vine 
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vine Juſtice, which reveng'd the Saint, 
and ſuffer'd the Wretch to be ſtruck with 
that imprecation which he had wiſh'd 
upon himſelt. , 

Theſe Miracles which Xavier wrought 
by the means of Children, raisd an Ad- 
miration of him, both amongſt Chri- 
ſtians and Idolaters : but fo exemplary 
a puniſhment, caus'd him to be reſpect- 
ed by all the World : and even amongſt 
the Brachmans there' was not one, who 
did not honour him. As it will fall in 
our way to make frequent mention of 
thoſe Idol-Prieſts, it will not be from our 
purpoſe, to give the Reader a deſcripti- 
on of them.

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amongſt the /nd;ans, both for their Birth, ,7;,. 84h. 
and their Employment. According to mans, 


the ancient Fables of the Zrdies, their 
Original is from Heaven. And 'tisthe 
common Opinion, that the Blood of the 
Gods is running in their Veins. But to 
underſtand how they were born, and 
from what God deſcended, 'tis neceſlary 
to know the Hiſtory of the Gods of that 
Country, which in ſhort, is this. 

The firſt, and Lord of all the others 
is Parabrama ; that is to ſay, a moſt per- 
fe&t Subſtance, who has his Being from 
himſelf, and who gives Being to the reſt. 

I 3 This 
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This God being a Spirit free from mat- 
ter, and deſirous to appear once under a 
ſenſible Figure, became Man; by the 
only deſire which he had, to ſhew him- 
ſelf, he coneeiv'd a Son, who came out 
at his Mouth, and was call d Mai/o. He 
had two others after him, one of them 
whoſe name was YViſnu, was born out of 
his Breaſt, the other call'd Brama, out,of 
his Belly. Before he retuso'd to his invi 
ſibility, he afſign'd Habitations and Em- 
ployments to his three Children, He 
plac'd the eldeſt in the firſt Heaven, and 
gave him an abſolute Command over the 
Elements, and mix'd Bodies. He lodg'd 
Viſnu beneath his elder Brother, and e- 
ſtabliſh'd him the Judge of Men, the Fa- 
ther of rhe Poor, and the Protectour of 
of the Unfortunate. Brama-had for his In- 
heritance the third Heaven, with the ſu- 
perintendance of Sacrifices, and other Ce- 
remonies of Religion. Theſe are the three 
Deities which the Jrdians repreſent by 
one Idol, with three Heads growing out 
of one Body, with this myſterious {1gni- 
fication, that they all proceed from the 
ſame principle. By which it may be in- 
terrd, that in former times they have 
heard of Chriſtianity ; and that their Re- 
ligion is an imperfect Imitation, or rather 
a Corruption of ours. 

They 
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They ſay' that Yiſuu has deſcended a 
thouſand time$ on carth, and every time 
has cheng'd bis ſhape; ſometimes ap- 
pearing./1n- the figure of a Beaſt, ſome- 
times of a Man; which is the Original 
of their Pagods, of whom they relate ſo 
many Fables. 

They add, that Brama, having* like- 
wiſe a deſire of Children, made himſelf 
viſible, and begot the Brachmans, whoſe 
Race has infinitely multiplied : The Peo- 
ple believe them:demi--Gods, as poor and 
miſerable as they are:. ' They likewiſe i- 
magine them to be Saints; becauſe they 

A\hard-and-folitary life ; having ve- 
ry often no other Lodging than the hol- 
low:of a Tree, or a Cave, and ſome» 
times living exposd to the Air on a 
bare Mountain, or in a Wilderneſs, ſuf- 
fering; all the hardſhips of the weather, 
keeping- a profound filence, faſting a 
whole year together, and making pro- 
fellion of cating nothing which has had 
Life in it. 

But-after all, there was not perhaps a 
more> wicked nation under the Canopy 
of Heaven. The fruit of thoſe aulteri- 
ties which they practice in the defart, is 
to abandon themſelves in publique, to 
the moſt brutal pleaſures of the Fleſh, 
without cither ſhame or remorſe of con- 
I 4 ſcience. 
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ſcience. For they certainly believe; that 
a'l things, how abominaÞle ſoever, are 
law ul ro be done,. provided they are ſug- 
geſted to them, by the light- which 1s 
within them. And the People are fo in- 
faruated with them, - that they'believe 
cy {hall become holy, by.partaking"in 
1:1 ®rimes, or by ſuffering any outrage 
1rom them, j 0 199 G5 
Oa the other. ſide, : they are the grea- 
celt Impoſtours in the world; their ta- 
lent conſiſts in inventing. new»Fables e- 
very day, and making them paſs amongſt 
the vulgar for wonderful miſteries. One 
of their cheats is to perſwatde the ſimple, 
that the Pagods eat like men ; 'and tothe 
end they may be preſented with» good 
cheer , they make their Gods of a Gi- 
gantique figure, and are ſure to endow 
them with a prodigious paunch, If rhofe 
offerings, with which they © maintain 
their Families come to fail,they denounce 
to the Peopke that the offended Pagods 
threaten the Country with ſome dread- 
ful judgment, or that their Gods:in dil- 
pleaſure, will forſake them, becauſe they 
are ſuffer'd to die of hunger 
The Dodtrin of thele Brachmans is 
nothing better than their Life : one of 
their groſſeſt errours 1s to tclieve that 
Kine have in them, ſomewhat of Sacred 
and 
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and Divine. That happy is the man, 
who can be ſprinkled over, with the 
aſhes of a Cow, burnt by the hand of a 
Brachman ; bur thrice happy he, who in 
dying, lays hold of a Cow's tail, and ex- 
pires with it betwixt his hands. For 
thus aſſiſted, the Soul departs out of the 
Body purified, and ſometimes returns in» 
to the Body of'a Cow. That fuch a 
favour, notwithſtanding, is not confer'd 
but on Heroick Souls, who contemr 
life, and dye generouſly, either by ca- 
ſting themſelves headlong from a Preci- 
pice, or leaping into a kindled Pile, or 
throwing themſelves under the Holy 
Chariot-wheels, to be cruſh'd to death 
by the - Pageds, while they are carried 
in Triumph about the Town, 

Weare not to wonder, after this, that 
the Brachmans cannot endure the Chri- 
ſtian Law ; and that they make uſe of 
all their credit, and their cunning to de- 
ſtroy it, in the /ndies. Being tavour'd 
by Princes, infinite in number, and 
ſtrongly united amongſt themſelves, they 
ſucceed in all they undertake, and as 
being great Zealots for their anticnt ſu- 
perſtitions, and moſt obſtinate in their 
Opinions, 'tis not caſie to convert 
them. 

Father 
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Father Xavier, who ſaw how large a 
Progreſs the Goſpel had made amongſt 
the People, and that if there were. no 
Brachmans in the Indies, there wou'd 
conſequently be no Idolaters, inall thoſe 
vaſt Provinces of Afia ; ſpard no Jabour 
to reduce that perverſe Generation, to 
the true knowledge of Almighty God. 
He convers'd often with thoſe of that 
Religion, and one day found a favoura- 
ble occaſion of treating with them; paſ- 
fing by a Monaſtery, where aboverwo 
hundred Brachmans liv'd together, he 
was viſited by ſome of the chiefeſt, who 
had the curioſity to ſee a man, whoſe 
Reputation was ſo univerſal, He re- 
ceivd them with a pleaſing countenance, 
according to his cuſtom, and having 
engag'd them by little and little, in a 
diſcourſe concerning the eternal happi- 
neſs of the Soul; he deſird them ro 
fatisfie him what their Gods commanded 
them to do, in order to it after death. 
They look'd a while on one another, 
without anſwering. At length.a Brach- 
man, who ſeem to be fouricore years of 
age, took the buſineſs upon himlelt, and 
ſaid in a grave tone, . that two things 
brought a Soul to glory, and made him 
a companion to the Gods ; the one was 
to abſtain from the murther of a Cow, 
the 
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the other to give Alms to the Brachmans. 
All of them confirm'd the Old man's an- 
ſwer, by their approbation; and applauſe, 
as if it had been an Oracle given from 
the mouths of their Gods themſelves. 

Father Xavier took compaſſion on this 
their miſerable blindneſs, and the tears 
came into his eyes. Heroſe on the ſud- 
dain, ( for they had been all fitting ) 
and diſtinaMly” repeated, in an audible 
tone, the Apoſtles Creed, and the ten Com- 
mandments, making a pauſe at the end 
of every Article, and briefly expounding 
it, in their own language, after which 
he declar'd to them, what were Heaven 
and Hell, and by what ations the one 
and other were deſerv'd. 

The Brachmans who had never heard 
any thing of Chriſtianity before, and had 
been liſtning to the Father with great ad- 
miration, roſe up, as ſoon as he had done 
ſpeaking, and ran to embrace him, ac- 
knowledging that the God of the Chri- 
ſtians was the true God, fince his Law 
was ſo conformable to the Principles of 
our inward light. Every one of them 
propos d divers queſtions to him; if the 
Soul were immortal, or that it periſh'd 
with the Body, and in caſe that the Soul 
died nor, at what part of the Body it 
went out, if in our fleep we dreamt we 
were 
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were in a far Country, or conversd 
with an abſent Perſon, whether the Soul 
went not out of the Body for that time ; 
of what colour God was, whether black 
or white, their Do&tours being divided 
on that point : the white Men maintain- 
ing he was of their colour, the black of 
theirs: the greateſt part of the Pagods for 
that reaſon being black. 

The Father aniwerdall their queſtions, 
in 2 manner 10ſuitable to their groſs un- 
derſtanding, which was ignorant alike of 
things divine and natural, that they were 
highly ſatisfied with him. Seeing them 
inſtructed and diſpos'd in this fort, he 
exhorted them to embrace the Faith of 
eſus Chriſt, and gave them to under- 

and, that the truth being made known 
to them, ignorance cou'd no longer ſe» 
cure them from eternal Puniſhment, 

But what victory can Truth obtain,o- 
ver Souls which find their intereſt in 
following Errour ; and who make pro- 
ſeſſion ot deceiving the common people? 
They anſwer'd ( faid the Saint in one 
of his Letters ) that which many Chriſti- 
ans anſwer at this day, what will the world 


fay of us, if they ſee us change? and after 


that, what will become of our Families, 
whoſe only ſubfiſkence is from the offerinrs 
which are made to the Pagods ? Thus hu 


mane 
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mane intereſt, and worldly confiderations, 
made the knowledge of the truth ſerve only 


to their greater condemnation. 


Not long afterwards, Xavier had an- The conference 
other conference with a Brachman who 7 Xavier with 
livd in the nature of an Hermite : He Brachmaa. 


paſs'd for the Oracle of the Country, 
and had been inſtructed in his youth, at 
one of the moſt famous Academies of 
the Faſt. He was one of thoſe who was 
knowing in their moſt hidden Miſte» 
ries, which are never intruſted by the 
Brachmans but to a certain ſele&t num- 
ber of their Wiſe men. AXavier, who 
had heard ſpeak of him, was deſirous to 
ſce him, and he on his fide, was as deſt- 
rous to ſee Xavier, The intention of 
the Saint was to try, 1n bringing over 
this Brachman, it he cou'd gain the reſt, 
who were proud of being his Diſci- 
les. 

| Aſter the firſt civilities which com- 
monly paſs betwixt two men, who mus» 
tually covet an acquaintance, and know 
each other by reputation, the diſcourſe 
tell upon Religion; and the Brachmasx 
found in himſelf at the very firſt, ſo great 
an inclination for Xavier, that he cou'd 
not conceal from him thoſe ſecrets, which 
a __ Oath had bound him never 
to diſcloſe to any. He conteſt plainly 
ro 


to him, that the Idols were Devils, and 
that there was only one God, Creatour 
of the world, and that this God alone 
deſerv'd the adoration of men ; that thoſe 
who held the rank of wiſdom amongſt 
the Brachmans, ſolemniz'd the Sunday in 
his honour, as a holy-day, and that day 
they only faid this Prayer, O God 1 adore 
thee at this preſent, and for ever. That 
they pronounc'd thoſe words ſoftly, for 
fear of being over-heard, and to preſerve 
the Oath which they had made, to keep 
them ſecret. In fine, faid he, 'tis to be 
read in our ancient Writings, that all rhe 
falſe Religions ſhow'd one day ceaſe, and the 
whole world ſhow'd obſerve one only Law. 
The Brachman having diſclos'd theſe 
Myſteries to Father Xavier, defird him 
in his turn, to reveal to him, what was 
moſt myſterious in the Chriſtian Law; 
and to engage him to deal the more 
freely with him, and without the leaſt 
diſguiſe, ſwore, that he wou'd inviolably, 
and for ever, keep the ſecret. I am fo 
far, faid the Father, from obliging you 
to ſilence, that I will inform yeu of no- 
thing you deſire to know, but on con- 
dition that you ſhall publiſh in all pla- 
ces what I tell you. The Brachman ha- 
ving given him his word, he began to 
inftruct him, by theſe words of Jeſu 
Chriſt,

Chriſt, He who will Believe, and be bap- 
tis'd, ſhall be ſav'd, This he expounded 
to him at large; at the ſame time de- 
claring to him, how Baptiſm was neceſ- 
fary to Salvation : and paſling from one 
Article of Faith ro another, he plac'd the 
truth of the Goſpel in fo advantageous a 
light before him, that the Brachmax de- 
clar'd upon the place, he wou'd become 
a Chriſtian, provided he might be ſo in 
ſecret ; and that he rmght have a Diſpes- 
ſation from ſome certain duties of Chri- 
ſttanity. 

This fo wicked a diſpoſition made 
him unworthy of the Grace of Baptiſm; 
he remain'd unconverted. Notwith- 
ſtanding which, he deſird to have in 
writing, the Apoſtles Creed, together 
with our Saviours words, which had 
becen expounded to him. 

He ſaw Father Xavier a ſecond time, 
and told him he had dreamt he was 
baptis'd, and that afterwards he became 
his Companion, and that they travell'd 
together preaching the Goſpel in far 
Countries : but this Dream had no effect, 
and rhe Brachman wou'd never promiſe to 
teach the people, that there was one 
only God, Creatour of the World, for 
fear, ſays he, that if he broke that Oath 
which oblig'd him to ſecrecy, the Devil 
ſhou'd puniſh him with death. Thus

Thus the Maſter, though convinc'd, 
yet not ſubmitting, the Scholars all ſtood 
out, and in the ſequel, of ſo great a 
multitude of Idol-Prieſts, not one em- 
brac'd the Chriſtian Do@rin from the 
Heart. Nevertheleſs, Xavier in their 
preſence wrought many Miracles which 
were capable of converting them. Ha- 
ving caſually met a poor Creature, all 
naked, and full of Ulcers from Head to 
Foot, he waſh'd him with his Hands, 
drank part of the Water wherewith he 
had waſh'd him, and pray'd by him with 
wonderful fervency ; when he had end- 
ed his Prayer, the Fleſh of the diſeasd 
perſon was immediately heal'd, and ap- 

rd as clean as that of an Infant. 

The proceſs of the Saints Canonization, 
makes mention of four dead perſons, to 
whom God reſtor'd their life, at this time 
by the Miniſtry of his Servant. The firſt 
was a Catechiſt, calld Antonio Miranda, 
who had been ſtung in the night, by 
one of thoſe venemous Serpents of the 
Indies, whoſe Stings are always mortal, 
The ſecond was a Child who fell into 4 
Pit, and was drown'd : The two others 
were a young Man, and a Maid, whom 
a peſtilential Fever had carry'd off, aftera 
ſhort ficknels. 
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But theſe Miracles, which gaveto the 
Father the name of Saint amongſt the 
Chriſtians, and caus'd him to be call'd, 
The God of Nature amongſt the Gentils, 
had no other effe&t upon the Brachmans 
than to harden their Hearts, and blind 
their Underſtandings. .Yavier, deſpai- 
ring of their Converſion, thought him- 
felt bound to publiſh all their wicked 
AQtions, and bring them into diſrepute. 
And he perform'd it ſo ſucceſsfully, that 
thoſe Men, who were had in veneration 
by the people, came to be deſpisd by 
all the World ; inſomuch, that even the 
Children _ at them; and publickly 
upbraided them with their Cheats. 
They began at firſt to threaten the Peo- 
ple, according to their cuſtom, with the 
anger of their Pagods ; but ſeeing their 
menaces turn'd to ſcorn, they made uſe 
of another Artifice, to regain their Cre- 
dit. 

What malice ſoever they harbour'd i 
their Hearts againſt Father Xavier, they 
managd it ſo well, that to ſee their cons 
du, they might have been taken for 
his Friends. They made him viſits, de- 
ſir d him to have ſome kindnels for them, 
they gave him many Commendations : 
they preſented him ſometimes with Pearls 
and Money. But the Father was inex- 
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exorable, and for their Preſents, he re- 
turn'd them, without fo much as look- 
ing on them. | 
The decrying of thoſe Idol-Priefts, 
contributed not a little to'the deftruftion 
of Idolatry, through all that Coaſt. 
The life which Xavzer led, contributed 
full as much. His Food, was the ſame 
with that of the pooreſt people, Rice 
and Water, His Sleep was but three hours 
at the moſt, and that in a Fiſhers Cabin 
on the Ground: for he had ſoon made 
away with the Mattereſs and Coverler, 
which the Viceroy had ſent him from 
Goa. The remainder of the night he 
paſs'd with God, or with his Neighbour. 
He owns, himfelt, that his labours were 
without intermiſſion; and that he had 
funk under fo great hardſhips, if God 
had not ſupported him. For to fay no- 
thing of the Miniſtry of Preaching, and 
thoſe other Evangelical FunRions, which 
employ'd him day and night; no quarre! 
was ſtirring, no difference on foot, of 
which he was not choſen Umpire. And 
becauſe thoſe Barbariars, naturally chole- 
rick, were frequently at odds, he appoint- 
ed certain hours, for clearing up their 
miſunderſtandings, and making Reconci- 
liations. There was not any Man fell 
ſick, who ſent not for him; and as there 
were 
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were always many, and for the moſt 
part diſtant from each other, in the ſcat- 
tering Villages, his greateſt ſorrow was, 
that he could not be preſent with them 
all. In the midſt of all this hurry, he 
enjoy'd thoſe Spiritual Refreſhments and 
Sweets of Heaven, which God only be- 
ſtows on Souls, who regard nothing but 
the Croſs: And the exceſs of thoſe de- 
lights was ſuch, that he was often forc'd 
to deſire the Divine Goodneſs to mode- 
rate them : according to what himſelf 
teſtifies in a Letter to his Father /gnatius, 
though written in general terms, and in 
the third perſon. 

Having related what he had perform'd 
in the Coalt of the Fiſhery, 1 have no 
more to add ( fays he ) concerning this 
Country, but only that they, who 
come hither, to labour in the Salva- 
tion of Idolaters, receive ſo much Con- 
ſolation from aboye, that if there be 
a perfet Joy on Earth, 'tis that they 
feel. He goes on, I have ſometimes 
heard a Man ſaying thus to God, O my 
Lord, give me not ſo much comfort in this 
life ; or if, by an exceſs of Mercy, thou 
wilt 1” 4 it on me, take me to thy ſelf, 
and make me partaker of thy Glory, for, 


tis too great a puniſhment, to livs with- 
out the fight of thee. 
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A year and more was already paſt, 
ſince * Favier had labour'd in the Con- 
verſion of the Paravas: and in all this 
time, his two Companions, Paul de Ca» 
merine, and Francis Manfilla were not 
come to his aſſiſtance, though they had 
been arriv'd at Goa ſome months ſince. 
The number of Chriſtians daily multi- 
plying to a Prodigy, and one only Prieſt, 
not being ſufficient to cultivate ſo many 
new Converts in the Faith, or advance 
them in Chriſtian Piety, the Saint thought 
it his duty, to look out for ſuccour, And 
beſides, having ſelefted ſome young Men, 
well natur'd, and of a good Underitand- 
ing, qualify'd for the Studies of Divinity, 
and Humane Sciences, who being them- 
ſelves well model'd, might return with 
him, to inſtru&t their Connciry-men, he 
was of Opinion, that he ought to con- 
duct them himſelf, without deterring his 
Voyage any longer. 

On theſe con!:derations he put to Sea, 
on his return, about the concluſion of the 
year 1543. and having got to Cochin, 
by Mid-January, he arrivd at Goa not 
long after. For the better underſtand- 
ing of what relates to the Education of 
thoſe young Indians, whom YXavier 
brought, it will be neceſſary to trace that 
matter from its Original. 

Before 
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to the Zrdies, Chriſtianity had made but;, 


little progreſs in thoſe Countries, and minary of ho- 


of an infinite number of Pagans, inha- 
biting the Iſle of Goa, and the parts ad- 
joining, ſcarce any Man thought of for- 
faking his Idolatry.. In the year r54r, 
Tames de Borba, a Portugueſe Preacher, 
and Divine, whom King John the Third, 
had ſent to ndza, ſearching out the cauſe 
of ſo great a misfortune, found, that it 
was not only becauſe the Europeans 
cou'd not eaſily learn the /xdian Tongue, 
but alſo, becauſe it an /ndian happen'd to 
be converted, they exercisd no Charity 
towards him ; and that the Children of 
the Faithful, who dy'd poor, were deſti- 
tute of ſuccour intheir wants. 

He gave notice of this to the Grand 
Vicar, Michael Vaz, to the Auditour 
General, Pedro Fernandez, to the Deputy- 
Governour, Rodriguez de Caſtel Blanco, 
and to the Secretary of State, Coſmo An- 
nez, who were all of them his particular 
Friends, and vertuous Men. Theſe be- 
ing in the Government, conſider'd of 
the means to remedy the growing evil, 
the Foundation of which had been diſfco- 
verdto them by Borba; and he himſelf 
excited the people to be inſtrumental in fo 
good a work. For one day, preaching, 
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he paſſionately bemoan'd the damnation 
at jo many ſndiavs, and chargd it on 
the Conſcience of his Auditory, that the 
Salvation of that Idolatrous People de- 
pended, in ſome ſort on them. 7 pre- 
tend not, ſaid he, that you ſhoud go your 
ſelves to the conqueſt of Souls, nor ck 
barbarous Languages on purpoſe, to labour 
in the Converfon of Gentiles. What 1 
beg of you, in the name of Jeſus Chrilt, 
is, that each of you, wou'd contribute ſome« 
thing towards the maintenance of the new 
Chriſtians. Tou will perform by that, 
what it is not in your power to do, by the 
preaching of the Goſpel ; and gain by your 
temporal good's, thoſe immortal Souls, for 
which the Saviour of the World has ſhed his 
Blood. | 

The holy Spirit, who had inſpir'd his 
Tongue, gave efficacy to his Words, by 
touching the Hearts of thoſe who heard 
them. Many of them being joyn'd to- 
gether, it was reſolvd to form a Compa- 
ny, which ſhoud provide for the ſubſi- 
ſtence ot thoſe young J[nd;jans newly 
converted ; and that Society, at firſt was 
call'd, the Brother-hood of St. Mary of the 
Lizht, (or Illumination) trom the name 
ot that Church where rhe Fraternity al- 
iembled, to regulate that new Eſtabliſh- 
necnr, 
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'Tis true, that as great works, are not 
accompliſh'd all at once ; in the beginning 
of this, there was only founded a ſmall 
Seminary, for the Children of Goa, and 
thoſe of the Neighbour-hood: but the 
Revenues were increas'd fo much after- 
wards by the liberality of Don Eſtevan de 
Gama, Governour of the /ndzes, and by 
the bounty of John the Third, King of 
Portugal, that all the Idolatrous Children, 
who turn'd Chriſtians, of what Country 
ſever, were receiv'd into it. 

There was alſo a Fund ſufficient for the 
building a fair Houſe and a magnificent 
Church in a larger Plot : and the Semi- 
nary, over which Borba. prefided, was 
then call'd, The Seminary of holy Faith. 

Matters being thus diſpos'd, above 
threeſcore Children, of divers Kingdoms, 
and nine or ten difterent Languages, 
were aſſembled, to be educated in Piety 
and Learning, But it was ſoon perceiv'd, 
that theſe Children wanted Maſters, ca- 
pable of inſtructing and forming them, 
according to the intention of the Inſti- 
tute. God Almighty had pre-ordain'd 
the Seminary of Holy Faith, tor the So- 
ciety of Jeſus : and it was by a particular 
diſpoſition of the Divine Providence, that 
the fame year, wherein the Seminary was 
eſtabliſh'd, brought over the 50ns of /gxa- 
tius to the Indies. K 4 Ac-

Accordingly, when Xavier, firſt ar- 
riv'd at Goa, Borba offer d him the con- 
du& of this new Eſtabliſhment, and us'd 
his beſt endeavours to ingage him 1n it. 
Xavier, who found an inward call, to 
ſomething more important, and who al- 
ready was conceiving in his Mind, the 
Converſion of a Heathen World, wou'd 
not coop himſclf up within a Town, but 
in his ſecret intentions,deſign'd one of his 
Companions for that employment, which 
was preſented to himſelf. In the mean 
time Borba wrote into Portugal, to Simon 
Redriguez, and earneſtly defir'd from him, 
ſome Fathers of the new Society, for 
whom, he ſaid, the Almighty had prepar d 
a Houſe in the new World, before their 
COMINT. 

During theſe TranfaQtions, Paul de 
Camerin, and Francis Manfila arriv'd at 
Goa, from Mozambique: Borba retain'd 
them both in the Seminary, by permiſſi- 
on trom the Viceroy ; and that was the 
reaſon,why they follow'd not Father Xa- 
vier, to the Coalt of Fiſhery. 

The Semicary Aavier = into the Seminary, thoſe 
of Hoy tar young Indians, whom he had brought 
Colled;e of $1, along, with him ; and whatever want he 
Paul, had otherwiſe of his Companions, he 
gave the charge of the Seminari/ts to Fa- 

ther Paul de Camerin, at the requeſt of 
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Borba, who had the chief Authority in 
the Seminary. For it was not till the 
year 1548, after the death of Borba, 
that the Company poſleſt it in pro- 
priety, and without dependence. It 
then receiv d the name of a Colledge, 
and was call'd the Colkedge of St. Paul, 
from the title of the Church, which was 
dedicated to the Converſion of the Apo- 
ſtle of the Gentils. From thence it alſo 
proceeded, that the Jeſuites were call'd 
in that Country, the Fathers of St. Paul, 
or the Fathers Pauliſts, as they are call'd 
in that Country even at this day. 


Father Xavier remain'd but a little Me rerarns to 
the Coaſt of Fi- 
ſhery; his ati- 
ons there. 


time at Goa; and return'd with all expe- 
dition to his Paravas,with the beſt provi- 
ſion of Goſpel Labourers, which he cou'd 
make. He was then deſirous of ſending 
a Miſſioner of the Company to the Iſle 
of Socotora, not being in circumſtances 
of going thither in Perſon ; For he had 
not forgotten the promiſe, which he 
made to God in behalf of that People, 
when he left them, But the ſmall num- 
ber of Companions which he had, was 
not ſufficient for the Þrdies; and it was 
not till three or four years afterwards, 
that he ſent Father A/phonſo Ciprian to 
Socotora. 

Belides Manfila, who had not yet re- 
ceivd 
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ceiv'd the Order of Prieſthood, he car- 
ried with him to the Coaſt of Fiſtery, 
two Prieſts, who were Ind:ars by na- 
tion, and one Biſcayner, call d Fohn Dor- 
tiaza ; when they were arriv'd there, he 
vitited all the Villages with them ; and 
taught them the method of converting 
Hdolaters tothe Faith, and of confirming 
thoſe who were already Chriſtians, in 
it. After which, having afſign'd to each 
of them a diviſion at his particular Pro» 
vince in the Coaſt, he enter'd farther 
into the Country, and without any other 
Guide, than the Spirit of God, penetra- 
ted into 3 Kingdom, the Language of 
which was utterly unknown to him, as 
he wrote to Mana in theſe terms. 

Tou may judge, what manner of Life 1 
lead here; by what IT ſha relate to you. 
T am wholly ignorant of the Language of 
the People, and th:y underſtand as little 
of mine; and 1 have no Interpreter. All 
T can perform, is to Baptiſe Children, and 


ferve the Sick, an Employment eaſily un- 


derſiood, without the heip of an Interpre- 
ter, by only mindin what they want. 
This was the Preaching, by which he 
declar'd Jeſus Chriſt, and made the Chri- 
ſtian Law appear amiable in that King- 
dom. For amongſt thole Barbarians who 
reduce all humanity to the notion of not 
being

being inhumane, and who acknowledge 
no other duties of Charity, than forbear- 
ing to do injuries ; it was a thing of ad- 
miration, to ſeea ſtranger, who without 
any intereſt, made the ſufferings of ano- 
ther man his own; and perform'd all 
ſorts of ſervices to the Poor, as if he 
had been their Father, or their Slave. 
The name of the Country is neither 
known, nor the fruits which theſe works 
of Charity produc'd. Tis only certain, 
that the Saint continued not there any 
long time; and that a troubleſome at- 
tair recall d him to the Coaſt of Fiſhery, 
when it was leaſt in his intentions to 
return. 


The Badages, who are a great multi- He 21s to the 


tude of Robbers, in the Kingdom of Biſ- 
vagar, Idolaters, and Enemies of the 


Chriſtian name, naturally fierce, always ſhery. 


quarrelling amongſt themſelves, and at 
war with their Neighbours, after they 
had ſeiz'd by force of arms on the King- 
dom of Pande, which is betwixt Mala- 
bar, and the Coaſts of Fiſhery, made an 
rruption into the ſaid Coaſt, in the ab- 
ſence of Xavier ; The Paravas were un- 
der a terrible conſternation at the ſight 
ot thoſe Robbers, whole very name was 
tormidable to them, nor daring ſo much 
as to gather into a Body, norio hazard 
the 
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the firft brunt of War; they took flight, 
and abandon'd their Country, without 
any other thought than of ſaving their 
Lives. In order to which, they threw 
themſelves by heaps into their Barques, 
ſome of them eſcaping into little defart 
Iſlands, others hiding amongſt the Rocks 
and Banks of Sand, betwixt Cape Comorin, 
and the Ifle of Ceylan. Theſe were the 
places of their retreat, together with 
their Wives and Children, while the Ba- 
Aages overran the Coaſt, and deſtroy'd 
their Country. 

But what profits it to have eſcap'd the 
Sword, when they muſt dye of hunger 2 
Thoſe miſerable Creatures, expos'd to 
the burning heats of the Sun, wanted 
nouriſhment in their Iſles, and on their 
Rocks, and numbers of them daily pe- 
riſh'd. 

In the mean time, the news of this 
Excurſion of the Robbers, and the flight 
of the Chriſtians was ſpread about, and 
Xavier heard it, in the Country where 
he then reſided. The misfortunes of his 
dear Pargvas touch'd him in the moſt 
tender part, he made haſt to their re- 
lief, and having been inform'd, that 
they were preſs d with Famine, he paſsd 
ſpeedily to the weſtern Coaſt, and ear- 
neſtly ſolicited the Portuzueſe, to ſupply 

them 
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them in this their extream neceſſity, He 
obtain'd twenty Barks, laden with all 
manner of Proviſion, and himſelf brought 
it to their places of retreat, where the 
poor Paravas, as many as were left alive 
of them, were languiſhing without hope 
of comfort, and expeCting death to end 
their miſery. 

The fight of the Holy man, whom 
all of them regarded as their common 
Father, caus'd them to forget ſome part 
of their misfortune ; and ſcem'd to re- 
ſtore them to Life. He gave them all 
imaginable conſolation, and when they 
had ſomewhat recover'd their ſtrength, 
he brought them back to their Habita- 
tions, from whence the Badages were 
retir'd: Thoſe Plunderers had ſwept all 
away, and the Chriſtians were more poor 
than ever ; he therefore procurd Alms 
for them, and wrote a Letter earneſtly 
to the Chriſtians of another Coaſt, to 
ſupply their Brethren in diſtreſs. 

The Paravas being reſetled by de- 
grees, Xavier left them under the con- 
duct of the Miſſioners, whom he had 
brought for them,and turn'd his thoughts 
elſewhere. He was deſirous to have 
carried the ſound of the Goſpel into the 
more Inland Countries, which had ne- 
ver heard of Jeſus Chriſt : yet he forbore 
it 
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it at that time, upon this account, that 
in thoſe Kingdoms where there wete ng 
Portugueſe to protetthe new Chriſtians, 
the Idolaters and Saracens wou'd make 
war on them, or conſtrain them to re- 
nounce their Chriſtianity to buy theif 
Peace. 


He goes to the Returning therefore by the weſtern 
Kingdom of 


Travancer, Coaſts, which were in the poſſeſſion of 
and there La- the Portugueſe, he travell'd by Land, and 
bours with 
geat ſucceſs. 


on foot, according to his cuſtom, to- 
wards the Coaſt of Travancor, which be- 
ginning from the point of Comorin, lies 
extended thirty Leagues along by the 
Sea, and is full of Villages. 

Being come thither, and having by 
the good offices of the Portugueſe ob- 
tain'd permiſſion from the King of 7ra- 
pancor to publiſh the Law of the trueGod, 
he follow'd the ſame method, which he 
had us'd at the Fiſhery. And that praQtice 
was fo ſucceſstul, that all that Coaſt was 
converted to Chriſtianity in a little ſpace 
of time, infomuch, that forty five Chur- 
ches were immediately built, He writes 
himſelf, that i» one month he Baptiz'd 
with his own hand ten thouſand Idolaters. 
And that frequently in one day, he Baptiz'd 
a well Peopled Village. He fays alſo, 
that it was to him a moſt pleaſing objett, 
#0 behold, that ſo ſoon as thoſe Tnfulels 

| had 
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had receiv'd Baptiſm , they rat, vyi 
with each other, to demoliſh the 7, andler 
the Idols. 

It was at that time, properly ſpeak- 
ing, when God firſt commumcated to 
Xavier the gitt of tongues in the /rdies ; 
according, to the Relation of a young 
Portugueſe of Coimbra, whoſe name was 
Vaz, who attended him in many of his 
Travels ; and who being return'd into 
Europe, related thoſe Paſſages, of which 
himfelt had been an eye witneſs. The 
Holy man ſpoke very well the Language 
of thoſe Barbarians, without having 
learnt it, and had no need of an Inter- 
preter, when he inſtrated. There be- 
ing no Church, which was capable of 
containing thoſe who came to hear him, 
he led them into a ſpacious Plain, to the 
number of five or ſix thonſand Perſons, 
and there gerting up into a Tree, that 
he might the farther extend his voice, he 
Preach'd to them the words of Eternal 
Trath. There it was alſo, that to the 
end the compals of the Plain mightſerve 
in the nature ofa Church, he ſometimes 
celebrated the Divine Myſteries, under 
the Sails of Ships, which were ſpread 
= the Altar, to be ſeen on every 
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The Brachmans cou'd not ſuffer the 
Worſhip of the Pazods to be abandon'd 
in this manner ; but were reſolv'd to be 
reveng'd on the Author of ſo ſtrange an 
alteration. In order to execute their 
deſign, they ſecretly engag'd ſome Ido- 
laters to lye in wait for him, and dif- 
patch him privately. The Murtherers 
lay in Ambuſh more than once, and in 
the ſilence of the night endeavour to 
ſhoot him with their Arrows. But di- 
vine Providence wou'd not ſuffer their 
malice to take place : of all their Ar- 
rows, one only wounded him, and that 
but ſlightly ; as it were rather to give 
him the fatisfa@tion of ſhedding ſome 
blood, in teſtimony of the Faith, than 
to endanger his Life. 

Enragd, and deſperate for having 
miſsd their aim, they ſought him e- 
very where, and-not finding him, they 
ſet fire on three or four houſes, where 
they thought he might poſſibly be lodg'd. 
The Man of God was conſtrain'd one 
day, to hide in the covert of a Foreſt, 
and paſsd the following night upon a 
Tree, to eſcape the fury of his Enemies, 
who ſearch'd the whole Foreſt to have 
found him : There was a neceſſity ſome- 
times, that the faithful ſhou'd keep 
guard about him day and night, and 

to 
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tothat purpoſe they plac'd themſelves in 
Arms, about the houſe, where he was 
retir'd. 

In the mean time, the Badages, who 
had ravag'd the Coalt of Fiſhery, the 
year before, animated of themſelves a- 
= the Chriſtians, and perhaps puſh'd 
orward by the Devils, who faw their 
Empire decaying day by day, excited 
alſo by the deſire of glory, and above 
all things by the hope of booty, enter'd 
into the Kingdom of 7ravancor, on the 
ſide of one of thoſe Mountains, which 
confine on the Cape of Comorin : Their 
former ſucceſs had renderd them fo 
havghty, and fo infolent, that they flat- 
ter d themſelves with an imagination 
that every thing wou'd bend before them. 
But not having now to do as they had 
before, with ſimple Fiſhers, they were 
come in good order, and welt arm'd un- 
der the conduct of the Naiche, or Lord 
of Modure, a valiant, - and experienc'd 
Captain. 

The Inhabitants of the Maritime Vil- 
lages, took fright at the noiſe of an ho- 
ſtile Army ; and retiring, for the moſt 
part with great haſte and confuſion, into 
the Inland Country, carried even to the 
Court the news of the invaſion. 
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The King of Travancor, whom the 
Portugueſe call the great Monarch, be- 
cauſe indeed, he is the moſt powerful of 
all the Kings of Malabar, recolleQing his 
Army with all ſpeed, put himſelf at the 
head of it, and march'd towards the E- 
nemy. The Batrtel, in all appearance, 
was likely to be bloody, and the Vidto- 
ry ſeem'd aſſurd, to thoſe Vagabond 
Robbers, who were morein number, and 


better Diſciplin'd, 
Father .Yavier (o ſoon as he underſtood, 
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the Arty of the that the Badages were drawing near, 
Badages, and falling proſtrate on the ground, O Lord, 


-—_ * faid he, Remember that thou art the God of 


Mercies, and Proteftour of the Faithful : 
give mot-up to the fury of theſe Wolves 
that Flock, of which thou haſt appointed me 
the Paſtour. That theſe new Chriſtians, 
who are yet ſo feeble in the Faith, may not 
repent their embracing it, and that the In- 
fidels may not have the advantage of op- 
preſſing thoſe, who repoſe their Slee, 
in none but thee. 

His Prayer being ended, he aroſe, 
and inſpird with a more than humane 
courage, which made him incapable of 
ſear, he takes a troop of feryent Chri- 
ſtians, and with a Crucifix in his hand, 
runs with them towards the Plain,where 


the Enemies were marching in Battalia : 
When 
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When he arriv'd within diſtance of bei 

heard, he ſtop'd and faid to them, 'in a 
threatning voice, 7 forbid you in the name 

of the Living God, to paſs f was and on 

his part, command you to return the way 
Ou Came. 

Theſe few words caſt a terrour into 
the minds of thoſe Souldiers who were 
at the head of the Army ; they remain'd 
confounded, and without motion, They 
who march'd after them, ſeeing the 
foremoſt advanc'd not, ask'd the reaſon 
of it : anſwer was return'd from the firſt 
ranks, that they had before their eyes 
an unknown Perſon habited in black, of 
a more than humane Stature, of a ter- 
rible aſpe&t, and darting fire from his 
eyes. The moſt hardy were deſirous to 
fatisfie themſelves concerning what was 
told them: they were ſeiz'd with amaze- 
ment at the ſight, and all of them fled 
with a precipitate confuſion. 

The new Chriſtians who had follow 'd 
Xavier, ran to declare to the neighbour- 
ing Villages this wonderful event. The 
fame of it was ſuddenly ſpread abroad, 
and the King, who was marching to- 
wards the Enemy with great ſpeed, heard 
the report of it on his way. He causd 
Xavier to be brought into his preſence, 
and embrac'd him as the Redeemer of 

L 3 Travancor ; 
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Travancer ; and after he had publickly 
thank'd him for ſo eminent a ſervice, he 
faid thus to him: 7 am cald, the Great 
Monarch, and from henceforth you ſhall 
be call'd, The Great Fatiter. 

The Saint gave the King to underſtand, 
that it was onlv Jeſus Chriſt, ro whom 
he ought to pay his «cknowledgments ; 
and as for. himſclt, he ought only co Lc 
regarded as a weak inſtroment, who 
cou'd do nothing of his own power. 
The Pagan King comprehended nothing 
of his meaning, an! thc rwo Vices which 
are the common Obſtacles to the Con- 
verſion of the Grea?, that is to ſay, the 
Concupiſcence of the Fleſh and Pride of 
Heart, hindred him, afterwards, from 
embracing of the Faith : which notwith- 
ſtanding, he causd an Edit to be pub- 
liſh'd throughout his Kingdom, where- 
by all Men were commanded to obey 
the Great Father, as they wou'd his pro- 
per perſon: and that whoever defir'd to 
be a Chriſtian, might be ſo, without a- 
ny apprehenſion ot danger to enſue, He 
went ſo far, as even to call Xavier his 
Brother ; and beſtow'd on him large 
ſums of Money, 2!| which the Servant 
of God employ'd in Charities on the 
poor, 
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An Edidt fo favourable to the Law of 
our Belief, made many Chriſtians even 
in the Court, though contrary to the 
Example of the Prince. But the Mi- 
raculous Actions of Xavier, finiſh'd the 
Converſion of the whole Kingdom. Be- 
ſides his curing all forts of diſeaſes, he 
raisd four ns from the Dead ; two 
Women and two Men. The Ac of Ca- 
nonization, relates no more of the Re- 
ſurregtion of the Women, bur the bare 
matter of fa&t, withont any Circum- 
ſtances; but the ReſurreQion of the Men 
is related at large, of which the ſubſtance 
1s in the enſuing account. 

Xavier preach'd in one of the Mari- 
time Villages of 7ravancor, call'd Conlan 
near on Comorin, Some were conver- 
ted by his firſt Sermons, but the greater 
party remain'd in their ancient Superſti- 
tion, after having ofren heard him. The 
moſt obſtinate, 'tis true, liſtn'd to him 
with delight, and found the Maxims of 
the Goſpel, to be moſt conformable to 
the light of Reaſon; but the pleaſure 
which they took in hearing produc'd 
nothing ; and they farisfy'd themſelves 
with admiring the Chriſtian Law, with» 
out troubling themſelves to follow it. 
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any thing upon their Hearts, pray d fer- 
vently to the Almighty in their behalf: 
and with his Eyes lifted up to Heaven, 
his Countenance more than ordinarily 
inflam'd, and with abundance of Tears, 
belought him to tzke pity on thoſe ob- 
ſtinate Idolaters. O Lord, faid he, all 
Hearts are in thy Hands, thou canſt bend, 
as it pleaſes thee, the moſt ſtubborn, and 
ſoften the moſt obdurate : do that honour, 
on this day, to the Blood, and the name 
of thy beloved Son. Scarcely had he end- 
ed his Prayer, when he was aſlurd, it 
was anſwerd: turning himſelt to his 
Audience, with the Air of one infpir'd ; 
Well, ſaid he, fence you will not believe 
me on my word, bebold that which will 
make me be believd. What teſtimony do 
you defire from me, of thoſe truths which 1 
have declar'd to you? At the ſame inſtant 
he recall'd to his remembrance, that a 
Man had been there buried the day be- 
fore. Then reſuming his diſcourſe in the 
ſame tone that he _— it ; Open, faid 
he, the Sepulchre which you clos'd yeſter- 


day, and bring out the Body : but obſerve 
carefully, whether he who was buried bt 
truly dead, 

The moſt incredulous ran haſtily to 
take up the Corps, far from finding any 
therlcalt ſign of life, they perceiv'd it 

began 
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began to putrifie with a noiſome ſcent, 
They took oft the Linnen in which he 
was wrappd, and laid the dead Man at 
the Feet of the Father, who was come to 
the place of burial. The Barbarians 
'd with aſtoniſhment on the dead Bo- 
y; and impaticatly expeRed the event. 
The Saint fell upon his Knees, and after 
a ſhort Prayer, addreſſing himſelf to the 
Dead, 7 commaid thee, faid he, in the holy 
name of the living God, to ariſe, for the 
confirmation of that Religion , which 1 
_ At theſe words the Dead aroſe of 
imſelf, and appear'd, not only living, 
but vigorous, and in perfe&t health. 
All who were preſent, cry'd out, with a 
loud voice, Zhat the God of the Chriſtians 
was Ommipotent : and that the Law which 
the great Father preach'd, was true. In 
uence of which, they threw them- 
ſelves at his Feet, defir'd Baptiſm, and 
receiv'd it on the place. 

The other dead perſon, whom the A- 
poſtle rais'd to life, was a young Man, 
and a Chriſtian, who dy'd at Mutan, on 
the fame Coaſt, betwixt Carjapatan and 
Alicale. He had been dead above four 
and twenty hours, of a peſtilential Fever. 
Xavier met the Corps by chance, as they 
were carrying it to the Grave. The Pa- 
rents of the dead man, who were of the 
L 4 great- 
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teſt quality in all the Country, ac- 
companied the Funeral-Pomp, with all 
their kindred, according to the cuſtom 
of that Nation. As comfortleſs as they 
were, yet upon ſight of the Saint, they 
recover'd courage ; and embracing his 
Knees, implor'd him to reſtore their Son 
to life ; being perſwaded, that what was 
not to- be effected by the power of Na- 
ture, wou'd coſt him only a word ſpeak- 
ing. Xavier mov'd by their affliction, 
and excited by their Faith, beg'd the aſli- 
ſtance of the Moſt High, made the ſign 
of the Croſs, and threw Holy- Water on 
the Dead ; after which he took him by 
the Hand, raisd him up in the name of 
the Lord, and reſtor'd him living to his 
Father and Mother. 

To preſerve the memory of an AQti- 
on, ſo wonderful, and fo authentick, the 
Parents of the Man they raisd, creed 
a great Croſs, on the place where the 
Miracle was done; and were accuſtom'd 
afrerwards to go often thither, and pray 
to God before it. Theſe Refurreions 
were ſo tamous through all the Country, 
and fnade fo great impreſſions, on the 
Souls of the Inhabitants, that the people 
came thronging from all parts to behold 
the great Father, and to receive Baptiſm 
from his hands. ' Infomuch, * that the 
| . whole 
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whole Kingdom of 7ravancor, was ſubs 
jeed to Chriſt Feſus, in few Months : 
And the King with ſome few of his chief 
Courtiers, were the only remaining Ido- 
laters in the Land ; by a terrible ; rt 
ment of Almighty God, who ſometimes 
abandons Princes, to their unruly Paſſi- 
ons ; and departs from the Great, while 
he communicates himſelf, to thoſe of the 
lowelt quality. 


The End of the Second Book. 
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H E Reputation of Xavier was 
not confin'd to the Kingdom 
of Travancor: it was ſpread 
abroad through all the Zndies ; 
and the God of the iſtians at the 
ſame time was had in fo great venera- 
tion, that the moſt Idolatrous Nations 
ſent to deſire the Saint, that he wou'd 
come and give them Baptiſm. His joy 
was infinite, to find the Gentils of their 
own free motion, ſearching after the 
way 
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way of Eternal Life, but on the other 
ſide he was afflicted, that he was not 
ſufficient alone, to inſtru ſo many valt 
Countries as were gone aſtray from 
it, 
Seeing the Harveſt fo great, and the 
Labourers ſo few, he wrote earnelitly to 
Father Jgnatius, in Italy, and to Simon 
Rodriguez in Portugal, for a {upply of 


Miſſioners. He had ſuch tranſports of 


Zeal on that occaſion, as to fay in one 
of his Letters, 7 have often thoughts to 
run over all the Univerfities of Europe, 
and Principally that of Paris, and to cry 
aloud to thoſe who abound more in Learn- 
ing than in Charity, Ah how many Souls are 
loſt to Fleaven, through your default | It 
were to be wiſh'd, that thoſe People wou'd 
apply themſelves as diligently to the Sal- 
vation of Souls, as they do ro the ſtudy of 
Sciences; to the end they might render to 
Almighty God a good account of their Lear- 
ning, and the Talents which he has be- 
ftow'd on them : Many, without doubt, mov'd 
with thoughts like theſe, wou d make a ſpi- 
ritual retreat, and give themſelves the lei- 


ſure of meditating on Heavenly things, that 


they might liſten to the woice of God. They 
wou d renounce their Paſſims, and tramp- 
ling under foot all worldly Panities, wou'd 
pat themſelves in condition of following the 

morions 
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motions of the Divine Will. They wou'd 
ſay from the bottom of their hearts, behold 
me in readineſs, O my Lord, ſend me where- 
ſoever thou ſhalt pleaſe, even to the Indies 
if thou command ſt me. 

Good God, how much more happily wou'd 
thoſe Learned men then live, than now they 
do | with how much more aſſurance of their 
Salvation | and in the hour of death, when 
they are ready #0 fland forth, Before the 
dreadful Judgment-Seat, how much greater 
reaſon wou'd they have, to hope well of God's 
Eternal Mercy, becauſe they might ſay, 
O Lord, thou haſt given me five Talents, 
and behold I have added other five. 

T take God to witneſs, that not being 
able to return into Europe, I have almoſt 
reſold to write to the Univerſity of Paris, 
and namely to our Maſters, Cornet and Pi- 
card, that Millions of Idolaters might be 
eafily converted, if there were more Prea- 
chers, who wou'd fincerely mind the intereſts 
of Jeſus Chriſt, and not their own concern- 
ments.

and the Rains which water it from Hea» 
ven regularly once a Moneth, joyn'd 
with the Springs and Rivers, which paſs 

it, refreſh the Ground in a great- 
er meaſure, than the ſcorching heats can 
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it. 
Father Xavier was employ'd in eſta- #* ſends « Miſ- 
bliſhing Chriſtianity in 7ravaxcor, when por ihe Ile 


he receiv'd this Embaſſy from Manar. As 
he cou'd not forſake an Infant Church, 
without a reaſonable apprehenſion of its 
ruine, he ſent to Marar, one of the Prieſts 
whom he had feft on the Coaſt of Fiſhery. 
And God'fo bleſs'd the labours of that 
Miffioner, that the Manarois not only be- 
came Chriſtians, but died generouſly for 
the Faith ; and this was the occaſion of 
their Martyrdom. 

The Ile of Marar, was at that time 
tinder the Dominion of the King of Jafa- 
natapan : for by that name the Northern 
= of Ceylan is call'd. This Prince, 

d uſurp'd the Crown from his elder 
Brother ; and enflav'd his Subjets. A» 
bove all things he was an implacable Ene- 
my of the Chriſtian Faith ; though in ap- 
pearance he was a Friend to the' Portw- 
gueſe, whoſe Forces only cou'd ſet 
Bounds 
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Bounds to his Tyranny. When he un- 
derſtood that the Manarois Were Conver- 
ted to Chriſtianity, he enter into that 
fury, of which Tyrants only can be ca- 
pable. For he commanded, that his 
Troops ſhou'd immediately paſs over in- 
to the Iſland, and put all to the Sword, 
excepting only the Idolaters. His Orders 
were punQtually executed : and Men, 
Women and Children, were all deſtroy'd, 
who had embrac'd the Chriſtian Faith. 


the conflancy of It was wonderful to behold, that the 


f 


4 Faithful being examin'd one by one, con- 


cerning their Religion, and no more re- 
quir'd for the faving of their lives, than 
to forſake their new Belief, there was 
not one amongſt them, who did not 
openly declare himſelf a Chriſtian. The 
Fathers and Mothers, anſwer'd for the 
newly baptisd Infants, who were not 
able to give teſtimony of their Faith : 
and offerd them to the death, with 
a Reſolution, which was amazing to 
their Executioners. Six or ſeven hun- 
dred of theſe Iſlanders gave up their lives 
for the name of Feſus Chriſt ; and the 
principal place which was conſecrated by 
ſo noble Blood, from Pafm, which it 
was call'd before, now took the name of 
the Field of Martyrs, 


This 
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This dreadful Maſlacre, - far from abo- 
liſhing the Chriſtian Law, ſerv'd only to 
render it more flouriſhing. The Tyrant 
had even the ſhame of ſeeing his Officers 
and Domeſtick Servants, torfake their 
ancient Superſtition in deſpight of him. 
But what moſt inrag d him, was the Con- 
verſion of his eldelt Son. This young 
Prince, inſpir'd of God, caus'd himſelf to 
be inſtructed by a Portugueſe Merchant, 
who had dealings at the Court : which 
yet cou'd not be fo ſecretly perform, 
but that the King had notice of it. Ar 
the firſt news, he cut his Throat, and 
threw the Body into the Ficlds, to ſerve 
for food to Salvage Beaſts.

But Heaven permitted not, that a 4 miraculor 


death which was ſo precious in the ſight 2:7. 


of God, ſhou'd be without honour, in 
the ſight of Men. The Portugue/e Mer- 
chant, buried his Diſciple by night ; and 
on the next morning, there appear'd a 
beautiful Croſs, printed on the Ground 
which coverd the Body ofthe —_ 
The ſpeftacle extreamly ſurpris'd the \In- 
fidels. They did what they were able, 
to deface, (and if I may ſoſay) to blot 
out the Croſs, by treading over it, arid 
caſting Earth upon it. It appear d again 
the day following, in the fame Figure, 
and they once more endeavour'd to tread 
M It 


j oſs, and its 
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itout. But then it appear'd in the Air, 
all reſplendent with light, and darting 
its Beams on every ſide. The Barbarians 
who beheld it, were affrighted ; and, be- 
ing rouch'd in their Hearts, declard 
themſelves Chriſtians. The Kings Siſter, 
a Princeſs naturally vertuous, having pri- 
vately embrac'd the Faith, inſtructed 
both her own »on, and her Nephew, 
who was Brother to the Martyr, Bur 
while ſhe direted them in the way of 
Heaven, ſhe took care to preſerve them 
from the cruelty of the Tyrant. To 
which purpoſe ſhe addreſs'd her ſelf to the 
Merchant above mention'd, and intruſt- 
ing him with the lives of the two Princes, 
order'd him to convey them to the Se- 
minary of Goa. 

This Portugueſe managd all things fo 
diſcreetly, with the concurrence of the 
Princeſs, that he eſcap'd out of the Iſland, 
with the two Princes, undiſcoverd. He 
took his way by the Kingdom of 7ravan- 
cor, that he might behold Father Xaver, 
and preſent to him, theſe two illuſtrious 
new Converts. The Father receiv'd them 
as Angels deſcended from above, and 
gave immortal thanks to God, for ſo no- 
ble a Conqueſt. He fortify'd them in the 
Faith, gave them excellent inſtructions, 
and promis'd ſo to mediate in their fa- 
vour, 
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vour, with the Viceroy of the Indies, 
that they ſhou'd haveno occaſion of re- 
penting themſelves, for having abandon'd 
all things for the fake of Jef Chriſt. 

When the King of Fafanatapan, had 
_ - = flight of his Son and Ne- 

ew, he broke out into new fury againſt 
the Chriſtians, and put to death great 
numbers of them. Being apprehenſive, 
that his Brother, from whom he had 
uſurp'd the Crown, and who now led a 
wandring life, might poſlibly change his 
Religion alſo, and beg proteRion from 
the Portugueſe ; he ſent Officers round a» 
bout, with orders to bring him into his 
Hands, or at the leaſt, to bring back his 
Head. But he fail'd of getting him in 
his power either alive or Jead. For this 
unhappy Prince, attended by ten Horſ- 
men, having paſsd to Negapatan, came 
by Land to Goa, after having ſuffer'd ex- 
tream hardſhips, in a Journey of more 
than two hundred Leagues. 
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Father Xavier, who was inform'd of rhe Enterpriſe 


all theſe proceedings, thought it neceſſa-

ry to make advantage of theſe favourable {,.,.,.. 


opportunities, without loſs of time. He 
conſider'd, with what perfeftion Chri- 
ſtians might live in a Kingdom where 
they 4's ſo generouſly for the Faith, 
with ſo imperte&t a knowledge of I 
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On the other ſide, he judg'd, that if the 
injuſtice and cruelty of the Tyrant re- 
main'd unpuniſh'd, what an inducement 
it might be to other Idolatrous Kings, 
for them to perſetute the new Converts 
in their turn. That the only means for 
repairing the paſt, and obviating future 
miſchicts, was to diſpoſleſs the Tyrant of 
the Crown, which he ſo unjuſtly wore, 
and reſtore it to his Brother, to whom it 
rightfully belong'd : That for theſe Conſr- 
derations, recourſe ought to be had to 
the Portugueſe, to ingage them by a prin- 
Ciple of Religion to take Arms againſt 
the Uſurper of the Kingdom, and the 
Perſecutour of the Chriſtians. 

In order to this, the Father causd 
Manfilla to be recalld from the Coaſt 
of Fiſhery, and having intruſted him 
w.th the care of Chriſtianity in Travan- 
cor, took his way by Land to Cambaya, 
where the Viceroy of the dies then re- 
ſided. 

Beſides theſe reaſons, relating to the 
King of Jafanatapan, the Saint had other 
Motives, which oblig'd him to take this 
Journey. The greateſt part of the Eu- 
ropeans, Who were in the Indies, and 
chicfly the Officers of the Crown of Por- 
tugal, liv'd alter fo infamous a manner, 
that they made the Chriſtian Faith ap- 
pear 
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pear odious, and ſcandaliz'd alike, both 
the Idolaters and the Faithful, 

The publick Worſhip of the Pagods 
was tolerated at Goa; and the Sc of 
the Brachmans daily increas'd in Power; 
becauſe thoſe Pagan Prieſts had brib'd the 
Portugueſe Officers. The people profeſs'd 
Heatheniſm freely, provided they made 
exact payments of their Tribute, as if 
they had been conquer'd only for the fake 
of gain. Publick Offices were fold to 
Saracens, and the Chriſtian Natives ſtood 
excluded, for want of Money, which does 
all things with corrupt Miniſters. The 
Receivers of the Kings Revenues, who 
were to pay the Paravas of the Coaſt of 
Fiſhery, conſtrain'd thoſe poor Fiſhers to 
deliver their Pearls almoſt tor nothing ; 
and thus the exaction of a lawful Tribute 
in the Conſtitution, became "Tyranny 
and Oppreſlion in the managment. Men 
were fold like Beaſts, and Chriftians ir- 
ſlav'd to Pagans at cheap pennyworths. 
To conclude, the King of Cochin, an Ido- 
later, but tributary to the Crown of Por 
tugal, was ſuffer'd to confiſcate the Goods 
of his Subjes, who had receiv d Bap- 
tiſm. 

Father Francis was wonderfully griev'd 
to perceive, that the greateſt hindrance 
to the growth of Chriſtianity, in __ 
3 vaſt 
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vaſt Dominions of A4fa, proceeded only 
from the Chriſtians. He bewaild it 
ſometimes to God, in the bitterneſs of 
his Heart, and one day faid, that he wou'd 
willingly return to Portugal, to complain of 
it to the King, not doubting, but ſo Reli- 
gious and Fuſt a Prince, wou'd order ſome 
remedy, for this encroaching evil, if he had 
notice how it ſpread. 

Xavier liad taken the way of Cochin, 
along by the Sea Coaſt. Hearrivd there 
the 1ixteenth of December 1544. where 
he happen'd ro meet with Michael Yar, 
Vicar General of the Zydies. In acquain- 
ting him with the Reaſons of his Jour- 
ney, he made him ſenſible, that the weak- 
neſs of the Government was the princi- 
pal cauſe of the Avarice and Violence of 
the Officers. That Don Alphonſo de Sofa, 
was indeed a Religious Gentleman, but 
wanted Vigour; that it was not ſufficient 
to will good Actions, if at the ſame time 
he did not ſtrongly oppoſe ill ones: Ina 
word, that it was abſolutely neceſſary for 
the King of Portugal to be inform'd, of 
all the-Diſorders in the Indies, by a per- 
ſon who was an eye witneſs of them, and 
whoſe Integrity was not liable to Suſpi- 
tion. Yazimmediately enter'd into the 
Opinions of the Father; and his Zeal 
carryd him to paſs himſelf into Portugal, 
in 
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in a Veſſel which was juſt ready to ſet 
Sail. Xavier praisd God for thoſe good 
intentions, and wrote a Letter by him 
to King John the Third ; the begjnni 

of which, I have here tranſcrib'd. bu 


God has made choice of you amongſt all the 
Princes of the World for the Conqueſt of 
India, to the end he may make trial of 
your Faith, and ſee what requital you will 
make to him for all his Benefits. Tou ought 
alſo to confider, that in conferring on you 
the Empire of a new World, his intention 
was mot ſo much, that you ſhoud fill your 
Coffers with the Riches of the Eaſt, as that 
you ſhou'd have an opportunity of fignalizing 
your Zeal, by making known to 1dolaters, 
(through the means of thoſe who ſerve you, } 
the Creatour and Redeemer of Mankind. 


The Saint, after this beginni Ve 
the King to underſtand Famer Ala 
ons of Michael Yaz, and the ill condu&t 
of the Portugueſe, who were in the Go- 
vernment of the Indies. He ſuggeſted 
to him the means of putting a ſtop to 
thoſe diſorders, and advisd him above 
all things, not only to recommend by 
Letters, the intereſt of Religion, but ri- 
M 4 goroufly 
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gorouſly to puniſh all thoſe Officers, 
who were wanting to their duty in that 
reſpet. For there is danger, ſaid he, 
that when God fhall ſummon your Majeſty 
to Tudament, that will then come to paſs, 
which you leaſt expelt ; and which is not to 
be avoided ; there is danger, Great Prince, 
that you may then hear theſe words of an 
offended God ; Why have you not puniſh'd 
thoſe, who under your Authority, have made 
War againſt me in the Indies? you who 
have puniſt'd them ſo ſeverely, when they 
were negligent, in gathering your Revenues. 
Tour cauſe will be little helpd, by your 
rerurn of this anſwer ro Jeſus Chriſt ; 
Lord I have not wanted yearly to recom- 
mend by Letters to my Subjects, all that 
concerns thy honour and thy ſervice. For, 
doubt not, it will be thus anſwer d ; But your 
Orders were never put in Execution, and 
you left your Miniſters at their own diſpoſe, 
to do what ever they thought good. 

I therefore beg your Majeſty, by that 
fervent Zeal, which you have for the Glory 
of our Lord, and by the care which you 
have always teſtifygd of your Eternal Sal- 
vation, to ſend hither a vigilant and reſ0« 
lute Miniſter, who will bend his Adtions to 
nothing more, than to the Converfton of 
Souls ; who may att independantly to the 
Officers of your Treaſury ; and who will not 


ſoffer 
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ſuffer himſelf to be led and govern'd by the 
politicks of worldly men, whoſe foreſight 
is bounded with the profit of the State. 
May your Majeſty be pleas'd, a little to 
inſpett your Incomes from the Indies; and 
after that, look over the Expences which are 
made for the advancement of Religion ; that 
having weigh'd all things equally on either 
fide, you may make a Judgment, if that 
which you beſtow, bears any proportion with 
that which you recerve. And then perhaps 
you will find a juſt Subjeft to apprehend, 
that of thoſe immmenſe Treaſures, which 
the Divine Goodneſs has heap'd upon you, 
you have given to God but an inconſiderable 
pittance. 

For what remains, let not your Majeſty 
defer any longer the payment of ſo juſt a 
debt, to ſo bountiful a giver ; nor the heal- 
ing of ſo many publick wounds. What reme- 
dy foever you can apply, what diligence ſo- 
ever you can mate, all will be too little, 
and of the lateſt. The fincere and ardent 
Charity of my Heart towards your Majeſty, 
has conſtrain d me to write to you in he 
manner ; eſpecially when my imagination 
repreſents to me, in a lively fort, the com- 
plaints which the poor Indians ſend up to 
Heaven, that out of ſo vaſt a Treaſure with 
which your Eſtate is inrich'd by them, you 
employ ſo little for their Spiritual neceſſt- 


tes. 
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ries. The Letter ended in 
this favour of Almighty God, hes the 
King in his Life time, might have thoſe 
conſiderations, and that condutt, which 
he wou'd wiſh to have had, when he was 
dying, 


of Michael Yaz, > pr—— ſo well with 


purſuant to the in- 
ſtructions of Father Xavier, that he ob- 
tain'd another Governour of the Tndzes ; 
and carried back fuch Orders and Provi- 
ſions, fign'd by his Majeſties own hand, 
as were in 2 manner the ſame which the 
Father had defird. 

Theſe Orders contain'd, That no Tole- 
ration ſhou'd be granted for the Superſti- 
tion of the /vfidels in the Iſle of Goa, 
nor in that of Salſeta, That they ſhou'd 
break in pieces all the Pagods which were 
there, and make ſearch in the houſes of 
the Gentils for conceal'd Idols ; and who- 
ſoever us'd or made them, ſhou'd be pu- 
niſh'd according to the quality of his 
Crime. That as many of the Brachmans 
as were found to oppole the publication 
of the Goſpel, ſhou'd be Baniſh'd : That, 
out of a yearly Rent of three thouſand 
Crowns, charg'd on a Moſquee at Bazain, 
a ſubſiſtence ſhow'd be made for the Poor, 
newly converted from Idolatry : That 
hereafter no publick Employment ſhou'd 

be 
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be given to Pagans; That noexaQion 
ſhou'd remain unpuniſh'd. That no 
Slaves ſhou'd henceforth be fold, either 
to Mahometans, or Gentils. That the 
Pearl-fiſhing, ſhou'd only be inthe hands 
of Chriſtians, and that nothing ſhou'd be 
taken from them, without paying them 
the due value. That the King of Co- 
chin ſhou'd not be ſuffer'd to deſpoil, or 
oppreſs the Baptisd Indians ; and laſt 
of all, That if Sa had not already re- 
veng'd the Murther of the Chriſtians in 
Manar, who were Maſhcred by the King 
of Jafanatapans Command, Caſtro who 
ſucceeded 1n his place, ſhou'd not fail to 
ſee it done. 

To return to Father Xavier, he put 


to Sea at Cochin, and fail'd towards Cams He comverts & 


baya; in the Ship there was a og 7 a 
one © 


Gentleman, much a Libertine, a 
of thoſe declar'd Atheifts, who make a 
boaſt of their impiety. This was mo» 
tive enough for the Holy man to make 
acquaintance with him. He kept him 
company, and was even ſo complaiſfant 
as to entertain him with pleaſant conver 
ſation. The Portugueſe was much de- 
lighted witi his good humour, and took 
pleafure in hearing him diſcourſe on 
many curious Subjects. But, if Xavier 
offer'd to let fall a word concerning the 
Salvation

Salvation of his Soul, he laught it our, 
and wou'd hear no more. It the Father 
mildly reprov'd him for his profane and 
ſcandalous way of living ; he flew out 
into a fury, againſt the holy practice of 
the Church, and ſwore he wou'd never 
more come to Conteſlion. 

Theſe ill inclinations did not at all dif- 
courage Xavier from his undertaking : 
He treated this harden'd Sinner after the 
manner that Phyſicians uſe a Patient ra- 
ving in his Sickneſs, with all manner of 
compaſſion and ſoft behaviour. In the 
mean time they came to an Anchor, be- 
fore the Port of Cananor, and going aſhore 
together, they took a walk into a Wood 
of Palm-Trees, which was near 'their 
place of Landing. After they had made 
a turn or two, the Saint ſtripp'd himſelf 
to the waſt, and taking a Diſcipline poin- 
ted at the ends with wire, ſtruck ſo hard 
and fo often on his naked body, that in 
a very little time his back and ſhoulders 
were all bloody: Tis for your fake, 
ſaid he to the Gentleman who accom- 
panicd him, that I do what you ſee ; and 
all this is nothing to what I wou'd wil- 
lingly ſuffer for you. But, added he, 
you have coſt Chriſt Jeſus a much dearer 
price : will neither his paſſion, his death, 
nor all his blood ſuftice to foften the

hardneſs of your heart > Aﬀter this, ad- 
dreſſing himſelf to our bleſſed Saviour, 
O Lord, faid he, be pleas'd to look on thy 
own adorable blood, and not on that, of ſo 
wile a Sinner as my ſelf. The Gentleman 
amaz d and confounded both at once, at 
ſuch an exceſs of charity, caſt himſelf at 
the feet of Xavier, beſeeching him to 
forbear, and promiſing to conteſs him- 
ſelf, and totally to change his former 
life. In effe, before they departed out 
of the Wood, he made a general Con- 
feſſion to the Father, with ſincere con- 
trition for his Sins, and afterwards liv'd, 
with the exemplary behaviour and pra- 
Ctice of a good Chriſtian. 

Being return'd to the Port, they went 
again on Shipboard ; and continu'd their 
voyage to Cambaya. When they were 
arrivd at that place, Xavier went to 
wait on the Viceroy, and eaſily per- 
{waded him to what he deſfir'd, in refe- 
rence to Fafanatapan: For beſides that

Soſa reposd an entire confidence in Fa-' 


ther Xavier, and was himſelf zealous for 
the faith, the Expedition which was pro- 
pos'd to him, was the moſt glorious that 
the Porturueſe cou'd undertake ; ſince the 
conſequence of it was to puniſh a Ty+ 
rant, to diſpoſlels an Ulſurper, and to re- 
ſtore a lawtul King, 

The 
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The Viceroy therefore wrote Letters, 
and diſpatch'd Couriers, tothe Captains 
of Comorine, and of the Fiſhery, com- 
manding them to aſſemble all the Forces 
they cou'd make, at Negapatan, and make 
a Fdden 'rruption into the Tyrant's 
Country, without giving him time to 
provide for his defence. He gave them 
alſo in charge, to take the Tyrant alive, 
if poſſibly they cou'd ; and put him into 
the hands of Father Francis, who defird 
his Converſion, not his death ; and hopd 
the blood of the Martyrs of Manar, 
might obtain the forgiveneſs of his 
Crimes. 

Xavier, encouragd by theſe hopes, 
return'd towards Cochin, where he pro- 
pos'd to himſelf to follow his Miniſterial 
vocation, while the preparations of War 
were making. Coming back by Cananor, 
he lodg'd in the houſe of a Chriſtian, 
who himſelf was religious, but his Son 
debauch'd, and ſubje&t to all forts of 
vices. The good man ſenſibly afflited 
at the ill condu&t of his graceleſs Son, 
wept day and night; and Xavier began 
at firſt to comfort him, ſaying thoſe vi- 
ces were ordinary in youth; and riper 
age wou'd reclaim him from them. Ha- 
ving done ſpeaking, he ſtood mute a 
while, and recolleted himſelf ; then 
ſuddenly 
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ſuddenly lifting up his eyes to Heaven, 
Know, ſaid he, that you are the moſt happy 
Father in the world : this Libertine Son, 
who has given you ſo many diſquiets. ſhall 
one day change his manners : He ſhall be 
a Religious of the Order of St. Francis, 
and at laſt ſhall dye a Martyr. The e- 
vent verify'd the Prediction ; the young 
man, afterwards took the Habit of Sr. 
Francis, and went to Preach the Faith 
in the Kingdom of *Cande, where he 
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rians, 

Father Xavier being come back to 
Cochin, was very kindly receiv'd by the 
- m—— of State, Coſmo Annez, his in- 
timate friend, who was there, on ſome 
important buſineſs. Being one day to- 
gether, and talking familiarly, Xavier 
ask'd Amnez, if the year had been good 
for the Portugal Merchants 2 Annez an- 
ſwer'd him, that it cou'd not have been 
better: that not long ſince, feven Veſl- 
ſels had been ſent off, which were now 
in their paſſage to Europe, and richly 
laden. He U3ed, that himſelf had ſent 
the King of Portugal a rare Diamond, 
which had coſt ſix thouſand Ducats at 
Goa, and wou'd be worth more than 
thirty thouſand at Lishonme. Aavier 
had a farther curioſity to enquire, which 
ol 
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of the Ships had carried the Diamond, 
and Annes told him, it was the Ship 
call'd the Atoghia, and that he had in- 
truſted the Jewel to Fob» Norogna, who 
was Captain of the Ship. 

Xavier then enter'd into a profound 
meditation, afid after he had kept ſilence 
for ſome time, all on the ſudden, thus 
reply'd, I cou'd have wiſh'd that a Dia- 
mond of {o great value had not been 
intruſted to that Ship. And for what 
reaſon anſwerd Annez? is it not becauſe

Leak? but, Father, the is now fo well 
refitted, that ſhe may be taken for a 
new. Veſſel. The Saint explain'd himſelf 
no 'farther ; and Annez, upon 4 ſecond 
conſideration, began to conjeQture, both 
from the Father's words, and afterwards 
from his ſilence, that there was ſome 
danger in the matter, whereupon he de- 
fird him, to recommend that Ship to 
the proteQtion of Almighty God ; for in 
concluſion, faid he, the Atoghia cannot 
be loſt without a very conſiderable dam- 
mage to me. I have had no order, faid 
he, to buy that Diamond, ſo that in caſc 
it ſhou'd miſcarry, the loſs will be wholly 
mine, 

Sitting one day together at the T2- 
ble, and Xavier obſcrving Annez to be

God, faid he, your Diamond is fafe, and 
at this very time, in the hands of the 
Queen of uo py Annez believd Xa- 
wier on his word ; and underſtood after- 
wards, by Letters from Norogna, that

Saracens Child, which is all that is known 
of that Miracle. He was deſirous in his 
paſſage to ſee the Iſle of Manar, where 
ſo many Chriſtians had been Maſlacred 
for the Faith, and going aſhore, he often 
kiſsd the ground, which had been 
ſpriakled with the blood of Martyrs at 

N Pafim. 


Fleet, 141- 


end of May, ſet fail for Negapatan, where ſer one from the 
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Paſim. While he rejoyc'd at the happy 
deſtiny of the dead, he had cavle to be 
afflicted, for the misfortune of the li- 
ving : a contagious Diſeaſe, laid waſt the 
Iſland ; and there died an hundred every 
day. 

When the Manaris had notice, that 
the great Father, fo famous in the Ze 
dies was at Paſrm, they aſlembled to- 
gether, above three thouſand of them, 
tor the moſt part Genti/s, and bei 
come to the Village, beſought him hum- 
bly to deliver ther from the Peſtilence. 

Xavier ask'd three days, wherein to 
implore of God, for thar which they 
had beg'd from him. During all which 
time, he only offer'd up to our Lord, 
and ſet before him-the merits of thoſe 
bleſſed Martyrs, who had ſuffer'd for his 
name at Paſrm. Before thoſe days were 
ended, his Prayers were heard, the Plague 
ceas'd; and all the Sick were reſtord 
to health at the fame moment. So vi- 
fable a Miracle wrought on all of them to 
believe in Feſus Chriſt ; and the Apoſtle 
Baptizd them with his own hand. He 
cou'd make no longer ſtay with them ; 
for the Naval Army then expected him, 
and his preſence was neceſſary to encou- 
rage the Souldiers, and mind the Captains 
of che performance of their duty. 

He 
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He paſs'd over from Manar, to Nega- 
patas ; but there he found all things in 
a far different condition, from what he 
hop'd. The Portugueſe Navy diminiſh'd 
daily ; and the Commanders who at the 
beginning,” had been ſo zealous for the 
Holy War, were now the firſt to con- 
demn it. It was in vain for him, - to ſet 
before their eyes the honour of their Na- 
tion, and that of God: Intereſt did fo 
blind their Underſtanding, that they for- 
got they wereeither Portzxzue/es or Chr.» 
ſtians : behold in ſhort, what overthrew 
ſo glorious an expedition, 

While they were equipping the Fleet, 
it happen'd that a Portuzaeſe Vellel, co- 
ming from the Kingdom of Pegs, and 
laden with Rich Merchandiſe, was dri- 
ven by Tempeſt upon the Coaſt of Ja- 
fanatapan. The King made ſeizure ot it, 
and polleſs'd himſelf of all within it, ac- 
cording to the cuſtom of the Barbarians, 
The Captain, and the Ships Company 
foreſceing, that if in this conjuncture, 
War ſhou'd be made againſt the Heathen 
Prince, they ſhou'd never be able to re- 
trieve their wealth out of his hands, cor- 
rupted the Officers of the Fleet with large 
Preſents, to deſiſt from their underta- 
king. Thus, the Tyrant, whom Father 
Xavier deſignd to drive out from his 
N 2 - 
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ill-gotten Kingdom, was maintain'd in 
it, by the covetouſneſs of Chriſtians ; or 
or rather by the ſecret decrees of Provi- 
dence, which ſometimes permits the 
Perſecutors of the Church, to reign in 
peace, to the end a tryal may be made, 
of ſuch, as dare to continue conſtant in 
their Faith. 

As holy men reſign their Will, to that 
of God, Xavier wholly abandon'd the 
Enterprize of Fafanatapan ; and thought 
only of returning to the Kingdom of 
Travancor. Being, now on Sea, he caſt 
back his eyes on the Ifle of Ceylan, which 
he faw from far; and cry'd out, lamen- 
ting for it, Ah! unhappy Nand, with how 
many Careaſſes do 1 behold thee cover d ? 
and what Rivers of blood, are making in- 
undations on all fides of thee > Theſe words 
were Prophetical of what happend af 
terwards, «when Don Conſtantine de Bra- 
ganza, at one time, and Don Hurtado 
de Mendoga at another, deſtroy'd all 
thoſe Iſlanders with the Sword, and the 
King of Fafanatapan, being himſelf taken, 
together with his eldeſt Son, was put to 
death in his own Pallace : As if the Di- 
vine Juſtice had nor deferr'd the death of 
this Perſecutor, but only to render it 
more terrible, and more memorable. 


Father 
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returning to 7ravancor ; but the Winds 


blew ſo contrary, that they always comerſim of 
drove him from the Coaſt. By this 799 King: 


he judgd that God had call'd him to 
ſome other place ; and thereupon form'd 
a reſolution of carrying the light of the 
Goſpel, from Iſle to Iſle, and trom King- 
dom to Kingdom, even to the m_— 
limits of the Eaſt. The news he heard, 
during his Navigation, caus'd him ſud- 
denly to caſt his thoughts on an Iſland 
ſituate under the EquinoQtial,, betwixt 
the Molucca's and Borneo, ſtretch'd in 
length two hundred Leagues from North 
to South, and divided into ſundry King- 
doms, call'd by the Geographers Celebes, 
by the Hiſtorians Macaſſar; from the 
names of the two Capital Cities, of the 
two Principal Kingdoms , as to the reſt, 
well peopled, and abounding in all forts 
of Riches. 

It was related to him, that about the 
year 1531, two Brothers, both Idolaters, 
2s were all the Inhabitants of Macaſlar, 
going on their private buſineſs to 7er- 
nate, the chief of the Molucca's, had ſome 
conference, relating to Religion, with 
the Governour Antonio Galvan a Portu- 
gueſe, one of the moſt famous Warriours 
of his age; and celebrated in Hiſtory, 
N 3 both 


Father Xavier was very deſirous of He deſigns the 
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both for his Piety and Valour. That ha- 
ving learnt from him, the Vanity of their 
Idols, they embrac'd the Chriſtian Faith, 
and at their Baptiſm took rhe names of 
Antonio and Michael. That being re- 
turn'd into their Country, they them- 
ſelves taught publickly the Faith of Je- 
ſus Chriſt : That all their Countrey-men 
with one accord, ſent their Embaſladours 
to the Governour of 7ernate, deſiring 
him to ſend them ſome to inſtruct them 
in the Principles of Faith; and that the 
Heads of this Embaſly were the two Bro- 
thers, known to Galvan : that theſe Ems 
baſladours found a very kind reception ; 
and that for want of a Prieſt, Galvan 
gave them a Souldier for their Teacher, 
whoſe name was Fraxcis de Caſtro; a 
Man knowing in Religion, and of exem- 
plary Piety. In concluſion, that Caſtro, 
who was thus choſen to inſtruct that 
people, imbarking for Macaſſar, was 
driven by a Tempelt another way, 
Beſides this, Xavier. was likewiſe in- 
form'd, that not long before, a Portugueſe 
Merchanr, call'd Antonio Payva, going to 
Macaſſar in the name of Ruys Yaz Perey- 
ra Caprain of Malacca, for a Ships lading 
of Sandal, a pretious Wood, growing in 
that Iſland, the King of Supa, which is 
one of the Kingdoms of Macaſſar, came 
in 
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in perſon to ſee him, and ask'd divers 


queſtions relating to the Chriſtian Faith: 
that this honeſt Merchant, better ac- 
quainted with his Traffick, than his Rell- 
gion, yet anſwerd very pertinently, 
and diſcours'd of the Myſteries of Faith, 
after ſo reaſonable a manner, that the 
King, then threeſcore years of age, was 
converted, with all his Family and Courrt. 
That another King of the ſame Iſland, 
call'd, the King of- Sion, follow'd his Ex- 
ample ; and that theſe two Princes, who 
were ſolemnly baptisd by the hand of 
Payva, not being able to retain him with 
them, 'defird him to ſend them ſome 
Prieſts, who might adminiſter the Sacra- 
ments, and baptiſe their SubjeRs. 

Theſe pious inclinations, appear'd to 
Father Xavier, as an excellent ground- 
work for the planting of the Goſpel. He 
wept for joy at the happy news; and a- 
dord the profound judgments of the Di- 
vine Providence, which after having re- 
tusd the Grace of Baptiſm to the King of 
Travancor, when all his Subjects had re- 
_ ceiv'd it, began the Converſion of Sox 
and of Sapa, by that of their Sovereigns, 
He even believd, that his Evangelical 
Miniſtry, exated from him, to put the 
laſt hand to the Converſion of thole King- 
goms. 
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conſult God,con- age of Macaſſar, he ſhou'd ask advice 
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In the mean time, he thought-it his 
duty, that before he refolv'd on the Voy- 


from Heaven concerning it ; and to per- 
form it as he ought, it came into his 
mind to implore the enlightnings of Gods 
Spirit at the Sepulchre of St. 7homas, 
the ancient Founder, and firſt Father of 
Chriſtianity in the dies, whom he had 
taken for his Patron and his guide, in the 
He therefore 
reſolv'd to go in Pilgrimage to _ 
which is diſtant bur fifty Leagues from 
Negatapan, where the Wind had driven 
him back. And imbarking in the Ship 
of Michael Pereyra, on Palm- Sunday, 
which fell that year 1545, on the 29h 
of March, they ſhap'd their Courſe alon 
the Coaſts of Coromande/, having at feſt 
a favourable Wind, but they had not 
made above twelve or thirteen Leagues, 
when the Weather chang'd on a ſudden, 
and the Sea became ſo rough, that they 
were forc'd to make to Land, and calt 
Anchor under covert of a Mountain, to 
put their Ship into ſome reaſonable ſecu- 
pity. They lay there for ſeven days to- 
gether, in expectation of a better Wind ; 
and all that time the holy Man paſs'd in 
Contemplation , without taking any 
nouriſhment, either of Meat or Dink, 
as 


o 
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as they obſerv'd who were in the Veſſel 
with him, and as James Madeira, who 
was a Witneſs of it, has depos'd in form 
of Law. He only drank on Eafter-Eve, 
and that at the requeſt of the faid Ma- 
deira, a little Water, in which an Onyon 
had been boil'd, according to his own 
diretion. On that very day, the Wind 
came about into a favourable quarter, and 
the Sea grew calm, ſo that they weigh'd 
Anchor, and continued their Voyage. 
But Xavier, to whom God daily im- 
parted more and more of the Spirit of 
Prophecy, foreſeeing a furious Tempeſt, 
which was conceal'd under that fallacious 
Calm,ask'd the Pilot, If his Ship were ſtrong 
enough to endure the violence of bad Wea- 
ther, and ride out a Storm > The Pilot con- 
fels'd ſhe was not, as being an old crazy 
Veſſel. Then, faid Xavier, it were good 
to carry her back into the Port. Flow, Fa- 
ther Francis, ſaid the Pilot, are you fear- 
ful with fo fair a Wind? Tow may aſſure 
your ſelf, of good Weather by all manner of 
frgns, and any little Bark may be in ſafe- 
ty. "Twas in vain for the Saint to preſs 
him farther, not to believe thoſe de- 
ceitful appearances ; neither wou'd the 
Paſſengers follow his advice, but they 
ſoon repented of their neglet. For, far 
they had not gone, when a —_— 
in 
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Wind aroſe, the Sea was on a Foam, and 
mounted into Billows. The Ship was 
not able to withſtand the Tempeſt, 
and was often in danger of ſinking, and 
the Mariners were conſtrain'd to make 
towards the Port of Negapatan, from 
whence they ſet out, which with much 
ado they at length recoverd. 

The impatience of Father Xavier, to 
viſit the Tomb of the Apoſtle St. Zhomas 
causd him to make his Pilgrimage by 
Land ; and ie rravell'd with fo much ar- 
dour, through the rough and uncouth 
ways, thatin tew days he arriv'd at Me- 
Liapor.

Meliupor. *%* by the name of St. Zhomas ; becauſe that 
which be there bleſs'd Apoſtle livd fo long in it, and 
ary ef the 4- there ſufter'd Martyrdom. If we will 
mas, = give credit to the Inhabitants, it was 
| once almoſt ſwallow'd by the Sea; and 
for proot of this Tradition, there are yet 
to be ſeen under Water, the Ruines of 
great Buildings. The new Town of Me- 
liapor was built by the Portugueſe ; near 
the Walls there is a Hill, which they 
call'd the little Mount, and in it a Grott, 
wherein they fay St. Thomas hid himſelf, 
during the Perſecution. At the entry of 
this Cave, there is a Croſs, cut in the 
Rock, and at the foot of the Mountain, 
there 
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there ariſes a Spring, the Waters of 
which are of ſuch vertue, that ſick peo- 
ple drinking of them}, are ordinarily 
curd. | 

From this ſmall aſcent, you paſs to a 
higher,and much larger Mountain ; which 
ſeems form'd by nature, for a lonely, con- 
templative life. For on one ſide, it looks 
upon the Sea, and on the other is cover'd 
with old Trees, always green, which at 
once make a fruitful and a pleaſing Ob- 
jet. Hither St. 7Zhomas retir'd, to pray 
with his Diſciples ; and here it was alſo 
that he was ſlain by a Brachman with the 
thruſt of a Spear. 

The Portugueſe, who rebuilt Me/zapor, 
found on the top of the Mountain, a lit- 
tle Chappel, of Stone-work, all in Ruins. 
They were deſirous to repair it, in me- 
mory of the holy Apoſtle, and as they 
were rummaging all about, even to the 
Foundations of it, they drew out a white 
Marble, whereon was a Croſs, with Cha- 
racters grav'd round about it, which de- 
clar'd, 7hat God was born of the Virgin 
Mary, that this God was Eternal, that the 
ſame God taught his Law to his twelve A 
ſtles, and that one of them came to Melia- 
por, with a Palmers Staff in his hand ; that 
he built a Church there ; that the Kings of 
Malabar,Coromandel and Pandi,with many 


other 
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other Nations, ſubmitted themſelves to the 
Law, preach'd by St, Thomas, a man holy 
and penitent. 

This Marble of which we make men- 
tion, having on it divers ſtains of Blood, 
the common Opinon is, that the Apo- 
ſtle ſuffer'd Martyrdom upon it. How- 
ſoever it be, the Marble was plac'd upon 
the Altar, when the Chappel was rebuilt, 
and the firſt time, that a folemn Maſs 
was faid there, the Croſs diſti]ll'd ſome 
drops of Blood, in the fight of all the 
people : which alſo happend many times 
in the following years, on the day where- 
on his Martyrdom is clebrated. 

When LYavier was come into the 
Town, the Vicar of Me/;apor, who had 
heard ſpeak of him as a Succeſſour of the 
Apoſtles, and a Man ſent from God, for 
the Converſion of the Zrdies, came to 
ofter him a Lodging in his Honſe : The 
Father accepted of it, becauſe it was ad- 
Joining to the Church, wherein were kept 
the Relicks of St. Thomas ; and that he 
cou'd eaſily ſtep from thence by night, 
to conſult the Will of God, concerning his 
intended Voyage to Macaſſar. 

In efte&, as ſoon as the Vicar was laid 
to Sleep, for they were lodgd in 'the 
ſame Chamber, Xavier roſe as ſoftly as 
he coud, and went to the Church, 
through

through a Church-yard which parted it 
from the Houſe, The Vicar perceiv'd it, 
and advertis'd .Yavier, that this paſſage 
was not over-fate by night; and that hor- 
rible Phantomes, had been ofren ſeen in 
it. The Saint believ'd this only faid to 
frighten him, and hinder him from ri- 
ſing before day ; ſo, he continued his 
uſual Prayers; but it was not long, be- 
fore he found, that the advice was true. 
For the nights enſuing, as he paſs'd 
through the Church-yard, he faw thoſe 
dreadtul SpeQers, which endeavour'd to 
have ſtop'd him ; yet he favd himſelf 
from them, and even laught at them as 
vain llluſions. 

The Demons are too proud, to bear 
contempt, without revenge, when God 
permits them. One night, when the 
Saint was at his Devotions before the I- 
mage of the bleſs'd Virgin, they aſſaulted 
him in great numbers, and beat him fo 
violently, that he was all over bruisd, 
and forc'd to keep his Bed, for ſome days 
together. He ſaid nothing of his adven- 
ture to the Vicar ; but it was diſcover'd 
by a young Man of Malabar, who lodg'd 
near the Church, and was awaken'd 
with the noiſe : riſing from his Bed, he 
heard the Blows, -diſtinQly, and what Fa- 
ther Xavier faid to the holy Virgin, in- 
voking

voking her aſſiſtance againſt the Infernal 
Powers: Inſomuch, that the Vicar, to 
whom the young Man had related the 


# words which he had heard, ſometimes 


repeated them to Xavier, with an inof= 
tenſive kind of Railery. 

The Servant of God having recover'd 
ſome little ſtrength, returnd to the 
Church, and there continued all the 
night. What rage ſoever the Devils had 
againſt him, they durſt no more attempt 
his perſon, nor ſo much as endeavour to 
affright him. They only made a noiſe, 
to diſtrat him in his Prayers; and one 
time, diſguis'd in the Habit of Canons, 
they counterfeited ſo well the mid-night 
Matins, that he ask'd the Vicar, Who 
= thoſe Chanters who ſung ſo admira« 

ly ? 

"But the favours which Xavter receiv'd 
from Heaven, made him large amends, 
for all the injuries of Hell. For though 
the particulars of what paſsd betwixt 
God and him were kept ſecret, 'tis known 
at leaſt, in regard of the principal affair, 
for which he conſulted God, that he had 
an Interiour Light, which gave him 
clearly to underſtand, that he was com- 
manded to paſs to the more Southern 
Iſlands, and to labour in their Converſi- 
on, The Chriſtian ſtrength with _ 
c 
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he found himſelf animated at the fame 
time, caus'd all the dangers, which na- 
turally he might apprehend, to diſappear ; 
as is manifelt by what he wrote from 
Meliapor, on that occaſion, to two of 
his Friends at Goa, Paul de Camerin and, 
Tames Borba, of whom we have made fo 
frequent mention. 


Hope that God will conferr many fa» 

wvours On me, in this Voyage; fence 
through his infinite mercy, I her learnt, 
with ſo much ſpiritual -joy, that it is his 
holy pleaſure, I ſhoud go to thoſe King- 
doms of Macaſlar, where ſo many Chriſl- 
ans have been made in theſe latter years. 
For what remains, I am ſo much reſold 
on executinz, what our Lord has reveal'd 
to me, that if I ſhould be wanting on my 
part, 1 ſhou'd go, to my thinking, in dirett 
oppoſition to his Orders, and render my 
tr worthy of his Favour, both in this 
life and in the next. If I caunot find 
this year any Portugueſe Veſſel, * bound for 
Malacca, 7 will embark my ſelf on any 
Ship, belonging to the Gentils or the Sara- 
cens. 1 repoſe, withal, ſo great a conft- 
ence in God, for the love of whom I un- 
dertake this Voyage, that if there ſhoud 
only paſs this way, ſome little Bark of Ma- 
lacca, 1 ſhou'd go aboard, without the leaſt 
deliberation. 
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deliberation. All my hope is in God, and 
T conjure you by bis Love, to remember als 
ways in your Prayers, ſo great a finner as 
my ſelf. 


The Converſions Though his intentions 1n coming to 


which he mabes 


Meliapor were only to receive the in- 
ſtructions of Heaven in his ſolitude, yet 
he employ'd ſome part of his time, in the 
ood of others. His holy Life gave a 
Fiſtre and value to his Diſcourſe, and the 
ſight of him alone, was of efficacy to 
touch the Heart. The people had re- 
ceiv'd it as a Maxim, That whoever fol- 
lowd not the Counſel of Father Francis, 
fhoud dye an Enemy of God. And they 
related the unhappy end of ſome ſinners, 
who being urg'd by Xavier, to make a 
ſpeedy Repentance, had deferr'd the 
work of their Converſion, This popu- 
lar Opinion contributed much, to the 
change of Manners in the Town; and 
the fcar of a diſaſtrous death, ferv'd fre- 
quently to break oft in one moment the 
criminal commerce of many years, 
There was in Meliapor, a Portugueſe 
Gentlemen, who liv'd a debauch'd, and 
{ſcandalous life. His Houſe was a Se- 
raglio, in little: and the greateſt part of 
his buſineſs was making a Colle&tion of 
beautiful Slaves, FYavier went one day 
to 
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to yilit him about Dinner time : Are, yo# 
wil wy the Fiche hat we ud 

n an acquaintance by dining together 2 
The , Portugueſe was lomewhat diſcom- 
pos'd, both at the Viſit andthe Compli- 
ment : yet he forc'd himſelf into good 
humour, and made ſhew of being very 
gjad of the honour which the Father had 
lone him. While they were at Table, Xa- 
veer ſpoke not one word to him, concern- 
ing his debauchery, and only entertaind 
him with ordinary talk : though they 
had been ferv'd by young Damlels, 
whoſe Habit was not over modeſt, and 
whoſe Air was very impudent. He con- 
tinu'd in the ſame my he had bega! 
after they were riſen from Dinner, Ind 
in concluſion, took his leave, without'ma- 
king him the leaſt reproach. 

he Gentleman, ſurpris'd at the con- 
dudt of Father Francis, believ'd his ſilence 
to be a bad omen to him; and that he 
had nothing elſe'to expect, bur an unhap- 
py Death, and a moreunhappy Eternity. 
In this thought he went with all dili- 
gence to find the Father, and falling 
down before him, Tour filence (faid he) 
has ſpoken pow rfully to my Heart : T have 
wot enjoy d one moment «f repoſe, fince you 
parted from me : Ah, Father, if my ever- 
liſting Damnation be ry alrgady fix'd, 1

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put my ſelf into # ay hands, do with me 
what you ſhall judge neceſſary for the Sal- 
wation of my Scul, behold me ready to pay 
you a blind obedience. 

Xavier embrac'd him, and after he 
had given him to underſtand, that the 
mercies of the Lord are infinite, rhar it 
is our duty never to defpair, that he 
who ſometimes refuſes to Sinners the 
hour of repentance, always grants par- 
don to the Penitent ; he causd him to 
put away thoſe occaſions of his (in, and 
diſpos'd him toa general Confeſſion, the 
fruit of which, was a chaſt and Chriſtian 
Life. 

In ſhort, the Father did what he cou'd 
deſire to be done at Meliapore; and Wit- 
neſſesof known Integrity have depos'd on 
Oath, that he left the Town ſo different 
from what it was, at his coming thither, 
that it was hardly to be known, for the 
ſame place : which alſo gave him ſo en- 
tire a ſatisfaction, that giving it a thou- 
ſand Benediftions, he faid that there was 
not in all the Indies, a more Chriſtian 
Town. And at the ſame time he Pro- 
phecyd, that one day it ſhou'd be- 
come flouriſhing and wealthy ; which 
Prediction was accompliſh'd ſome few 
years afterward.

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Though all theſe Converſions, drew 
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ful events 


the publick veneration on Father Fran- which encreaſ 
cis, 1t ſeem'd that God took pleaſure in 4 Fane, 


making the name of his Servant yet 
more illuſtrious, by certain wonderful e- 
vents. A Merchant of Meliapore, being 
Juſt ready to imbark for Malacca, went 
to take his leave of him. In receiving 
his bleſſing, he beg'd of him ſome lit- 
tle token of his friendſhip. The Father 
who was very poor, cou'd find nothing 
to give him, but the Chaplet which was 
hanging at his neck : This Chapler, * faid 
he to the Merchant, ſhall not be unpro- 
fitable ro you, provided you repoſe your 
truſt in the Yirgin Mary. The Mer- 
chant went away, in full aſſurance of 
the Divine Protection, and without fear 
of Pyrates, Winds, or Rocks: but God 
woud make a tryal of his Faith. He 
had already almoſt croſsd, without the 
leaſt hazard, the great Gulph, which is 
berwixt Meliapore and Malacca, when 
ſuddenly there blew a furious Storm, the 
Sails were torn, the Rudder broken, and 
the Maſt came by the Boord ; and the 
Veſlel, afterwards being driven againſt 
the Rocks, was ſplit: The greateſt part 
of the Seamen and Paſſengers were 
drown'd ; ſome of them held upon the 
Rocks, where they were caſt away ; _ 

2 the 
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the Merchant himfelf was of that num- 
ber. But, being upon the wide Sea, and 
not having wherewithal to ſupply Na- 
ture, to avoid dying by hunger, they 
took a reſolution, which only deſpair 
cou'd have inſpird: having gather'd up 
ſome floating Planks of their wreck'd 
Veſſel, and joyning them together the 
beſt they coud, they put themſelves up- 
on them, and abandon their fafety ro 
the mercy of the Waves, withour orher 
hope, than of lighting on ſome cur- 
rent, which might poſhbly carry them 
on

The Merchant full of confidence in 
the Bleſſed Virgin, had ſtill preſerv'd rhe 
Chaplet of Xavier and fear'd not drown- 
ing; while he held ir in his hand. The 
float of Planks was- hardly adrift upon 
the waves, when he-found he was tran- 
ſported out of himfelf, and believ'd he 
was at Meliapore with Father Francis. 
Returning from his extaſie, he was 
ſtrangely ſurpriz'd, ro find himſelf on an 
unknown Coaſt, and not to ſee about 
him the Companions of his Fortunes, 
nor the Planks ro which he had intraſted 
his Life. He underſtood from ſorqe Peo- 
ple, who caſually came that way, that 
it was the Coalt of Negapatan, and, in 2 
tranſport mix'd with joy and amaze» 
ment, 
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ment, hetold them, in how miraculous 
a manner, God had deliver'd him from 
_—_ her fe, b feſſi 

Another Portzgueſe, by profeſſion a 
Souldier, Cs Fernandez de Men- 
doza, receiv'd a conſiderable aſſiſtance 
from Xavier, in a different manner, but 

full as marvelous. Fernandez, havin 
put off, from the Coaſt of Cormandel, 
ina Ship ing to him, wherein was 
all his wealth, to go to another Coaſt 
more weſtward, was taken near the Cape 
of Comorin, by the Malabar Pyrates, e- 
ually covetous and cruel. To fave his 
le in loſing his goods, he threw him- 
ſelf into the Sea, and was happy enough, 
in ſpight of his ill fortune, to ſwim to 
on the Coaſt of Meliapore. Meet- 
ing there Father Francis, he related his 
misfortune to him, and beg'd an Alms. 
The Father was almoſt forry, at that 
time for his being ſo poor himfelf, that 
he had not wherewithal to relieve the 
miſerable man, yet he put his hand into 
his Packet, as if he were ſearching there 
tor ſomething, but finding nothing, he 
lifted up his eyesto Heaven, and after- 
wards turning to Fernandez, with looks 
full of compaſſion, have courage, Bra» 
ther, faid he to him, Heaven will pro» 
vide for you. After which, walking for- 
O 3 ward 
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ward four or five paces, he once more 
put his hands into his Pockets, and pull'd 
out fiſty pieces of Gold, receive added 
he, what Heaven ſends you: Make uſe of 
it, but ſpeak not of it : The ſurprize and 
joy of Fernandez were ſo great, that it 
was impoſſible for him to keep filence. 
He publiſh'd in all places, the bounty of 
his Benefaour; and the pieces of Gold 
were found to be ſo pure and fine, 
that it was not Joubted but they were 
' miraculous. 

But perhaps nothing is more admira- 
ble, than what paſsd betwixt the Fa- 
ther, and J-hn Duro, or Deyro, as ſome 


bout five and+thirty years of age, who 
had formerly born arms; afterwards be- 
came a Merchant, and owner of a Ship, 
very wealthy, and fortunate in all his 
traffick: all which notwithſtanding, he 
was ill fatisf'd with the world, uneaſic 
to himſelf, unquiet in the midſt of all 
his wealth, and perſwaded that God a- 
lone cou'd content his Soul. He went 
one day to ſee the Holy man, and told 
him, that for many years he had a de- 
ſire of changing his condition ; and of 
ſerving God as perfeAly as he was able, 
but, that two reaſons had always hin- 


derd him : the one was, that he never 
| yet 
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yet, cou'd meet with any perſon, who 
was capable of ſhewing him the way of 
perfection ; the other was, that he was 
affraid of falling into Poverty. He ad- 
ded, that he was now out of pain con- 
2 - thoſe two points. That for the 
firſt, _ he ſhou'd walk furely in 
the way of Heaven, having fo able a 
guide as he ; and for the ſecond, he had 
got ſufficiently, for his maintenance in 
an honeſt and comfortable way, du- 
ring the remainder of his life. Hebeg'd 
leave of Father Xavier, that he might 
follow him, and promis'd on all occaſfi- 
ons to defray his charges. 

The Father made Deyro underſtand, 
how far he was yet from the Kingdom 
of Heaven ; that to arrive at perfection, 
he muſt perform what our Saviour coun- 
ſel'd the young man, who ſeem'd wil- 
ling to follow him, that is to fay, he 
muſt practiſe theſe words in the litteral 
ſence, ſel all thou haſt, and give it to the 
Poor. Deyro, thus undeceivd, immedi- 
ately defir'd the Father to rake all his 
goods, and diſtribute them amongſt the 
Poor ; but the Father, wou'd neither do 
what Deyro had proposd to him, nor 
permit that he ſhou'd himſelf diſpoſe of 
any thing, before he had made Confef- 
ſion to him. Foreſeeing, without doubr, 

O 4 that 
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that being ſo Rich, he ſhoy'd be oblig'd 
to make reſtitution of ſome part of that 
which he had gain'd. 

'*The Confeſiion of the Merchant, was 
three days in making : after which, ha- 
ving ſold his Ship, and his Merchandiſe, 
he reſtor'd what he had got unjuſtly, and 
pave great Alms. ' And in conſequence 
of this, under the direQion of the Saint, 
he gave hwnſelf to the exerciſes of Pie! 
be Penitence, thereby to lay a ſolid 
jundapion of that perfection, to which 
e aſpird. |

ſuſpe&ed that Spirit of Retirement, of Mortifica-

to the Saint. tion, and of Poverty, was ſoon extin- 


puiſh'd in a man accuſtom'd to the tur- 
moyls of the world, who had always 
livd in plenty, and who paſſionately 
lov'd his profit. He return'd to the 
thoughts of his former condition, and 
having recover'd ſome Jewels, and bought 
a ſmall Veſſel in ſecret, he ſet himſelf to 
follow his former way of living, 

When he was juſt on the point of ſet- 
ting Sail, a Catechiſt, call'd Antonio, 
came and told him, that Father Xavier 
deſir'd to ſpeak with him. Deyro, who 
thought of nothing more, than of ma- 
king his eſcape, and who had not in- 
truſted 
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truſted his deſign to the knowledge of 
any perſon, made as it he took him for 
7k + But Avtoyie perſiſting in it, 
that it was himſelf, Yom the Father 
meant, he durſt not diſſemble any lon- 
ger, and went to find him, refoly'd hows» 
ever of denying all, as thinking the Fa- 
ther at moſt cou'd have but a bare ſu» 
ſpition of his change, and intended flight. 
He erafors ſlum'd an air of Confi- 
dence, and preſented himſelf boldiy be- 
fore the Saint, but God had given him 
FooY edge of Deyro's intentions. Tou 
ave find, ſaid Xavier, as ſoon as he 
beheld him, you have fin'd. Theſe few 
words fo del frruck him, that he 
threw himſelt at the feet of the Father, 
all rcrembling, and crying out, '7:s trac, 
wy Father, 7 have fin'd ; Penitence then, 
my Son, reply'd the Father, Penitence } 
Deyra confelsd himſelf immediately, 
went to (gl off his Ship, and diſtribu- 
ted all the money to the Poor ; He re- 
turn'd afterwards, and put himſelf once 
more under the condudt of the Father, 
with a firm reſolution of following his 
counſels more ſincerely, and of ſerving 
God more faithfully. 

How unteign'd ſoever the repentance 
of Deyro (eem'd, Xavier had no confi- 
dence in it; and theſe new fervours were 
ſuſpeted 
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ſuſpeted by him, He would not re- 
ceive him into the Company of Jeſus, 
which requires ſolid Spirits, and ſuch as 
are firm to their Vocation. 

Yet he refus'd not to admit him for 
his Companion, in quality of a Cate- 
chiſt, and carried him with him ro Ma- 
lacca: for having continu'd four Months 
at Mcljapore, he parted thence in Sep- 
tember 1545, notwithſtanding the tears 
of the people, who were defirous of re- 
taining him; and held the courſe of Ma- 
lacca, deſigning from thence to paſs to 
Macaſſar. 

Before he went on Board he wrote to 
Father Paul de Camerine at Goa, that 
when the Fathers of the Society, who 
were daily expe&ted from Portugal,ſhou'd 
arrive,two of thoſe new Miſſoners ſhou'd 
accompany the Princes of Fafanatapar, 
whenſoever the Portugueſe ſhou'd think 
fit to re-eſtabliſh the lawful King. For 
there was a report, that the expedition 
ſhou'd be renew'd, which a baſe intereſt 
had ſet aſide. But this Proje&t was not 
put in execution ; and both the Princes 
died one after the other, in leſs than two 
years after their Converſion, which was 
only profitable to their Souls, 


While 
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While the Ship that carried Xavier 
was croſſing the Gulph of Cey/an, an oc: 
caſion of Charity was offer'd ro the 
Saint, which he wou'd not ſuffer to ec- 
ſcape: The Mariners and Souldiers paſs'd 
their time, according to their cuſtome, 
in playing at Cards, Two Souldiers 
ſer themſelves toit, more out of ava- 
rice than pleaſure, and one of them 
plaid with fuch ill fortune, that he loſt 
not only all his own money, but the 
ſtock which others had put into his 
hands to traffick for them. Having no- 
thing more to loſe, he withdrew, cur- 
ſing his luck, and blaſpheming God. 
His deſpair prevail'd ſo tar over him, 
that he had thrown himſelt into the Sea, 
or run upon the point of his Sword, if 
he had not been prevented. Xavier 
had notice of theſe his mad intentions, 
and execrable behaviour, and unmedi- 
ately came to his relief, He embracd 
him tenderly, and faid all he cou'd to 
comfort him : But the Souldier who was 
ſtill in the tranſports of his fury, thruſt 
him away, and forbore not even ill 
Language to him. YFavzer ſtood recol- 
lected tor ſome time, imploring God's 
altiſtance and counſel; then went and 
borrow'd fifty Royals of a Paſſ-nger, 
brovght them to the Souldier, and ad- 
visd 
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visd him once more to try his fortnne- 
At this the Souldier took heart, and 

lay'd fo luckily, that he recover'd all 
his loſles with great advantage. The 
Saint, who look'd on, took out of the 
overplus of the winnings, what he had 
borrow'd for him; and ſecing the Game- 
ſter, now returnd to a calm temper, 
wrought upon him ſo ſucceſsfully, that 
he, who before refus'd to hear him, was 
now overpowr'd by his diſcourſe, never 
aſter handled Cards, and became exem- 
plary in his Life.

Life I write, had moſt buſineſs, and whi- 
ther he made” many Voyages, it vvill 
not be unprofitable to fay tomewhat of 
it. Tis ſciruate beyond the Gulph of 
Bengale, towards the head of that great 
Penix(u/a, wvhich from the mouth of 
the Ara, is extended to the South, al- 
moſt to the Equinodtial Line; and is of 
two Degrees and a half of Elevation, o- 
ver againſt the Iſland of Sumatra, which 
the Ancients, who had not frequented 
this Channel, believ'd to. be joyn'd to 
the Continent. 

Malacca was under the Dominion of 
the Kings of Siam, 'till the Saracens, who 
traded 
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traded «hither, becoming powerful, firſt 
made it Mahometan, then exusd it & 
revolt againſt the lawful Prince, and ſet 
up # Monarch of their own Sea, call'd 
Mahomet. There was not at that time; 
any more famous Mart Town than this, 
and' where there was a greater con- 
courſe of different Nations. For, beſides 
the People of Guzaratte, Aracan, Malas 
bar, Pegu, Sumatra, Java, and'the Mo- 
luced's, the Arabs, the Perffans, the Chis 
eſe, and rhe Faporians, traffick'd there : 
and accordingly the Town lay extended 
all —_ the Sea fide, for the con- 
venience of Trade. 

Amongſt all the Nations of 4a there 
is not any, more inclin'd to pleaſure ; 
and this ſeems chiefly to proceed, from 
the mild temper of the air. For there 
is an eternal Spring, notwithſtanding 
the neighbourhood of the Line. The In- 
habitants- follow the natural bent of 
their complexion ; their whole buſineſs 
is Perfumes, Feaſts, and Muſique ; to 
ſay nothing of Carnal Pleaſures, to 
which they —_ —_ Even the 
Language, which they ſpeak, participates 
of th ofenefs of Coney: "3h arr 


the Malaya Tomgne, and of all the Orienr, 
tis the moſt delicate, and ſweer' of Pro- 
nunciation. 


Don 
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Don Alphonſo Albuquerque, conquer'd 
Malacca, 1n the year 1511, and thirty 
thouſand men, with eight thouſand pie- 
ces of Artillery, and an infinite number 
of Elephants and Ships were not able to 
defend it. It was taken by force, at 
the ſecond Aſſault , by eight hundred 
brave Portwgueſes, ſeconded by ſome few 
Malabars, It was given up to pillage, 
for three days, and the Moor King, _ 
all hisendeavours, was forc'd rofly with 
only fifty Horſemen to attend him. The 
Portugueſes built a Cittadel, which the 
ſucceeding Governours took care to for- 
tifie : yet not ſo ſtrongly, as to be proof 
againſt the attempts of the Barbarians ; 
who many times attacq'd it, and half 
ruin'd it. 

As ſoon as Xavier came on ſhore, he 
went to viſit theGovernour of the Town, 
to inform him of his intended Voyage 
to Macaſſar. The Governour told him, 
that he had lately ſent thither a Prieſt, 
of holy life, with ſome Portugueſe Soul- 
diers; and that he expected to hear of 
them very ſuddenly. Thatin the mean 
time he was of opinion, that the Father 
and his Companion,ſhou'd ſtay at Malacca, 
till the preſent condition of the Chriſti- 
ans in Macaſſar were fully known, Xa- 
vier gave credit to the Governoar, and 
retir'd 
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retird to the Hoſpital, which he had 
choſen for the place of his abode. The 
People ran in Crowds to behold the 
countenance of that great Apoſtle, whoſe 
fame was ſpread through all the Indres ; 
and over all the Eaſt. The Parents 
ſhow'd him to their Children ; and it 
was obſerv'd, that the Man of God, in 
careſſing thoſe little Portugueſes, call'd 
every one of them by their proper names, 
as if he had been of their acquaintance ; 
and were not a ſtranger newly come 
on ſhore. 

For what remains, he found the Town, 1 what condi- 
in a moſt horrible corruption of man- {7 þ- fund | 
ners. The Portugueſes, who liv'd there whet be did is 
at a diſtance, both from the Biſhop, and der to reform 
the Viceroy of the Indies, committed © 
all manner of Crimes, without fear of 
Laws, either Eccleſiaſtical or Civil. A- 
varice, Intemperance, Uncleanneſfs, and 
forgetfulneſs of God were every where 
predominant, and the Habit only, or 
rather the exceſs and number of their 
Vices, diſtinguiſh'd the Chriſtians from 
the Unbelievers. 

This terrible Proſpect of a ſinful Town, 
gave Xavier to comprehend, that his 

ay in Malacca was neceſſary, and might 
poſſibly turn to a good account ; but be- 
tore he' wou'd undertake the Reforma- 
tion 
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ion 6f 4 Town, fo univerfally corrap- 
ted, he &mploy'd fome days in ſerving 
of the Sick : he paſfd many nights in 
Prayer, and perforin'd extraordinary Au- 
— | Heivds, tio Bain | 

After theſe Prepardtives, h began his 
publick inflfuRions accordir he the 
nethods which he had frequer oy pra- 

isd at Goz, Walki ce Streets at 
eng, with his Bell in his Hand, he 
&y'd With a loud voice, Pray to God for 
theſe who are in the ſlate of Mortal Sin : 
and by this, he brought into the minds 
of Sinners, the remembrance and corlfi- 
deration of their Offences. For ſeeing 
the ill habits of their Minds, and thatthe 


diſeaſe was like to be inflam'd, if violenr 


remedies were apply'd, he temper'd mote 
than ever the ardour of his Zeal. Though 
he had naturally a Serene Counterrince, 
and was of a pleaſing Converſation, yet, 
all thecharms of his good humour ſeem'd 
to be redoubled at Malacca, infomuch, 
that his Companion, Fohx# Deyro, cou'd 
riot but wonder at his gayety, and ſoft 
behaviour. 

By this procedure, the Apoſtle gain'd 


jacceſr at Ma- the Hearts of all, and became in ſome 


manner, Lord of the City. At the very 
firſt, he rooted out an eſtabliſh'd cuſtom, 
which permitted the yourg Maids to go 

in 
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in the Habit of: Boys, whenever they 
pleas'd, which occation'd a world of ſcan- 
dal. He drove out of Doors, the Con- 
cubines, or turnd them into lawful 
Wives, according to his former method. 
As for the Children, who had no know- 
ledge of God, and who learnt Songs of 
Ribaldry, and Obſceneneſs, as ſoon as 
they began to ſpeak, he form'd them ſo 
well in a little time, that they publick- 
ly recited the Chriſtian Doctrine, and ſer 
up little Altars in the Streets, about 
which they ſung together the Hymns of 
the Catholick Church. But that in which 
he was moſt ſucceſsful, was to reſtore the 
praQtice of Confeſſion, which was almoſt 
entirely loſt. But now, Men and Wo- 
men crowded the Tribunal of holy Peni- 
tence ; and the Father was not able to ſup- 
ply the neceſſities of ſo many. 
He-labour'd in the knowledge of the 
Malaya Tongue, which is ſpoken in all 
the Iſles beyond Malacca, and is as it 
were the Univerſal Language. His firſt 
care was to have a little Catechiſm tran» 
ſlated into it, being the ſame he had com- 
posd on the Coalt of Fiſhery : together 
with a more ample inſtruction, which 
treated of the principal duties of Chriſti- 
anity. He learnt all this without Book, 


and to make himſelf the better under- 
P ſtood, 
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ſtood, he took a particular care of the 
Pronunciation. 

With theſe helps, and the aſſiſtance of 
Interpreters, who were never wanting to 
him at his need, he converted many /do- 
laters, as alſo Mahowetans and Jews ; a» 
mongſt the reſt, a famous Rabbi, who 
made a publick Abjuration of Judaiſm. 
This Rabbi, who before had taken for fo 
many Fables, or juggling tricks, all thoſe 
wonders which are reported to have been 
done by Yavier, now acknowledg'd 
them for Traths, by the Evidence of his 
own Eyes. For the Saint never wrought 
fo many Miracles as at Malacca, The 
Juridical Depoſitions of Witnefles then li- 
ving, have -aſſur'd us, that all ſick per- 
ſons, whom he did but touch, were im- 
mediately .cur'd ; and that his Hands had 
an healing vertue, againſtall Diſtempers. 
One of his moſt famous cures, was that 
of Antonio Fernandez, a Youth, not a- 
bove filteen years of age, was fick to 
death. His Mother, a Chriſtian by pro- 
feflion, but not without ſome remainders 
of Paganiſm in her Heart, ſeeing that all 
natural Remedies were of no efte,had re- 
courſe to certain Enchantments frequent- 
ly practis'd amongſt the Heathens, and 
ſent for an old Sorcereſs, who was call'd 


Nai. The Witch made her Magical Ope- 
perations, 
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rations, on a Lace brayded of many 
thrids, and ty'd it about the Arm of the 
Patient. But inſtead of the expected 
cure, Fernandez loſt his Speech, and was 
taken with ſuch violent Conyulſions, that 
the Phyſitians were call'd again ; who 
all deſpair'd of his recovery. It was ex- 
mw every moment he ſhou'd breath 
hi laſt, when a Chriſtian _ who 
happen'd to come in, faid to the Mother 
of thedying Youth, Why do you not ſend 
for the holy Father 2 he will infallibly cure 
him. She gave credit to her w and 
ſent for Xavier. He was immediately 
_ py Fernandez, po loſt his Senſe, 
a in an to 
out, earn Horn dc ſo fron 
as the Father had ſet his Foot within the 
Doors: but when he came into the 
Room and ſtood before the Youth, he 
fell into howlings, and dreadful wreath- 
ings of his Body, which redoubled at the 
ſight of the Croſs, that was preſented to 
Inm. Favier doubted not but there 
was ſomething of extraordinary in his 
Diſeaſe, nor even that God, for the pu- 
niſhment.of the Mother, who had made 
uſe of Diabolical Remedies, had deliver'd 
her Son to the evil Spirits. He fell on 
his Knees by the Bed-fide, read aloud 
the Paſſion of our Lord, hung his Reli- 
P 2 quiary 
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quiary about the Neck of the fick perſon, 
and ſprinkled him with Holy Water. This 
made the fury of the Devil ceaſe : and 
the young Man, half dead, lay without 
motion as before. Then Xavier rifin 

up, Get him ſomewhat to eat, ( ſaid he 5 
and told them, what nouriſhment he 
thought proper for him. After which, 
addreſſing himſelf to the Father of the 
Youth, When your Son, added he, ſhall be 
in condition to walk, lead him your ſelf, 
for mine days ſucceſſively, to the Church 
of our Lady of the Mount, where to mor- 
row I will ſay Maſs for him. After this 
he departed, and the next day, while he 
was celebrating the Divine Sacrifice, Fer- 


nandez, on the ſudden came to himſelf, 
ſpoke very ſenſibly, and perfeAly reco- 
ver'd his former health. |

this Youth, appear'd in the Eyes of all 
Men, the ReſurreCtion of a young Maid 
was of greater admiration. Xavier was 
gone on a little Journey, ſomewhere a- 
bout the Neighbourhood of Malacca, to 
do a work of Charity,when this Girl dy'd. 
Her Mother, who had been in ſearch of 
the holy Man during her Daughter's ſick- 
neſs, came to him, after his return, and 
throwing her ſelf at his Feet, all in Tears, 
ſaid almoſt the fame words to him,

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which Martha faid formerly to our Lord, 
That if. he had been in Town, ſhe who was 
now dead, had been alive : but if he wou'd 
call upon the name of Jeſus Chriſt, the 
dead might be reſtord to life. Xavier 
was overjoy d to behold fo great Faith in 
a Woman, who was but lately baptis'd, 
and judging her worthy of that bleſſing 
which ſhe begg'd, after having lifted up 
his Eyes to Heaven, and ſilently pray'd 
to God ſome little ſpace, he turn'd to- 
wards her, and faid to her with much 
aſſurance, Go; your Daughter is alive. 
The poor Mother ſeeing the Saint offer'd 
not to go with her to the place of Burial, 
reply'd betwixt hope and fear, That it 
was three days fince her Daughter was in- 
tegr'd: 'Tis no matter, anſwer'd Xavier, 
= the Sepulchre, and you ſhall find her 
rving. The Mother, without more re- 
ply, ran full of Confidence to the Church, 
and in preſence of many perſons, having 
causd the Grave-ſtone to be remov'd, 
found her Daughter living.

he judg'd, that Providence wou'd not 
make uſe of him at preſent, for the in- 
ſtrucgion of thoſe people, who had a 
Prieſt already with them. Nevertheleſs, 
that he might be more at hand to ſuc- 
cour them, when ever it pleas'd God to 
furniſh him with an occaſion, it was in 
his thoughts to go to the Neighbouring 
Iſlands of that Coaſt, which were wholly 
_ deſtitute of Goſpel Miniſters.

War, with which it was to be afflicted 
in the years enſuing ; and the utter deſo- 
lation to which it ſhou'd one day be re- 
duc'd for the puniſhment of its Crimes. 
For the Inhabitants, who fince the arri- 
val of the Father, had reform'd their 
Manners, relapsd inſenſibly into their 
Vices, and became more diffolute than 
ever, as it commonly happens to Men of 

debauch'd life, who conſtrain them- 
ſelves for a time, and whom the force of 
ill Habits, draws backward into Sin. 
Xavier fail'd not to denounce the Judg- 
ments of God to them, and to exhort 
them to Piety, for their own intereſt. 
But his Threatnings and Exhortations 
were of no effte&: and this it was that

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made him fay of Malacca, the quite con- 
rrary of whar he had faid concerning Me- 
liapore, that he had not ſeen, in all the 
Indies, a more wicked Town. 

He imbark'd for Amboyna the firſt of 
Famuary 1546, with Fohn Deyro, in a Ship 
which was bound for the Iſle of Banda. 
The Captain of the Veſſel was a Portugueſe, 
the reſt, as well Mariners as Souldiers, 
were Indians; all of them : 'molt of ſeveral 
Countries, and the greate'' part Mahome- 
fans, or Gentils, "The Se. it converted 
them to Feſus Chriſt, during the Voyo ze, 
and what convinc'd the Intidels of «1:2 
truth of Chriſtianity, was, that waen 
Father Xavier expounded to them the 
Myſteries of Chriſtianity in one Tongue, 
they underltood him ſeverally, each in 
his own Language, as 1t he had ſpoken at 
once in many Tongues. 

They had bcen already fix weeks at 
Sea, without diſcovering Amboyna ; the 
Pilot was of Opinion they had paſsd it, 
and was in pain concerning it, not know- 
ing how to tack about, Lecauſe they had 
a tuil iore-Wind. Xavier perceiving the 
trouble of the Pilot. Do nit vex your 
ſelf, faid he, we are yet in the Gulph ; 
and to morrow at Fan" f day, we ſhall be 
in view of Amboyna. In effe, at the 
time mention d, the next morning, they

The Pilot being un- | 
willing to caſt Anchor ; Father Xavier, 
with ſome of the Paſſengers, were put | 
into a Skift, and the Ship purſu'd its 
courſe. When the, Skiff was almoſt rea- | 


dy to Land, two light Veſſels of Pyrats, 
which uſually cruisd on that Coaſt, - ap- 
pear'd on the ſudden, and purſu'd them 
ſwiftly. Not hoping any ſuccour from 
the Ship, which was already at a great | 
diſtance from them, and being alſo with- j 
out defence, they were forc'd to put off 
from Shore, and ply their Oars towards 

the main Sea ; inlomuch that the Pyrats 

ſoon loſt ſight of them. After they had 
eſcapd the danger, they durſt not make , 
to Land again, for fear the two Veſſels 

ſhou'd lye in wait to intercept them at 

their return, But the Father aſſurd the 
Mariners, they had no further cauſe of 

fear : turning therefore towards the 

Iſland, they landed there in ſafety, on the 

ſixteenth of February. 

The Iſle of Amboyna is diſtant from He arrives at 
Malacca about two hundred and fifty =—_— 
Leagues, 'tis near thirty Leagues in Com- forms there. 
paſs, and is famous for the concourſe of \*%S 
Merchants, who frequent it from all Y. 
parts. The Portugueſe, who conquer'd 4 
it, during the time that Antonio Galvan 
was Governour of 7ernata, had a Garri- 
ſon 
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fon in it ; befides which, there were in 
the Iſland ſeven Villages of Chriſtians, 
Natives of the place, but without any 
Prieſt, becauſe only one in the Iſland 
was juſt dead. Xavier began to viſit 
theſe Villages, and immediately baptis'd 
many Infants, who dy'd ſaddenly after 
they were Chriſten'd. As i, (fays he 
himſelf in one of his Letters) the Divine 
Providence, had only ſo far prolong d 
their lives, till the Gate of Heaven were 
open d to them. 

Having been inform'd, that fundry of 
the Inhabitants, had retir'd themſelves 
from the Sea-ſide, into the midſt of the 
Woods, and Caves of the Mountains, to 
ſhelter themſelves from the rage of the 
Barbarians, their Neighbours and their 
Enemies, who robb'd the Coaſts, and 
put tothe Sword, or made Slaves of all, 
who fell into their Hands, he went in 
ſearch of thoſe poor Salvages, amidiſt the 
horrour of their Rocks and Foreſts ; and 
liv'd with them as much as was neceſſa- 
ry, to make them underſtand the duties 
of Chriſtianity, of which the greateſt part 
of them was ignorant. 

He comverts rhe Aﬀter having inſtructed the Faithful, 
— _ he apply'd himſelf to preach the Goſpel 
boyna, to the /dolaters and Moors, and God fo 


blefs'd the endeavours of his —_ 
that 
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that the greateſt part of the Iſland be- 
| came Chriſtians. He built Churches in 
Village, and made choice of the 
moſt reaſonable, the moſt able, and the 
moſt fervent, to be Maſters over the reſt, 
tall there ſhou'd arrive a ſupply of Miſho- 
ners. To wn 07 wrote to 
Goa, and comn Paul de Camerine 
to fend him Francis Manfilla, John Beyra, 
and one or two more, of the firſt Miſſio- 
ners, which ſhou'd arrive from ZPurope : 
He charg'd ManfJa in particular,to come. 
His deſign was to eſtabliſh in one of 
thoſe Iſles a Houſe of the Company, 
which ſhou'd ſend out continual ſupplies 
of po Sr publication of the 
Goſpel, that Archipelago. 

While Xavzer labour'd in « + IM - _ 
at , two Naval Armies arriv'd ,; andoyes, 
there : of Portwgal with three Ships, 
the other of Spaniards with ſix Men of 
War. The Spaniards were come from 
Nueva Eſpagna, or Mexico, for the Con- 
= of the Molacca's in the name of the 

perour Charles the Fifth, as they pre- 
tended ; but their Enterpriſe ſucceeded 
not. After two years cruiſing, and long 
ſtay with the King of 7idore, who re- 
ceiv'd them, to give Jealouſie ro the 
Portugueſe, who were allyed to the King 
of Ternate, his Enemy, they took their 
way

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way by Amboyna, - to paſs into the Zr 
dies, and from thence to Europe. They 
were engag'd in an unjuſt Expedition,a- 
gainſt the Rights of Portugal, and with» 
out Order from Charles the Fifth, for 
that Emperour, to whom King John the 
third addreſs'd his Complaints thereupon, 
difavow'd the Proceedings of his Subjects, 
and gave permiſſion, that they ſhou'd be 
usd like Pyrates. 

Yet the Portugueſe proceeded not againſt 
them with that ſeverity. But it ſeems 
that God reveng'd their quarrel; in af- 
flitting the Spaniards with a contagious 
Fever, which deſtroy d the greateſt 
part of their Fleet, It was a fad ſpeQta- 
cle to behold the Mariners and Souldi- 
ers, lying here and there in their Ships, 
or on the ſhoar, in Cabins, cover'd only 
with Leaves. The Diſcaſe which conſum'd 
them, kept all men at a diſtance from 
them, and the more neceſlity they had 
of ſuccour, the leſs they found from the 
People of the Iſland,

Malacca 
to Amboyna, Nevertheleſs the Malady 
ſtill encreaſing day by day, Arans be- 
n to fear he ſhou'd impoveriſh him- 
Flr by theie Charities, and from a ten- 
der hearted man, became fo hard, that 
nothing more was to be ſqueez'd out of 
him. "One day Xavier ſent to him for 
ſome Wine, for a ſick man who had 
continual faintings: Araus gave it, but 
with great reluqance, and charg'd the 
er to trouble him no more; that 
& had need of the remainder for his 
own uſe, and when his own was at an 
end, whither ſhou'd he go tor a ſupply ? 
Theſe words were no ſooner related to 
Father Francis, than inflam'd with a holy 
indignation, What, fays he, does Araus 
think of keeping his Wine for himſelf, and 
refuſing it tothe Members of Jeſus Chriſt; 
the end of his Life is very near, and af- 
ter his death, all his Eſtate ſhall be diſtri- 
buted amongſt the Poor.

Aſter the Spaniards were departed, 


«vers Iſandre Xavier made ſome little Voyages to pla- 


ces near adjoyning to Amboyna : and vi- 
fited ſome Iflands which were half un- 
peopled, and defart, waiting the conve- 
nience of a Ship, to tranſport him to the 
Molucca's, which are nearer to Macaſſar 
than Amboyna. One of thoſe Ifles is 
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Baranura ; where he miraculouſly reco- 
verd his Crucifix, in the manner I am 
going to relate, according to the ac- 
count which was given of it by a Por- 
tugueſe, call'd Fauſto Rodriguez, who was 
a witneſs of the Fat, has d it up- 
on Oath, and whoſe Juridical Teſtimo-

We were at Sea, fays Rodrignez, Fa- te recoers his 
ther Francis, John Rapoſo, and my ſelf, Cracifix, which 


was fallen inte 


when there aroſe a T which al- 
hrm'd all the Mariners. the Father 
drew from his boſlome a little Crucifix, 
which he always carri'd about him, and 
leaning over deck, intended to have dipt 
it into the Sea ; but the Crucifix droprt 
out of his hand, and was carri'd off by 
the Waves. This loſs, very ſenſibly af- 
flicted him, and he conceal'd not his 
forrow from us. The next ng we 
landed on the Iſland of Baramwra; from 
the time when the Crucifix was loſt, to 
that of our landing, it was neat 2.4 hours, 
during which, we were in 

r, Being on ſhore, Father Fraxcis 
and I, walk'd along by the Sea fide, to- 
wards the Town of 7Zamalo, and had al- 
ready walk'd about five hundred paces, 
when both of us beheld ariſing out of 
the Sea, a CrabFiſh, which carried be- 
twixt 
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twixt his Claws.,' the ſame Crucifix, 
rais'd on high. I faw the Crab-Fiſh come 
diretly ©o the Father by whoſe fide 1 
was, and 'ſtop'd before him. - The Fa- 
ther, falling on his knees, took his Cru- 
cifix, after which the Crab-Fiſh return'd 
into. the Sea. But the Father, ſtill con- 
tinuing in the ſame humble poſture, hug- 
ging and kiſſing the Crucifix, was half 
an hour praying with his hands acroſs 
his breaſt, and my ſelf joyning with him 
in thankſgiving to God, for fo evident 
a Miracle: after which we aroſe, and 
continu'd on our way. Thus you have 
the Relation of Rodriguez. 

They ſtaid eight days upon the Iſland, 
and afterwards ſet fail for Roſalao ; where 
Xavier Preach'd at his firſt coming, as 
he had done at Baranura. But the Ido- 
laters who Intabited theſe two Iſlands, 
being extreamly vicious, altogether bru- 
tal, and having nothing of humane in 
them, beſides the figure, gave no credit 
to his words, and one only man among[t 
them, more reaſonable than all the reſt, 
believ'd in Jeſus Chriſt, Infomuch, that 
the Holy Apoſtle, at his departure from 
Roſalao, took off his Shoos, and ſhook 
off the duſt, that he might not carry 
any thing away with him, which be- 
long'd to that execrable Land, 

Truly 
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The Saint gave him in Baptiſm his own 
name of Francis, and foretold him that 


mended the fame of this new Convert 
to Poſterity ; and which was not ac- 
compliſh'd, till after forty years. For 
this Chriſtian, ing his barbarous

All of them be- 
held the Souldier dying, with extraor- 
dinary figns of Piety, and crying with- 
out ceaſing, Jeſus aſh/t me.

man. He found it all in arms, and the 
King of it belicg'd, ©” 1 Town, ready 
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to be ſurrender'd, neither through want 
of courage, nor of Defendants, but of 
Water. Becauſe the enemy had cut off 
the Springs, and there was no likely- 
hood of Rain ; infomuch, that during 
the great heats, both Men and Horſes, 
were in danger of periſhing by thirſt. 
The opportunity appeard favourable 
to Father Xavier, for gaining the van- 
quiſh'd Party to Feſus Chriſt, and per- 
haps all the Conquerours. Full of a 
noble confidence in God, he found means 
to get into the Town, and being pre- 
ſented to the King, offer'd to ſupply him 
with what he moſt wanted. Suffer me, 
faid he, to erett a Croſs, and truſt in the 
God, whom I come to declare to you. He 
is the Lord and Governour of Nature, who, 
when ever he pleaſes, can open the Foun- 
tains of Heaven, and water the Earth. 
But incaſe the Rain ſhould. deſcend upon 
you, give me your promiſe, to acknowledge 
—_— and that you, with your Subjetts, 
wilt receive his Law. In the extremity 
to which the King was then reduc'd, 
he conſented readily to the Father's 
conditions, and alſo oblig'd himſelf on 
the publick faith, to keep his word, pro- 
vided Xavier fail'd not on his part, of 
the promisd Bleſſing. Then FYavier 
cauſing a great Croſs to be made, {ſet 
it 
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it up, on the higheſt ground of all the 
Town, and there, on his knees, amongſt 
a crowd of Souldiers, and Men, Wo- 
men, and Children, attrated by the 
novelty of the ſight, as much as 
by the expected ſuccour ; he offer'd to 
God the death of his only Son, and 
pray'd him, by the merits of that Cru- 
cifyd Saviour who had pour'd out his 
blood for the fake of all Mankind, not 
to deny a little water, for the Salvation 
of an Idolatrous People. 

Scarcely had the Saint begun his Pray- 
er, when the Sky began to be overcaſt 
with Clouds, and by that time he had 
ended it, there fell down Rain in great 
abundance, which laſted fo long, *till 
they had made a plentiful der of 
water. The Enemy, now hopeleſs of 
taking the Town, immediately decamp'd, 
and the King, with all his People, re- 
ceiv'd Baptiſm from the hand of Father 
Aavier. He commanded alſo, that all 
the neighbouring Iſlands who held of 
him, ſhou'd adore Chriſt Feſus; and en- 
gag'd the Saint to go and publiſh the 
Faith amongſt them. Xavier employ'd 
three ms and more, in theſe little 


voyages; after which returning to Am- 
boyna, where he had left his Companion 
John Deyro, to cultivate the new grow- 

2 ing 
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ny Ry, and where he left him 
for the ſame intention, embarqu'd on 
a Portugueſe Veſlel, which was ſetting 
Sail for the Molucca's. 

That which is commonly call'd by 
the name of the Molucca's, is a Country 
on the Oriental Ocean, divided into 
many little Iſlands, ſcituate near the 
Equator, exceeding fruitful in Cloyes, 
and famous for the Trade of Spices. 
There are five principal Iſlands of them, 
Ternate, Tidor, Motir, Macian, and Ba- 
ciaw, The firſt of theſe, is 2 and 
half diſtant from the EquinoQtial, to the 
North, the reſt follow in the order a- 
bove nam'd ; and all five are in fight 
of one another. Theſe are thoſe cele- 
brated Iſlands, concerning which Fer- 
dinand Magellan raisd ſo many diſputes 
amongſt the Geographers, and ſo many 
quarrels betwixt Spain and Portugal. For 
the Portugueſe haying diſcoverd them 
from the Eaſt, and the Spaniards from 
the Weſt, each of them pretended to 
incloſe them, within their Conqueſts, ac- 
cording to the Lines of Longitude, which 
they drew. 

Ternate, is the greateſt of the Moluc- 
ca's; and it was on that ſide, that Fa- 
ther Xavier took his courſe, He had a 
Gulph to paſs of ninety Leagues, ex- 
| ceeding 
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excecding dangerous, both in regard of 
inds, which are ſtill raiſing Tempeſts 
h the Sea be never ate The 
Ship which carried the Father, was one 
of thoſe Veſſels, which in thoſe parts are 
call'd Caracores, of a long and narrow 
built, like Gallies, and which uſe indiffe- 
rently Sails and Oars. Another Veſſel 
of the fame make, carried a Portugueſe 
call'd John Galvay, having aboard her 
all bis goods ; they ſet out together from 
Amboyga, keeping company by the 
way, and both of them bound for the 
Port of Ternate. 
In the midſt of the Gulph, they were 
ſurpriz'd with a ſtorm, which parted 
them ſo far, that they loſt ſight of each 


other. The Caracore of Yavier, after 
having been in danger of periſhing many 
times, was at length fav'd, and reco- 


verd the Port of Ternate, by a kind of 
Miracle: As for that of Gaivan, it was 
not known what became of her; and the 
news concerning, her, was only broughe 
by an evident Revelation. 

The firſt Saints day, when the Father 
Preach'd to the People, he ſtop'd ſhort 
in the middle of his diſcourſe, and faid 
after a little pauſe, Pray to God for the 


Soul of John Galvan, who is drown'd in 
Q 3 the 
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the Gulph. Some of the Audience, who 
were friends of Galvan, and intereſſed in 
the Caracore, ran to the Mariners, who 
had brought the Father, and demanded 
of them, 1t they knew any certain news, 
of this tragical adventure > They an- 
ſwer'd, that they knew no more, than 
that the ſtorm had ſeparated the two 
Veſlels. The Portugaeſes recoverd cou- 
rage at thoſe words, and imagin'd that 
Father Francis had no other knowledge 
than the Seamen. But they were ſoon 
undeceiv'd by the teſtimony of their 
own eyes, for three days after they ſaw 
waſh'd on the ſhore, the Corps of Gal- 
van, and the wreck of the Veltel, which 
the 5ea had thrown upon the Coaſt.

to ſay the Orate Fratres, he added, pray 
alſo for John Araus, who is newly dead 
at Amboyna, They who were preſent, 
oblervd punQually the day and hour, 
to ſee, if what the Father had ſaid,wou'd 
come to paſs; ten or twelve days after, 
there arriv'd a Ship from Amboyna, and 
the truth was known not only by divers 
Letters, but confirm'd alſo by a Portu- 
gueſe, who had ſeen Araus dye at the 
ſame moment, when Xavier exhorted 
the Pcople to pray to God, to reſt 1 
Soul. 
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Soul. This Aras, was the Merchant, 
which refus'd to give Wine for the ſuc- 
cour of the Sick, in the Spaniſh Fleet, | 
and to whom the Saint had denounc'd a 1 
ſudden death. He fell ſick after Xavi- 

er's departure, and having neither Chil- 

dren nor Heirs, all his Goods were di- 

ſtributed amongſt the poor, according to 

the cuſtom of. the Country. 

The Shipwrack of Ga/van, and the # n____—__ 
death of Araus, gave great Authority to —_ 
what they had __ at 7ernate, Cons 
cerning the Holineſs of Father Francis, 
and from the very firſt, gain'd him an 
exceeding Reputation. And indeed it 
was all neceſſary, I fay not for the refor- 
mation of Vice in that Country, but to 
make him even heard with Patience by 
a diſſolute people, which committed with- 
out ſhame, the moſt enormous crimes, 
and ſuch as Modeſty forbids to name. 

To underſtand how profitable the La- 
bours of Father Xavier were to thoſe of 
Ternate, 'tis ſufficient to tell what he has 
written himſelf. 7hat of an infinite num- 
ber of debauchd perſons living in that 
Wand, when he landed there, all excepting 
two, had laid afide their wicked courſes, 
before his departure. . The defire of Riches 
was extinguiſh'd with the love of Pleaſures. 
Reſtitutions were frequently made ; and 
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fuch abnidant Alms were given, that the

Houſe of Charity, ſet up for the relief of 
the neceſſitons, from wery poor, which it 
was formerly, was put into ſtock, and more 
flonriſhing than ever. 

The change of Manners, which was 
viſibly amongſt the Chriſtians, was of 
no little fervice to the Converſion of Sa- 


- racens and 1dolaters, Many of thoſe Ir 


fidels embrac'd Chriſtianity. But the 
moſt illuſtrious conqueſt of the Saint, 
was of a famous Saraces Lady, calld 
Neachile — Daughter to Alman- 
or King of 7idore, and Wife to Boliefe, 
who was King of Teraate, before the Por- 
tugueſe had conquer'd the Iſland. She 
was a Princeſs of great Wit and Genero- 
ſity, bur extreamly bigotted to her Sect, 
and a mortal Enemy to the Chriſti- 
ans, that is to fay, to the Portugueſe. 
Her hatred to them was juſtly ground- 
ed; for having receiv'd .them into her 
Kingdom, with great civility, and ha- 
ving alſo permitted them to eſtabliſh 
themfelves m one part of the Iſland, for 
the convenience of their Trade, ſhe was 
dealt with ſo hardly by them, that after 
the death of the King her Husband, ſhe 
had nothing left her, but the bare Title 
of a Queen : And by their Intrigues, the 
three Princes her Sons, loſt the _—_— 

gnew 
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their Liberty; and their Lives. Her un« 
happy fortnne conſtrain'd her to lead 2 
wandring life, from Me to Ifle: But 
Providence, which wor'd accompliſh on 
her its deſigns, brought her back at 
tft to Ternate, about the time when Xa- 
vier came thither. She Iivd there, in 
the condition of a private perfon, with- 


out — yer with Splendour, and 
retaining Rill in her Countenance and 
Behavivur, ſomewhat of that haughty 
Air; which the Great fometimes main- 
tain, even in their Fetters. 

The Saint gain'd _ wy her, and 
fonnd an opportunity of con with 
her. In his firſt diſcourſe, he =. 

t Idea of the Kingdom of God: yet 
withal inform'd her, That this Kingdom 
was not difficult to obtain ; and that be- 
ing once in poſſeſſion of it, there was no 
fear of being after diſpoſſe(s'd. Infomuch, 
that the Saracen RR who had no 
ho remaining of onght on Earth, 
titn'd her thous ad her deſires to- 
wards Heaven. Tistrue, that as ſhe was 
indu'd with a great Wit, and was very 
knowing in the Law of Mahomet, there 
was ſome need of Argumentation ; but 
the Father, ftill clearing all her doubts, 
the diſpute only ferv'd to make her un- 
derſtand mote certainly the —_—_ 
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the Akoran. and the truth of the Goſpel, 
She ſubmitted to the Saints Reaſons, or 
rather to the Grace of Fe/us Chriſt, and 
was publickly baptisd by the Apoſtle him- 
ſelf, who gave her the name of //abela. 

He was not fatisfy'd with barely ma- 

king her a Chriſtian. He faw in her a 
great ſtock of Piety, an upright Heart, 
a tenderneſs of Mind, inclinations truly 
great and noble ; which he cultivated 
with admirable care, and ſet her for- 
ward by degrees, in the moſt ſublime 
and ſolid ways of a ſpiritual life: So that 
Neachile, under the condudt of Father 
AFavier, arriv'd toa ſingular Devotion ; 
that is to ſay, ſhe grew humble and mo- 
deſt, from diſdaintul, and haughty as 
ſhe was, mild to others, and ſevere to her 
f-if, ſuffering her Misfortunes without 
complaint oft Injuries; united to God, in 
her Retirements, and not appearing pub- 
lickly, but to exerciſe the deeds of Cha- 
rity to her Neighbour : but more e- 
ſteem'd and honour'd both by the Ind:- 
ans and Portuzueſes, than when ſhe fat 
upon the Throne, in all the pomp and 
power of Royalty. 

During the abode which Xavier made 
He hears of the 11 Ternate, he heard ſpeak of certain Iſles, 
Iles del Moro. which are diſtant from it about ſixty 

Leagues Eaſtward ; and which take their 
name

name from the Principal, commonly 
call'd, the Iſle de! Moro. It was repor- 
ted to him, that thoſe Iſlanders, Barba» 
rians as they were, had been moſt of them 
baptis'd, but that the Faith had been abo» 
liſh'd there, immediately after it was in- 
troduc'd, and this account he heard of it. 

The Inhabitants of Momoya, which is 
a Town in the Iſle Je! Moro, wou'd ne- 
ver embrace the Law of Mahomer, though 
all the neighbouring Villages had receiv'd 
it. And the” Prince, or Lord of that 
Town, who choſe rather to continue an 
Idolater, than to become a Mahometar, 
being moleſted by the Saracens, had re- 
_ to the Governour of 7ernate, who 
was call'd Triſtan d" Atayda, promiſing, 
that himſelf and his SubjeRts wou'd turn 
Chriſtians, provided the Portugueſes 
wou'd take them into their protection. 
Atayda receiving favourably thoſe Propo- 
ſitions of the Prince of Momoya, the Prince 
came in perſon to Zernate, anddefir'd Bap- 
tiſm; taking then, the name of John, in 
honour of Foh»the Third, King of Portw 
gal. At his return to Momoya, he took a- 
long with him a Portugueſe Prieſt, call'd $5- 
mon Yaz, who converted many Idolaters 
to the Faith. The number of Chriſtians, 
thus daily increaſing more and more, ano- 
ther Prieſt call'd Francis Alvarez, came to 
ſecond 
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ſecond Yaz, and both of them labour'd fo 
happily in conjunQtion, that the whole 
people of Momoya renounc'd Idolatry, 
and profeſsd the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt. 

In the mean time the Portugueſe Soul- 
diers, whom the Governour of 7ernate 
had promis'd to ſend,- came from thence 
to defend the Town, againſt the Enter- 
priſes of the Saracens. But the cruel 
which he exercisd on the Mother of Ca- 
ci Aerio, Baſtard Son to King Boliefe, 
ſo far exaſperated thoſe Princes and the 
neighbouring People, that they confſpir'd 
the - death of all the Portagneſes, who 
were to be found in thoſe quarters. The 
Inhabitants of Momoya naturally change- 
able and cruel, began the Maſſacre by 
the murther of Simon Yaz, their firſt Pa- 
ſtor ; and had kill'd Alvarez, whom they 
purſu'd with flights of Arrows to the 
Sea-ſide, if accidentally he had not found 
a Bark in readineſs, which bore him off, 
all wounded as he was, and fav'd him from 
the fury of thoſe Chriſtian Barbarians. 

The Saracens made their advantage of 
theſe diforders, and Maſtering Momoya, 
chang'd the whole Religion of the Town. 
The Prince himſelf was the only Man, 
who continu'd firm in the Chriſtian Faith, 
notwithſtanding all their threatning, 
and the cruel uſage which he nw 
rom 
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from them, Not long after this, Antonio 
Galvan, that Portugeſe, who was fo il- 
luſtrious for his Prudence, his Valour 
and his Piety, ſuccceding to 7riſtan SA. 
tayda, in Government of 7erngte, 
ſent to the Iſle de! Moro, a who 
was both able and zealous, by whoſe 
Miniſtry, the people were once more re- 
duc'd into the Fold of Chrif, 8nd the 
Afairs of the Inffdels were ruin'd. But 
this Prieſt remain'd not long upon the 
Ifland, and the people deſtitute of all 
Spiritual Inſtrutions, return'd ſoon after, 
through their natural inconſtancy, to 
their original Barbariſm.

und it ſelf, wasſubje to terrible and 
| — Earthquakes. And beſides, it 
was told him, that the people of the 
Countrey, ſurpaſs'd in cruelty and faith- 
leſſneſs, all the Barbarievs of the World. 
That Chriſtianity had not ſoftned their 
Manners ; that they poyſon'd one ano- 
ther ; that they fed themſelves with Hu- 
mane Fleſh; and that when any of their 
Relations happen'd to die, they cut off 
his Hands and Feet, of which they 
made a delicate Ragou. That their In- 
humanity extended fo far, that when 


. they deſign'd a ſumptuous Feaſt ; they 


'd ſome of their Friends to lend them 
an old unprofitable Father, to be ſerv'd up 
to the Entertainment of their Gueſts, 
with promiſe to repay them in kind, on 
the like occaſion. 

The Portugueſes, and Indians, who 
lov'd Xavier, added, that ſince thoſe 
Salvages ſpar'd not their own Countrey- 
men, and their Parents, what wou'd 
they not do to a Stranger, and an un- 


known perſon? That they were firſt to 


be transform'd into Men, before they 
cou'd be made Chriſtians. And how 
cou'd he imprint the Principles of the 
Divine Law into their Hearts, who had 
not the leaſt ſence of Humanity > Who 
ſhou'd be his Guide through thoſe thick 
intangled 
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intangled Foreſts, where the greateſt part 
of them were lodg'd, like ſo many wild 
Beaſts; and when, by rare fortune, he 
ſhou'd atchieve the taming of them, and 
even convert them, how long wou'd that 
Converſion laſt > at the longeſt, but 
while he continu'd with them. That no 
Man wou'd venture to ſucceed him in 
his Apoſtleſhip to thoſe parts, for that 
was only to .be exposd to a certain 
death ; and that the Blood of Simon Yaz 
was yet ſteaming. To conclude, there 
were many other Iſles, which had never 


heard of Jeſus Chriſt, and who were bet- - 


ter diſpos'd ro receive the Goſpel. 

Theſe reaſons were accompanied with 
Prayers and Tears; but they were to 
no purpoſe, and X.rvier was ſtedfaſt to 
his Reſolution. His Friends perceiving 
they cou'd gain nothing upon him by 
Intreaties, had recourſe in ſome meaſure 
to Conſtraint. So far as to obtain from 
the Governour of 7ernate, a Decree, for- 
bidding, on ſevere penalties, any Veſſel, 
to carry the Father to the Iſle de/ Moro.

Grace? Are there any Hearts hard enough 
to refit the Influences of the Moſt High, 
when it pleaſes him to ſoften and to change 
them ? can they ſtand in oppoſition to that 
gentle, and yet commanding force, which 
can make the dry Bones live, and raiſe up 
Children to Abraham from Stones? What 
ſhall be, who has ſubjefted the whole World 
to the Croſs, by the Miniſtry of the Apa- 
files, ſhall he exempt from that ſubjetlion, 
this petty corner of the Univerſe > Shall 
then the Iſle del Moro be the only place, 
which ſhall recerve mo benefit of Redewpti- 
on ? And when Jeſus Chriſt has offer'd to 
the Eternal Father, all the Nations of the 
Earth as his Inheritance, were theſe f on 
ple excepted out of the Donation? 1 ac- 
knowledge them to be ery barbarous and 
brutal, and let jt be gramed they were 
more inhumane thav they are, "tis becauſe 
i can do nothing of my ſelf, that I have 
the better hopes of them. I caw do all 
things in him who ftreuvztheus me, aud 
from whom alone proceeds the ſtreugth of 
thoſe who labour in the Goſpel. 

He added, That other Jeſs Salvage Na- 
tions, woud never want for Preachers : 
That theſe only Iſles remain'd for him to 
cultivate, fuince no other Man wou'd under- 
take thew. In ſequel, ſeffering himſelf to 
be tranſparted with a kind of holy Cho- 
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ler, If theſe Iſles, (purſu'd he) abounded 
with precious Woods, and Mines of Gold, 
the Chriſtians wou'd have the courage to go 
thither ; and all the dangers of the World 
wowd not be able to affright them; the 
are baſe and fearful, becauſe there are w 
Souls to purchaſe. And ſhall it then he 
ſaid, That Charity is leſs daring than Ava- 
rice 2 Tou tell me they will rake away my 
life, either by the Sword or Poiſon ; but 
thoſe are favours too great for ſuch a Sin- 
ner as I am to expett from Heaven, Tet 
I dare confidently ſay, That whatever tor- 
ment or death they _ for me, 1 
am ready to ſuffer a thouſand times more, 
for the Salvation of one only Soul, If I 
ſhou'd happen to die by their Hands, who 
knows but all of them might receive the 
Faith? for "tis moſt certain, that fince the 
primitive times of the Church, the Seed of 
the Goſpel has made a' larger increaſe in 
the Fields of Paganiſm, by the Blood of 
Martyrs, than by the Sweat of Miſſoners. 
He concluded his Diſcourſe, by telling 
them, That there was nothing reall y ro 
fear in his undertaking: That God had 
calPd him to the Iſles del Moro ; and that 
Man ſhud not hinder him from obeying 
the Voice of God. His Diſcourſe made 
ſuch impreſſions on their Hearts, that 
not only the Decree againſt his paſſage

Before he fer ©i!, hs wrote to the Fa- 
thers of the Company at Ao»-, to make 
them acquainted with his Voyage. 

The Country, whither I go, (hays he in 
his Letter) is full of danger, and terrible 
to Strangers by the barbarity of the Inha- 
bitants, and by their ufing divers Poiſons, 
which they mingle with their Meat and 
Drink. And 'tis from hence, that Prieſts 
are apprehenfroe of coming to inftratt them. 
For my ſelf, confedering their extreme ne- 
ceſſity, and the duties of my Miniſtry, 
which oblige to free them from Fternal 
Death, even at the expence of my own 
Life ; 1 have reſolud to hazard all, for 
the Salvation of their Souls, My whole 
confidence is in God, and all my defire is 
to obey, as = as in me lies, the word of 
Jeſus Chriſt; He who is willing to fave 
his Life ſhall loſe it, and he who will loſe 
it for my fake, ſhall find it FR-lieve me,

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Paſſengers affrighted, ran about him, en- 
quiring what Maſſhcre he meant ; be- 
cauſe Gor their part, they cou'd ſee no- 
thing, But the Saint was raviſh'd in 
Spirit, and in this extaſie, God had im- 
power'd him to ſee this fad ſyeQacle 

He was no ſoorrr corr- ro himileii, 
than they continu'd preſit-;; hin to 
know the occaſion of his £5415 and cryes. 
But he, bluſhing for {lc words which 
had eſcap'd him in his tranſport, wou'd 
fay no more, but retird to 1:5 Devo- 
tions It was not long before they be- 
held with their own eyes, what he re- 
fusd to tell them; having caſt Anchor 
before an Iſle, they found on the ſhore 
the Bodies of eight Portwgueſes, all bloody, 
and then comprehended, that thoſe un- 
happy creatures, had mov'd the com- 
paſſion of the hoiy man. They bury'd 
them in the ſame place, and erected a 
Croſs over the grave; after which they 
purſud their Vovage, and in little time 
arrivd at the Ifle del Moro. 

When they were come on ſhore, Xa» 
vier went diretly on to the next Vil- 
lage, the greateſt part of the Inhabitants 
were Baptisd; but there remain'd in 
them only a confus'd notion of their 
Baptiſm: and their Religion was no- 
thing more, than a mingle-of Mahometa- 
iſm and Idolatry. The 
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The Barbarians fled, at the ſight of 


the ſtrangers, imagining they were come 
to —— bd of the Portugueſe, 
whom they had kill'd the precedent 
years. Yavier follow'd them, into the 
thickeſt of their Woods ; and his counte- 
nance full of mildneſs, gave them to be- 
lieve, that he was not an Enemy who 
came in ſearch of them. He declar'd to 
them the motive of his Voyage ; ſpeak- 
ing to them in the Malaya Tongue. For 
though in the Iſle de! Moro, there were 
great diverſity of Languages, infomuch 
that thoſe of three Leagues diſtance, did 
not underſtand each other in their 1- 
ſland Tongues, yet the Malaya was com- 
mon to them all. 


Notwithſtanding, the roughneſs and # gains the 
Inhabitants of 


the. Ile del 


barbarity of theſe Iſlanders, neither of 
thoſe qualities were of proof againſt the 
winning and ſoft behaviour of the Saint. 
He brought them back to their Village, 
uſing all expreſſions of kindneſs to them 
by the way ; and n his work, by 
ſinging aloud, the Chriſtian Do@trine, 
through the ſtreets. After which he 
expounded it to thers, and that in a 
manner ſo ſuitable to their barbarous 
conceptions, that it paſs'd with caſe into 
their underſtanding, 
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v Divina Eſpe- 
ranca, 


Me ſpears t9 
them of Hell, 
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By this means he reſtor'd thoſe Chri- 
ſtians to the Faith, who had before for- 
faken it : and brought in to it thoſe Ido- 
laters, who had refusd to embrace it, 
when it was Preach'd to them by Simos 
Vaz, and Francis Alvarez. There was 
neither Town nor Village, which the 
Father did not viſit; and where thoſe 
new Converts, did not ſet up Croſſes, 
and build Churches. Tolo, the chief 
Town of the Iſland, Inhabited by twenty 
five thouſand Souls, was entirely con» 
verted, together with Momoya. 

Thus the Ifle del Moro, was now to 
the Holy Apoſtle the Iſland of * Divine 
Hope, as he defird it thenceforth to be 
nam'd. Both becauſe thoſe things which 
were there accompliſh'd, by God him- 
ſelf, in a miraculous manner, were be- 
yond all humane hope and expeRation ; 
and alſo becauſe the fruits of his labours, 
ſurpaſs'd the hopes which had been con- 
ceiv'd of them, when his friends of 7er- 
zate, wou'd have made him fear, that 
his Voyage wou'd prove unprofitable. 

To engage theſe new Chriſtians, who 
were groſs of apprehenſion, in the pra- 
ice of a holy life, he threaten'd them 
with Eternal Puniſhments,and made them 
ſenſible of what Hell was, by thoſe 
dreadful Objes which they had before

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their For ſometimes, he led them 
eo the of thoſe Gulphs, which ſhot 
out of their bowels, vaſt maſſes of burn- 
ing into the air, with thenoiſe 
and fury of a Cannon ; and at the view 
of thoſe Flames which were mingl'd with 
2 dusky ſmoak, that obſcur'd the day, 
bs —__——p them the _— of thoſe 
pains, W were prepar'd in an Abyſs 
of fire, not only for 1dolaters and Ma- 
bometans, but alſo for the true Believers, 
who liv'd not according to their Faith. 
He even told them the gaping mouths 
of thoſe flaming Mountains were the 


—_ places of Hell, as appears by 
theſe following words, extrated out of 
one of his Letters, on that ſubjeR, writ- 
ren to his Brethren at Rome It 
ſeems, that Gy! himſelf, has been pleasd 
in ſome meaſure to diſcover the habitation 
of the Damu'd, to People who had otherwiſe 
no knowledge of him. 


During —_— Earthquakes, when # exhrrs 


no man cou'd 
either in his houſe, -or abroad in the 0- 
pen air, he exhorted them to penitence ; 
and declar'd to them that thoſe extraor- 
dinary accidents were causd, not by 
the Souls of the dead, hidden undcr 
ground, as they imagind, but by the 
Devils who were defirous to deſtroy 

R 4 them, 
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them to repen- 
ſecure in any place, ,,,.. 


He #& admir'd 
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them, or by the Omnipotent hand of 
God, who adds aftivity to natural Cau- 
ſes, that he may imprint more deeply 
in their hearts, the fear of his juſtice and 

yo derful Earthquak 
; Marin One of thoſe wonderful Earthquakes 
ms] x an happen'd on the 29th. of September, on 
Earthqualy. that day, conſecrated to the honour of 


St. Michael, the Chriſtians were aſſem- 
bled in great numbers, and the Father 
ſaid Mats In the midſt of the Sacrifice, 
the Earth was fo violently ſhaken, that 
the People ran in a hurry out of the 
Church. The Father fear'd leſt the 
Altar might be overthrown, yet he 
forſook it not, and went through with 
the Celebration of the Sacred Myſteries, 
thinking, as he ſaid himſelf, that the 
blefled Arch-Angel, at that very time 
was driving the Devils of the Iſland 
down to Hell; and that thoſe Infernal 
Spirits made all that noiſe and tumult, 
out of the indignation which they had, 
to be baniſh'd trom that place, where 
they had held dominion for ſo many 
Apes. 

The undaunted reſolution of Father 


. > Barba- Yavier amaz'd the Barbarians, and gave 


them to believe, that a man who re- 
main'd immoveable, while the Rocks 
and Mountains trembled, had ſomething 

in 
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in him of Divine. But that high Opi- 
nion, which moſt of them had conceiv'd 
-of him, gave him an abſolute Authori- 
ty over. them. And with the aſliſtance 
of Gods grace, which operated in their 
Souls, while he was working by out- 
ward means, he made ſo tota a Change 
in them, that they who formerly, in 
reſpe&t of their manners, were like 
Wolves and Tygers, now became traQta- 
ble and mild, and innocent as Lambs. 


Notwithſtanding this, there were + i perfecu- 
ſome amongſt them who did not diveſt #4 by « craet 
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themſelves fully and at once of their _— M 


natural Barbarity; either to ſignifie that 
Divine Grace, how powerful foever, does 
not work all things in a man it ſelf a- 
lone, or to try the patience of the Saint. 
The moſt rebellious to Gods Spirit, were 
the Favares ; a rugged and inhumane 
People, who inhabit only in Caves, and 
in the day time roam about the Foreſts. 
Not content with not following the in- 
ſtrutions of the Father, they laid di- 
vers ambuſhes for him ; and one day, 
while he was explaining the Rules of 
Morality to them out of the Goſpel, 
by a River fide, provok'd by the zeal, 
wherewith he condemn'd their diſfolute 
manners, they caſt ſtones at him, with 
deſign to killhim. The Barbarians were 


on 
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on the- one ſide of him, and the River 
on the other; which was broad and 
deep : Inſomuch, that it was in a man- 
ner impoſſible tor Xavier to eſcape 
the fury of his Enemies: but nothing 
is impoſſible to a man whom Heaven 
protects, There was lying on the bank 
2 great beam of wood ; the Saint puſh'd 
it without the leaſt difficulty into the 
water, and placing himſelf upon it, was 
carried in an inſtant to the other ſide, 
where the ſtones which were thrown, 
cou'd no longer reach him. 


His ſufferings . For what remains, he endur'd in this 
in the Ihe 4} Darren and inhoſpitable Country, all the 


ofilet,nd'* miſeries imaginable, of hunger, thirſt, 
which he there and nakedneſs. But the which 
receid. he xeceivd from Heaven, infinitely 


ſweeten'd all his Labours ; which may 
be judg'd, by the Letter he wrote to 
Father [znatius. For after hc had made 
him a fawhful deſcription of the place ; 
I have, ſaid he, given you this account of 
it, that from thence you may conclude, 
what abundance of Celeſtial Conſolations I 
have taſted in it.

The Captain of 
the Fortreſs of 7ernaet, and the Brother- 
hood of the Mercy, ingagd themſelves 
to have him conducted to Amboyna, be- 
fore the ſetting out of the Ships. So 
that Yavier cou'd not deny thoſe Peo- 
ple, who made him ſuch reaſonable pro- 
poſitions; and who were ſo deſirous to 
retain him, to the end they might 
profit by his preſence, in order to the 
Salvation of their Souls. 
Hic proceedings He remain'd then almoſt three Months 
«r Ternate. in 7ernate ; hearing, Confeſſions day and 
night, Preaching twice on Holy-days, 
according to his cuſtome; in the Mor- 
ning to the Portugxzeſes, in the After- 
noon to the Iſlanders newly converted. 
Catechiſing the Children every day in 
the week, excepting Wedneſday and 
Friday, which he ſer apart for the in- 
ſtruction of the Portugueſe Wives. For 
ſeeing thoſe Women, who were either 
Mahometans or I1dolaters by birth, and - 
had only receiv'd Baptiſm in order to 
their Marrying with the Portugaeſes, 
were not capable of profiting by the 
common Sermons, for want of ſufficient 


underſtanding in the Myſteries and Max- 
mes 
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imes of Chriſtianity ; he undertook to 
expound to them the Articles of Faith, 
the Commandments, and other Points of 
Chriſtian Morality. The time of Lent 
was paſs'd in theſe ExerCiſes of Piety, 
and Penitence, which fitted them for the 
Bleſſed Sacrament at Eaſter. All Peo- 
n approach'd the Holy Table, and ce- 
ebrated that Feaſt with renew'd Fer- 
vour, which reſembled the Spirit of Pri- 
mitive Chriſtrnity, 

But the chief Employment of Father 
Xavier, was to endeavour the Conver-

ſion of the King of 7ernate; commonly Ternate. 


call'd King of the Molucca's. This Sara- 
cen Prince, whoſe name was Cactl Aerio, 
was Son to King Boleife, and his Con- 
cubine, a Mahometan, and Enemy to the 
Portugueſe, whom Triſtan d" Atayda Go- 
vernour of 7ernate, and Predeceſſour of 
Antonio Galvan, caus'd to be thrown out 
of a Window, to be reveng'd of her. 
This unworthy and cruel uſage, _— 
well exaſperate Caci/; but fearing their 
power who had affronted him in the 
perion of his Mother, and having the 
violent death of his Brothers before his 
eyes, he curb'd his reſentments, and 
broke not out into the leaſt complaint. 
The Portugueſe miſtruſted this over-ated 
moderation, and affeed ſilence; and 

according 
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according to the Maxim of thoſe Politir 
atty, who hold, that they who do che 
iffury fhog'd never perdorry, they ns'd 
hit afterwards as a Rebel, and an Ene- 
my, upon very light conjeftures. For- 
dan de Treitas, then Governour of the 
Fortteſs of Ternata, a mart as raſh and 
imprudent, as Gatvan was moderate and 
wiſe, ſeiz'd the perſon of the Prince, 
ſtript him of all the Ornaments of Roy- 
alty, and ſent him Priſoner to Goa, it 
the year 1546, with the Spaniſh Fleet, of 
which we have formerly made mention, 

The Cauſe having been examin'd, in 
the Soveraign Tribunal of Goa, there 
was found nothing to condemn, but the 
injuſtice of 7reitas: Cacil was declar'd 
innocent ; and the new Vice-Roy of the 
Indies, Don John de Caſtro, ſent him 
back to 7ernata, with Orders to the 
Portagaeſes, to re-place him on the 
Throne, and pay him fo much the more 
reſpet, by how much more they had 
injor'd him. As for Treitas, he loſt 
his Government, and being recal'd to 
Goa, was Impriſon'd as a Criminal of 
State, 

The King of 7ernata was newly re- 
ſtor'd, when Xavier came into the Iſle 
for the ſecond time. King Tabarigia, 
Son of Boleife, and Brother to —_ 
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had fuffer'd the ſame ill fortune, ſome 
years before. Being accus'd of Felony, 
and having been acquitted at Goa, where 
he was Priſoner, he was alfo ſent back 
to his Kingdom, with a ſplendid Equi- 
page; arid the equity of the Chriſtians ſo 
wrovght upon him, that he became a 
Convert before his departure. 

Xavier was in hope, that the exam- 
ple of 7abarigia, wou'd make an im- 
preſiion on the Soul of Cacil, after his 
reſtoration ; at leaſt if any care were 
taken of inſtructing him. And the 
hopes of the Saint, ſeem'd not at the firſt 
to be ill grounded. For the Barbariaz 
King receiv'd him with all civility, and 
was very affeQionate to him, inſomuch 
that he cou'd not be without his compa- 
ny. He heard him ſpeak of God, whole 
hours together; and there was great 
appearance, that he wou'd renounce the 
Mahometan Religion. 


But the ſwees Enchantments of the wee binder'd 
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Fleſh, are often an invinſible obſtacle to ihe Kine of 


the grace of Baptiſm, Beſides a vaſt 
number of Concubines, the King of 
Ternata, had an hundred Women in his 
Palace, who retain'd the name and qua- 
lity of Wives, To confine himſelf to 
one, was ſomewhat too hard to be di- 
geſted by him. And when the Father 

endeavour'd 


Ternata's Con- 
verſion. 
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endeavour'd to ron him that the 
Law of God, did abſolutely command 
it, He reaſon'd on his fide, according 
to the Principles of his Sect, and refin'd 
upon it in this manner, The God of the 
Chriſtians and of the Saracens is the 
ſame God : why then ſhou'd the Chriſtians 
be confin'd to one only Wife, fince God has 

permitted the Saracens to have ſo many. 
Yet. ſometimes he chang'd his Lan- 
guage; and faid that he wou'd not loſe 
his Soul, nor the friendſhip of Father 
Xavier, for ſo ſmall a matter. But, in 
concluſion, not being able to contain 
himſelf, within the bounds of Chriſtian 
purity, nor to make the Law of Jeſus 
Chrift agree with that of Mahomet ; he 
continu'd fix'd to his pleaſures, and ob-» 
ſtinate in his errours, Only he ingag'd 
his Royal word, that in caſe the Ports- 
gueſes, wou'd inveſt one of his Sons in 
the Kingdom of the Iſles de! Moro, he 
wou'd on that condition receive Baptiſm, 
Father Xavier obtain'd from the Vice- 
Roy of the /ndies, what ever the King 
of Ternate had deſfir'd ; but the \Barba- 
rian, far from keeping his promiſe, be- 
gan from thence-forward a cruel Perſe- 
cution againſt his Chriſtian Subje&s, 
And the firſt ſtrokes of it, fell on the 
Queen Neachile, who was diſpoſlelsd of 
; all 
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all her Lands, and reduc'd to live in ex- 
tream poverty, during the remainder of 
her days. Her Faith ſupported her in 
theſe new misfortunes : And father Xa- 
vier, who had baptis'd her, gave her fo 
well to underſtand, how happy it was to 
loſe all things, and to gain Chriſt, that 
ſhe nt gave thanks to God, for 
the total overthrow of her Fortune.

Saint, were not wholly unprofitable in 
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many perſons of the Blood Royal ; and a- 
monegſt others, two Siſters of the Prince, 
who preferr'd the quality of Chriſtians, 
and Spouſes of Chriſt Feſus, before all 
earthly Crowns ; and choſe rather to 
ſuffer the ill uſage of their Brother, than 
to forſake their Faith.

He gave the People of 7ernate this In- 
ſtruction written in his own Hand, that 
it might ſupply his place during his ab- 
ſence. Many Copies were taken of it, 
which were ſpred about the neighbouring 
Iſlands, and even through the Countries 
of the Faſt. It was read on Holidays, 
in the publick Aſſemblies; and the Fairh-

ful liſten'd. to it, as coming from the 
Mouth of the holy Apoſtle. 

Beſides this, he choſe out, ſome ver- 
tuous young Men, for his Companions 
in his Voyage to Goa, with delign to 
breed them in the Colledge of the Come 
pany, and from thence ſend them back 
to the Moluccas, there to preach the Go» 
ſpel. Theſe things being thus order'd, and 
the Caracore, which was to carry him to 
Amboyna, in a readineſs, it was in his 
thoughts to depart by night, in the moſt 
ſecret manner that he cou'd, not to fad- 
den the Inhabitants, who cou'd not hear 
of his going from them, without a ſenſi- 
ble afflition, But whatſoever precauti- 
ons he took, he cou'd not ſteal away 
without their knowledge. They fol- 
low'd him in Crowds to the Shore, Men, 
Women and Children, a__ about 

» begging his 

Bleſſing, and beſceching him, with Tears 

in their Eyes, That fince he was reſolv'd on 
ving he wou'd make a quick return. 

The holy Man was not able to bear 
theſe tender farewels without melting in- 
to Tears himſelf. His Bowels yern'd 
within him for his dear Flock : and ſee- 
ing what affection thoſe people bore him, 
he was concern'd leſt his abſence might 
prejudice their ſpiritual welfare. Yet 
reaſſuring 
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reaſſuring himſelf, by conſidering the 
Providence of God which had diſpos'd of 
him another way ; he enjoin'd them to 
meet in publick every day, at a certain 
Church, to make Repetition of the Chri- 
ſtian Doctrine, and to excite each other 
to the practice of Vertue. He charg'd 
the new Converts to learn by Heart the 

ſition of the Apoſtles Creed, which 
he had left with them in Writing : But 
that which gave him the greateſt com- 
fort, was, that a Prieſt, who was there 
preſent, promisd him, to beſtow two 
hours every day, in inſtruQting the Peo- 
ple; and once a week to perform the ſame 
to theWives of the Portuguzſes, in expound- 
ing to them the Articles of Faith, and in- 
forming them concerning the uſe of the 
Sacraments. 

After theſe laſt words, Father Xavier 
left his well-belov'd Children in Jeſu, 
and immediately the Ship went off. Ar 
that inſtant, an univerſal cry was rais'd 
on the Shore ; and that laſt adicu went 
even to the Heart of Father Xavier. 

Being arrivd at Ambynr, he there 
found four Portugueſe Veſlels, wherein 
were only Mariners and Souldiers, that 
is to fay, a ſort of people, ill inſtructed 
in the duties of Chriſtianity, and little 
accuſtom'd to put them in praQtice, in 

S 2 the 
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_ the continual hurry of their life. That 
He renews they might profit by that leiſure, which 
Am. they then enjoyd, he ſet up a ſmall 
Clzappe! on the Sea-fide, where he con- 
versd with chem, ſometimesfingle, ſome- 
times in common, concerning their eter- 
nal welfare. The Diſcourſes of the Saint, 
brought over the moſt debauch'd a- 
mong(t them; and one Souldier, who 
had been a Libertine all his life, dy'd 
with ſuch evident ſigns of true Contri- 
tion, that being expird, Father Xavier 
was heard to fay, God be praisd who has 
brought me hither, for the Salvation of 
that Soul : which causd people to be- 
lieve, That God Almighty had made a 
Revelation of it to him. 
He is end''d By the fame ſupernal illumination, he 
with 1» 5wper- aw in ſpirit, one whom he had left in 
natY” 1 Kmmw- 
l-i;e of me Ternate 1n the vigour of health, now ex- 
things, piring in that place: for preaching one 
day, he broke oft his Diſcourſe ſudden- 
ly, and faid to his Auditours, Recommend 
to God James Giles, who is now in the 
agony of death; the news of his death, 
came not long after, which entirely ve- 
rity'd the words of Xavier. 
The four Ships, continu'd at Amboyna, 
but twenty days ; after which they ſet 
Sail towards Malacca, The Merchant- 
Ship, which was the beſt equipp'd, and 
{trongelſt 
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ſtrongeſt of them, invited the Saint to 
imbark in her, but he refus'd, out of the 
horrour which he had for thoſe enormous 
Crimes, which had been committed in 
her. And turning to Gonſalvo Fernan- 
dez; This Ship, faid he, will be in great 
danger, God deliver you out of it. Both the 
Prediction and the With of the Saint 
were accompliſh'd ; for the Ship at the 
paſſage of the Streight of Saban, ſtruck 
againſt a hidden Rock, where the Iron- 
work of the Stern was broken ; and lit- 
tle wanted, but that the Veſſel had been 
alſo ſplit; but ſhe eſcapd that danger, 
and the reſt of the Voyage was happily 
perform'd. 

The Father ſtaying ſome few days 
longer on the Iſle, viſited the ſeven Chri- 
ſtian Villages which were there ; caus'd 
Croſſes to be ſet up in all of them, tor 
the Conſolation of the Faithful ; and 
one of theſe Croſſes, in proceſs of time, 
became famous for a great Miracle, of 
which the whole Country was witneſs. 


There was an extream drought, and A croſr erefied 
by Xavier be- 


a general dearth was apprehended. Cer- 
tain Women, who betore their Baptiſm 
were accuſtom'd to uſe Charms for Rain, 
being aſſembl'd round abour an Idol, a- 
dord the Devil, and perform'd all the 
Magick Ceremonies ; but their Enchant- 
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ments were of no effet. A devout 
Chriſtian Woman, knowing what they 
were about, ran thither, and having 
ſharply reprehended thoſe 1impious Crea- 
tures; As if, ſaid ſhe, having a Croſs ſo 
near us, we had no expettations of ſuccour 
from it | and that the holy Father had ot 
promis'd us, That whatſoever mo_s for 
at the foot of that Croſs, ſhou'd infallibly 
be granted. Upon this, the led thoſe o- 
ther Women towards a River-ſide, where 
Xavier had ſet up a Croſs with his own 
Hands, and falling down with them be- 
fore that facred f1gn of our Salvation, 
ſhe pray'd our Saviour, to give them 
Warer, to the ſhame and confuſion of 
the Idol. At the ſame moment the 
Clouds began to gather on every ſide, 
and the Rain pour'd down in great abun- 
dance, Then, all in Company they ran 
to the Pagod, pull'd it down, and tram- 
pled it under their Feet ; after which 
they caſt it into the River, with theſe ex- 
preſſions of contempt, That though the 
cou d not obtain from him one drop of Wa. 
ter, they wou d give him enough in a whole 
Rrver. 


The conſtancy of A Faith thus lively, anſwer'd the 


hopes which the Saint had conceiv'd, 
of the Faithful of Amboyua. He com- 


pard them ſometimes, to the Primi- 
tive 
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tive Chriſtians ; and believ'd their con- 
ſtancy was of proof againſt the cruel- 
ty of Tyrants. Neither was he de- 
ceiv'd in the judgement he made of 
them : and they ſhew'd themſelves, 
when the FJaveſes, provok'd, by their 
renouncing the Law of Mahomet, came 
to invade their Iſland. While the Sa- 
racene Army: deſtroy'd the Country, 
ſix hundred Chriſtians retir'd into a 
Caſtle, where they were preſently be- 
ſiegd. Though _ were to fear all 
things, from the fury of the Barba- 
rians , yet what they only apprehend- 
ed, was that thoſe Enemies of Jeſus 
Chriſt, might exerciſe their malice againſt 
a Croſs, which was rais'd in the midſt 
of all the Caltle ; and which Father Xa- 
vier had fet up with his own hands. 

To preſerve it therefore, inviolable 
from their attempts; they wrapt it up 
in Cloath of Gold, and buried it in the 
bottom of the Ditch. 

After they had thus fecur'd their 
treaſure, they open'd the gate to the 
Unbelievers, who knowing what had 
been done by them, ran immediate- 
ly in ſearch of the Croſs, to revenge 
upon 1t the contempt which had been 
ſhown to Mahomet, But not being a- 
ble to find it, they turn'd all their fu- 
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ry upon thoſe who had conceal'd it, 
and who wou'd not diſcover where it 
Was. 

Death, ſeem'd to have been the 
leaſt part of what they ſuffer d. The 
Mahometan Souldiers cut off one Man's 
Leg , another's Arm, tore out this 
Man's eves, and the others tongue. So, 
the Chriſtians dyed by degrees; and 
by a flow deſtruction ; but without 
drawing, one ſigh, or caſting , out a 

roan, or ſhewing the leaſt apprehen- 
gl, ſo ſtrongly were they ſupport- 
ed in their Souls, by the all-power- 
full grace of Jeſus Chriſt, for whom they 
ſuffer'd. 

Xavier at length parted from Am- 
boyya ; and probably it was then, if we 
conſider the ſequel of his Lite, that he 
had the opportunity of making the 
Voyage of Macaſſar. | 

For though it benot certainly known, 
ar what time he viſited that great I- 
ſland, nor the fruit which his Labours 
there produc'd ; 'tis undoubted that he 
has been there; and in confirmation of 
it, we have, in the proceſs of his Canoni- 
zation, the juridical Teſtimony of a 
Portugueſe Lady, of Malacca, call'd Jane 
Melo ; who had many times heard from 
the Princeſs Elconor, Davghter to the 
King 


- 
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King of Macaſſar, that the Holy Apoſtle, 
had Baptis'd the King her Father, the 
Prince her Brother, and a great num- 
ber of their Subjeas. 

But at whatſoever time he made this 
Voyage, he return'd to Malacca, in the 
Month of July, in the year 1547.

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was, than the command of his Superiour, 
in forſaking the work upon his Hands ; 
but his diſobedience coſt him dear : Xa- 
vier expelV'd him out of the Society ; 
judging that an ill Brother wou'd do 
more hurt, than a good Labourer wou'd 
profit the Company. 

Theſe three Miſſioners above men- 
tion'd, had been brought to the ndies 
in the Fleet, by Don Perez de Pavora, 
with ſeven other Sons of /zatius; part of 
whom was already lett at Cape Comorine, 
and the tiſhing Coaſt, to culvitate thoſe 
new Plants of Chriſtianity, which were 
ſo belov'd by Father Xavier: Now the 
Ships which were bound for the Moluc- 
ca's, being not in a readineſs to fail be- 
fore the end of Auguſt, Beyra, Ribera and 
Nugnez had all the intermediate time, 
which was a month, to enjoy the Com- 
pany of the Saint, in which ſpace they 
were form'd by him, for the Apoſtolick 
Funion, For himſelf, he remain'd four 
months at Malacca, in expeRation of a 
Ship to carry him to Goa; and during 
all that time, was taken up with con- 
tinual ſervice of his Neighbour. 

He had brought with him from A4m- 
boyna, his old Companion John Deyro. 
Though Deyro was in his attendance, yet 
he was not a Member of the Society ; 
tor 
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for the cauſes already ſpecify'd, and de- 
ſerv'd not to be of it, for thoſe which 
follow. Some rich Merchants having 
put into his Hands a fum of Money, for 
the ſubſiſtance of the Father, he con- 
ceal'd it from him. Xavier, who livd 
only on the Alms which were daily gi- 
ven him, and who hated Money as much 
as his Companion lov'd it, look'd on 
this Action of Deyro, as an injury done 
to Evangelical Poverty, and the reſent- 
ment which he had of it, caus'd him to 
forget his uſual mildneſs tro Offen- 
ders. Not content to make him a ſharp 
reprimand, he confin'd him to a little 
defart Iſle not far diſtant from the Port; 
enjoyning him, not only continual Pray- 
er, but faſting upon Bread and Water, till 
he ſhou'd of his own accord recal him. 
Deyro who was of a changeable, and 
ealy temper, neither permanent in good, 
nor fix'd in ill, obey'd the Father, and 
livd exactly in the method which was 
preſcribd, 

He had one night a Viſion, whether Ddeyro has 4 
awake or ſleeping has not been decided Yin, which 
by the juridical Informations of the Fa- ot nog - 
thers life.

Deyro being recall'd from his 
ſolitude ſome time after, faid nothing of 
his Viſion to Father Xavier, to whom 
God had reveald it. He even deny'd 
boldly to have ſeen any, |though the Fa- 
ther repeated it to him, with all the Cir- 
cumſtances. Xavier, more ſcandaliz'd 
than ever with this procedure of Deyro, 
refus'd all farther communication, with a 
Man, who was intereſled, and unfincere. 
He rid his Hands of him, but withal 
foretold him, That God wou'd be ſo gra- 
cious to him, as to change his evil inches 
tions, and that za he ſhou'd take 
the Habit of St. Francis. Which was fo 
fully accompliſh'd, that when the Infor- 
mations were taken in the Indies, con- 
cerning the Holineſs and Miracles of Xa- 
vier, Deyro then wore the Habit of St. 
Francis, and liv'd a moſt religious life. 

After the three Miflioners were gone 
for the Molucca's, Xavier alone bore the 
whole burden of the work. The know- 
ledge which the Portugaeſes and Indians 
had of his Holineſs, made all Men deſi- 
rous of treating with him, — 
the 


—— 
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the _ of their Conſcience Not 
being able to give audience to all, 
many of them were ill fatisfy'd, and 
murmur'd againſt him : But fince their 
diſcontent and murmurs proceeded from 
a good principle, he comforted himſelf, 
and rather rejoyc'd than was offend- 
ed, as he fays himſelf expreſly in his Let- 
ters. His ordinary Employment, was

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Theſe diſgraces provok'd the Sultan 
Alaradin, King, of Achen, inſtead of hum- 
bling him. Achin, is the greateſt King- 
dom of the Iſland of Sumatra, diſtant a- 
bove twelve Leagues trom the terra fir- 
ma of Malacca. This Prince was a Ma- 
hometan, an implacable Enemy of the 
Chriſtians by his Religion, and of the 
Portugueſe by intereſt of State. Yet he 
durſt not immediately aſſault the Fortreſs 
of Malacca, All his Fury was ſpent in 
cruiſing about the Coaſts, with a ſtrong 
Fleet, thereby to break the trade of the 
Portugueſes, and hinder the Succours 
which they had from Europe. His de- 
ſign was then to attack the Town, when 
it ſhou'd be bare of Defendants, and un- 
provided of Stores of Viftuals : But to 
compaſs his Enterpriſe, he was to aſſure 
himſelf of a Port, which was above Ma- 
lacca towards the North ; which might 
ſerve for a convenient retreat to his Fleet, 
and had alſo occaſion for a Fortreſs, to 
ſechre himſelf from the Enemy. He 
therefore made himſelf Maſter of that

el. 

As for his Preparations of War, he 
made them ſo ſecretly, that the Portu-

Gold, as a diſtingu mark of their 
high ExtraQtion. There was beſides a 
great number of Jamniſaries, newly 
arriv'd at the Court of Achen, 'who 
ſerv'd as Volunters, and were eager of 
ſhewing their courage againſt the Chri- 
ſtians: The Fleet confiſted of ſixty great 
Ships, all well equippd, and man'd, 
without reckoning the Barks, the Fre- 
gats, and the Fire-ſhips. It was com- 
manded by the Saracen, Bajaja Soora, 2 
t Man of War, and ſo famous for 

is Exploits-in Arms, that his Prince 
had honour'd. him with the Title of King 
of Pedir, in teward of his taking Ma- 
lacca, even before he had beſiegd the 
Town. 
. There was no other intelligence of The Army of 
this at Malacca, but what the Army of LIND 
Achen brought it ſelf. They came before ir; laniing, and 
the place, and enter'd the Port, on the 7 
gth of Oftober, in the year 1547, about 
two a Clock in the morning, reſolv'd 
to aſſault it, while they were favour'd 
by the darkneſs. They began by a dif-

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charge of their Artillery ; and ſending in 
their Fire-ſhips againſt the Portugueſe 
Veſſels. After which, the moſt daring 
of them landed ; ; 1 without any by ws

ſiſtance, than they expeed : The Gar- 
riſon, and the Inhabitants, whom the

much that not a man of them enter'd 
the Town, and great numbers lay dead 
or dying in the Ditch. 

Smvra, comforted himſelf for the ill 
ſucceſs of his aſſault, by the execution, 
which his fire Ships, and Cannon had 
done. All the Veſſels within the Port, 
were either burnt, or diſabled. And the 
Rain which immediately fell, ſerv'd not 
ſo much to extinguiſh the Flames, as 
the violent wind which then aroſe, con- 
tributed to kindle them. Thoſe of 4- 
chen, proud of that aCtion, appear'd next 

morning 
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morning on their Decks, letting fly ther 


pompous Streamers, and _—_— as if 
already they were Victorious. But their 
inſolence was foon check'd : The Cannon 
from the Fortreſs forc'd them to retire, 
as far off, as the Ifle of 2/pe. In the 
mean time, ſeven poor Fiſhermen, who 
had been out all night about their em- 
ployment, and were now returning to 
the Town, fell into an Ambaſcade of 
the Infidels, were taken and brought 
before the General. After he had cut 
off their Ears and Noſes, he ſent them 
back with a Letter, directed to Dor 
Franciſco de Melo, Governour of Malac- 
ca, of which theſe were the Contents.

Though the Letter of Sovra, was in 
it ſelf ridiculous, and full of fuſtian Bra- 
vades according to the ſtyle of the Bar- 
barians, yet it put the Governour and 
Officers of the Fortreſs to a ſhrewd de- 
murr: for how {ſhou'd they accept the 
Challenge, without Ships to fight him, 
and how cou'd they refuſe it with their 
honour 2 A Council of War was ſum- 
mon'd to deliberate on this weighty and 
nice affair; when Father Xavier came 
amongſt them. He had been faying 
Maſs, at the Church of our Lady Del 
Monte ; 1o call'd, from its being built on 
a Mountain near the City ; and dedica- 
ted to the Bleſſed Virgin. Don Franciſco, . 
who had ſent tor him, to conſult him 
IT this troubleſome buſineſs, gave _ 

tne 
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the General of Achen's Letter to peruſe, 
and demanded his advice what was to be 
done on this occaſion ? 


The Saint, who knew the King of X*Vicr's ad- 
Achen's buſineſs, was not only wy, A vernour of Ma- 
the Portugueſe out of Malacca, but allo, lacca, 


and that principally, to extirpate Chri- 
ſtianity out of all the Eaſt; having read 
the Letter, lifted up his eyes to Heaven, 
and anſwer'd without the leaſt pauſe, 
that the affront was too great to be en- 
dur'd, that the honour ot the Chriſtian 
Religion was more concern'd in it, than 
that of the Crown of Fortugal: If this 
injury ſhou'd be difſembled, to what au- 
daciouſneſs wou'd the Enemy ariſe; and 
what wou'd not the other Mahometan 
Princes attempt after this Example 2 In 
concluſion, that the Challenge ought to 
be accepted, that the »fidels might ſee 
the King of Heaven was more powerful 
than their King Alaradin. 

But how, Pg the Governour, ſhall 
we put to Sea, and on what Vellels, 
ſince of eight Gally-foyſts, which we 
had in port,there are but four remaining, 
and thoſe alſo almoſt ſhatter'd in pieces, 
and half burnt: and in caſe we coud 
refit them, what cou'd they perform a- 
gainſt ſo numerous a Fleet 2 Suppoſe, 
anſwerd Yavier, the Barbarians had

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twice ſo many Ships, are not we much 
ftronger, who have Heaven on our ſide ; 
LOS can we chuſe but overcome, 
when we fight in the name of our Lord 
and Saviour ? 

No man was ſo bold to contradict 
the Man of God: and they all went. to 
the Arſenal. There they found a good 
ſufficient Bark, of thoſe they call Catur : 
beſides ſeven old Foyſts, fit for nothing 
but the fire. Duarte de Barego, who by 
his Office had the ſuper-intendance of 
their Naval Stores, was commanded to 
fit out theſe _ with all expedition. 
But he prote it was not in his 
power ; for beſides that, the King's Ma- 
gazins were empty of all neceſfaries for 
the equipping of them, there was no 
Money in the Treafury for Materials, 

The Governour, who had no other 
fund, was ready to loſe courage ; when 
Xavier, by a certain impulſe of Spirit, 
ſuddenly began to embrace ſeven Sea 
Captains, there preſent, who were of 
the Council of War. He d of them 
to.divide the buſineſs amongſt them, and 
each of them apart, to take care of fit- 
ting out one Gally : At the ſame.time, 
without waiting for their anſwer, he 
aſſign'd every man his task. The Cap- 
tains durſt not oppoſe Xavier, or rather

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Ged, who inclin'd their hearts to com- 
(ou the Saints requeſt. Above an 

dred Work- men, were inſtantly em- 
ploy'd on every Veſſel; and in four days 
—_ the ſeven —_ _-> in condition 
O ting. Melo gave the Catur, to 
ptr -- Tiſcans, a __ of Courage, and 
well vers'd in Sea affairs He divided 
amongſt the ſeven Captains, an hundred 
and fourſcore Souldiers, choſen men, and 
appointed Francis Deza, Admiral of the 
Fleet. Xavier was deſirous to have gone 
along with them, but the Inhabitants 
who believ'd all was loſt, if they loſt 
the Father, and who hop'd for no con- 
folation, but from him alone, in caſe 
the Enterpriſe ſhou'd not ſucceed, made 
ſuch a diſturbance abour it,that upon ma- 
ture deliberation, it was reſolv'd to keep 
him in the Town.

the Captains, he told them that he ſhou'd 
accompany them in Spirit; and that 
while they were engaging the Barbari- 
ans, he wou'd be lifting up his handsto 
Heaven for them. That they ſhou'd 
fight valiantly, in hope of glory, not 
vain and periſhable, but ſolid and im- 
mortal, That in the heat of the Com- 
bat, they ſhou'd caſt their eyeson their

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Crucify'd Redeemer, whoſe quarrel they 
maintain'd, and beholding his' wounds, 
themſelves ſhould not be aftraid either of 
wounds or death : and how happy ſhou'd 
they be to render their Saviour life for 
life. 

Theſe words inſpir'd them with ſuch 
generous and Chriſtian thoughts, that 
with one voice they made a Vow,to fight 
the Infidels, to their laſt drop of blood. 
This folemn Oath was ſo moving to 
Xavier, that it drew tears from hum ; 
he gave them all his bleſſing, and for 
their greater encouragement, nam'd them 
The Band of our Saviour's Souldiers : in 
purſuit of which, he heard every man's 
conteflion, and gave them the Commu- 
nion with his own hand.

joy continud but a moment. They 

had ſcarcely weigh'd Anchor, when the 

Admiral ſplit, and immediately went to 

the bottom, ſo that they had hardly 

time to fave the men. The crowd of 

People, who were gather'd together on 

the ſhore to ſee them go off, beheld this 

diſmal accident ; and took it for a bad 

omen of the expedition, murmuring at

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who was the Authour of it; and caſtin 
out loud cries to recall the other V 
ſels. The Governour, who ſaw the Peo- 
ple in an uproar, and apprehended the 
conſequences of this violent beginni 
ſent in haſte to ſeek the Father. The 
Meſſenger found him at the Altar, in the 
Church of our Lady de! Monte, juſt 


ready to receive the Bleſſed Sacrament ; 


he drew near to whiſper the buſineſs to 
him, but the Father beckon'd him with 
his hand, to keep filence, and retire. 
When Maſs was ended, Return, faid Xa- 
vier, without giving the man leiſure to 
tell his Meſſage, and aſſure the Gover- 
nour from me, that he has no occaſion 
to be-diſcourag'd for the loſs of one Veſ- 
ſel. By this the Saint made known, that 
God had reveal'd to him what had hap» 
pen'd. He continu'd ſome time in Pray- 
er before the Image of the Virgin, and 
theſe words of his were over-heard. 0 
my Feſus, the defire of my heart, regard 
me with a favourable eye; and thou, holy 
Virgin, be propitious to me !

The Father 
them, and exhorted them to remain 
conſtant, in _ holy —_— not- 
withſtanding their petty venture : 
he remonſtrated to them, that Heaven 
had not permitted their Admiral to fink, 
but only to make tryal of their faith ; 
neither had themſelves been fav'd from 
ſhipwrack, but only that they might per- 
form their Vow. In the mean time, the 
Governour held it neceſſary to fummon 
the great Council. All the Officers of 
the Town, and the principal Inhabitants, 
were of opinion to give over an Enter- 
priſe, which as they Sranks, was begun 
raſhly, and cou'd have no fortunate con- 
clufion. But the Captains and Souldiers 
of the Fleet, encourag'd by the words of 
the holy man, and inſpird with vigour 
which had ſomething in it, of more than

Sun goes down, there ſhall arrive among (t 
us two better Veſſels than that which pe- 
riſhd. And this I declare to you from Al- 
mighty God. This poſitive Prediction a- 
ma'd the whole Aſſembly; and caus'd 
them to put off the determination of the 
Afﬀair, 'till the day enſuing. The re- 
maining part of the day was paſs'd with 
great impatience, to ſce the effect of 
the Father's promiſe; when the Sun was 
juſt on the point of ſetting, and many 
began to fear the accompliſhment of the 
Prophecy, in the very minute, mark'd 
out by the Father, they diſcover'd —_ 
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the Clock-houſe of our Lady del Monte 
two European Ships which were Sailing 
dire&tly trom the North. Melo ſent out 
a Skiff immediately to hale them, bei 
inform'd that they were Portugueſe V 
fels, one belonging to | —_ Soarez Gal- 


lego, and the other to his own Son Bal- 
thazar, who came from the Kingdom of 
Patan, but who took the way of Pegs, 
without intentions of caſting Anchor at 
Malacca, to avoid paying Cuſtomes; he 
went in ſearch of Father Francis, who 
was at his Devotions, in the Church 
del Monte, and told him, that his Pro- 
phecy wou'd be accompliſh'd to little 
purpoſe, if the Ships came not into the 
Port. Xavier took it upon himſelf to 
ſtop them : and going into the Skiff, 
which had hail'd them, madedireQly to 
the two Veſſels. The Maſters of the 
Ship, ſeeing the man of God, receiv'd 
him with reſpe&t. He made them un- 
derſtand the preſent junQure of affairs, 
and earneſtly beſought them, by the in- 
tereſts of their Religion, and their Coun- 
try, to aſſiſt the Town againſt the com- 
mon Enemy of the Chriſtian name, and 
the Crown of Portugal. And to ingage 
them farther, by their particular con- 
cernment, he let them ſee the danger in- 


to which they were caſting themſelves, 
in 


_— 
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in caſe they ſhou'd obſtinately purſue 
their Voyage, and that they were going 
without confideration, to precipitate 
themſelves into the hands of the Barba- 
rians. 

They yielded to the reaſons of the Fa- 
ther, a the next morning enter'd the 
Port, amidſt the ſhouts and acclamati- 
ons of the People. After this, there was 
no farther diſpute of fighting the Enemy, 
and the moſt timerous came about, to 
the Opinion of the Captains and the 
Souldiers. 

All things being in a readineſs to ſet 73Portugueſe 
fail, the Admiral Francis Doza receiv'd wary the 
the Flag from the hands of Xavier, who Eneny. 
had folemnly bleſſed it, and mounted the 
Ship of his Brother George Deza, inſtead 
of his own which was already ſunk. The 
reſt of the Captains, who had been on 
ſhore, return'd on Ship-board, and with 
the two newly arriv'd Veſſels; the whole 
Fleet conſiſted of nine, their number al- 
ſo being encreas'd by fifty men, they 
were in all, two hundred and thirty Por- 
twweſes, The Fleer went out of Porr, 
the 25th of Ofober, with ſtrict Orders 
from the General, not to paſs beyond 
the Pulo Cambylan, which Is the fartheſt 
bounds of the Kingdom of Malacca on 


the Weſt. His reaſon was, that ſince 
they 
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they were ſo much inferiour in firength 
to the Enemy, who vaſtly out-number'd 


them, in men and ſhippirig; their 
conſiſted in driving them from off their 
Coaſts; and not in farther purſuit of 
them. That what hope ſoever we have 
in God, yet it becomes us not to tempt 
him, becauſe Heaven is not accuſtom'd 
dar a bleſling to raſhneſs and pre- 


Thus ſetting out full of aſſurance and 
of joy, they arriv'd in four days at Pw- 
lo Cambylas, without having any news 
of the Enemy, notwithſtand1 ir en- 
deavours to find him out. Admi- 
ral, in obedience to the Governour, was 
thinking to return, t the courage 
of his Souldiers prom them to paſs 
beyond the Bounds preſcribd them ; and 
to go in ſearch of the Barbarians, into 
whatſoever corner of the World they 
were retird, The Admiral I fay was 
diſpos'd to have gone back, when the 
Moon ſuddenly went into an Eclipfe. 
It was one of the greateſt which had 
ever been obſerv'd, and ſeem'd to them 
to Prognoſticate the total defeat of the 
Mahometans. But the ſame might there 
aroſe ſo violent a wind, that they were 
forcd to ſtay upon their Anchors, for 
the ſpace of three and twenty days ſuc- 

cellively. 
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ceſſively. Their Proviſions then begin- 
ing to grow ſhort, and the Wind not 


ing them, to turn to the Coaſt of 
Malacca, they reſolv'd on taking in freſh 
Proviſions at 7, enaſſerim, towards the 


Kingdom of Sam. 
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In the mean time, all things were in 7;,,j.; in va- 


confuſion at Malacca. The hopes which 


them for ſome few days. But 

ſeeing a month was now expird, with» 
out any intelligence from the Fleet, they 
believ'd it was either fwallow'd by the

t none 'd to bring the news. 
At the ſame time, the Saracens reported 
confidently, they + had it' from good 
hands that the Fleets had met, that the 
Achenois had cut in pieces all the Portu- 
weſes, and had ſent the heads of their 
Communders, as a Preſent to their King. 
This bruit was ſpread through all the 
Town, and was daily ſtrengthen'd after 
the rate of falſe rumours, which are full 
of Tragical Events. The better to co- 
lour this report, they gave the circum- 
ſtances of time and place, and the ſeve- 
ral aQions of the Battel. The Sorcerers 
and Soothſayers were conſulted by the 
Pagan Women, whoſe Husbands and Sons

It 

came at laſt to a publick riſing againſt

the knowledge he had given him con- 
cerning the condition of the Fleet, with 
an erected countenance aſlurd, they 
ſhou'd ſuddenly fee it return viRtorious. 
Which notwithſtanding, he continu'd 
frequent in his Vows and Prayers; and 
at the end of all his Sermons, recom- 
mended to their Devotions, the happy 
return of their defir'd Navy. Their Sp1- 
rits were ſo much invenom'd, and pre- 
judic'd againſt him, that many of them 
treated him with injurious words, while 
he was rally'd by the more moderate, 
who were not aſham'd to fay, his Pray- 
ers might be of uſe, for the Souls of t 
Souldiers, who were lain in fight, but 
were of little conſequence, to gain a Bat- 
tel which was loſt.

That he might the better execute his 
deſign, by concealing it, he wrote from 
thence . to the Governour Melo, That he 
had arm'd a Fleet againſt the King of Pa- 
tan, his Enemy,but that having been 3 hb 
of the defeat of the Portugueſe, he was 
come as a Friend and Brother of the Xi 
of Portugal, to ſuccour Malacca, ocainſ 
the King of Achen, who wou'd not fail to 
maſter the Town, if the courſe of his Vi- 
fories was not feppd; that therefore he 
defir d only to be admitted into the place be- 
fore it came into the Paleſion of the Con- 
querour ; after which he had no farther 
cauſe of apprehenfion. 

Melo, wham the Conſtancy of Father 
Yavier had reaſſur'd,  diſcover'd the 
Snare, which was laid for him; and 
trick'd thoſe, who had intended to cir- 
cumvent him : He anſwer'd. the King of 
Bintan, That the Town had wo need of re- 
lief, as being abundantly provided both of

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Fortreſs. This news filld the. Portugueſe 
with joy: And Deza infinitely pleas'd, 
to have found the Enemy, of whom he 
had given over the ſearch, putting on his 
richeſt Apparel, fir'd all his Cannon, to 
teſtify his joy, without conſidering that 
he ſpeat his Powder to no purpoſe, and 
that he warn'd the Barbarians to be ups» 
on their Guard, What he. did with 
more prudence, was to ſend three Gal 
lies up the River, to diſcover the Enemy; 
and obſerve their Countenance, while he 
t all things in order for the Fight, 
Fe three Foyſis, in their paſlage, mes 
with four Brigantines, which the Knemies 
had detach'd, to know the meaning of 
the Guns which they had heard. Betore 
they had taken a diſtin view on either 
fide, the three Foyſts had grappel'd each 
a Brigantine, an ſeiz'd her ; the fourth 
eſcapd. The Souldiers put all the Ene- 
mies to the Sword, excepting fix, whom 
they brought off, together with the Bri- 
gantines. Theſe Priſoners were all put 
to the Queſtion ; but whatſoever Tor- 
ments they endur'd, they cou'd not at 
firſt get one Syllable out of them, either 
where the Enemy lay, or what was the 
number of his Men, or of his Ships. 
Two of them dy'd upon the Rack ; and 
other two, they threw over Board ; bur 
Y 2 the 
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the remaining couple, either more mor- 
tify'd with their Torments, or leſs reſo- 
lute, being ſeparated from each other, 


'began at laſt toopen. And told the fame 


things apart; both where the Achenois 
were lying; and that their number, was 
above ten thouſand, reckoning 1nto it, 
the Mariners, which were of more con- 
ſideration than- the Souldiers; that the 
King of the — where now they 
lay, had been conſtraind to avoid a 
ſhameful death, by flight ; that having 
maſhcred two thouſand of the Natives, 
and made as many Captives, they were 
building a Citadel, on the paſſage which 
the Ships ordinarily make, from Bengale 
to Malacca, and that their deſign was 
not only to block up that Rode, but to 
murther all the Chriſtians, who ſhou'd 
fall into their hands. 

This report inflam'd anew, the Zeal 
and Courage of the Souldiers. The Ad- 
miral was not wanting to encourage them 
to fight Entring into a Skift, with his 
drawn Sword, he went from Vellel to 
Veſſel, exhorting his Men, to have Chriſt 
crucity'd before their Eyes; while they 
were in fight, as Father Francis had en- 
joyn'd them ; and ever to k-ep in mind 
rhe Oath which they had tak*n ; but a- 
Love all things, to have an allur'd hope

of Vidtory, from the interceſſion of the 
holy Father, who had promis'd it. 

Alb unanimouſly anfwer'd, [That 7 
wou d fight it out to death ; and ſhou'd be hap- 
py to dye in defence of their Religion. Deza, 
animated, by this their anſwer, poſted 
bimſelf advantageouſly on the River, fo 
as to be able from thence to fall upon the 
Enemy, without indangering his lirtho 
Fleet, to be incompals'd by their numbers; 

The: Achenoss no ſooner were inform'd 
by their Brigantine, ''of the Portugueſe 
Navy, than they put themſelves ihtora 
condition of attacking it. | They were 
not only infolent. by: reaſon - of their 
ſtrength, but provok'd:aHſo-by the late af+ 
front, they had recerv'$4n their. Brogan» 
tines; ſo that full ofifury, without the 
leaſt ballancing of thermatter,they ſet Sail 
- with all their Navy, excepting only two 
Veſſels, and two hundred Land-Souldiers, 
which were left in Guard of two thous 
ſand Slaves, and all their Booty. Ha» 
ving the Wind for them, and —_—_ 
down the River, they were carry'd wit 
ſuch ſwiftneſs, that Deza was hardly. got 
aboard the Admiral, when he heard 
their Drums, and their yelling ſhouts, 
which re-eccho'd from the Shores, and 
neighbouring Mountains. They were 
divided into ten Squadrons, and each of 
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them compos'd'of ſox Veſlels, excepti 
only the. firſt; which conſiſted but k 
four, but thoſe the ſtrongeſt of the Fleet. 
The Admiral on-which the King of Pediy 
was on board, 'was in the firſt 
4nd with himwere three Turkiſh Galions, 

That fury which tranſported the Bar- 
barians, causd them at the firſt fight of 
the Portugueſe Navy, to diſcharge againſt 
it their whole Artillery, But they aim'd 
ſoil, that they did them htrle or no miſ- 
chief, Immediately after, the two Ad- 
mirals met, and ſtemm'd each other. 
They ingag'd on either ſide with ſo much 
reſolution, chat the advantage was not 
ſeen, till a ſhbt 'was made from the Veſ- 
ſel of Job» Soarez, and out of the Cannon, 
call'd the Camel. It:took place fo juſtly, 
that Sorra's Veſiel funk to rights The 
three Galions which were in Front with 
him; on the ſame time, immediately 
chang'd their order, and left off fighting, 
wave their General, and the principal 
Lords of his Retinue. But theſe Galions 
which were a croſs the Stream, and took 
up halt the breadth” of it, ſtopp'd their 
own Veſſels, which follow'd File by File. 


Inſomuch, that thoſe of the ſecond rank 
ſtriking againſt the firſt, and thoſe of 
the third againſt the ſecond, they fell 
foul on cach other, with a terrible con-

| An They diſcharg'd 
| : every tyre, 
three rounds ſucceſſively, and fo to pur- 
poſe, that. they ſunk pine great Ships, 
and difa moſt all the reſt. Then 
four of the Portugueſe Foyſts, ſet upon (ix 
Mahometans, which the Cannoa had us'd 
more favourably than the reſt ; the Soul- 
diers hoarged them with their Swords in 
their Hands, and calling on the name of 
wu; in lefs:than half an hour they de- 
d. above:two thouſand Men, The 
ight and the diſorder of the Enemies 
as .redoubled, at the ſight of this 
ughter, agd at the thundring of the 
Guns, which did ſuch dreadful Executi- 
on : Infomuch that the Achenors leapt in- 
to the River of their own accord, chuſing 
rather to die in that manner, than by the 

hands of the Chriſtians. 

Their General being taken' up, when 
he was juſt drowning, and drawing new 
Courage from deſpair, endeavourd to 
have heartn'd up, the remainder of thoſe, 
who were about him. But having him- 
ſelf receiv d a Musket-ſhot, he loſt all 
manner of reſolution, and made away 
with only two Veſſels. The five hun- 
U 4 dred 
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dred Gentlemen Orobalans, were either 
ſlain or drown'd, with all the Fanifaries. 
None eſcap'd, but thoſe who follow'd 
Sovra in his flight. On the fide"of the 
Chriſtians, there were fix” and twenty 
ſlain, of whom, four only were Por- 
tugueſe by Nation. The'"'Spyil was 
great; for beſides the 'two 'Guard-ſhips 
which came into the power of the Con: 
querours, and wherein was all the Pillage, 
which the Enemy had gain'd;" they took 
at leaſt forty five Veſſels, which might 
again be made ſeryiceable.' There" was 
found” amongſt the Spoils, a prodigious 
quantity of Saracen and Tarkiſh Arms"; 
three hundred pieces of Cannon of all 
forts: And what was yet more pleaſing, 
ſixty two pieces of Ordnance, whereon 
were graven the Arms of "Portugal, and 
which had been loſt in divers Wars, re- 
turn'd at length to the poſſeſſion of their 
lawful Lord and owner. * | 

The King of Parlez, no ſooner had no- 
tice of the Enemies defeat, than iſſuing 
out of the Woods where he lay conceal'd, 
he came with five hundred Men, and fell 
upon the Workmen, who by; $obra's Or- 
ders were building a Fortreſs, and on the 
Souldiers appointed for their Guard.

But that 
neither the ſolitude, . nor the converſa- 
tion. of thoſe Z/eathes Prieſts, had been 
able "to reſtore him the tranquillity of 
his Soul, and.that thereupon, he had re- 
turn'd into the World, more diſquieted 
than ever, with his remorſe of Con- 
ſcience. 

Some other Portugueſe Merchants, who 
at that time came to Cangoxima, and 
who had ſeen Father. Francis at Malacca, 
the firſt Voyage he had made thither, 
made an intimate acquaintance, and 
friendſhip with Anger. And this Japon- 
eſe, diſcovering to them the perplexity 
of his Soul, which augmented daily, 
more and more, they told him that in 
Malacca, there was a Religious man, emi- 
nent for his holy Life, well experienc'd

Anger departed by night, attended by 
two Servants ; being arriv'd at the Port, 
and enquiring for F rdinand Alvarez, he 
lighted accidentally on George Alvarez,

*Fhis George was a wealthy Merchant, a 
an of ity, and who had an ex- 
” jon for the Father. He re- 
ceivd the Letters of Alvarez, as if they 
had been addreſs'd to himſelf took the 
three Japonians into his Ship, entertain'd 
them with all kindneſs, and brought 
them to Malacca, taking great ſatisfai- 
on 12 nd. nap ng he ſhou'd do in 
preſenting them to the man of God, who 
might perhaps make them the firſt Chri- 
ſtians of their Country. But the misfors 
tune was, that they miſs'd of the Father, 
who was juſt gone for = Molucca's : 
er, more diſquicted ina foreign land, 
x4 he had been at home, and deſpair. 
ing of ever ſecing him, whom he had 
ſo often heard of from his friends, had 
it in his thoughts to have return'd to 
Japan, without conſidering the danger 
to which he exposd himſeli, and almoſt 
forgetting the murther which had caus'd 
his flight ; according to the cuſtom of 
Crimmals, who blind themſelves in 
thoſe occaſions, and whom divine juſtice 
oſtentimes brings back tothe ſame place, 
where they had committed their offence. 
Whereupon, he went again to Sea, and 
having made ſome little ſtay in a Port 
of China, he purfu'd his Voyage. Al 
ready 
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ready* ſome Faponian Iſlands were in ſigh 
which there aroſe a furious be 
which indanger'd the finking of the Ship, 
and which in four days brought him 
back into the fame Port of China, from 
whence he had ſet out. This was to 
Anger a favourable effet of Gods Pro- 
vidence; for the fame hand which drives 
the guilty to the Precipice, ſometimes 
preſerves them from falling into it, 
and pulls them back, after a miraculous 
manner. 

The Japonneſe very happily for him- 
ſelf, met there, Alvarez Yaz, juſt read 
to ſet fail for Malacca. The Portagueſs, 
who lov'd Anger, reprov'd him for: his 
impatience, and offer'd to re-condu& 
him to the place, which he had fo ab- 
ruptly left; withall telling him that 
according to all appearances, the Father 
by this time was return'd from the Mo- 
lacca's. Anger, who ſtill carried about 
him a troubled Conſcience, and thereby 
was eaſily induc'd to any propoſition 
which tended to compole it, follow'd 
the advice of Yaz, and return'd with 
him. 

Coming on ſhore, he there found

had brought him the firſt time to Ma- 
lacca, Alvarez ſurpriz'd to ſee him once 
again 
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again, told him, that Father Xavier 
was return'd from the Molucca's, and im- 
mediately —_— Anger to his preſence. 
The Father, who foretaw, not only that 
this Faponian, ſhou'd be the firſt Chri- 
ſtian of that Kingdom, but alſo by his 
means, the Goſpel ſhou'd be Preach'd in 
it, was tranſported with joy at the firſt 
ſight of him, and embrac'd him with ex- 
ceeding tenderneſs. The ſight of the 
Saint, and his embracements, gave ſuch 
conſolations to Anger, that he no longer 
doubted of receiving an entire-ſatisfaQi- 
on from him. Underſtanding in ſome 
meaſure the Portugueſe Language, .Yavier 
himſelf aſſur'd him, that the diſquiets of 
his mind ſhou'd be diſſipated, and that 
he ſhou'd obtain that Spiritual repoſe, in 
ſearch ' of which, he had undertaken ſo 
long a Voyage : But that before hecou'd 
arriveto it, 1t concern'd him firſt to un- 
derſtand and practiſe the law of the true 
God, who alone cou'd calm the trogbles 
of his heart, and ſet it in a perpetual 
tranquillity. Anger, who defir'd nothing 
ſo much, as to have his Conſcience in 
repoſe, and who was charm'd with the 
great goodneſs of the Father, offer'd him- 
ſelf to be direted in all things by him. 
The Servant of God, inſtructed him in 
the Principles of Faith, of which his 

of Friends 
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Friends the Portwenueſe, had altcady gi- 
ven him ſome knowledge; as far as men 
of their Profeſſion were capable of teach- 
ing him. But tothe end his Converſion 
might be more -folid, he thought it con- 
venient, to ſend him, and his Servants, 
to the Seminary of Goa, there to be more 
fully tavght the traths and praQtice of 
Chriſtianity before their Baptiſm. The 
Father had yet a further purpoſe in it, 
that theſe firſt ſruits of Japonian Chriſti 
anity, ſhou'd be conſecrated to God, by 
the Biſhop Den Fobn d Albuquerque, in 
the Capital City of the /ndves. 

Since in his Voyage to Goa, he was 
to viſit the Fiſhing Coaſt, he wou'd not 
take the three Japonians with him ; and 
gave the care of conducting them to 
Georg” Alvarez. He only wrote by them 
to the Rector of the Colledge of St. Paul, 
giving him Orders to inſtruct them with 
all-diigence. He pur on board the ſhip 
of 4#orher Portugueſe, call'd Gonſalvo 
Fernandez, twenty or thirty young men, 
whom he had brought trom the Moluc- 
cas, 1n order to their Studies inthe ſame 
Colledge. After which, himſelf imbark'd 
in another Veſſel, which went diretly 
for Cochin, h 

In paſling the Streight-of Ceylan, rhe 


Ship which carried Xavier, was over- 
taken 
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taken with the moſt horrible Tempeſt, 
which was ever ſeen. They were con» 
ſtrain'd, at the very beginning of it, to 
caſt over-board all their Merchandiſe, 
and-the winds roard with ſo much vio- 
lence, that the Pilot got being able to 
hold the Rudder, abandon'd the Veſſel to 
the fury of the Waves. For three days and 
nights together, they had death continual- 
ly prefent before theireyes: and nothing 
reaſſurd the Mariners, bur the ſerene 
countenance of Father Xavier, amidſt 
the cries and tumults in the Ship. After 
he had heard their Confeſſions, implor'd 
the help of Heaven, and exhorted all of 
them to receive with an equal mind, ei- 
ther life or death, from the hand of God, 
he retir'd into his Cabin. Francis Pe 
reyra looking for the man of God, inthe 
midſt of the Tempeſt, to have comfort 
from him, found him on his knees be- 
fore his Crucifix, wholly taken up, and 
loſt to all things but to God. The Ship 
driven along by an impetuous current, 
already ſtruck againſt the Sands of Cey- 
lan, and the Mariners gave themſelves 
for loſt, withour hope of recovery ; 
when the Father coming out of his Ca- 
bin, ask'dthe Pilot for the Line and Plum- 
met, with which he was accuſtom'd to 
fathom the Sea : having taken them, and 

X 2 let 
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let them down to the bottom of the O- 
cean, he pronounc'd theſe words, Great 
God, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, have 
mercy on us, At the ſame moment, the 
Veſſel ſtop'd, andthe Wind ceas'd. After 
which, they purſu'd their Voyage, and 
happily arriv'd at the Port of Cochin, on 
the 21/t of January, 1548. 

There the Father gave himſelf the lei- 
ſure of writing divers Letters into E- 
rope, by a Veſſel of Lisbon which was 
juſt in a readineſs to ſet fail. The firſt 
was to the King of _—— John the 
third ; the Lerter was full of prudent 
Counſels, concerning the duties of a 
King, he advertisd him a-new, that his 
Majeſty ſhou'd be guilty before God of 
the evil Government of his Miniſters, and 
that one day an account mult be given 
of the Salvation of thoſe Souls, which he 
had ſuffer'd to periſh, through neglet 
of application, or want of conſtancy in 
his endeavours. But he did it, with all 
manner of precaution, and ſoften'd his ex- 


preſſions with Chriſtian Charity. 


His Letter fun {Have long deliberated, faid he, whether

Ne- 
vertheleſs, I always fear d, that if I ſhou'd 
reely grve you all my thoughts, my Letter 
ie 2 ob for "Boidence evan you, 
at the hour of your death, and wou'd aug- 
ment againſt your Majeſty the rigour of the 
laſt Judgement, by m_ from you the ex- 
cuſe of ignorance. Theſe confiderations 

ave me great anxieties, and your Majeſty 
will eafily believe me. For in fine, my heart 
will anſwer for me, that I defire not to em- 
ploy all my ſtrength, or even my life it 
ſelf for the Converſion of the Indians, out 
of any other proſpect, than to free your Ma- 
jeſties Conſcience, as much as tn me lies, 
and to render the laſt Tadgement leſs ter- 
rible to you.

And 
h farther aſſur'd him, that if. ſuch, who 
had the authority in their hands; were 
made ſenſible, -that their faults ſhau'd not 
cope puniſhment, ' the - whole Iſle of 
Ceylan, all Cape Comorzne, and' many 
Kings of Malabar wou'd receive Baptiſm 
in the ſpace of one year ; that as many 
as were living in all the extent of the

| State, who had neglected the intereſts

| - 4rd "oy After this, he Petitions the King, to 
him ſme pres fend him a ſapply of Preachers, and 
ehers of the S* thoſe Preachers to be of the Society, as 
Ld judging them, more proper. than any o- 
thers for the new world. I beg, and 
adjure your Majeſty, lays he, by the love 
you bear to our bleſſed Lord, and by the 


zeal wherewith you burn, for the Glory of 
te 
| [ 
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' the Divine Majeff y, to fend next Jear, 


fome Preachers of our Society, to; your 
faithful Subjeits of the Indies. For 74 afſ- 
ſure you, that your Fortreſſes are in ex- 
tream want of ſuch ſupplies ; both in refe- 
rence to the Portugueſes who are there in 
Garrifon, and to the new Chriſtians eſta- 
BlifÞ'd in the Towns and Villages depending 
on them. I ſpeak by experience ; and that 
which I have ſeen with my own eyes, obli- 
ges me to write concerning it. Being at 
Malacca, and at the Molucca's, I Preach'd 
every Sunday, and all Saints days twice ; 
and was forc'd upom it ; becauſe I ſaw the 
Souldiers and People had great need of 

being frequently tauzht the word of God. 
T Preach'd then, in the morning to the 
Portugueſes at Maſs: I went azain into 
the Pu/pit, in the afternoon, and inſtrutted 
their Children, their Slaves and Idolaters 
newly corverted, accommodating my dif- 
courſe, to the meaſure of their underſtand- 
ing, and expounding to them the Principle 
Points of Chriſtian Dotlrine, one after ano- 
ther. Befides which, one day in the week, 
I aſſembled in the CYkrch, the Wroes of 
the Portugueſes, and Catechis d them on 
the Articles of Faith, or the Sacraments 
of Penance, and the Euchariſt. Mach 
fruit wou'd be gather'd in few years, if 
the ſame wakes mere conſtantly obſeru'd 
N 4 mn 
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in all places. I preach'd alſo, every day, 
in the Fortreſſes, the Principles of Religion, 
to the Sons and Daughters of the ers, 
to their Servants of both Sexes ; in fine, 
to the Natives of the Country, who were 
born Chriſtians : and theſe Inſtruftions had 
ſo good effe, that they totally renount'd 
the Superſtitions and $ reeries, which were 
in uſe amongſt thoſe ſtupid and ignorant 
new Converts. 

I deſcend into all theſe petty circumſtan- 
ces, to the end your Majeſty may judge, 
according to your prudence, what number 
of Preachers may be neceſſary here ; and 
that you may not forget to ſend many to 
us. For if the Miniſtry of Preaching, be 
not more exercis d us, we have rea- 
ſon to apprehend, that not only the Indians, 
who have embrac'd the Faith, will l:ave it, 
but that the Portugueſes alſo may forget the 
duties of Chriſtianity, and live afterwards 
like Hearhens, 

As Father Simon Rodriguez, who 2 

ad 


Father Simon vern'd the Society in Portugal,

great Credit at the Court, Father Xavier 
writ to him at the ſame time, defirin 

him, he wou'd ſupport his Demands, wit 

his Intereſt. He recommended to him 
in eſpecial manner, That he wou'd make 
choice of thoſe Preachers, who were Men 
of known Vertue, and exemplary Mortifica- 
tion. 
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tion. He ſubjoin'd, If I thought the King 
woe d not take amiſs, the Counſel of a faith- 


ful Servant, who fincerely loves him, I 


ſhou'd adviſe him to meditate one quarter 
of an hour, every day, on that Divine Sen- 
tence, What does it profit a man to have 
gain'd the World, and to loſe his Soul 2 
1 fhoud counſel him, I ſay, to ask of God, 
the underſtanding, and taſte C4 thoſe words, 
and that he wou'd finiſh all his Prayers 
with the- ſame words, What wiil it profit 
a man, to gain the World, and to loſe 
his Soul > 'Tis time, ſaid Xavier, to draw 
him out of his miſtake, and to give him 
wotice, that the hour of his death is nearer 
than he thinks : that. fatal hour when the 
King of Kinzs, and Lord of Lords, will 


ſummon him to Judgment, ſaying to him 


theſe dreadful words, Give an account of 
your Adminiſtration. For which reaſon, 
do in ſuch maner, my dear Brother, that 
he may fulfil his whole duty; and that he 
may ſend over to the Indies, all needful 


ſupplies, for the increaſe of Faith. 
A. 


avier alſo wrote from Cochin, to the # ſends an ac- 


Fathers of the Society at Rome; and 


gave them an account at large, of his of b# Voyager: 


Voyages to Mala:ca, to Amboyna, to the 
Molucca's, and the Iſle del Moro; with 
the ſucceſs which God had given 
to his labours, But he forgot nor the 
relation 
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relation of his danger in the Streight of 
Ceylan, and made it in a manner, which 
was full of conſolation to them. 

In the heizht of the Tempeſt, faid he in 
his Letter, 7 took for my Interceſſours 
with God, the Irving perſons of our Socie- 
ty, with all thoſe who are well affefed to 
it ; and join'd to theſe, all Chriſtians, that 
I might be aſſiſted with the merits of the 
Spouſe of Chriſt, the holy Catholick Church, 
whoſe Prayers are heard in Heaven, though 
her Habitation be on Earth. Afterwards 
I addreſs d my ſelf to the Dead, and par- 
ticularly to piere le Fevre, to appeaſe the 
wrath of God. T went through all the Or- 
ders of the Angels, and the Saints, and in- 
wvot'd them all. But to the end, that 7 
might the more eafily obtain the pardon of 
my innumerable fins, I defir 4 for my Pro- 
tefireſs and Patroneſs, the moſt holy ' Mo- 
ther of God, and Queen of Heaven, who 
without difficulty obtains from ber beloved 
Son, whatſoever ſhe requeſts. In concluſion, 
having _ all my hope in the infinite 
merits of our Lord and ' Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt, being incompaſs d with this prote- 
tion, I enjoyd a greater ſatisfa*tion, in 
the midſt of this raginz tempeſt, than 
when I was wholly delruver d from the dan- 


ger. 


In very truth, being as I am, the worſt 


of 
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of all Mes, I am aſbaw'd to have ſhed /o 
many tears of joy, through - an exceſs of 
heavenly pleaſure ; when I was juſt upon the 
point of periſbing, Inſomuch, that I hun 
bly prayd our Lord, that he wou'd nat 
free me from the danger of my Shipwrack, 
waleſs it were to reſerve me for greater 
dangers, to bis awn Glary and his Service, 
Far what remains, God has often ſhewn me 
by. an invard diſcovery, from how many 
perils and ſufferings 7 been deliver d, 


' by the Prayers, und Sacrifices, of thoſe of 


the Society; both ſuch as labour here on 
Earth, aud ſuch who enjoy the fruits of 
their labowrs iv the Heavens. When I 
have once begun the mention of our Socie- 
ty, I can never leave ; but the departure of 
the Veſſels conftrains me to. break off : 
and bebold what I have judg a moſt proper 
for the conclufron of my Letter. If I ever 
forget thee, O Socrety of Jeſus, let my right 
hand be unprofitable to me, and may I even 
forget thewſe of it. Si oblitus unquam 
tyero tui, Socictas Feſu, oblivioni detur 
dextera mea. / pray our Lord Jetus Chriſt, 
that fince, during the courſe of this miſe- 
rable life, be has gather'd us into his $0- 
ciety, he wou d reunite us, in a bleſs d F.- 


ternty, in the Company of Saints, who behold 
him in his Glory. 


a After 
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Aﬀer he had written theſe 
and given ſome time to the ſervice of his 
Neighbour, he took the way of Comorine, 
led the Cape a ſecond time, and ar- 
rived at the Coaſt of + v- The Pa- 


ravas, who were his firſt ren in Fe- 
ſus Chriſt, were overjoy'd at the ſight of 
their Saint, and Good Father, as they 
call'd him. All the Villages came to 
meet him, ſinging the Chriſtian Dottrine, 
and praiſing for his return. The fa- 
tisfaction of the Saint was not leſs than 
theirs : but above all things his Conſola- 
tion was unſpeakable, to ſee the number 
of Chriſtians ſo much augmented, by the 
labours of his Brethren. There were in 
that place, many of the Society, of 
whom the chict were Antonio Criminal, 
Francis Henriquez, and Alphonſo Cyprian ; 
for Father Xavier, having written from 
Amboyna, for the greateſt number of 
Miffioners whom they cou'd ſpare, to- 
wards the cultivation of thoſe new Plants 
at the Coaſt of Fiſhery, all thoſe who 
came from Portugal, after his own arri- 
val in the Z«dies, went thither, exceptin 
the three, who went to the Molucca's, a 
two who ſtay'd at Goo, for the inſtructi- 
on of the Youth. 

The fervency of thoſe new Converts, 
did not leſs edify Xavier, than their num- 

ber. 
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ber. In viſiting a certain Village, they 
ſhew'd him a young Man, . a Native of 
the Country, who having imbark'd in 
company of a Portugueſe, had been caſt 
by Tempeſt, on the Coaſt of Malabar. 
The Saracens, who inhabit that place, ha- 
ving murther'd the Portugueſe, wou'd 
have forc'd his Companion to renounce 
his Faith Thereupon they brought him 
intoa Moſquee, where they promis'd him 

at ſtore of Money and Prefterments, 
in caſe he wou'd forfake the Law of Fe- 


ſus Chriſt, and take up that of their Pro- 


phet Mahomet. But ſeeing their Promiſes 
cou'd not prevail, they threatn'd him 
with Death, and held their naked wea- 
pons over his Head, to fright him. But 
neither cou'd they ſhake his Reſolution, 
with that dreadful ſpeRtacle ; then they 
loaded him with Irons, and us'd him with 
extraordinary cruelty, till a Portugueſe 
Captain inform'd of it, came ſuddenly 
upon them, with a Troop of Souldiers, 
and reſcu'd the young Man out of their 
hands. Xavier imbracd him many 
times, and bleſsd Almighty God, that 
his Faith was imprinted ſo hvely, in the 
Heart of a Barbarian. He heard alſo 
with great fatisfation, of the conſtancy 
of ſome Slaves, who having fled from the 
Houſes of their Portugaeſe Maſters, and 
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living amongit Genrils, far from being 
> ncx_Jor yp the ſuperſtitions of the 
Iefidels, comply'd exactly with the obli- 
gations of cheir Baptiſm, and liv'd in a 
molt religious manner. It was reported 
to him of theſe Slaves, that when any of 
them died, they ſuffer'd not his Body to 
be burnt, according to the cuſtom of 
the Pagans, neither wou'd they kave it 
without Sepulture ; but buried it ac- 
cording to the Ceremonies of the Church, 
and ſet up a Croſs over the Grave. 

Though theſe Infidels, whom they 
ſerv'd, did not hinder them from conti- 
nuing in Chriſtianity, and that every one 
of them in particular, was reſolv'd to 
perſevere in his Faith, even in the midſt 
of Idolatry, yet they had a longing de- 
fire, to return into the company of the 
Faithful, where they might be ſupply'd 
with thoſe Spiritual Succours, which they 
wanted, and lead a life yet more confor- 
mable to their Beliet. So, that as ſoon 
as they had the news of Father Xavier's 
return, who had baptisd the greateſt 
part of them, they came to deſire him, 
That he wou'd make their peace with 
their Maſters, whom they had left to 
free themſelves from ſlavery, and de- 
clar'd, that they were content, once more 
to loſe their Liberty in proſpect of the 

Salvation 
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Satvation of their Souls. Yavier re- 
ceiv'd them with open Arms, as his well. 
belov'd Children, and afterwards obtain'd 
their Pardon. 

After he had viſited all the Villa 
he made forme ſtay at Manapar, which, i _ 


not far diſtant from Cape Comorine, As form'd there, 


the only end, which he propos'd to him- 
ſelf, was to plant the Goſpel in the Zr- 
dies; and that in order to it, he muſt 
there eſtabliſh the Society, he began to 
regulate all things, according - to the 
Principles, and in the Spirit of Father 
Irnatius, General of the Order. Having 
reaſſembled all the Labourers in the Go- 
ſpel, of rhat Coaſt, he examin'd their fe- 
veral Talents, and Vertues, in familiar 
converfation with them, by cauſing them - 
to give an account of what paſs d be- 
twixt God and them in their own Hearts. 
After he had aflign'd to each of them, 
the places which were moſt convenient 
for them, borh in regard of their bodily 
ſtrength, and of their ſpiritual endow- 
ments. He conſtiruted Father Antonio 
Criminal, ſaperiour of all the reſt: And 
to the end they might be more capable 
of terving that people, he order'd every 
one of them, with all poſlible care, to 
apply himſelf to the ſtudy of the Mala» 
bar Language ; which obtains through 
all 
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all that Coaſt. Upon this account he 
comnanded Father Francis Henriquez, to 
reduce that Tongue into the Rules of Art, 
and to compoſe an exat Grammar of it, 
according to the method of the Greek 
and Latin Grammars. The work ſeem'd 
impoſſible, eſpecially to one, who was 
newly come from Europe, and who had 
little knowledge in the Z»dian Tongues : 
Nevertheleſs Zenriguez compalſs'd it in a 
ſmall time, which was apparently a Mi- 
racle of Obedience. In the mean while, 
Xavier judging, that rhe Expoſition of 
the Chriſtian Do@rine, which he had 
made for thoſe of Molucca, might be of uſe 
to his dear Paravas, orderd a Malabar 
Prieſt, who was well versd in the Por- 
tugueſe, to tranſlate it into his own Lan- 
Enage: But to the end that the condut 
of the Miſſioners might be Uniform, and 
that the ſame Spirit might animate all of 
them, beſides the inſtruftions which he 
gave them by word of Mouth, he gave 
them the following Rules in writing. 

In the firſt place, Where ever the lot of 
. your Miniſtry ſhall fall, be mindful of bap- 
tifing Infants newly born ; and perform it 
your ſelves, without truſting the care of it, 
to any other perſon. There is nothing at 
pr of more —_— Do not wait 


till the Parents bid you come ; as the 
bs 
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eafil left it, it behoves to run 
t -- þ all the Villages, to A into the 
Houſes, and to Chriſten all the Infants 
you can find. 

After the great concernment of giving 
Baptiſm, you ought to be careful of nothing 
more, than of entring thoſe little Children 
into the principles of Faith, who are grown 
capable of Inſtruition. Not Being able to 
be in all places, you ſhall cauſe the Cana- 
capoles, and the Teachers of the Catechiſm, 
to perform their duty, and religiouſly to ob- 
ſerve the Cuſtoms eſtabli 5, To which 
purpoſes, when you wvifit the Villages, to 
take an account of what paſſes there, aſſem- 
ble the Maſters, with their Scholars, and 
know from the Children, in the preſence of 
thoſe who are accuſtom'd to inſtrutt them, 
what they. have learnt, or forgotten fince 
your laſt vifit ; this will double the ardency 
of the Scholars, and the diligence of their 
Teachers, 

On Sundays, gather the Men together in 
the Church, to repeat their Prayers, and 
obſerve well; whether the Pantagatins, or 
chief of the people are there preſent. Ton 
are to expound the Prayers which they re+ 
peat ; and reprove them for the Vices then 
in faſhion : which you are to make them 
comprehend by afing familiar Examples. 
In fine, you are to threaten the more Jane 
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Born foners with the wrath of God ; and 


tell them, that if they to not reform their 
lives, their days fpall be ſhorten'd, by all 
manner of Diſeaſes : that the Pagan Kings 


ſhall inſlave them, and that their immortal 


Souls fhall become fuel to the everlaſting 
flames of Hell. 

When you come to any place, you fhall in- 
form your ſelves, what quarrel$ ate flirri 
in it, and who are the parties ; after nix. 
you ſhall endeavowr to reconcile them, 
Theſe Reconciliations are to be made in the 
Church, where it will be fitting to aſſemble 
all the Wome on Saturdays, as the Men on 
Sundays. 

When the Malabar Prieft, ſhall have 

tranſlated the Expoſition of the Creed, yoa 
ſhall take Copies of it, which you ſhall cauſe 
to be carefully read to the Wonttn on S2- 
turdays, to the Men on Sundays. If you 
are there preſent, you ſhall read it 
ſelves, and add to the Expoſition, what 
you think convenient for the farther clear- 
ing !. 
Difribure to the Poor thiſe Colleftions 
which are made for them in the Churches, 
by the Charity of the Congregation ; and 
beware of taking any part of them for your 
own uſes. 

Fail not every Saturday and Sunday, 
to put the Faithful in mind, of giving, you 

notice,

wotice, when any one falls fick, to the end 
you may vifit them, And groe them to 
know, that if they do not advertiſe you, 
and that the fick perſon dies, you will not 
allow him burial amongſt. Chriſtians, in p#- 
wiſhment of their neglef. 

When you wvifit the fick, take eſpecial 
care that they repeat to you, the Apoltles 
Creed in their Mother Tongue. Interro- 
gate them on every Article and ask them, 
if they believe fincerely. After this make 
them ſay the Confiteor, and the other Ca- 
tholick Prayers, and then read the Goſpel 
over them, 

For the burial of the dead, you ſhall af 
ſemble the Children, and coming out of the 
Charch with them, the Croſs being at the 
head of the Proceſſion, you ſhall fing the 
Chriſtian Dottrine, coming and going. Tou 
ſhall fay the Prayers of the Church, at the 
Houſe of the dead perſon ; and before he is 
put into the ground. Tou ſhall alſo make a 
ſhort Exhortation to the Aſſembly, before 
the. C orps, upon the neceſit 'Y of death, the 
amendment of life, and the praftice of 
Wertue. 

Tou ſhall give notice to the Men on Sun- 
day, and to the Women on Saturday, to 
bring their fick Children into the Church, 
that you may read the Goſpel over them, for 
their cure; and that the Parents from 
A 3 thence 
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thence may recerve increaſe of Faith, and 
reſpeft to the Temples of our Lord. | 

Tou ſhall your } ps determine all liti- 
gious cauſes; and if you cannot end them 
on the place, defer them to the next Sun- 
day ; and after Divine Service cauſe them 
to be expedited by the principal Inhabi- 
tants of the place, Tet I will not that 
theſe ſort of Aﬀairs, ſhou'd take up too 
much of your time : Nor, that you prefer 
the care of your Neighbour s temporal Con- 
cernments, before works of Charity, which 
reſpett the Salvation of Souls; and am of 
opinion, That when any important buſineſs 
of that kind ſhall happen, you ſhoud remit 
it to the Portugueſe Commandant. 

Do all things in your, power, to make your 
ſelves belos1 by 7 4 people ; for by that 
you will be able to do more good upon them, 
than by being fear d. Decree no puniſh- 
ment againſt any perſon, but by the advice 
of Father Antonio Criminal : And if the {| 
Commandant of the - yaw og be preſent, 

order. 


do nothing without his In caſe 
Man or Woman, ſhall make a Pagod, fog 


dol, baniſh them from the Village if Fa- © 
ther Criminal conſent to it, Teſtify great © 
affettion to the Children who frequent the 
Chriſtian Schools ; _ and wink at their 
faults ſomettmes, leſt a ſevere uſage ſhoud 
fright them from us, 


In 
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In preſence of Portugueſe, ab/tain from 
reproving and condemning the Natives of 
the Countrey, who are Chriſtians ; on the con- 
trary, commend and excuſe them, on all 
occaſions. For conſidering bow lately they 
have embrac'd the Faith, and what aſt- 
fance is wanting to them, to live like god 
Chriſtians, "tis only to be admir d, that they 
are not more Vicious. 

Be ſerviceable in all you can to the Ma- 
labar Prieſts, in what relates to their Spi- 

ritual Advantage : take care that they confeſs 

themſelves, and ſay Maſs, and grove good 
Examples, and write nothing againſt them 
to any perſon whatſoever. 

Live fo well with the Portugueſe Com- 
mandants, that no miſunderſtanding be e- 
ver perceiv d betwixt you, and them. For 
the reſt of the Portugueles, uſe all ſort of 
means, to make them your Friends : Have 
never any quarrel with any of them, though 
they ſhowd bring you into Law, or quar- 
rel with you without the leaſt provocation 
on your part. If they uſe the new Chri- 


ſtians hardly, oppoſe them, but with much 
mildneſs; and if you find vour oppoſition 
may be likely to ſucceed, make your Com- 
plaint to the Portugueſe Commandant ; with 
whom, 1 once again beſeech you, never to 
have any difference. 


Let 
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Let your Converſation with the Portu» 
gueles be a/ways confind to Spiritual Sub- 
jets; of Death, of Judgment, of Purga- 
tory, of Hell, of the frequentation of Sa- 
craments, and the exatt obſervation of Gods 
Commandments: For if you never ſpeak to 
them, but concerning theſe matters, they 
will never rob you of thoſe hours which are 
ſet apart for your Funition. 

Fail not to write to Goa, to the Fathers 
and Brothers of our Society, giving them 
an account of the Fruit of your Labours ; 
and prop? ns to them, what you think may 
be tothe advancement of Piety. Tou ſhall 
write alſo to the Biſhop, but with much Re- 
werence aud Submiſſion, as to the Common 
Father, and Paſtor General of this new 
World. 

What abrue all things I recommend 
to you, and which I can never ſufficient: 
ly repeat, is, That whatſoever Voyage 
you make, ard whereſoever you ſhall be, 
you ſha endeavour to gain the love of 
all perple, by your good Offices, and fair 
demeanour : by which means you will have 
greater opportuniti:s for the gaining of 
Souls ; which God Almighty grant you all 
the Grace to do, and abide for ever with 

ON. 

Things bcing thus regulated on the 
of Colt of Fiſhery, the Father wou'd paſs 
into 
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into the Iſle of Ceylar, before his return 
to Goa. His deſign was to gather the 
fruit of that precious Blood, which two 
years before was ſhed by the King of Ja- 
fanatapan ; or at leaſt to ſee what incli- 
nation thoſe people had to receive the 
Goſpel, who had beheld the conſtancy 
of the Martyrs. Indeed, the death of 
the two young Princes converted, who 
pretended to the Crown of Pn 
deſtroy'd almoſt all hopes ot plantin 
Chriſtianity in that Iſle. Notwithſtand: 
ing which, Xavier converted 'the King 
of Cande; whois one of the Kings of Cey- 
lan. After which he went to the Tyrant, 
who had treated the Chriſtians with fo 
much cruelty, to try if he cou'd work 
him, though againſt all humane appea- 
rances, to ſuffer the Law of Fe/us Chriſt, 
to be preachd in his Dominions, and to 
bring him alſo to be a Chriſtian. 

As Reaſons of State prevail moſt with 
Princes, ſo the Father repreſented to this 
Infidel, That his Throne cou'd never be 
eſtabliſh'd, but by the Arms of the Por. 
turneſes ; that it he once contracted with 
them a ſtrict alliance, he had n thing 
farther to apprehend, either from his E- 
nemies or his Subjects. The Barbarian, 


who fear'd all things, both from within 
and from without, forgetting that Do 
Y 4 


Alphonſ5 
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Alphonſo de Soſa, wou'd have made War 
upon him, in favour of the two baptis'd 
Princes, hearken'd to the Propoſitions of 
Peace, and even permitted the Father to 
explain to him, the Myſteries of | the 
Chriſtian Faith. The inſtructions of the 
Saint wrought ſo much upon the Tyrant, 
that being chang'd, in a very ſhort ſpace 
of time, he promisd to embrace the 
Faith, and Jabour to bring his Subjects 
into it, offering for the pledge of his 
word, to put his Kingdom into the Hands 
of the King of Portugal, and to pay him 
ſuch Tribute as ſhou'd be thought fitting, 
without any farther demand in his own 
behalf, than of two things. The one was, 
That the Governour of the /udies, ſhou'd 
conclude a firm Alliance with him, as he 
had done with other /»diax Kings, who 
had made themſelvesVaſlals to the Crown 
of Portugal: The other, That in order to 
hinder thoſe revolts and troubles which 
might ariſe from the change of Religion, 
he might have a Company of Portugeſe 
Souldiers, to Le entertain'd at his own 
charges. 
Wi « thpares, 44 Father Yavier, well fatisfy'd, to have 
oo _ ar thus ſucceeded beyond his expeations, 
Bazain.  #fet Sail for Goa, with an Embaſſadour of 
: the Infidel King, and arriv'd there on 
March the 20th, in the year 1548. Un- 
derſtanding 
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derſtanding there, that the Viceroy Don 
John de Caſtro, was at Bazain, towards 
the Gulph of Cambaya, he imbark'd a- 
new, notwithſtanding, that the ſeaſon 
was improper for Navigation; as judging 
that a buſinefs of fuch conſequence, cou'd 
not be too ſoon concluded, and that de- 
lays frequently ruind the moſt hopeful 
Afﬀairs. Caſtro had never ſeen Xavier, 
but all he had heard related of him, gave 
him an earneſt longing to behold him. 
He receiv'd him with all thoſe Honours 
which are due to a Saint, at the firſt 
meeting, and willingly accepted what 
the King of Fafanatapan had offer'd, on 
the Crndiicgs above mentiond, But he 
retain'd for ſome time, the Man of God, 
both to hear him preach, and to conſul 
him on ſome difficult Afﬀairs, where the 
Intereſts of State, and thoſe of Religion 
were joynd together. 

In the mean time, he deſign'd Antonio 
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whatever he

pan, with an hundred Souldiers, well di- 
ſciplin'd, and worthy of ſuch an Officer, 
At the fame time he orderd a magnifi- 
cent Entertainment, for the Embaſla- 
dour, who remain'd at Goa: And that 
if any of his Train wou'd receive Baptiſm, 
no coſt ſhou'd be ſpar'd at that Solemni- 

; ry. 
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young Gentle- 
man who was 
very much de- 
bauch'd. 
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ty. But the King of Fafanatapay, fail'd 
afterwards in Fidelity, both to God and 
Man, and in all —_ it was that 
failure, which drew the laſt misfortunes 
on his perſon, and his Kingdom. 

The ſtay which Xavier made at Ba- 
24in, was not unprofitable toa young man 
of Quality, who was much debauch'd, 
call'd Rodrigue Segueyra, whom he had 
known two years before. For Segueyra 
having committed a Murther at Malacca, 
when the Father made his firſt Voyage to 
the Town, retir'd into the Hoſpital to a- 
void the purſuit of Juſtice. There it was 
that the Father knew him, and grew in» 
to his Familiarity, by his engaging ways 
of Mildneſs and Courteſy ; which always 
ſucceeded with him. When he had gain'd 
the affection of Segueyra, he ſpoke to 
him of Eternity, with ſo much power, 
that the young Gentleman, entred into 
ſerious thoughts, and made a general 
Confeſſion to him. Xavier, to ingage 
him the more in the ways of Goodneſs, 
and to free him from that confinement 
of the Hoſpital, where his Crimes had 
forc'd him to take Sanftuary, made up 
the buſineſs with his Adverſaries, and ob- 
tain'd his pardon from the Governour of 
Malacca : Bur ſeeing the ſoft and diſlolute 
manner of living in Malacca, was capable 
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of ruining all his good intentions, he 
advisd him to leave the /zdies, and re- 
turn into Europe. Segueyra, who was ſenſi- 
ble of his own weakneſs, and deſir'd to 
fave his Soul, promis'd the Father toobey 
him, and put himſelf into a condition, 
of executing his promiſe. In effet he 
took the way of Goa, with deſign from 
thence to go for Portugal, But being 
made a Receiver of the publick Re- 
venues by the Viceroy Don John de 
Caſtro, he thought no more of Por- 
tugal, but relapsd into his firſt Debau- 
ches. 

Xavier, was wholly loſt to his re- 
membrance, when he happen'd to meet 
him at Bazain, the ſight of the Father 
ſurprisd him at firſt, and almoſt cons» 
founded him. But ſtraight recovering, 
he came up boldly to him, and took his 
hand, to have kifſed it according to his 
former cuſtom. The Father as courteous 
and civil as he was, yet thruſt him back, 
ſtcrnly enough ; yct mollitying himſelfa 
little, Zow, my Sn, ſaid he, are you ſti 
in the Indies? were you not advisd to 
leave Malacca, and return to Portugal 2 

The Portugueſe, m great diſorder, and 
not knowing how to excuſe himſelf ; 
Jaid all the blame upon the Governour, 
who had detaind him, in ſome ſort a- 


gainl(t 


Me fixes the re- 


ſolution of Col- 
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fo enter into the 
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gainſt his will. But, reply'd Xavier with 
a holy m—_—_— is it the Governour 
who has obligd you to lead the life of a 
Beaſt, and to continue for two years with- 
out going to Confeſſion > However it be, con- 
tinu'd the Father, know that we two [hall 
never be well with one another, ſo long as 
you are upon ill terms with God. At theſe 
words Segueyra piercd with a lively for- 
row, askd pardon of the Father, for 
his breach of promiſe, and his unfaith- 
fulneſs to the Divine Grace. He Con- 
feſs'd himſelf the ſame day ; and wholly 
chang'd his life, under his direQion, whom 
God had ſent to bring him back into qa 
better wav, 

Don John de Caſtro, who was deſirous 
of profiting by the Father's Counſels,- 
for the regulation of his own life, wou'd 
have been glad, to have retain'd him 
longer ; bur ſeeing him refolv'd on go- 
ing, gave him leave to depart ; yet beg- 
ging him at the ſame time, that he 
wou'd paſs the Winter at Goa, that after 
his own return thither, he might uſe 
his aſſiſtance in the affairs of his Con- 
ſcience. 

The Father return'd, = ſeaſonably, 
for the good of Coſmo de Torrez, a Spa 
iſh Prielt, and Native of Yalentia ; one 


of the greateſt Wits, and moſt knowing 
Perſons 
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Perſons of that Age. Torrez, was im- 
bark'd on the Fleet, which came from 
Mexicoto the Molucca Iſlands ; and which, 
| having fail'd over ſo many Seas, to lit- 
* tle purpoſe, ſtay'd at Amboyna, as we 
have already related. He there met 
* _JYavier, and was fo charm'd with his 
' manner of lite, that he had thoughts of 
becoming his Diſciple. But beſides, that 
the labours which are unſeparable from 
the Miniſtry Apoſtolical, ſomewhat 
ſhock'd him, he judg'd, that he ought 
to undertake nothing, but by the Coun- 
ſel of the Biſhop of the Zndies. Infſo- 
much, that he leſt Amboyna, without 
forming any reſolution, and even with- 

out opening himſelf to Father Xavier. 
When the Spaniſh Fleet was arriv'd at 
Goa, he preſented himſelf to the Biſhop, 
who being in want of Spiritual Subſti- 
tutes, gave him one of the chief Vica- 
riats of his Dioceſs. Torrez was of O- 
pinion that God requir'd nothing far- 
ther of him; and for the ſpace of four 
or five months, form'd all the fun- 
& ions of that Office, which the Biſhop 
had given him in charge. But the con- 
tinned diſquiets of his Soul, render'd him 
ſuſpitious of his own condition, and 
_ him to believe, that God had 
puniſh'd him, for not following the new 
Apoſtle of the Eaſt. Being 
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og, my much troubled in his 
mind, went to the Colledge of St. 
Panl, and open'd himſelf to Father Lax- 
cilotti, deſiring him, to unfold to him 
the nature of that Inſtitute, with which 
he was ſo much taken, by ſeeing Father 
X rvier at Amboyna, As ſome interiour 
motions had of late, puſh'd him on, to 
the performance of ſomewhat that was 
great, and of ſuffering all things for the 
glory of Jeſus Chriſt, he found the Inſti- 
tute of /znatins, fo conformable to the 
preſent diſpoſitions of his Soul, that with- 
out farther ballancing the matter, he was 
reſolv'd to go through the Spiritual Ex- 
ercifes, to fit himſelt for the change of 
his condition. From the ſecond day, 
he receiv'd fuch light, and ſo much com- 
fort from above, that he believ'd himſelf 
in Heaven already. He cou'd not fuf- 
ficiently admire, that thoſe plain, and 
eaſy truths, which he had often read, © 
without any taſte of them, ſhou'd make 
ſuch lively impreſſions in him, as now :' 
they did. And he diſcover this to Lan- > 
cilotti, with expreſſions full of aſtoniſh- Þ 
ment. 

Nevertheleſs being affrighted at the 
proſpect of a perpetual ingagement, and 
Po tempted by the Devil, he cou'd 
not ſettle to it, and was every day, more 
and more irreſolute. A avier 
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| Xavier arriv'd juſt at that point of 
time. He had ſcarcely ſeen 7orrez, when 
behold a man, fix'd on the fudden, and 
reſolv'd, and preſſing to be receiv'd a- 
{t the Children of 7gxatius. The 
Apo receiv'd him,and took pains him» 
fto form him, according to the ſpi- 
 # rit of the Society. He alſo admitted 
, * ſome Portugueſes, who had great Ta- 
lents for- the Miſſion, and were inflam'd 
with the zeal of Souls. 
They liv'd together in the Col 
" » of St, Paul, where that fervour reignd, 
, Þ not only amongſt the Feſuites, but alſo 
' 2? amongſt thoſe of the Seminary, whoſe 
numbers increasd daily, The Japomneſe, 
er, was amongſt them, leading a 
moſt regular life, and breathing atter 
£ - that Baptiſm, which had been deferr'd 
*till the return of the Holy man. 
| Xavier did not fatisfic himſelf, with + infruss 
| having inſtructed him anew : he con- Anger anew, 
* * fignd overto the care of Torrez, who! he ther ” 
fully explain'd to him all the Myſteries :a»ght & Tor- 
of Faith. Anger with his two Servants, **- 
who receiv'd the ſame inſtruQtion, were 
| at length ſolemnly Baptis'd, on Whit- 
Sunday, by the Biſhop of Gaa, Don Fob 
1 Y} 4 Albuquerque ; fo, that the Church be- 
1 & 82" to take poſſeſſion of the moſt re- 
" mote Nation un the World, on the ſame

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day of Pentecoſt, when the holy Spirit 
deſcending on the Apoſtles, gave « wn 
their Miſton to carry the Goſpel, to all 
the People of the Earth. 

Anger was deſirous to be nam'd Paul 
de Sainte Foy, in memory of the Col- 
ledge, belonging to the Society of Feſas, 
where he had receiv d the particular 
knowledge of the Divine Law, which 
was ſometimes call d the Colledge of Se. 
Paul, and ſometimes the Seminary of the 
Holy Faith, One of his Servants took 
the Name of John, and the other of 4»- 
thony. In receiving Baptiſm, he receiv'd 
the peace of Soul, which he never cou'd 
obtain before; and writ word of it to 
Rome, the ſame year, in a Letter to 
Father Jgnatins, dated November the 
25th. 

"ut to the end, that the new Converts 
might have the true Principles of Chri- 


ſtian Morality, and that their behaviour | 


might be anſwerable to their Behef, Fa- 
ther Xavier intruſted 7orrez, with gr 
ving them the ſpiritual Exerciſes of

During the thirty days, that theſe Fa- © 
tans were in retirement, 'tis not to be 3 

expreſsd, what Caleſtial illuminations, 
what holy thoughts, what interiour de- 
lights the Holy Spirit infusd into them. 

Anger 
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Amgzer cou'd ſpeak of nothing but of God ; 
dl ſpoke of him with ſo much ferven- 
cy, that it ſeem'd even to burn him up. 
The Myſtery of the Paſſion, mov'd him 
above all the reſt, and he was fo raviſh'd 
with the goodneſs of God, fo poſleſs'd 
with love, in conſidering a God Cruci- 
fy'd, that he breath'd nothing but Mar- 
tyrdom, and the Salvation of his Bre- 
thren. So that he was often heard to 

out, in the midſt of his Devotions, 
How glad ſhoud I be to dye for thee, 0 
my God. O my dear Japonians, how much 
are you to be ted, and what Compaſ- 
fron do you raiſe in me ! 

The Maſter and Servants came out of 
their retirement with ſo much ardour, 
that Xavier wrote into Zurope, that 
he was animated by their Example to 
the ſervice of God, and that he cou'd not 
look on them, without bluſhing at his 
own Cowardiſe. 
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In converſing with them, he under- # bar; news 
ſtood, what he had formerly learnt by "7 /3P%» 
hear-ſay, from George Alvarez, and other ag: thither, 
Portugueſes, that the Empire of Japan, * he Faats 60d 


was one of the moſt populous in the 

World : That the Zaponneſes were natu- 

rally curious, and covetous of Know- 

ledge, and withall docible, and of great 

Capacity, That being generally inge- 
Z 


nious, 
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nious, and very rational, if were 
inſtructed in the Morals of Chriſtianity, 
they wou'd eaſily ſubmit to them ; and 
that if the Preachers of the Goſpel, liv'd 
according to Goſpel Rules, the whole 
Nation wou'd ſubje@ it ſelf to. the yoke 
of Jeſus Chriſt, not perhaps ſo readily at 
firſt, but in proceſs of time, and aſter 
clearing of their doubts. 

There needed no more, to induce 
Xavier to carry the Faith into Japan, 
the mildneſs, the civility, and the good 
parts of the three Baptis'd Japonians, 
made him conceive a high opinion of 
all the reſt: And the Portwgneſe Mer- 
chants newly return'd from Japan, con- 
firm'd it fo fully to him, that in theſe 
three, he had the pattern of the whole 
Nation, that he doubted not, but that 
the Chriſtian Religion wou'd make an 
admirable progreſs there. But that which 
Anger told him, that there were in his 
Country many Monaſteries of Heathen 
Prieſts, that ſome of them led their 
lives in ſolitude and contemplation, that 
every Monaſtery had its Superiour, who 
was a Perſon venerable for his Age and 
Learning : that they came abroad from 
their lonely abode, once a week, with 
mortifi'd looks, and uncouth habits, to 
Preach to the People ; that in their Ser- 
mons 
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mons they drew fach lively Figures of 
Hell, that the Women wept, and cry'd 
out, at thoſe diſmal repreſentations. All 
this, I ſay, appeard to Xavier, as fo 
many doors, and in-letts for the Faith ; 
and he prais'd God, that by the admi- 
rable condu&t of his Providence, which 
ſecretly manages the Salvation of men, 
the Spirit of Lyes, had thus prepar'd the 

ways for the Spirit of Truth. 

- He adordalfo the wiſdom of the ſame 

Providence, which taking the occaſion 

of a man who fled from Juſtice, and 

ſought repoſe for his troubled Conſcience, 

had led three Japonians from their native 

Country, and brought them to Goa, that 

they might ſerve tor Guides to a Miſ- 

ſioner. But, that theſe Guides might 

be the more ſerviceable, he thought fit 

they ſhou'd learn tro Read and Write, 

in the Portugueſe Language. Anger, whom 

from Hencetorth we ſhall name Paul de 

Sainte Foy, was eaſily inſtructed, in all 

they taught him; for beſides that he 

was of a quick and lively apprehenſion, 

he had ſo happy a memory, that he 

got by heart almoſt all the Goſpel i 

St, Matthew, which Father Coſmo de 

Torrez, had Expounded to him b<tore 

his Baptiſm. 
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In the mean time Don John de Caſtro, 
was rigging out a Fleet, with deſign 
to po himſelf of A4den, one of the 


ſtrongeſt Towns of Arabia Felix, and 
ſcituate at the foot of a high Mountain, 
which reach'd even to the Sea, by a nar- 
row tongue of Earth. This Port is of 
reat importance, to ſhut up the paſ- 
ge of the Indies to the Turks and Sa- 
racens, who go'thither by *the red Sea ; 
and from-this conſideration it was, that 
Albuquerque the Great, endeavourd to 
have Maſterd it in the year 1513, but 
the vigorous reſiſtance of the Achenojis 
forc'd him to forſake the Siege, After 
that time, they were deſirous of their 
own accord, to have deliverd it up to 
the Portugueſes, thereby to free them- 
ſelves from the tyranny of the Zurks. 
Yet it wasnot then done, through the 
fault of a Captain call'd Soarez, who 
having no Orders to take Poſleſfion of 
the Town, was ſo weak a Politician as 
to refuſe it, when it was offer'd to the 
Crown of Portugal. 
That People, whom the 7ark usd 
worſe than ever, teſtifid the fame in- 
clination, under the Government of Ca- 


 ftro, and it was on that occaſion, that 


he ſent a Fleet towards the Streight of 


Mecca, under the Command of his Son, 
. Alvarez 
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Alvarez de Caſtro. Eight Foyſts of Goa, 
full of Souldiers, ſet out for the Expedi- 
tion of Aden. Amongſt theſe there was 
one very brave Fellow, renown'd for his 
Military Actions, but blacken'd with all 
forts of Crimes, and more infamous by 
his Debauch'd Manners, than known by 
his Valour. He ſeem'd a kind of falvage 
Beaſt, who had no more of Man in him, 
than the bare Figure, nor any thing of 
a Chriſtian, beſides the name. Above 
eighteen years he had abſtaind from 
Confeſſion; and that he once preſented 
himſelf to the Biſhop of Goa, was leſs 
to reconcile himſelf to God, than to 
take off the imputation, of being either 
a Mahometan, or an Idolater. 


Father Xavier had caſt an eye upon Me undertakes

this wretch, and waited only an oppor- 
tunity, to labour in fo difficult a Con- 
verſion. © Underſtanding that this Soul- 
dier was imbarking on one of the Foyſts, 
which were going to joyn the Fleet, he 
went out of the Colledge of St. Paul, at 
the firſt notice of it, raking nothing 
with him, beſides his Brcvzary, and en- 
ter'd into the fame Veſſel. It was be- 
liev'd by thoſe who ſaw the Father, that 
he had Orders from the Viceroy to ac- 
company his Son Alvarez, and every 
one was glad of it, excepting only he, 
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for whoſe fake he came. He drew near 
the Souldier,and when they had weigh'd 
Anchor, began to make acquaintance 
with him, and grew familiar to that de- 
gree, that the reſt of the Souldiers, who 
were leſs debauch'd, cou'd not fufficient- 
ly admire it, and ſome of them ſaid of 
Xavier, what a Fhariſee ſaid formerly 
of our Lord, If this Max were indeed a 
Prophet, he woud diſcern what manner of 
man he was, in whom he takes ſo much de- 
light. 

Theſe Diſcourſes, did not at all daunt 
the Father. He ſaw his Souldier playing 
whole nights together, for he was a great 
Gamelter. He took no notice of his ex- 
travagancies, and fometimes heard him 
Swear without ſeeming to regard it. 
Only one day he faid to him, Ion Ga- 
ming requir'd a Compos'd Spirit, and if 
he took not the better heed, that Paſ- 
ſion, which he had in Play, wou'd make 
him loſe. 

The Souldier, brutal as'he was, grew 
inſenſibly to have a kindneſs for a man, 
who was ſo much concern'd in his ad- 
vantages, and took pleaſure in hearing 
him diſcourſe not only of War, and Sea 
Afﬀairs, but alſo of Religion and Mora- 
lity. In concluſion, he made ſome re- 
fletions on the horrour of his life, _ 

elt 
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felt even ſome remorſe of Conſcience 
for it. Being one day together with the 
Father, ina private part of the Ship, 
Xavier ask'd him, to whom he had Con- 
feſsd himſelf before he went on Ship- 
board > Ah Father, faid the Souldier, I 
have not been at Confeſſion theſe many 
years. And what do you imagine woud 
become of you, ſaid the holy man, ſup- 
poſing you ſhou'd be kill'd in this aQion, 
and- in the condition you now are? I 
wou'd once have Confefsd my ſelf, re- 
ply'd the Souldier, at leaſt for faſhion, 
and decency, but the Vicar of Goa wou'd 
not ſo much as hear me, but told me I 
was a Reprobate, and deſerv'd nothing 
but Hell-Fire. The Vicar was, in my 
Opinion, faid Xavier, ſomewhat too ſe- 
vere, to treat you in that manner. He 
had perhaps his Reaſons for that uſage, 
and I have mine to treat you otherwiſe. 
For indeed the Mercies of our Lord are 
infinite, and God wou'd have us as in- 
dulgent to our Brethren, as he himſelf is 
to us: Thus, when the Sins of which 
you find your ſelf guilty, were a thou- 
ſand times more numerous and more 
crying, than they are, I ſhall have-the 
patience to hear them all, and ſhall 
make no difficulty of giving you abſo- 
lution, provided you take thoſe thoughts 
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and reſolutions, which I ſhall endeavour 
to intuſe 1nto you, 

By theſe words he brought the Soul- 
dier to a general Conteſſion, he diſposd 
tim for it, by cauſing him, to recall in- 
to his memory his paſt life, and drawing 
him into the particulars of thoſe Sins, 
which a man of his Chara&er and Pro- 
felſion, might poſſibly have committed, 
While they were upon theſe: terms, the 
Ship caſt Anchor at the Port of Cey/an, 
for retreſhment, Many of the Fleet 
went on ſhore, and amongſt the reſt, 
the Father and the Souldier, they went 
rogether to a wild ſolitary place: there 
the Souldier made his Conteſſion with 
abundance of tears, reſolv'd to expiate 
his Crimes, with whatſoever Penance 
the Father ſthou'd enjoyn him, were it 
never ſo rigorous, But his Confeſſour 
gave tum only a Pater Noſter, and an 
Ave to ſay, Whereat the Penitent be- 
ing much amaz'd, from whence pro- 
ceeds it, my Father, faid he, that being 
ſo great a Sinner as | am, you have gi- 
ven me ſo light a Penance> Be con- 
tent, __ Xavier, O my Son, we 


ſhall appeaſe the Divine Juſtice : and at 
the ſame inſtant, he withdrew into a 
Wood, while the Souldier perform'd his 
Penance. There he did, what he had 

formerly 
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formerly done on the like occaſion: he 
bar'd his Shoulders, and diſciplin'd him- 
ſelf ſo rigorouſly, that the Souldier heard 
the noiſe of the ſtrokes, and came run- 
ning to him, beholding the Father all 
in blood, and rightly judging what was 
the motive of ſo ſtrange an ation, he 
ſnatch'd the Diſcipline out of his hands, 
and crying out, it was the Criminal who 
ought to endure the puniſhment, and 
not the innocent to bear the pains of 
Sin; he immediately ſtrip'd himſelf, and 
chaſtis'd his body with all his ſtreogth. 
Xavier often-times embrac'd him, and 
declar'd, that it was for his fake alone 
that he came on Ship-board. So ha- 
ving given him wholſome Admonitions 
to confirm him in the Grace of God, he 
left him, and return'd to Goa on the firſt 
Veſlel which went out of the Port, where 
they made the ſtay. As for the Soul- 
dier, he follow'd the Fleet, and after 
the Expedition of Ades was ended, he 
enter'd into Religion, chuſing one of 
the moſt auſtere Orders, where he liv'd 
and dy'd, in extraordinary holineſs.

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ing himfelf in a daily decay of health 
and ſtrength, and doubting not the end 
of his life was near approaching, he quiet 
laid aſide all buſineſs, and ſubſtituted o- 
thers to ſupply his place. After which 
his thoughts were wholly employ'd on 


death, and the great concernments of 


Eternity. He had many-long converſa- 
tions with Father Xawzer, on that Sub- 
&&, and refus'd to ſee any one but him. 
During theſe TranfaCtions, a Ship, which 
came trom Lisbonne, brought Letters to 
the Viceroy from the King of Portugal, 
who gave great praiſes to his manage- 
ment, and continu'd him for three years 
longer, in the Government of the Ze- 
dies. As Don Jubn was much belovd, 
ſo on this occaſion, publick rejoycings 
were made over all the Town. But the 
Sick Viceroy, hearing the diſcharge of 
the Artillery, and ſeeing almoſt from his 
Bed the Bonefires that were made, cou'd 
not forbear laughing at it, though he was 
almoſt in the agonies of death. ZZow 
Aeceitful and ridiculous is this World, aid 
he, to preſent us with honours of three 
years continuance, when we have but a mo- 
ment more to live! The Father aſſiſted 
him, even to the laſt drawing of his 
breath, and had the conſolation to be- 
hold a great man of this world, expiring 

with 
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with the thoughts of a Saint in Holy 
Orders 


Xavier being Maſter of humfelf, in 
ſome manner, after the deceaſe of Don 
John de Caſtro, who had deſird him nor 
to ſtir from Goa, during the Winter, had 
thoughts of viſiting once more the Coaſt 
of Fiſhery, before his Voyage to Japas ; 
his reſolutions of which, he had not hi- 
therto declar'd. But the incommodities 
of the ſeaſon hinder'd him ; for at one 
certain time, the Sands ſo choke up the 
Channels of the Ile, that no Ship can 
either go out of the Port, or enter in- 
to it.

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a Portugueſe Veſſel arriv'd from Mozam- 
bique, which brought in her, five Miſſio- 
ners of the Society. The moſt conſi- 
derable of theſe Miflioners, and of five 0- 
thers which came along with the Fleer, 
was Gaſpar Barzeus, a Flemming by Na- 
tion, Father Francis, had already heard 
ſpeak of him, as an excellent Labourer, 
and a famous Preacher ; but his Preſence 
and the Teſtimony of all the Ship, gave the 
Saint ſuch great Idea's of his Merit. that 
he look'd on him from thence forward, 
as an Apoſtle of the Faſtern Countries. 
He paſsd five days with theſe new 


+ Companions, on the fourth of which, he 


causd Father _— to preach before 
him, that he might ſee his Talent for 
the Pulpit ; and diſcover'd in him all the 
Qualities of a perfect Preacher. Many 
Portugueſe Gentlemen, who had been 
much edify'd, by the Vertues and Con- 
verſation of Barzeus during all the Navi- 
gation, which had been exceeding dange- 
rous, came and fell at*the Feer of Xa- 
vier, deſiring that he wou'd pleaſe to re- 
ceive them into the Society. The Cap- 
tain of the Ship, and the Governour of 
one of the. chiet Citadels, which the Por- 
tugueſe enjoy in India, were of the num- 
ber. He admitted ſome of them before 
his departure, and deterr'd the reſt till 
his 
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his return : but he wou'd that all of them

At length Xavier embark'd on the 


There he comforted and confirm'd the 


Faithful, who were continually perſecu- :

ſpel Labourers of the Society, who for 
the fame reaſon, went in daily hazard 
of their lives. Having underſtood, that 
Father Francis Henriquez, who cultivated 
the Chirſtianity of 7Travancor, was ſome- 
what diſftisfy'd, and believ'd he loſt his 
time, becauſe ſome of thoſe new Con- 
verts, ſhaken either by the Promiſes or 
Threatnings of a new King, who hated 
the Chriſtians, had return'd to their for- 
mer Superſtitions, he writ him Letters 


of Conſolation, deſiring him to be of 


_ courage, and aſſuring him, that 
is Labours were more profitable than 
he imagin'd : that when all the Fruit of 
his Zeal, ſhou'd be reduc'd to the little 
Children who dy'd after Baptiſm, God 
wou'd be well fatisfy'd of his endeavours, 
and that after all, the Salvation of one 
only Soul, ought to comfort a Miſſioner, 
for all his pains; that God — 
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ed with us for our good intentions, and 
that a Servant of his, was never to be e- 
ſteem'd unprofitable, who labour'd in his 
Vineyard, with all his ſtrength, whatever 
his ſucceſs might prove. 

Father Xavier was not content, to 
have fortify'd the Miſſioners, both by 
word and writing in his own perſon, he 
deſir'd of Father /znatius, that he wou'd 
alſo encourage them with his Epiſtles; 
and principally, that he wou'd have the 
goodneſs to write to Henry Henrique, 2 
Man mortify'd to the World, and labori- 
ous in his Miniſtry. 

Having order : all things in the Coaſt # ſralsrorhe 
of Fiſhery, he return'd by Cochin, where |,” py 
he ſtay'd two Months ; employing him- dies, concerning 
ſelf without ceaſing, in the inſtrution " -— qo 
of little Children, adminiſtring to the OY 
ſick, and regulating the manners of that 
Town. After which he went to Bazain, 
there to ſpeak with the Deputy Gover- 
nour of the Indies, Don Garcia de Saa, 
whom Don Fohn de Caſtro, had nam'd up- 
on his Death-bed, to ſupply his place. 

The Father was deſirous to obtain his 

Letters of Recommendation to the Go- 

vernour of Malacca, that in vertue of 

them his paſſage to Japan, might be made 
more eaſy. 

"Tis true, the news he receiv'd, that 
rhe 
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the Chinos, ill fatisfy'd of the Portugweſes, 
had turn'd them out of their Country, 
ſeem'd to have broken all his Meaſures, 
becauſe it was impoſiible to arrive at the 
Iſles of Fapan, by the way of Malacca, 
without touching at ſome Port of China. 
Bur 'tis the property of Apoſtolical Zeal, 
to make no account of thoſe ſeeming im- 
poſſibilities, which appear in the greateſt 
undertakings.

| certain Winds call'd 7 yphons, which reign 
from China even to Fapan, in a valt ex- 

tent of Sea. They taid, That thoſe impe- 
tuous Hurricanes, were us'd to whirl a Veſ- 
ſel round, and founder it, at the ſame mo» 
| ment ; or elſe drive it with fury againſt | 
| the Rocks, and ſplit it in a thouſand pieces. | 
They added, If by Miracle he ſhoud hap- Y | 


pen 
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pen to eſcape the Pyrates, and avoid the 
Tempeſts, yet he coud promiſe no manner 
of ſafety to himſelf, in the Ports of China, 
from whence the Portugueles were expel''d; 
and for what remain d, if he were poſſeſs 4 
with an unſatiable Zeal, there were other 
vaſt Kingdoms of the Eaſt, where the light 


of the Goſpel had not ſhone ; that even in | 


the Neizhbourhood of Goa there were Iſles 
remaining, and Territories of Idolaters : 
That he* might go thither in Gods name, 
and leave the thoughts of thoſe remote 
Hands, which Nature ſeemd to have di- 
vided from the Commerce of Mortals ; and 
where the ' -—>1 of the Portugueſes not 
being eſtabliſh'd, Chriſtianity cou'd not be 
able to maintain it ſelf, againſt the Perſe- 
cution of the Pagans. 
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Xavier was fo well perſwaded, that # /*4bts the

God wou'd have him travell RI againſt bis Voy= 
he wou'd not liſten to the reaſons of his «z* *+ Japan. 


Friends. He laugh'd at their fears, and 
told them, That perhaps he ſhould not be 
more unfortunate than George Alvarez, or 
Alvarez Vaz, who had performd the 
Voyage of Japan, in ſpizht of all thoſe Py- 
rates, and thoſe Hurricanes, with which 
they wou'd affright him. This he ſaid ſmi- 
ling, after which, reſuming a ſerious Air, 
Verily, ſaid he, 7 am amaz'd, that you 
wax d endeavour to hinder me, from going 
Aa for 


Father Ignarti- 
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or the good of Souls, whither you your 
Fen _— - out of the fordil > 
ration of a ſmall tranſitory gain ! and muſt 
plainly tell you, I am ofamd of your lit- 
tle Faith. But I am aſham d for my ſelf, 
that you have prevented me in going this 
ther firſt, and cannot bear that a Merchant 
fſhoud have more courage than a Miffioner. 
In concluſion, he told them, That having 
ſo often experienc'd the care of Providence, 
it wou'd be an impiety to diſtruſt it ; that 
it had not preſera'd him from the Swords 
of the Badages, and the poiſons of the Iſle 
del Moro, to abandon him in other dan» 
gers: that India was not the boundary of 
his Miſſion ; but that in coming thither, his 
defign had always b:en, to carry the Faith, 
even to the utmoſt limits of the World. 
He then wrote to Father /znaraus, to 


Rd give him an account of his intended 


Voyage, and of the thoughts of his 
Heart, concerning it. T cannot expreſs to 
you, laid he, with what joy I undertake this 
long, Voyage. For tis all full of extream 
dangers ; and he who out of four Ships, can 
preſerve one, thinks he has made a ſaving 
Voyage ; though theſe perils are ſurpaſſing 
all I have hitherto prov d, yet 1 am 
not diſccuragd a jrt the more from my uns 
dertaking: So much the Lord has been 
pleas'd to fix it in my mind, that the Croſs 

ſhall 
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(hall produce great fruits in thoſe Countries, 
when once it ſhall be planted there. 

He wrote at the ſame time ro Father 
Simon Rodriguez; and fome paſſages of 
the Letter, well deſcribe the diſpoſition of 
the holy Man. There are arriv'd here, 
ſome Ships from Malacca, who confirm the 
wews, that all the Ports of China are 
arm'd, and that the Chineſes, are making 
open War with Portugal : which notwith- 

anding, my Reſolutions till continue for 
Japan, for 7 ſee nothing more ſweet, or 
pleafing in this World, than to lroe in con- 
tinual dangers of Death, for the honour of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and for the intereſts of the 
Faith. It being indeed the diſtinguiſhing 
Charatter of a Chriſtian, to take more plea- 
ſure in the hardſhips of the Croſs, than in

or Violence. Truly, confidering the know- 
ledge I h:wve, of all the Labourers of the 
Society, at this preſent day employd in 
the new World, I may eafily conc = 4 they 
have no need of any Superiour ; nevertheleſs 
mot to bereave them of the merit of Obe- 
dience, and becauſe the Order of Diſcipline 
fo requires, I have thought convenient, to 
ſet ſome one above the reſt, and have cho- 
ſen you for that purpoſe; knowing, as 1 do, 
both your Mode and your Prudence, It 
remains, that I c "mmand and pray you, by 
that woluntary bedience, which you have 
vow d to our Father Ignatius, to lrve ſo 
wel, with Antonio Gomez, that the leaſt 
appearance of miſunderſtandinn betwixt you, 
may be awided, nay, and ev:in the leaſt 
coldneſs; but im the contrary. that you may

demand any Spiritual or Temporal Supplies 
from. you, leave all things, and employ your 
ſelves, entirely to effett what they defire. 
For thoſe Letters, which you ſhall write to 
thoſe umcearied Labourers, who bear the 
heat and burden of the day, beware that there 
be nothing of ſharpneſs, or dryneſs in them. 
Rather be careful of 'every line, that even 
every word may breath nothing but tender- 
eſs and ſweetneſs. 

WWhatſoever they ſhall require of you, 
for their Diet, their Cloathing, for their 
preſervation of Health, or towards their 
recovery of it, furniſh them liberally, and 
ſpeedily; ' for 'tis reaſonable you ſhou d have 
_ Fon on them, who labour unceſſantly, 
and without any humane Conſolation, What 
IT have ſaid, points chiefly to the Miſſhmers 
of Comorine, and the Molucca's. Their 
Miſſion is the moſt painful, and they ought 
to be refreſhd, leſt they fink under the 
burden of the Croſs. Do then, in ſuch max- 
ner, that they may not ak you twice for 
neceſſaries. They are in the Battel, you are 
in the Camp; and for my own part, I find 
thoſe duties of Charity ſo juſt, ſo indiſpen- 
fable, thit I am bold to ajure you in the 
name of God, and of our Father Ignatius, 
that you wou'd perform your Duties, with 
all exattneſs, with all diligence, and with all 
ſatisfattion imaginable. Aa 3 © Fa- 
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Father Yavier ſince his return, had 
ſent Nicholas Lancilotti to Coulan, Mel- 
chier Gonſalez to Bazain, and Apbouſe Cy- 


riax to Socoterag. Before his departure, 
* ſent Gaſper Barzeus to Ormuz, with 
one Companion, who was not yet in Or- 
ders. This famous Town, icituate at 
the entry of the Perfan Gulph, was then 
full of enormous vices, which the mingle 
of Nations and different Sets had intro- 
duc'd. The Saint had thoughts of going 
thither himſclt, to prepare the way for 
other Miſſioners, according to his own 
Maxims, to ſend none of the Prieſts, to 
any place, which he knew not firſt, by 
his own Experience. But the Voyage of 
Japan, ſuperſeded that of Ormuz. 

How great foever his Opinions were, 
of the Prudence and Vertue of Father 
Gaſper, yet he thought fit to give him 
in writing ſome. particular inſtructions, 
to help him in the conduct of that im- 
portant Miſſion, I imagine thoſe in- 
ſtrutions, wou'd not be unpleaſing to 
the Reader, I am ſure, at leaſt, they 
will not be unprofitable to Miſhoners;

We 
are oblizgd to theſe precautions, - by the 
Sons of a corrupt Generation, who are cont j- 
anually looking on the Children of light, with 
miſtruſtful and malignant Eyes.

Examen, which we call particular, will af: 
fiſt you much in it. Fail not of doing it 
ewice a day, or once at leaſt, according to 
our common method, whatſoever buſineſs you 
have upon your hands, 
He exhorts him Preach to the People, the moſt frequent- 
ter * » ar ly that you can; for preaching 1s an uni- 
for preaching. verſal good ; and amongſt all Evangelical 
Employments, there is none more profita- 
Ble ; but beware of advancing any doubtful 
propoſitions, on which the Dottors are drvi- 
ded. Take for the Subjeft of your Sermons, 
clear and unqueſtionable truths, which tend 
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of themſebvex to the regulation of manners. 
Set forth the enormity of Sin, by fetti 
up, that infinite Majeſty, which ts fend. 
ed by the Sinner. . Imprint in Souls, a lrye- 
ly horrour of that Sentence, which ſhall be 
thunder'd out againſt Reprobates at the laſt 
Tudgwment. Repreſent with all the colours 
of your Eloguence, thoſe pains which the 
damn'd are eternally to ſuffer. In fine, 
threaten with death, and that with ſudden 
death, thoſe who neglett their Salvation ; 
and who having their Conſcience loaded 
with many Sins, yet fleep in ſecurity, as if 
they had no cauſe of fear. 

Tou are to ming/e with all theſe confide- 
rations, that of the Croſs, and the death 
the Saviour of Mankind ; but you are to do 
it, in a moving, patbetical manner ; by thoſe 
fgures, which are proper to excite ſuch 
motions, as cauſe in our Hearts a deep ſorrow 
for our Sins, in the preſence of an offended 
God, even to draw Tears from the Eyes 
your Audience.

them; make them a viſit, and ſpeak to 
them 
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them iu private,” or, when they come of 
themſelves to Confeſſion, tell them at the 
ſacred Tribunal of Penance, what you have 
to ſay to them; but never advertiſe them 
in publitk of it : for that fort of People, 
who are commonly proud and nice of hearing, 
inſtead of amendment by publick admonitt- 
ons, become furious, like Bulls, who are 
prick'd forward by a Goad : Moreover, be- 
fore you take upon you, to give them private 
admonition, be careful to enter firſt into their 
acquaintance, and familiarity. 
Make your admonition, either more gen- 
tle, or more flrong, according as you have 
more or leſs acceſs to them, But always 
moderate the rouzheſt part of your Reproof, 
with the gaiety of your Air, and a fatlies 
Countenance, by the civility of well-man- 
ner d words, and a fmcere proteſtation, that 
all you do, is but an effeft of the kindneſs 
you have for them. Ts good alſo to add 
reſpettful ſubmiſſions to the pleaſingneſs of 
your Diſcourſe, with tender Embraces, and 
all the marks of that Conſideration and good 
Will you have for the perſon of him, whom 
you thus correftf. For if a rigid Counte- 
nance, and harſh Language ſhou d accompa- 
ny Reproof, which of it ſelf, is hard of di- 
geſtion, and bitter to the taſt, "tis not to be 
doubted, but Men accuſtom'd to Flatteries, 
will not endure it : and there is reaſon to 


apprehend, 
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mand. 


For what concerns Confeſſion, behold Ka preſcribes 


the method which I judge the fitteſt for for adminiftre: 
theſe Quarters of the Eaſt, where the ins the Sacra- 


Licenſe of Sin is very great, and the uſe 
of Penance very rare. When a Perſon, 
harden'd in a long habit of Vice ſhall come 
to Confeſſion, exhort him to take three or 
four days time of _—_—_— to examine 
his Conſcience throughly, and for the aſſiſt» 
ance of his memory, cauſe him to write 
down the Sins which he has obſerv'd in all 
the Courſe of his Life, from his Childhood 
to that preſent time. Being thus diſpos'd, 
after he has made his Confeſſion, it will 
not be convenient, that you ſhou'd be too 
haſty in giving him abſolution. But it wil 
be profitable to him, to retire two or three 
days, and abſtain from his ordinary con- 
verſation, and dealings with men, and to 
excite himſelf to ſorrow for his fins, © in 
conſideration of the Iove of God, which will 
render his Sacramental Abſolution of more 
eficacy to him. Daring that little interval 
of retirement, you ſhall inſtruft him in the 
way of Meditation, and ſhall oblige him 
to mate ſome meditations, from the firſt 
week of Exerciſes, Tou ſhall conſe! him 
to practiſe ſome mortification of his Body ; 


for 


apprehend, that a burſt of rage againſt the 
Cenſor, will be all the fruit of the Repri- 
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for example, to Faſt, or to Diſcipline bim- 
ſelf, which will help him to conceive a true 
ſorrow for his offences, and to ſhed the 
fears of Penance. Beſides this, if the 
Penitents have enrich d themſelves by ſint- 
fter ways, , or if by their malitious talk, 
they bave blaſted the reputation of their. 
Neighbour, cauſe them to make reſtitution 
of their ill-gotten Goods, and make _ 
tions of their Brethren's honour, ing 
the ſpace of thoſe three days. If they are 
given to unlawful Love, and are now in 
an attual commerce of Sin, cauſe them to 
break off thoſe Criminal ingagements, and 
forſake the eccafions of their Crime, There 
is not any time more proper, to exatt from 
Sinners thoſe duties, the performance of 
which is as neceſſary as it is difficult ; for 
when once their fervour is paſt away, it 
will be in vain to demand of them the exe- 
cution of their promiſe; and perhaps you 
will have. the trouble of ſeeing them fall 
back into the Precipice, for want of remo- 
ving them to a diſtance from it. 


He continues rn 1n adminiſtring the Sacrament of Pe- 


inſtrut him, "1 nance, take heed of —_— thoſe, who

begin to diſcover the wounds of their Souls 


to you, by appearing too raſhly and too ha- 
ftily ſevere. Hw enormous ſoever their 
Sins may be, hear them, wt only with pa- 
tience, but with mildneſs ; help out, even 
their 
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their baſhfulneſs, by teſtifying to them your 


compaſſion, and not ſeeming to be amarz & at 
what you hear. Infinuate into them, that 
you have heard in Confeſſion fins of a much 
more crying nature > and left they ſhou'd 
deſpair of Pardon for their fanlts, ſpeak 
to them of the infinite Mercies of the 
Lord. 

When they declare a crime in fuch a 
manner, that you may perceive they are im 
trouble how to ſpeak, interrupt them, by 
letting them know, that their frm is not 
altogether ſo great as they may think : that 
by God's aſſiſtance you can heal the moſt 
mortal wounds of the Soul ; bid them go on 
without any apprehenſion, and make no dif- 
freulty of telling all. Tou will find ſome of 
them, whom either the weakneſs of their 
Age or Sex will hinder from revealing to 
you their more ſhameful fins. When you 
perceive that baſhfulneſs has tyd their 
tongue, be before hand with them, and by 
the way of a charitable prevention, let them 
know, that they are neither the firſt," nor 
the only Ferſons, who have fallen into dif- 
order, that thoſe things which they want 
the confidence to tell you, are little in com» 
pariſen of what you have heard from others, 
on the ſame Suljeft Impute ſome part of 
their offence to the corruption of Nature, 
to the violence of the Temptation, and to 
the 
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the unhappineſs they had to be ingaz'd in 
ſuch Occaſions and preſſing Circumſtances, 
where their fall was almoſt unavoidable. 
In fine, . 1 muſt advertiſe you, that to re- 
move from ſuch Perſons, that unſeaſonable 
ſhame-fac'dneſs, which keeps them filent ; 
from ſuch Perſons, I ſay, whom the Devil 
has made as baſhful after a Crime, as they 
were impudent before it, it may be neceſ- 
ſary ſometimes, to diſcover to them in ge- 
neral, the frailties of our own paſt Lives. 
For what can a true and reg Charity 
refuſe, for the ſafety of thoſe Souls who 
-_ La redeem'd wich the Hood of \Je> 
ſus Chrift / But to underſtand, when this 
is proper to be done, how far to proceed, 
and with what precautions, is what the in- 
teriour Spirit, and your experience muſt 
- teach you, in thoſe particular Conjunttures. 
He inflruls © You will ordinarily meet with ſome 2? 
Go ke wh Chriſtians, who believenot the truth of | 
want faith,con- * the Zoly Sacrament of the Altar, either 
cerningthebleſ-©by not frequenting it, or by their Con- 
ſe Sacraments < verſation, with Fagans, Mahometaps and 
* Fleretiques, or by the ſcandal, which 1s 
* given them by ſome Chriſtians, and 
* principally ( which I ſpeak with ſhame 
*and ſorrow ) by ſuch Prieſts, whoſe Life 
*isnot more holy, than that of the Peo- 
*ple. For, beholding ſome of rhem, ap- 
* proaching the Altar, without any pre- 
| * *paration, 
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*paration, aſſiſting at it, without mo- 
*deſty and reverence, they imagine, that 
* Feſus Chriſt is not, as we fay he is, in 
© the Sacrifice of the Maſs, for if he were 


© there preſent, he wou'd never ſuffer ſuch ' 


* impure hands to touch him. Make it 
your bufineſs, that thoſe miſ-believing Chri- 
ſtians ſhou'd propoſe to you all their doubts, 
and diſcover to you all their imaginations, 
which being known, then prove to them the 
real preſence of Jeſus Chriſt, by all thoſe 
reaſons which are capable of eftabliſhing it ; 
and ſhew them, that the ſureſt means for 
them to come out of their errours, 
leave their Vices, is often to approach 
that Sacrament, with ſuitable preparations 
ay: 
Though your Penitents may be well 
prepar'd for Confeſſion, think not when 
they ſhall declare their Sins, that your 
buſinefs is done. Tou muſt dive into the 
bottom of their Conſcience, and by exami- 
nation, draw out of them, what themſelves 
know not. Ask then of them, by what ways 
and in what manner, they nd advantage 
of their Money: what are their Principles, 
and what ther Praftiſe, in their Sails, in 
their Borrowing, and in all their Buſineſs. 
Tou ſhall find Uſury reigning throughout 
their Traffick; and that they who have no 
tings of Conſcience, in relation to unjuſt 
B b dealings, 


how t1 deal 
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dealings, have by indireft ways ſcrap'd to+ 
gether, the greateſt part of their Eſtates. 
But in things, where money hag to.do, many 
are ſo harden'd, that being charg'& with 


. rapine, " have either no feruple concern- 


ing it, or ſo very light, that it never breaks 
their ſleep. 

Uſe particularly this Method, towards 
the Governours, the Treaſurers, the Re- 
ceivers, and other Officers helonging to 
the Revenue. Whenſogver they - 
themſelves before you in the Sacred Tribu- 
nal, interrogate that ſort 'of People, by 
what means oy grow ſo rich, what ſecret 
they have to make their Offices and employ- 
ments bring them in ſuch mighty Sums 2 ', 
they are he of telling you, turn and\wind 
them every way, and the moſt mildly that 
you can, make them ſpeak, "in ſpjoht of 
themſelves. Tou (hall ſoon diſcover their 
tricks, and ſecret ways of management, by 
which, au inconſiderable number of thoſe 
they call men of Buſineſs, droert to their 
own private advantages, what was defign'd 
for the publick prof They buy up Com 
modities with the King's Money, that by 
ſelling them again, they may be able to 
make up their Accompts. And by taking 
up all the Commodities in the Port, they 
put the people upon a neceſſity of buying at 
their Price, that is, at moſt intolerable 
Rates. Too 
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Tov often alſo, they mate men lamwiſh 
at the Treaſury, with long delays, and cont- 
ning ſhifts, or ſome other captious Trick; 
mor T fay, to whom the\ Exthener is owing, 
that they may be driven to Compornd with 
thoſe Sharks of State, for Balf their dat, 
and let thew go off with the other half : 
this open Robbery, this minifef@ Fillany, 
thoſe Gentlemen call-Þy a mollify 4 ' name, 
the fruits of their induſtry. When you 
have ſquees'd out of them the Confeſſion of 
theſe Monopolies, andthe like, by wives 
drawing them, with apt queſtions, you will 
come more eafily to the knowledo” of their 
angvdly gaims, and what they ought to mate 
reſtitution of, 10 their Neirhbour, in' order 
to their being reconcil'd to Gol, thav- if in 
general, you ſhoud interrogate them com» 
cerning their injuſtice. For example, de» 
mand of them, what perſons they have 
wrong d', they will' immediately anſwer, 
that their memory upbraids them not with 
wronging any man; and behold the reaſon ! 
Cuſtom is to them, in the place of Law; 
and that which they ſee done before them 
every day, they perſwad? themſelves may 
be prattis d without Sin. As if Cuſtom 
can authorize by I know not what kind of 
preſcription, that which is vitious antl Cris 
minal in its own nature. Tou ſhall admit 
of no ſuch right ; but ſhall declare to ſuch 
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People, that if they will ſecure their Con- 
ny they muſt reſtore, what they poſſeſs 
unjuſtty. 

—_ Remember 'eſpecially, to obey the Vicar 
dience due, ro of the Biſhop: When you are arrivd at 
Ecclefraſtical- Ormuz, you ſhall go to wait on him, and 
SHperiours, x Y Z 
falling on your knees before him, you ſhall 
humkly kiſs his hand. Tou ſhall neither 
Preach, nor exerciſe any other Employment 
4 our Inſtitute, without his permiſſion, as» 
ove all things, have no difference with 
him, for any, —_— cauſe : on the con« 
trary, endeavour by all ſubmiſſions, and all 
poſſible ſervices, to gain his friendſhip, in 
ſuch ſort, that he may be willing to be 
taught by you, to make the meditations of 
our Spiritual Exerciſes, at leaſt thoſe of 
the firſt week, uſe almoſt the ſame me- 
thod, with all the other Prieſts; if you 
cannot perſwade them to retire for a month, 
according to our cuſtom, enzage them to a 
retreat of ſome few days, and fail not to 
wifit them every day, during that receſs, 
to explicate to them the Subjetts of thoſe 
meditations. 
He cunnands Pay a great reſpe to the Perſon of the 
im to homur : : 
ihe Governar, Governour 3 and make it apparent, by the 
moſt profound ſubmiſſions, how much you 
honour him, Beware of any difference with 
him, on whatſover occaſton ; even though 
you ſhoud obſerve, that he performs not 
his 
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his duty, in matters of importance ; but 
after you perceive, that your demeanour 
has inſtated you in his favour, and good 
graces, go boldly to vifit him: and after 
you have teſtify d the concernment you have 
for his ſafety and his honour, by a princi- 
ple of good will to him, then p 64.4 with 
all modeſty, and ſoftneſs of expreſſion, the 
forrow you have to ſee his Soul and Re- 
putation indanger'd, by what is reported of 
him in the World. 

Then you ſhall make known to him the 
diſcourſe of the People ; you ſhall defire 


him to reflett, on the bad _—_— of 


fach reports ; that they may poſſibly be put 
in writing, and go farther, that he wou'd 
willingly they ſhoud; if he bethinks him 
wot in time, of giving ſatisfattion to the 
Publick. Nevertheleſs, take not this upon 
you, before you are in ſome ſort ſatisfied 
of his good diſpofition, and that it appears 
probable to you, that your or hack = as 
may ſort to good effedt. 

Be yet more cautious in charging your 
ſelf, with bearing to him the complaints of 
particular Perſons, and abſolutely refuſe 
that Commiſſion, by excuſing your ſelf on 
your Evangelical Funitions, which permit 
you not to frequent the Palaces of the 
Great, nor to attend whole days together, 
for the favourable minutes of an Audience, 

B 3 | which 
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which is always difficult to obtain. Tos 
ſhall add, that when you ſhou'd have the 
leiſure to make your Court, and that all 
the doors of the Palace were open to you 
at afl hours, you ſhou'd have little hopes 
of any fruit from your remonſtrances ; and 
that if the Governour be ſuch a man as 
they report, 'he will have ſmall regard to 
You, as being no way touch'd, either with 
* the fear if God, or the duties of his own 
Conſcience. 
Hle gives bim Tou ſhall employ, in the Converſion of 
advice concern- Tyfiels, all the time you have free, from 
n-bgr Eo. your ordinary labours, which indiſpenſably 
i regard Chriſtians. Always prefer thiſe 
Employments, which are of a larger extent, 
to thoſe which are more S—_—_ confin'd. 
According to that Rule, you ſhall never 0+= 
mit a Sermon in publick, to hear a private 
Confeſſion. Tou ſhall not ſet aſide the Ca- 
techifing, which is appointed every day, at 
a certain hour, to viſit any particular per- 
ſon, or for any good work 4 the like nature. 
For the ref, ._ an hour before Catechiſm, 
either you, or your Companion, ſhall go 
zo the places of moſt concourſe in the Town, 
and invite all men with a loud worce, to 
come and hear the expoſition of the Chriſtian 
Dottrine. 

He orders kim Tou ſhall write from time to time, to 

_ ke the Colledge of Goa, what Funitions you

glory, ' what order you keep there, and 


whar bleſſing God gives on your endeavours. 
Have cart; that your Relations be exatt,

But let thoſe 
expreſſions, which are us'd by you, be pro- 
per to move the compaſſion #4 the Faith- 
ful, and to imprint the thoughts of Reli- 
giou, in the bottom of their Souls. Tou 
ſhall alſo defire their Prayers to God, for 
ſuch as are in mortal Sin; that they 
may obtain the grace of coming out of ſo

ancer. Countenance, without ſuffering the leaſt 
ſhadow of choler, or ſadneſs to appear in 
it ; otherwiſe, thoſe who come to viſit you, 
will never open their hearts to you, and 
will not repoſe all that confidence in you, 
which "tis neceſſary they ſhoud have, to 
the end they may profit y yoar diſcourſe : 
ſpeak always with civility and mildneſs, 
even in your reprehenfions, as I have al» 
ready told you, and when you reprove any 
one, do it with ſo much charity, that it 
may be evident, the fault difpleaſes you, 
and not the Perſon. 


He preſcribes On Sundays, and Saints days, you ſhall |

in it, By this means they ſhall accuſtom 
themſelves to a Chriſtian Life, and ſhalt 
come to do of their own accord, by the 
force of Cuſtom, that which they did at 
the firſt, only by the command of their 
Confeſſour. But, foreſeeing, that you can- 
wot have Copies enow for ſo many Peo« 
ple, IT adviſe you, to that Prattice writ- 
ten out in a fair large hand, and expoſe 
it in ſome publick Place, that they who 
are willing to make uſe of it, may read, 
and T, -anſeribe it, at their own conve« 
mience. 

They, who ſhall be defirous of being re- 
ceiv'd into the Society, and whom you ſhaft 
judge to be proper for tt, you may ſend 
them 
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mftrutions, 


touching the 
condut, of ſuch 
as ſhall be re- 
ceiv'd into the 
gaciety, 
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them to Goa, with a Letter, which ſhall 
point out their Deſign, and their Talents 
for it, or elſe you "may. retain them with 
you. Inthis laſt Caſe, after you have caus'd 
them to perform the Spiritual Exerciſes 
for a month together, you ſhall make a 
tryal of them, in ſome ſuch manner, as 
may edify, the People, without expoſing 
them to b ridiculous, Order them, there- 
fore, to ſerve the Sick in the Hoſpitals, 
and to debaſe themſelves to the meaneſt, 
and moſt diſtaſtful Offices, Make them 
wifit the Priſoners, and teach them how 
to give comfort to the miſerable. In fine, 
Exerciſe your Novices, in all the pratti- 
fes of humility, and mortification, but per- 
mit them not to appear in publick, in ex* 
travagant habits, which may cauſe them 
to be derided by the multitude ; ſuffer it 
not, I ſay, far from impoſing it upon them, 
Ingage not all the Novices, indifferently 
to thoſe 


e tryals, which their nature moſt 


abhors; but examine well the ſtrength of 


each, and ſute their mortification to their 
temper, to their education, to the ad- 
wanct they make in Spirituals, in ſuch 
fort, that thz tryal may not be unprofitable, 
but that it may produce its effett, accord- 
ing to that meaſure of grace, which is gji- 
wvew them, If he who died, the Novices, 
bas wot all theſe conſiderations, it will fall 
out, 
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out, that they who were capable of moat i 

a great proficience im Veriue, with 
management, will loſe their courage, and 
go backward, And behdes, thoſe indiſ- 
creet tryals, too difficult for Beginners, 
take off the love of the Maſter from his 
Novices, and cauſe his Diſciples to leſſen 
their confidence in bis direftions. In the 
mean time, whoever forms young People to 
a > Life, ought to leave nothing 


watryd, to bring them to a candid and 


» free diſcovery of their evil inclinations, 


and the ſuggeſtions of the Devil, ' at the 
ſame moment, when they are tempted, for 
without this, they will never be able to 
diſintangle themſelves, from the Snares of 
the Tempter ; never will they arrive to a 
religious perfettion. On the contrary, thoſe 
firſt ſeeds of evil being brooded over, and 
nouriſh'd, as I may ſay, by filence, will in- 
ſenſibly produce, moſt lamentable effetis ; 
even ſo far, "till the Novices come to 
grow weary of reywlar Diſcipline, to nau- 
eate it, and at length throw off the yoke of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and re-plunge themſelves in 
the pollutions of the Vi wy; 

They, amongſt thoſe young men, whom 
you ſhall obſerve, to be moſt ſubjett to vain« 
glory, and delighted with ſenſual pleaſures, 
and other vices, ought to be cur d, in this 
following manner. Make them ſearch for 
reaſons, 
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reaſons, and for proofs, againſt thoſe Yr 
ces, to which they are inclin'd : And when 
they bave found many, help them to com- 
poſe ſome ſhort Diſcourſes on them, Cauſe 
them afterwards to pronounce thoſe Diſ- 
courſes, either to the »-2ple in the Church, 
or in the Hoſpitals, to thoſe who are in a 
way of recovery, ſo as to be preſent at 
them, or in other places; there is reaſon 
to hope, that the things which they bave 
fix'd in their Minds, by conſlant ſkludy, 
and ſtrong application will be at leaſt as 
profitable to themſelves, as to their Au- 
dience. Doubtleſs they will be aſham'd, 
not to profit by thoſe Remedies, which they 
propoſe to others, and to continue in thoſe 
Fices, from which they endeavour to dif- 
fuade their Hearers. Ton ſhall uſe pro- 
portionably the ſame induſtry, towards thoſe 
Sinners, who cannot conquer themſelves ſo 
far, as thry commonly ſay, to put away 
the occaſions of their Sin, or to make re- 
ſlitution of thoſe goods, which they have 
gotten unlawfully, and detain unjuſtly from 
other men. After you have indear'd your 
ſelf to them, by a familiar acquaintance, 
adviſe them to ſay that to their own 
Hearts, which they wow'd ſay to a Friend, 
on the like occaſion, and ingage, as it were 
for the exerciſe of their parts, to deviſe 
ſuch Arguments, as condemn their Attions 
in the prſon of anotber. Some» 
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Sometimes you will ſee before you, 
you are ſeated in the Tribunal of Penance, 
Men, who are inſlav'd to their Pleaſares, 
and their Avarice, whom no motive 
Gods Love, nor thought of Death, nor fear 
of Hell, can oblige 1 away a Miſtreſs, 
or to reſtore ill-gottyn Goods, The only 
means of reducing ſuch people, is to 
threaten them, with the misfortunes of this 
preſent life, which are the only ills they ap- 


rehend.> Declare then to them, that if 


they haſten not to appeaſe Divine Juſtice, 
they ſhall ſuddenly ſuffer confiderable loſſes 
at Sea, and be ill treated by the Gover- 
wours; that they ſhall loſe their Law-Suits, 
that they ſhall languiſh many years in Pri- 
fon, that they ſhall be ſeizt'd with incura« 


2 ble Diſeaſes and reduc'd to extream poverty, 


without any to relieve them;in fine, that they 


* and their Poſterity, becoming infamous, ſhall

Tis true, there imbark'd with him, in © 
the ſame Galley, Emanuel Moralez, and © 
Alphonſo de Caſtro, but it was only that 
the Father might carry them to Malacca, 
from whence both of them were to be 
tranſported to the Molucca's. The Ship, 
which attended the Father at Cochin, © 
being juſt ready to ſet fail, they made £Þ 
but a ſhort ſtay, in that place: but it ?

ſhop, at that time lay dangerouſly Sick, 
and in ſuch an Agony of Soul, as mov 
compaſſion, For having been advertisd 
to put himſelf in condition of giving up 
his Accounts to God, of that Minittry 
which he had exercisd for thirty years, 
and of all the ations of his life, he was 
fo ſtruck with the horrour of immediate 
death, and the diſorders of his life, which 
was not very regular, for a man of his 
Profeſſion, that he fell into a deep Me- 
z lancholly, and totally deſpair d of his 
4 Salvation, He caſt out lamentable cryes, 
'y which aftrighted the hearers ; they heard 
him name his Sins aloud, and deteſt 
them, with a furious regret, not that 

Cc 4 he 
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he might ask Pardon for them, but only | 
to declare their enormity. When they - 
wou'd have ſpoken to him of Gods inft- 
nite mercy, he broke out into a rage, 
and crv d out as loud as he was able, 
thar there was no forgiveneſs for the 
Damn'd, and no mercy in the Bottom- 
lels Pir. The ſick man was told, that 
Father Francis was juſt arrivd ; and was 
ask'd it he ſhou'd not be glad to fee him 2 
Martinez, who formerly had been very 
nearly acquainted with him, ſeem'd to 
breathe anew, at the hearing of that 
name, and ſuddenly began to raiſe him- 
ſelf, to go ſee ( faid he) the man of 
God. But the attempt he made, ferv'd 
only to put him into a fainting Fit. The 
Father, entring at the fame moment, 
found him in it. It had always been his 
cultom, to make his firſt viſit, to the 
Eccleſiaſtical Superiours ; but belides 
this, the ſickneſs of the Vicar, haſten'd 
the Vitit, When the ſick man, was 
come by little and little to himſelt, Xa- 
vier began to ſpeak to him of Eternity, 
and of the conditions requiſite to a Chri- 
ſtian death.

The moſt conſiderable of all, was a 3 
young Gentleman, whoſe name was *X 
Juan Bravo ; who by his noble Birth and 7 
Valour, =_ juſtly hope to raiſe his 3 
fortunes in the World. But he preferring & 
Evangelical Poverty, and Religious Hu- 
mility, before all thoſe earthly expeRta- 
tions, and eſtabliſhments, was juſt then ! 
ready to have taken Ship for Goa, there 
to execute thoſe thoughts, with which 
Heaven had inſpird him, when he was 
inform'd, that Xavier wou'd take Ma- 
lacca in his way. He therefore waited 
for him, and in the mean time livd with 
Perez and 0/iveira, as if he had been al- 
ready 
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ready of the Society. At leaft he con- 
form'd himſelf as much as he was able, 


* to their manners, and habited himſelf 


like them : thatis to ſay, inſtead of rich 
Garments, he put on an old threed-bare 
Caſſock, with which he look'd the World 
in the face, without having yet forſaken 
it. He perform'd the Spiritual Exerci- 
ſes for a month together, and never 
came out of his retirement, but to em- 
ploy himſelf in works of Charity in the 
Hoſpital: There for three months, he 
attended the Sick, living in Poverty, 
and begging his Bread from door todoor, 
even in the ſight of James Sofa his Kinl- 
man, Admiral of the Fleet, which was 
Rigging out for the Molucca's. 

Thelte Tryals oblig'd the Father to re- 
ceive Bravo into the Society, He ad- 
mitred him almoſt immediately, to take 
the firſt Vows, and finding in him an 
excellent foundation, for all the Apoſto- 
lical Vertues, he took care to cultivate 
him ; even fo far, as to leave him in 
writing theſe following Rules, before his 
departure to Japan.

Apoſtle, Francis Xavier, inſtructed the 
young men of the Socicty, and nothing, 
perhaps, cou'd better explain to us, the 
great reſemblance, that was berwixt the 
Souls of Xavier, and [znatius. 
Toe news which At thys time, there came news from Ja» 
Ja _ from pan, and ſome Letters reported, That one 
F of the Kings of that Iſland, had defird 
ſome Irs tobe ſent ro him, by an ex- 
preſs Embaſly to the Viceroy of the Indies. 
That this King had learnt ſomewhat of 
the Chriſtian Law, and rhat a ſtrange ac- 
cident had made him deſirous of knowing

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mote. This accident was related in thoſe 
Letters, after his tollowing manner.

They askd him the 
occaſion of his ont-cry, and why he 
ſhook in that manner: He anfwer'd, 
That he had ſeen a frizhtful Apparition, ſuch 
a one, as Painters uſe t1 draw for the pitture 
of the Devil As this Servant, was not 
thought either faint-hearted, or a liar, 
the FPortuzurſes no longer doubted, what 
was the meaning of all that ratling and 
clutter, which they heard every night; 
to put an end to it, they ſet Croffes in 
all the Rooms, after which they heard 
no more of it. D 8: | 
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The Faponneſes were much ſurpris'd, to 
hear the Houſe was now at quiet : The 
King himſelf, to whom the Portugaeſes | 
had faid, That the Chriſtian Croſs had 
driven away the evil Spirits, admir'd that 
wonderful effet, and commanded Crof- 
ſes to be ſet up in all places, even in his 
own Palaces, and in the High-ways.

They facrifis'd Birds 
to him, and burnt Incenſe in honour of 
him; ajter which they cait Lotts again, 
to know the cauſe ot this difalter which 
had befaln them.

But the Deſigns 
of Men, and Power of Devils, can do 
nothing againſt theDecreesof Providence. 
A contrary Wind broke all the projets 
of the Captain, conſtraining him, in his 
own deſpight, toenter with full Sails in- 
tothe Occan of Japan. And the ſameWind | 
carry'd the Junk of the Pirate, toward 
Cangoxima, the birth-place of Anger, fir- 
nam'd Paul de Sainte Foy, they arriv'd

that the Soil, which is fruitful in Mines 
of Gold and Silver, is not productive of 
much Grain, of any ſort neceſlary to lite, 
for want of cultivation. Without dwel 
ling longer, either on the ſituation or 
nature of the Country, or ſo much as on 
the Cuſtoms and Manners of the Inha- 
bitants, of which, I have already faid 
ſomewhat, and ſhall ſpeak yet farther, 
as my Subject requires it. I ſhall here 
only touch a little on the Government 
and Religion, which of neceſſity arc 
to be known, at the beginning, for 
the underſtanding of the Hiſtory which 
[ write. 


The Eftare of _ Japan was anciently one Monarchy, 


the Gruer nment 


of Japan. 


The Emperour, whom all thoſe Iſles 0- 
bey d, was-calld the Dairy: and was 
deſcended from the Camis, who accord- 
ing to the popular Opinion, came in a 
direct line from the Sun. The firſt Of 
fice of the Empire was that of the Cabo, 
that 1s to ſay, Captain General of the Ar- 
my. For the raiſing of this Dignity, 
which in it felt was ſo conſpicuous, in pro- 

ce!s 
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ceſs of time, the name of Sama was ad- 
ded to that of Cabo; for Sama in their 
Language ſignifies Lord. Thus the Ge- 
neral of Japan, came to be calld Cubo 
Sama. 

Above three hundred years ago, the 
Cubo Sama then being, beholding the 
Scepter of Japan in the hands of a Dairy, 
who was cowardly and effeminate, re- 
volted from him, and got poſſeſſion of 


the Regal Dignity. His deſign was to 


have reduc'd the whole Eſtate under his 
own Dominion: but he was only able 


to make himſelf Maſter of Meaco, where ' 


the Emperour kept his Court, and of 
the Provinces depending on it. The Go- 
vernours of other Provinces, maintain'd 
themſelves in their reſpeive Juriſdictions 
by force of Arms, and ſhook off the 
yoke, as well as he. Inſomuch that the 
Monarchy came to be ſuddenly divided, 
into Sixty ſix Cantons, which all aſſum'd 
the names of Kingdoms. 

Since theſe revolutions, the King of 
Meaco, took the Title of Cubo Sama, and 
he who had been depriv'd of it, ſtill re- 
taind the name of Dairy: and, - except- 
ing only the Power, there was ſtill left 
him all the priviledge of Royalty, in 
conſideration of the Blood of the Cami ; 
his Deſcendants have had alwavs the 


lane 
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Game Title, and enjoy d the fame advan” 
tages. This in general, was the face of 
the Government, in the time of St. Fraw 
cis Xavier: for ſome years afterwards, 
Nabunanga, one of the Neighbour Kings 
to him of Meaco, defeated the Cubo Sama 
ina pitch'd Battle, and follow'd his blow 
with ſo much ſucceſs; that having de- 
ſtroyd all thoſe petty Princes, he reuni- 
ted the whole Empire of Japan, under his 
ſole obedience. 
The Religim of As to what concerns Religion, all the 
the Japonneſes Faponians, excepting ſome few who make 
men ie. +4:, profeſſion of Atheiſm, and believe the 
that Contry, Soul mortal, are Idolaters, and hold the 
tranſmigration of Soulsafter the Doctrine 
of Pythagoras. Some of them pay Dt 
vine Worſhip to the Sun and Moon ; 0» 
thers to the Camis, thoſe Ancient Kings, 
of whom we have made mention, and 
tothe Potoques, the Gods of China. There 
are divers of them who adore ſome kinds 
of Beaſts, and many who adore the Devil 
under dreadful Figures. Beſides theſe, 
they have a certain Myſterious Deiry 
whom they call Amida; and fay this God 
has built a Paradiſe of fuch diſtance from 
the Earth, that the Souls cannot reach it 
under a Voyage of three years. But the 
God Xaca, is he, of whom they report 


the greateſt Wonders ; who ſeems to be 
a 
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a counterfeit of the true Meſftah, ſet up 
by the Devil himſelf, or by his Miniſters, 
For if one wou'd give credit to them, 
Xaca being born of a Queen, who ne- 
ver had the carnal knowledge of Man, 
retir'd into the Deſarts of S;am, and there 
under-went ſevere Penances, to expiate 
the Sins of Men : that coming out of his

- divers Countries, 


"Tis incredible how 
many Temples have 
been built to the ho- 
nour of Amida and 
Xaca : all the Cities 
are full of them, and 


The Six Jeſuites who were ſent to 
Stam in 1685, in their relation »f 
the Religion of the Stamois, which nuch 
reſembles this of Japan, gueſs, with 
more probability, that theſe Opinions were 
the Corruptions of the Doftrine preach'd 
in the Indies by St, Thomas 


their magnificence 1s 

equal totheir number. Nor is it cafie to 
imagine, how far their ſuperſtition carries 
the Worſhippers of theſe two Deities. 
They throw themſelves headlong down 
from Rocks, or bury themſelves alive in 
Caves, and tis ordinary to ſee Barques, 
full of Men and Women, with Stones 
hanging at their necks, and ſinging the 
praiſes of their Gods, after which, they 
caſt themſelves into the Sea. 

For what remains, the Spirit of Lyes, 
has eſtabliſh'd in Japan, a kind of Hie- 
rarchy, not unlike that of tht Carholique 

Chur &. 
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Church. For theſe People have a Chief 
of their Religion, and a kind of Sove- 
raign Prieſt, whom they call Sago. He 
keeps his Court in the Capital Ciry of 
the Empire; and 'tis he who approves 
the Secs, who inſtitutes the Ceremonies, 
who Conſecrates, if I may be allow'd to 
fay fo, the Tundi, who reſemble our Bi- 
ſhops, and whoſe principal Fun&tion, is 
to ordain the Prieſts of Idols, by con- 
ferring on them the power of offering Sa- 
crifice. Theſe Prieſts, who are call'd 
Bonzes, part of them living in Defarts, 
the reſt in Towns, all affect a rigid au- 
ſterity of manners, and are amongſt the 
Faponneſes, what the Brachmans are a» 
mongſt the 7zdians, unleſs that they 
are yet more impious, and greater Hy- 
Pocrites. 
| —_— — To reſume our Hiſtory, immediately 
was the after the arrival of Xavier and his Com- 
Kingef Saxu- panions, Paul de Sainte Foy, whom for- 
x merly we call'd Anger, went to pay his 
duty to the King of Saxuma; on which 
Cangoxtma 1s depending, and whoſe Pa- 
lace is about the diſtance of ſix Leagues 
from it. That Prince who had hereto- 
fore ſhewn great favour to him, receiv'd 
him with much humanity, and with fo 
much the greater joy, becauſe he had 
belicv'd tim dead. This kind reception

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gave Paul de Sainte Foy the confidence 
co petition the King for the pardon of 
that ation, which had occaſion'd his 
departure, and .it was not difficult for 
him to obtain it. 

The King, naturally curious, as the 
Japonians generally are, enquird much 
of him, concerning the Indies ; as what 
” was the nature of the Country, and the hu- 

mour of the People, and whether the Por- 

tugueles were as brave, and as powerful, 
as they were repreſented by common Fame. 

When Paul had fatisfy'd him on theſe 

and the like Particulars, thediſcourſe fell 

on the different Religions in the Zndies, 
and finally on Chriſtianity, which was 
introduc'd by the Portugueſes in India. 
Paul unfolded at large the Myſteries 
of our Faith, and ſeeing with what plea- 
ſure he was heard, produc'd a Tablet of 
the Virgin, hvlding the little Fe/us in 
# her arms. The Tablet was very curious, 
| and Xavier had given it to this Fapox- 
eſe, that he might ſhew it, as occaſion 
offer d. The ſight alone of this excel- 
lent Painting, wrought ſo much upon 
the King, that being touchd with 
thoughts of Piety and Reverence, he ſell 
on his knees, with all his Courtiers, to 
honour the Perſons therein repreſented ; 
which ſeem'd to him, to have an air that 
was more than humane. He 
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He commanded it ſhou'd be car- 
ried to the Queen his Mother. She was | 
alſo charm'd with it, and proſtrated' her 
ſelf by the fame inſtin, with all the La- 
dies of her Train, to falute the Mother 
and the Son. But, as the Japonian Wo- 
men are yet more RP than the 
men, ſhe ask'd a thouſand queſtions con- 
cerning the Bleſſed Yirgin and our Sa- 
wviour, Which gave Pau! the defir'd op- | 
portunity, of relating all the Life of 
Teſus Chriſt; and this Relation fo much 
pleas d the Queen, that ſome few days 
after, when he was upon his return to 
Cangoxima, the ſent one of her Officers 
to have a Copy of the Tablet which ſhe 
had ſeen : but a Painter was not to be 
found to fatisfic her curioſity. She re- 
quir'd that at leaſt ſhe might have an 
abridgment in writing of the chief 
Points of Chriſtianity, and was fatisfy'd 
therein by Paul.

+ ep wrogh Ty inclinations of the Court, thought ear- 
ſrpanten neſtly of making himſelf capable to 
_— preach in the Language of the Country. 
There is but one Language ſpoken 

through all Japan : but that ſo ample, 

and fo full of variety, that in effeQ, it 

may be ſaid to contain many Tongues. 

They make uſe of certain words, and

others in ſtudied compoſitions. The Men 
of quality have a La quite differ- 
ing from the Vulgar. hants and 
Souldiers have a Speech proper to their 
ſeveral Profeſſions, and the Women ſpeak 
a Diale& diſtin&t from any of the reſt. 


* When they treat on-a ſublime SubjeQ, 
” for Example, of Religion, or Afﬀairs of 


State, they ſerve themſelves of particu- 


+ lar terms; and nothing appears more 


incongruous amongſt them., than to 
confound theſe different manners of ex- 
preſſion. ; 
The holy Man had already ſome light 
notions of all theſe Languages, - by the 
communication he had with the three 
Japonian Chriſtians ; but he knew not 
enough to expreſs him with eaſe and 
readineſs, as himfelf acknowledges in his 
Epiſtles, where he fays, that he and his 
Companions, at their firſt arrival, ſtood 
like Statues, mute and motionleſs. He 
therefore apply'd himſelf with all dili- 
gence, tothe ſtudy of the Tongue, which 
he relates in theſe following words. We

And 
we may ſay, that the eaſineſswherewith 
he learnt ſo many Tongues, was almoſt 
equivalent to the lating ift of them.

"> on, appeard to them yet more incredi- 


ble : Infomuch, that ſome of them held 
the Preacher for a Mad-man, and laugh'd 
him to ſcorn. Notwithſtanding whuch, 
the wiſer ſort, -cou'd not let it fink into 
their Belief, that a Stranger, who had 
no Intereſt to deceive them, ſhou'd un- 
=_ ſo many hardſhips and dangers, 
and come fo far, on ſet purpoſe, to cheat 
them with a Fable. In theſe conſidera- 


bs tions, they were deſirous of clearing 
| thoſe doubts, which poſleſs'd them, in 


relation to thoſe Myſteries which they 
had heard, Xavier anſwer'd them fo 
diſtintly , and withal fo reaſonably, 
with the aſſiſtance of Fau/ de Sainte Foy, 
who ſerv'd him for Interpreter, in caſe of 
need, that the greateſt part fatisfy'd 
with his ſolutions, came over to the 
Faith. 

The firſt who defir'd Baptiſe, and re- 
ceivd it, was a man of mean condition, 
deſtitute of the goods of Fortune ; as if 
God willd, that the Church of Fapax 
ſhou'd have the fame Foundations, of 
meanneſs and Poverty, with the Univer» 
ſal Church : the nameof Bernard was gi- 
ven him, and by his Vertue he became 
in proceſs of time 1lluſtrious. 
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In the mean time, Xavier viſited the 


Borza's, and Bonza's, and endeavourd to gain their 3 
endeavnrs 19. g00d-will, being perſuaded, that Chri- 


gain therg. 


ſtianity wou'd make but little progreſs | 
amongſt the people, if they oppos'd the 
preaching of the Goſpel : And on the 0- 
ther ſide, judging that all the World 
wou'd embrace the Law of the true God, 
in caſe they ſhou'd not openly reſiſt it. 
His good behaviour, and frankneſs im- 
mediately gain'd him the favour of their 
Chicf ; he was a man of fourſcore years 
of age, and for a Bonza, a good honeſt 
man : in that eſtimation of Wiſdom, that 
the King of Saxuma, intruſted him with 
his molt important Afﬀairs, and fo well 
versd in his Religion, that he was fir- 
nam'd Ningit, which is to lay, the Heart 
of Truth, But this name was not alto- 
gether proper to him ; and Xavier pre- 
ſently perceiv'd, that the Veillard, knew 
not what to believe, concerning the im- 
mortality of the Soul ; ſaying ſometimes, 
That our Souls were nothing different from 
thoſe of Beaſts ; at other times, That they 
came from Heaven, and that they had is 
them ſomewhat of Divine.

Yet his Arguments

Ningit com- 
mended the Knowledge of the Puropear 
Bonza, ( fo they call'd the Father ) and 
was fatisfy'd, that no man had a deeper 
But he ſtill re- 
main'd doubtful on the buſineſs of Reli- 
ion ; Either out of ſhame to change his 
pinion at that age, or perhaps, becauſe 
thoſe who have doubred all their life, are 
more hard to be convinc'd, than thoſe 
who have never belicy'd at all. 
The eſteem which Ningit had for Xa- 
vier, causd him to be had in great re- 
te with the'reſt of the Bonza's. They 
rd him with applauſe, when he ſpoke 
of the Divine Law, and confeſs'd open- 
ly, Thata man who was come from the 
other end of the World, through. the 
midſt of fo many dangers, to preach a 
new Religion, coud only be inſpir'd by 
the Spirit of Truth, and cou'd propole 
-* a4 but what was worthy of be- 
The Teſtimony of the Boxza's autho- 
risd the preaching of the Goſpel ; but 
their ſcandalous way of living, hinder'd 
them from following our Foly Law. 
Ee 3 Notwith- 
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Notwithſtanding, before the concluſion 7 
of the year, two of them ot leſs corrupt 7 
manners than the-reſt, or more faithtul 2 
to the Grace of Jeſw Chriſt, embrac'd 
Chriſtianity ; and their Example wrought 
fo far upon the Inhabitants of oxima, 
that many of them defir'd; to be bap- 
tisd. | 
Yhe Bonza's Theſe firſt fruits of preaching promis'd | 
riſe againſt bim greater; and the Faith flouriſh'd daily 
more and more in Cangoxima; when a Þ 
Perſecution rais'd, on a ſudden, ruin'd * 
theſe fair expectations, and! ftopt the 
Progreſs of the Goſpel. The, Bonza's, 
ſurpriz'd to ſee the People teady- to for- 
fake the Religion of the Country, open d 
their eyes to their own intereſt, and ma- 
nifeſtly ſaw, that it this new Religion 
were once receiv'd, as they only liv'd 
on the Alms and Offerings which were 
made to their Deities, chey thou be 
wholly depriv'd of their ſubſi They 
judg'd, in conſequence, that this evil 
was to be remedy d, before it grew un- 
curable ; and nothing was to be ſpard, 
tor the rooting out theſe Portagneſe Prea- 
chers. It was then manifeſt, that thoſe 
Religious Idolaters, who at firſt had been 
ſo favourable to Xavjer, now. made open. 
War againſt him. They decry'd him in 
all places, and publickly treazed him as 
an 
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n 7 an Impoſtor, Even fo far they pro- 
t 3 ceeded, that one day as he was Preach» 
- 2 ing, in one of the publick places of the 


City, a Bomza interrupted him in the 
midf of his diſcourſe, and warnd the 
People not to truſt him ; fayiog, That it 
was a Devil, who ſpoke to them m the like- 
neſs of 4 Man. 


wit, and Plain Dealers, came eaſily to 
underſtand the motives of their Prieſts, 
to change their manger of Behaviour, 
and finding intereſt in all they faid or 
did, grew more and more attentive to the 
Doctrine of the Father. 

Some of them upbraided the Borza's, 
that their proper concernments had 
kindled their zeal to fuch an heighth : 
that Religion was not to be defended by 
caluninies, and affronts, bat by ſolid Ar» 
guments. That if the DoQtrine of rhe 
Exropean was falſe, why did they not de- 
monſtrate clearly the falſhood of it; 
that for the reſt, it was of little confe- 
quence, whether this new Preacher was 
a Demon or a Man; and that truth was 
to be receiv d, whoſoever brought it: 
that after all, he liv'd with great au- 
ſterity, and was more to be credited tt an 
any of them, Ec 4 Ia 
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| This outrageouſneſs of the Bonza's 1 py, 
faild of the ettet which they defir'd ; ſacred mr i 
the. Zaporians, who are naturally men of (jt Vnteri«- 
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In efftet, Xavier for the edification 
of the People, who commonly judge by 
appearances of things, abſtain'd entirely 
both from Fleſh and Fiſh. Some bitter 
Roots, and Pulſe boyl'd in water, were 
all his nouriſhment, in the midſt of his 
continual labours. So that he praQtisd 
rigorouſly, and litterally, that abſtinence 
of which the Bonza's make profeſſion, 
or rather that which they pretend to 
praQtiſe. And he accuſtom'd himſelf to 
this immediately, upon what Paul 
de Sainte Foy had told him, that it 
wou'd look ill if a Religious Chriſtian, 
ſhou'd live with leſs auſterity, than the 
_— of Idols ſhou'd in their courſe of 
Life. 

The wonders which God wrought, by 
the Miniſtration of his Servant, gave 
farther confirmation to the Chriſtian 
Law. The Saint walking out one day up- 
the Sea ſhore, mer certain Fiſhers, who 
were ſpreading their empty Nets, and 
complain'd of their bad fortune. He had 
pity on them, and after making ſome 
ſhort Prayers, he advis'd them to Fiſh 
once more. They did ſo, on his word, 
and took ſo many Fiſh, and of ſuch 
ſeveral forts, that they cou'd hardly 
draw their Nets. They continued their 
Fiſhing for ſome days after, with the 


ſame 
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fame ſucceſs ; and what appears more 
wonderful, the Sea of Cazgoxima, which 
was ſcarce of Fiſh, from that time for- 
ward had great plenty. 

A Woman, - who had heard reports 
of the Cures which the Apoſtle had made 
in the /rdies, brought him' her lictle 
Child, who was ſwell'd over all the 
Body, even to deformity. Xavier took 
the Infant in his arms, look'd on him 
with eyes of pity, -and pronounc'd thrice 
over him theſe words, God bleſs thee ; 
after which, he gave the Child back 
to his Mother, ſo well, and beautiful, 
that ſhe was tranſported with joy and ad- 
miration. | 

This Miracle made a noiſe about the 
Town; and gave occaſion to a Leper, 
to hope a cure for his Diſeaſe, which he 
had ſought in vain for many years. Not 
daring to appear in publick, becauſe his 
uncleanneſs had excluded him from the 
Society of men,, and made him loath- 
ſome to all Companies ; he ſent for Xa» 
vier, Who at that time happen'd to- be 
ingag'd in buſineſs, and cou'd not come; 
but deputed one of his Companions to 
viſit him ; giving order to ask him thrice, 
if he was content to believe in Chriſt, 
in caſe he ſhou'd be heal'd of his 
fie; and thrice to make the ſign of the 
Crols 
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Croſs over him, if he promis'd conſtantly 
co embrace the Faith. All things paſsq 
| to the Commiſſion of the Fa 
ther: the Leper obligd himſelf to be. 
come a Chriſtian upon the recovery. of 
his health ; and the ſign of the-Crofs was 
no fooner made over him, but his whole 
body became as clean, as if he had'never 
been infeted with Leproſy. The ſud- 
denneſs of the Cure, wrought in him to 
believe in. Chriſt, without farther dif. 
ficulty, and his lively Faith brought him 
haſtily to Baptiſm. 


M raiſes « © But the moſt celebrated Miracle which 


Xavier wrought in Cangoxima, was the 
RefurreQtion of a young Maid of Quya- 
firy. She died inthe flower ofher youth, 
4nd her Father who lov'd her tencleny; 
was ready to go diſtrated with his. lo 
Being an Idolater, he had no ſourſe of 
comfort remaining for his afflition, and 
his Friends, who carhe to condole with 
him, inſtead ofeaſing, did but aggravate 
hisgrief ; two new Chriſtians, who came 
to him, before the Burial of his 
Davghter, advisd him to ſcek his remedy 
from the holy man, who wrovght ſuch 
Wonders, and beg her life of him, with F 
ſtrong aſlurance of ſucceſs. 
The Heathen, perſwaded by theſe new 
Believers, that nothing was impoſlible -

The Idolater, who expected that the 
Saint, wou'd have accompanied him to 
his houſe, and there call'd upon the name 
of his God, over the Body of his Daugh- 
ter, thought himſelf ill usd, and cheated, 
and went- away diflatisfy'd, But before 
he had walk'd many ſteps homeward, he 
ſaw one of his Servants, who tranſported 
with joy, cried out aloud to him, at a 
diſtance, that his Daughter liv'd. Soon 
aſter this, his Daughter came her ſelf to 
$ meet him, and related to her Father, that 

her Soul was no” ſooner. departed from 
her Body, but it- was ſeiz'd by two ugly 
tiends, who wou'd have thrown her

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headkong into a Lake of Fire ; but that 
two unknown Perſons, whoſe Counte- 
nances were venerably modeſt, ſnatchiq 
her out of the gripe of her two Executi. 
oners, and reſtor'd her to life, but in what 
manner the cou'd nor tell. . 

The Faponian, ſuddenly apprehended, 
who were the two Perſons concern'd in 
her Relation, and brought her ſtraight 
to Xavier, to acknowledge the miracu- 
lous favour ſhe had receiv'd. - She no 
ſooner caſt her eyes on him, andon Fer. 
wandez, than ſhe cry'd out, Behold my 
two Redeemers! and at the ſame time, 
both ſhe, and her Father defir'd Baptiſm, 
Nothing of this nature had: ever been 
ſeen in that Country : no Hiſtory:ever 
made mention that the Gods of; Japas 
had the power of reviving the dead. - So 
that this Reſurrection, pave the People 
a high conception of Chriſtianity, and 
made famous the” name of Father 
Aavier. 

But nothing will make more evident 
how much a Favourite he was to Hea- 
ven, and how prevalent with that God, 
whom he declar'd, than that exemplary 
Judgment, with which Divine Juſtice, 
puniſh'd the bold impiety of a man, who 
either carried on by his own + madneſs, 


or exaſperated by that of the Bonza's, a 
Y 
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day raild at him, with foul injurious 
Language. 'The Saint ſuffer'd it with 
his. accuſtom'd mildneſs, and only faid 
theſe words to him, with ſomewhat a 
melancholly Countenance, ho pefres 
our Mouth. Immediately the Miſcreant 
felt his tongue eaten with a Cancer, and 
there iſſued out of his mouth a purulent 
Matter, mix'd with Worms, and a ſtench

plaint 
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plaint to the King, of the King himſelf, 
on the part of their Country Deities, 
The moſt conſiderable of the Bonza's hy 
ving been eleted, in a general Allem. 
bly tor this Embaſſy, went to the Prince, 
and told him, with an air rather threat. 
ning than ſubmiſſive, that they came 
in te name of Xaca and Amida, and 
the other Deities of Fapan, to demand o 
him, into what Country he wou'd bs 
niſh them 2 that the Gods were looking 
out for new habitations, and other Tem 
ples, ſince he drove them ſhamefully out 
of his Dominions, or rather out of theirs, 
to receive in their ſtead a er God, 
who uſurps to himſelf Divine honours, 
and will neither admit of a Superiour, 
nor an Equal. They added haughtily, 
that 'tis true he was a King ; but what 1 
kind of King was a profane Man > wasit 
for him to be the Arbiter of Religion, 
and to judge the Gods 2 what probability 
was there too, that all the Religions of 
Fapan ſhou'd err, and the moſt prudent 

the Nation be deceiv'd after the run 
of ſo many Ages? what wou'd Poſterity 
ſay, when they ſhou'd hear that the King 
of Saxuma, who held his Crown from 4 
mida and Yaca, overthrew their Alrars, 
and gdepriv'd them of the honours, which 
they had fo long enjoy'd 2 but uy 

wou 
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wou'd not the Neighbouring Provinces 
attempt, to revenge the injury done to 
heir Divinities? that all things ſeem'd 
lawful to be done, on ſuch occaſions ; 
and the leait he had to fear, was a civil 
ar, and that ſo much the more bloody, 
becauſe it was founded on Religion. 
The ConjunCture in which the Bow The King of 
zd's found the King, was favourgble to Saxuma, 5 
>m. It was newly told him, that the m—_a_ 
hips of Portugal, which uſually landed Chriſtians. 
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t Cangoxima, had now bent their courſe 
o Firando, and was extreamly troubled 
at it ; not only becauſe his Eſtates thou'd 
eceive no more advantage by their 
Trade, but alſo becauſe the King of F 
rando, his Enemy, wou'd be the only 
gainer by his loſs. As the good-will which 
> ſhewd in the beginning to Father 
avier, had ſcarce any other Principle 
but Intereſt, he grew cold to him imme- 
ately after this ill news ; and this cold- 
neſs, made hinpincline to hearken tothe 
Bonza's. He granted all they demanded 
of him, and torbad his SubjeRs on pain 
of death, to become Chriſtians, or to 
forſake the old Religion of their Coun- 
rey. 
Whatſoever good inclinations there 
were in the People to receive the Goſpel, 
theſe new Edits hinder'd thoſe of Cam 


goxima, 
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goxima, from any farther Commerce 
with the three Religious Chriſtians ; { 
eaſily the favour or diſpleaſure of the 
Prince, can turn the People, * 

They, notwithſtanding, whoſe hear 
the Almighty had already touch'd, and 
who were Baptis'd, far from being want: 
ing to the grace of their Vocation, were 
more increas'd in Faith, not exceeding 
the number of an hundred; they found 
themſelves infinitely acknowledging to 
the Divine Mercy, which had elected 
them to compoſe this little Flock. Per- 
ſecution it ſelf augmented their fervour; 
and all of them declard to Father X« 
vier, that they were ready to ſuffer By 
niſhment, or Death, for the honour ol} 
our Saviour, | 

The Saint for- Though the Father was nothing doubt 
ez ful of their Conſtancy, yet he wou'd 
leaves them, fortifie them by good Diſcourſes, before 
he left a Town and Kingdom, where 
there was no farther hdþe of extending 
the Chriſtian Faith. For which reaſon 
he daily aſſembled them ; where having 
read ſome paſlages of Scripture, Tran 
ſlated into their own Language, and 
ſuitable to the preſent condition of that 
Infant Church, he explain'd to them 
ſome one of the Myſteries of our $a 
vaour's Life ; and his Auditours ny 
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fill'd with the interiour Unctions of the 
Holy Spirit, that they interrupted his 
ſpeech at every moment, with their 
ſighs and tears. | 

He had causd divers Copies of his 


more ample Expoſition of the Creed, 
and added ſundry ſpiritual Inſtructions, 
with the Life of our Saviour, which he 
entirely .

The news which 
came, that the Portugaeſe Veſlels, which 
came lately to Fapan, had taken their 
way to Frrando, causd Xavier to go 
thither; and the ll Intelligence betwixt 
the two Princes, gave him hopes that the 
King of Firando, wou'd give him and his 
two Companions a good reception. 
They happen'd upon a Fortreſs on 
their way, - belonging to a Prince calld 
Ekandono, who. was Vaſial to the King 
of Saxwma, It was fituate on the heighth 
of a Rock, and defended by ren great 
Baſtions. A ſolid Wall, incompaſsd it, 
with a wide and deep Ditch, cut through 
the middle of the Rock. Nothing =

teaching immediately the true Religion, 
and the ways of Eternal Life. The At- 
tendants of the Prince, and Souldiers of 
the Garriſon, who were preſent, were fo 
movd, both by the Sandtity, which 
ſhone in the Apoſtles Countenance, and 
by the truth which beam'd out in all 
his words, that after the clearing of their 
doubts, ſeventeen of them at once de- 
Ffz manded 
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manded Baptifm: -and the Father Chri- 
ſten'd them in preſence of the Towo ( fo 
the Japonneſe call the Lord or Prince of 
any particular place.) The reſt of them 
were poſlels'd with the fame deſire, and 
had receiv'd the fame favour, if Etands- 
no had not oppos'd it by reaſon of ſtare, 
and con to his own inchnations, 
for fear of ſome ll Conſequerices from 
the King of Sax«ma : For in his heart he 
acknowledg'd Feſus Chriſt, and permit- 
ted Xavier privately to Baptiſe hus Wite, 
and his Eldeft Son.

new Chriſtians prudence, Xavier committed the new 
of the Cajtle, Chriſtians to his care, and put into his 


hands the form of Baptiſm in writing ; the 
Expofition of the Creed, the Epitome of our 
Saviour s Life, the ſeven penitential Pſalms, 
the Letanies of the Saints, and a Table of 
Saints-days, as they. are Celebrated in the 
Church. He himſelf ſet apart a place 
in the Palace, proper for the Aſſemblies 
of the Faithful, and appointed the Stew- 
ard to call together as many of the Pa- 
£ans 
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gans as he coud, to read both to the 
one and the other fort, ſome part of 
the Chriſtian Doctrine every Sunday, 
to cauſe the Penitential Pſalms to be ſung 
on every Friday, and the Letanies every 
day. The Steward punQtually perform'd 
his Orders, and thoſe ſeeds of Piety grew 
up ſo faſt, that ſome few years after, Lowis 
Almeyda found above an hundred Chri- 
ſtians in the Fortreſs of Ekandono, all of 
an orderty and innocent converſation ;

Moſt ot them laugh'd ar the Preacher, 
and ſcorn'd the Myſteries of Chriſtianity. 
Some few indeed, grew tender at the 
hearing of our Saviour's Suffterings, even 
ſo far as to ſhed Tears, and theſe Moti- 
ons of Compaſſion diſpos'd their Hearts to 
a belicf ; but the number of the Ele was 
inconſiderable: for the time pre-ordain'd 
for the Converſion of that People, was 
not yet come, and was therefore to be 
attended patiently.

Neither did he reſt fatisfy'd with 
this Royal Alms he drew what he con'd 
alſo, from his Friends at Goa, and Malac- 
ca. And it was a faying of his, That the 
more theſe new Converts were deſtitute of 
worldly goods, the more fuccour they de+ 
fervd: That their Zeal was worthy the pri

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was not a Chriſtian in Japan, who wou'd nat 
chuſe rather to loſe his life, than forfeit the

The Journey from Amanguchi to Mea | 
co, is not leſs than fiften days, when the 
ways are good, and the ſeaſon conveni- 
ent for travelling, __ the ill weather 
lengthen'd it to our four Travellers, 
who made two months of it ; ſometimes 
croſſing over rapid Torrents, ſometimes F 
over Plains and Forreſts thick with Snow, 
climbing up the Rocks, and rowling 
down the Precipices. Theſe extream la 
bours put Father Xavier into a Fever, 
from the firſt moneth, and his ſicknels Þ 
forc'd him to ſtop a little at Sacay. But Þ 
he woud take no remedies, and ſoon af- Þ 
ter put himſelf upon his way. 

That which gave them the greateſt F 
trouble, was, that Bernard, who was Þ 
their guide, moſt commonly miſled them, 
Being'one day loſt in a Forreſt, and not 
knowing what Path to follow, they met 
a Horſeman who was going towards 
Meaco ; Xavier follow'd him, and offer'd 
to carry his Male, if he wou'd help to dif- 
ingage them from the Foreſt, and ſhew 
them how to avoid the dangerous pallages, 
The Horſmanaccepted Xavier's offer, but 
trotted on at a round rate; ſo that the 


Saint was conſtrain'd to run after him,and 
the 
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the fatigue laſted almoſt all theday. His 
Companions follow'd him at a large di- 
ſtance, and when they came up to the 
place, where the Horſeman had left him, 
they found him fo ſpent, and over-la- 
bour'd, that he cou'd ſcarcely ſupport him- 
ſelf, The Flints, and Thorns, had torn his 
Feet,and his Legs were ſwell'd,ſo that they 
broke out in many places: All theſe in- 
conveniences hinder'd him not from going 
forward. Hedrew his ſtrength from the 
Union he had with God,continually pray- 
ing from the morning to the evening; and 
never interrupting his Devotions, but on- 
ly to exhort his Friends to Patience. 

In paſſing through the Towns and 


chiſm, to the People, who gather'd about 
him : For the moſt part they only laugh'd 
at him; and the little Children cry'd af-

thence he took occaſion to tell them, That 
as they never had any knowledge of the tru 
God, ſo they never were able to expreſs hi 
name: That * the Portugueſes, who Knew 
him, call'd him Deos: and he repeated 
that word with ſo much Action, and 
ſuch a tone of Voice, that he made even 
_ the Pagans ſenſible, what Veneration wa 
due to that Sacred Name. Having pub 
lickly condemn'd, in two ſeveral Towns, 
the falſe Sets of Japan, and the enor- 
mous Vices reigning there, he was drawn | 
by the Inhabitants without the Walls 
where they had refoly'd to ſtone him. 
But when they were beginning to take 
up the Stones, they were overtaken by 
a violent and fudden ſtorm, which con: 
ſtrain'd them all to betake themſelves to 
flight : The holy man continu'd in the 
midſt of this rack of Heaven, with flaſh 
es of Lightning darting round about him, 
without loſing his habitual tranquility; 
bur adoring thatDivine Providence,which 
fought ſo viſibly in his favour. He

his three Companions, in February, 1551. —_— 
The name of that celebrated Town, fo uyrefcaby. 


widely ſpread, for being the Seat of Em- 
pire and Religion, where the Caboſama, 
the Dairy, and the Saſo kept their Court, 
fem'd. ro promiſe great matters to Fa- 


| ther Xavier; but the effeR did not an- 


fer the appearances: Meaco, which in 
the Japomian Tongue, ſignifies a thing 
worth ſeeing, was no more than the ſha- 
dow of what formerly it had been: fo 
terribly Wars and Fires had laid it waſte. 
On every fide Ruines were to be beheld, 
and the prefent condition. of Afﬀairs, 
threatn'd it with a total deſtruction. All 
the Neighbouring Princes, were com- 
bin'd together againſt the Cuboſama, and 
nothing was to be heard but the noiſe of 
Arms. 

The Man of God endeavour'd to have 
gaind an Audience from the Cuboſama, 
and the Dayri, but he cou'd not compals 
it. He cou'd not ſo much as get admit- 
tance to the Saſo, or High-Prieſt of the 
Japonian Religion. To procure him thoſe 
Audiences, they demanded no lefs than 
an hundred thouſand Caix's, which a- 
mourit to {ix hundred French Crowns ; 
and the Father had it not to give. De- 
ſpairing of doing any good, on that fade, 
Gg 2 he 
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he preach'd in the publick places, by 
that Authority alone, which the Al. 
mighty gives his Miſſioners : As the 
Town was all in confuſion, and the 
Thoughts of every man taken up with 
the reports of War, none liſten'd to him, 
or thoſe who caſually heard him in paf- 
ſing by, made no reflections on What he 
ſaid. | 

He departs Thus after a fortnights ſtay at Meacy, 

frm Meaco 19 to no purpoſe, ſeeing no appearance of 

ones og making Converts amidt the diſturbance 
of that place, he had a ſtrong impullte of 
returning to Amangachi, without giving 
for loſt,all the pains he had taken at Meaco; 
not = becauſe of his great ſufferings, 
and ſufferings are the gains of Gods A- 
poſtles, but alſo, becauſe at leaſt he had 
preach'd Chriſt Jeſus in that place ; that 
is to ſay, in the moſt Idolatrous Town of 
all the Univerſe, and open'd the paſſage 
for his Brethren, whom God had fore 
appointed in the years following, there 
to eſtabliſh Chriſtianity, according to the 
Revelations which had been given him 
concerning It, 

He imbark'd on a River which falls 
from the adjoining Mountains, and waſh: 
ing the foot of the Walls of Meaco diſem- 
bogues it ſelf afterwards into an Arm of 
the Sea, which runs up towards Sacay. 

Being 
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Being in the Ship, he cou'd not turn off 
his Eyes from the ſtately Town of Mea- 
co; and, as Fernandez tells us, often ſung 
the beginning of the 113th Pſalm, Iu exi- 
tu Iſrael de Agypto, domus Jacob de po- 
ulo Barbaro, &c. whether he conſider d 
imſelf as an //raelite, departing out of a 
Land of Infidels, by the command - of 
God, or that he look'd on that barbarous 
people, as one day deſtin'd to be the; 
people of God, As for what remains, 
perceiving that Preſents are of great 
force to introduce Foreigners ' to the- 
Princes of Japan, he went from Sacay to 
Firando, where he had left what the 
Viceroy of the Indies, and the Gover- 
nour of Malacca had oblig'd him to carry 
with him to Fapar, that is to ſay, a lit- 
tle ſtriking Clock, an Inſtrument of ve- 
ry harmonious Muſick, and ſome other 
trifles, the value of which conſiſted on- 
ly in the workmanſhip, and rarity. 
Having alſo obſerv'd, That his ragged 
Habit had ſhock'd the Faponneſes, who 
judge by the out-ſide of the man, and 
who hardly vouchſafe to hear a man ill 
cloath'd, he made himſelf a new Gar- 
ment, handſome enough, of thoſe Alms 
which the Portwgneſes had beſtow'd on 
him; being verily perſwaded, that an A- 
poſtolick Man, ought to make himſelf all 
Gg 3 ro 
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to all; and that to gain over worldly 
men it was ſometimes neceſſary to con- 
form himſelf a little to their weaknels. 

Being come to Amangachi, his Preſents 
made his way for an Audience from the 
King, and procur'd him a favourable Re- 
ception. Oxindono, who admir'd the 
workmanſhip of Europe, was not fatis- 
fyd with thanking the Father in a very 
obliging manner, but the ſame day ſent 
him a large ſum of Money, by way of 
gratification ; but Xavier abſolutely re- 
tusd it, and this very denial gave the 
King a more advantageous Opinion of 
him. Fow different (ſaid Oxindeno) is 
this European Bonza, from our covetous 
Prieſts, who love Money with ſo much gret- 
dineſs, and who mind nothing but their 
worldly Intereſt ! 


He obtains per- On the next morning Xavier preſen- 
miſſion topreach ted to the King the Letters of the Gover- 


nour, and of the Biſhop of the Tadies; 
in which the Chriſtian Faith was much 
extolld; and defir'd him, inſtead of al 
other favours, to grant him the permill:

oyage. The King increaſing his admi 
ration at the Father's Generolity, grant 
ed him by word of Mouth, and alſo by 
2 publick Edi, to declare the ne 
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God. The Edi was ſet up at the turn- 
iwgs of Streets, and in publick places of 
the Town. It contain'd -a free tolerati- 
on for all perfons to profeſs the European 
Faith, and forbad on grievous ORR 
any hindrance, or moleſtation tothe new 
Bonza's, in the exerciſe of their FunCti- 
ONS. 

Beſides this, Oxindoyo afſfign'd them for 
their Lodgings, an old Monaſtry of the 
Bomza's, wich was difinhabited. They 
were no ſooner eſtablifh'd in it, thangreax 
numbers of people reſorted to them. 
Some out of Policy, and to pleaſe the 
King, others to obſerve their carriage, 
and to pick faults in it, many out of G - 


riofity, and to learn ſomething that was . 


new. All in general proposd their 
doubts, and diſputed with ſo much ve- 
hemence, that moſt of them were out of 
breath. The Houſe was never empty, 
and theſe perpetual viſits, took up all the 
time of the man of God.

He explains himſelf on this Subjedt, 7% = 
and almoſt complains, in the Letters Ji, Pt 
which he writes to Father /znatius, con- Mifioner to Ja- 


cerning his Voyage of Japan. For after ?** 


he had mark'd out to him the Qualitics 
which were requiſite in a Labourer of 
the Society, proper to be ſent thither, 
That he ought in the firfl place to be a 
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perfon of unblamable Converſation, and that 
the Japonneſes wou'd eafily be ſcandaliz'd, 
where they cou'd find occaſion for the leaſt 
reproach, that moreover he ought to be of 
no leſs Capacity than Vertue, becauſe Ja- 
pan is alſo furniſh'd with an infinite num- 
ber of her own Clergy-men, profound in Sci 
ence, and not yielding up any point in diſ- 
pute without being firſt convinced by demon: 
ftrative reaſons; that yet farther it wa 
neceſſary, that a Miſſioner ſhou'd come pre- 
par'd, to endure all manner of wants and 
hardſhips, that he muſt be endu'd with an 
heroick Fortitude to encounter continual dan 
gers, and death it felf in dreadful torments, 
in caſe of need: Having, I ſay, ſet theſe 
things forth, and added theſe expreſs 
words in one of his Letters, / write to 
Father Simon; and in his abſence to the 
Reftour of Coimbra, That he ſhall ſend 
bither only ſuch men as are known and ap- 
—_— by your holy Charity, he continues 
thus ; 

Theſe Labourers in the Goſpel muſt ex 
pet to be much more croſs d in their under- 
taking than they imagine; they will be 
w-ary d out with viſits, and by troubleſome 
Queſtions every hour of the day, and half 
the night. They will be ſent for inceſſant- 
by to the Houſes of the Great, and will ſome- 
times want leiſure to ſay their Prayers, or

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to make their recollettions, Perhaps. alfo 
BY they will want time, to ſay their Maſs or 
their Breviary : or not have enough, for 
"I their repaſt, or even for their natural re- 
poſe. For it is incredible, ' how .importu- 
nate theſe Japonians are, eſpecially in re+ 
ference to Strangers, of whons they make 
no reckoning, but rather make their ſport 
of them, What therefore will become of 
I them, when they riſe up againſt their Sects, 
and reprebend their Vices? yet theſe impor- 
| BY twnities became pleaſing to Father Xavier, 
; BY and afterwards produc d a good effett. As the 
Japonneſe are of docible and reaſonable 
minds, the more they preſs'd him in dif- 
pute, they underſtood the truth the more. 
So that their doubts being, ſatisfy d, they

The Worder 
was, that after he had heard all their fe 
veral demands, he anfwer'd them in few 
words, _— theſe words, being mul. 
iply'd in their ears, by a vertue all Di. 
opy ave them bd md what 
they defird to know, as if he had an- 
ſwerd each of them in particular : They 
tly took notice of this Prodigy, 
were ſo much amaz'd at it, that 
they look'd on one another like men di- 
ſtrated, and regarded the Father with 
admiration , as not knowing what to 
think or fay. But as clear ſighted, and 
able as they were, for the moſt part, they 
cou'd not coneive that it was above the 
m of nature. They aſcrib'd it to 
not what ſecret kind of Science, 
which they imagin'd him only to poſlefs. 
For which reaſon, Father Cozmo de Tor- 
rez, being return'd from Firando to 4- 
manguchi, the Bonza's ſaid, This man is 
not endu'd with the great knowledge 
of Father Francis, wt, om the art of re- 
folving many doubts with one onely an- 
ſwer. 
The proceſs of the Saints Canonifa- Þ 
tion, makes mention of this Miracle ; 
and Father Antonio Quadros, who travel'd 


to Japan four years after Father Xavier, 
writes

cial of Portugal: theſe are his words,* A 
Japemue inform'd me, that he had ſeen 
ec 


Miracles, wrought by Father Xa- 
© ier in his Country. He wade a Perſon 
*palk, and ſpeak, who was Dumb, and taken 
with the Palſey. He gave voice to another 
tute : And hearing to one that was deaf. 
"This Faponian alſo told me, that Father 
© Yavier © was eſteem'd in Japan, for the 
*molt can. of Europe; and that 
the other Dn _ pn. were 

nothing to hi they cou'd an- 
{wer but one Idolater at T —_ but 
*that Father Xaujer by one only word, 
Jecided ten or twelve queſtions. When 
7 told him, that this might probably hap- 

n, becauſe thoſe quettions were alike, 
he aſlurd me. it was not ſo; but that on 
"the contrary, they were very different. 
*He added, laſtly, that this was no extra- 
*ordinary thing with him, but a common 
practice. 

When Xavier and his Companion 
Fernandez were a little diſingag'd from 
theſe importunities, they ſet themſelves 
on preaching twice a day, in the pub- 
lick places of the Town, in deſpight of 
the Bonza's, Thcre were ſeven or cight 
Religions in Amavguchi, quite oppolite 
to each other; and every'one of them 

had

had many Proſelytes, who defended their 
own as beſt. Inſomuch that theſe Box- 
za's, Who were heads of Parties, had'ma- 
ny ' diſputes amongſt themſelves ; - but 
when once the Saint began to publiſh 
the Chriſtian Law, all the Secs united 
againſt their common Enemy. Which 
notwithſtanding they durſt not openly 
declare, againſt a man who was favour'd 
by the Court, and who ſeem even to 
themſelves to have ſomewhat in him, 
that was more than humane. 

At this time God reſtor'd to Father 
Xavier the gift of Tongues, which had 
been given him in the /rdzes, on divers 
occaſions; for without having ever learnt 
the Chineſe Language, he preach'd every 
day to the Chineſe Merchants, who Tra- 
dedat Amangachi, in their Mother-tongue, 
there being great numbers of them. He 
preachd in the-Afternoon to the FJapo- 
mans in their Language, but fo natu- 
rally, and with ſo much eaſe, that he 
cou d not be taken for a Foreigner. 

The force of truth, againſt which 
their DoRtours cou'd oppoſe nothing that 
was reaſonable in their diſputations ; the 
novelty of three Miracles which we 
have mention'd, and of many others, 
which Xavier wrought at the ſame time, 
his innocent and rigid life, the Divine 
Siprit 
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Spirit- which enliven'd his Diſcourſes ; 
all theſe together made ſo great an im- 
preſſion on their hearts, that in leſs than 
two months time, more than five hun- 
dred Perſons were Baptisd. The greateſt 
part, men of quality and learning ; who 
had examin'd Chriſtianity to the bottom, 
and who did not render up themſelves 
for any other reaſon, than for that they 
had nothing farther to oppoſe. 


It was wonderful, according to the , 


report of the Saint himſelf, to obſerve 
that there was no other ſpeech but of 
Feſus Chriſt, through all the Town; and 
that thoſe who had moſt eagerly fought 
againſt the Chriſtian Law in their Diſ- 
putes, vvere now the moſt ardent to de- 
tend it, and to practiſe it with moſt 
exacneſs. All of them were tenderly 
afteRionate to the Father, and were &« 
ver loath to leave his Company. They 
took delight in making daily queſtions 
to him, concerning the Myſteries of 
Faith, and 'tis unſpeakable what invvard 
refreſhments they found, in ſeeing that 
all was Myſterious even in the moſt or- 
dinary Ceremonies ; as for example, in 
the manner wherewith the Faithful ſign 
themſelves with the Croſs. 
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in a Letter, which he direQted ſome time 
after to the Jeſaites in Exrope —— Though 
my hairs are already become all hoary, ſays 
he to them, 7 ans more vigorous, and r1- 
buſt than T ever was : for the pains which 
are taken, to Cultivate a reaſonable Nati, 
which loves the Truth, and which covers t 
be ſaid, afford me matter of great jo, 
T have not, in the courſe of all my life, re 
ceivd a greater ſatisfattion, than at A 
manguchi; where multitudes of People 
came to hear me, by the Kings permiſſion. 
IT ſaw the Pros of their Bonza's over 
thrown, and the moſt inflam'd Enemies if 
the Chriſtian Name, ſubjefted to the hum 
lity of the Goſpel. I ſaw the tranſports 
joy in thoſe new Chriſtians, when afte 
aving, vanguiſh'd the Bonza 's in diſput, 
they return d in Triumph. I was not tt 
ſatisfy 'd, to ſee their diligence in labourin 
to convince the Gentiles, and vying with 
each other in that undertaking ; with the 
delight they took in the relation of their 
Conqueſts ; and by what arguments and 
means they brought them over, and ho 
they rooted out the Fleathen Superſtition, 
all theſe particulars gave me ſuch abundant 
joy, that I loſt the ſence of my own afflitti- 
ons. Ah, might it pleaſe Almighty God, 
that as I call to my remembrance, thoſe con 
folations which I have receiv'd from the 
Fountan 
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Fountain of all mercies, in the midſt of my 
labours, I might not only make a recital 
of them, but give the __—_ alſo, and 
cauſe them to be felt and confider'd as they 
ht by our Univerfities of Europe, I am 
ord. that many young, men, who 
there, wou'd come hither to employ all t 
ſtrength of their parts, and vigour of their 
minds, in the Converſion of an Tdolotrous 
Peaple, had they once taſted thoſe heavenly 
refreſhments, which accompany our Labours. 


Theſe inward delights of God's Ser- 1; occafow 
vant, were not yet ſo pure, but that” 


ſome bitterneſs was intermix'd. He was ** 
not without ſorrow for Oxindono wag ” a 
Amanguchi ; who, though perſwaded of 
the excellence of Chriſtianity, was re- 
tain'd in Tdolatry by carnal pleaſures. 
And for Neatondono, firſt Prince of the 
Kingdom, who having noble and ver- 
tuous inclinations, might have prov'd 
the Apoſtle of the Court, it ſome trivial 
Reaſons had not hinder'd him from be- 
coming a Chriſtian, He, and the Prin- 
ceſs his Wife, reſpefted Xavier as their 
Father, and even honour'd him as a 
Saint. They alſo lov'd the Faithful, and 
fuccour'd them in all their needs. They 
{poke of our Faith in terms of great ve- 
neration: but having founded many 
Monaſteries of Bomza s, it troubled them 

as 
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as they faid, to loſe the fruit of cha- 
rity ; and thus the fear of being fruſtra- 
ted, of I know not what rewards, which 
the Boxza's promisd them, caus'd them 
to negle&t that eternal recompence, of 
which the holy man aſſur'd them. 

But how powerful ſoever the exam- 
ples of Princes is uſually in matters of 
Religion, yet on all ſides Chriſtianity 
wasembrac'd; andan action of Yaviers 
Companion did not a little contribute, 
to the gaining over of the moſt ſtubborn, 
Fernandez -preach'd in one of the moſt 
frequented places of the Town : and 
mongſt his crowd of Auditors, were 
ſome Perſons of great wit, ſtrongly O- 
pinion'd of their Set, who cou'd not 
conceive the Maximes of the Goſpel; 
and who heard the Preacher with ro 6 
ther intention, than to make a ſport 
him. In the midſt of the Sermon, 1 
man, who was of the skum of the Rab- 
ble, drew near to Fernandez, as if it 
were to whiſper ſomething to him, and 
hawking up a mals of nattineſs, ſpit it 
full upon his face. Fernandez without 
a word ſpeaking, or making the leaſt ſign 
that he was concern'd, took his hand- 
kerchief, wip'd his face, and continud 
his diſcourſe. 

Every one was ſurprisd at the modes 
ration 
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deration of the Preacher ; the more de- 
bauch'd, who had ſet up a laughter at 
this affront, turn'd all their ſcorn into 
admiration, and ſincerely acknowledg'd 
that a man who was ſo much maſter of 
his paſſions, as to command them on 
ſuch an occaſion, muſt needs be endu'd 
with greatneſs of Soul, and Heroick 
Courage.. One of the chief of the Aſſem- 
bly, diſcover'd ſomewhat elſe in this un- 
ſhaken patience. He was the moſt lear- 
ned amonglt all the Dotours of Aman- 
guchi, and the moſt violent againſt the 
Goſpel. He conſider d that a Law, which 
taught ſuch patience, and ſuch inſenſi- 
bility of affronts, cou'd only come from 
Heaven; and argu'd thus within himſelf, 
Theſe Preachers, who with ſo much con- 
ſtancy, endure the vileſt of all injuries, 
cannot pretend to cozen us. It wou'd coſt 
them too dear a price ; and no man will de- 
cerve another at his own expence. He one- 
BB /y, who made the heart of man, can place 
Wit in ſo great Tranquility. The force of 
BB Nature cannot reach ſo far ; and this Chri- 
ſtian patience muſt proceed alone from ſome 

| Divine Principle: theſe People cannot but 
"Þ have ſome infallible aſſurance of the Do- 
| Þ Arie the y believe, and of the recompence 
which they expeit. For, in fine, they are 
ready to ſuffer all _ for their God ; 
H and 
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all, what incomvenience, or danger can it 
be to embrace their Law: If what they 
tell us of Eternity, be true, T ſhall be eter. 
nally miſerable in not believing it : and, 
ſuppoſing there be no other Life but this, 
is it not better to rw a Religion, which 
elevates a man above himſelf, and which 
gives bim an unalterable peace, than ts 
profeſs our Setts, which continue us in all 
our weakneſs, and which want power to ap- 
aſe the diſorders of our hearts. He mad 
fi inward refleQtions on all theſe thingy, 
as he afterwards declard, and theſe con 
ſiderations being accompany d with the 
motions of Grace, touch'd him fo to the 
quick, that as foon as the Sermon wx 
ended, he confeſs'd that the vertue of th: 
Preacher had convinc'd him , he & 
ſir d Baptiſm, and receiv d it with great 
lolemnity. 

This illuſtrious Converſion, ws 
follow'd with anſwerable Succek. 
Many who had a glimmering of th: 
Truth, and fear'd to know it yet more 
plainly, novv opend their eyes, and ad 
mitted the Goſpel light; amongſt the 
reſt, a young man, of five and twenty 
years of age, much eſteem'd for the ſub 
tilry of his underſtanding, and educated 


in the moſt famous Univerſities of Japas 
He 
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He was come to Amanguchi, on purpole 
to be made a Bonza. But being inform'd 
that the Set of Boxza's, of which he de- 
fir'd ro be a Member, did not acknow- 
ledge a firſt Principle, and that their 
Books had made no mention of him, he 
chang'd his thoughts, and was unreſolv'd 
on what courſe of living he ſhou'd fix. 
'Till being finally convinc'd, by the ex- 
ample of the DoQtour, and the argu- 
ments of Xavier, he became a Chriſtian. 
The name of Laurence was given him); 
and .it was he, who being receiv'd. hy 
Xavier himſelt into the Society of Jeſus, 
exercis'd immediately, the Miniſtry of 
preaching, with .ſo much fame, and fo 
W great ſucceſs, that he converted an innu- 
*W merable multitude of noble and valiant 
men, ,who vvere afterwards the Pillass 
of the Faparzarn Church. 

As to what remains,the Monaſterics of 
" WH the Bonza's were daily, thinn'd, and grew 
* W inſenſibly. to be diſpeopl'd, by the deſer- 
tion of. young men, who had ſome re- 
mainders of modeſty and morality. Be- 
ing aſham'd of leading a brutal life, 
and of deceiving the ſimple, they laid 
by their habits of Boxza's, together with 
the Profeſſivn, that coming back into the 
World, they might more eaſily be con- 
verted, Theſe young Bonza s dilcover'd 
Hh 2 'o 
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to .Yavier the Myſteries of their Sedts, 
and reveal'd to him their hidden abomi- | 
nations, which were coverd with an 
outſide of auſterity. 

He declares The Father who vvas at open de 
gain the Bon-gance with thoſe men, vvho vvere the 
mortal Enemies of all the Faithful, and 
vvhoſe onely intereſt it was' to hinder 
the eſtabliſhment of the Faith, publiſhd 
vvhatſoever vvas told him in relation to 
them, and repreſented them in their pro- 
r colours. Theſe unmask'd Hypocrites, 
me the laughter of the people ; but 
vvhat mortify'd them more, vvas, that 
they who had heard them like Oracle 
before this, novv upbraided them openly 
with their ignorance. A Woman wou! 
ſometimes challenge them to a diſputs 
tion; and urge them vvith fuch home 
and preſſing arguments, that the more 
they endeavour d to get looſe, the more 
they were entangled. For the Father 
being made privy to theſecrets of every 
Seq, furniſh'd the nevv Proſelytes with 
Weapons to vanquiſh the Bonza's, by re 
ducing them to manifeſt contradiftions: 
which amongſt the Fapomneſes, is the 
greateſt infamy that can happen to a 
man of Letters. Burt the Ronza s got not 
off ſo cheap, as only to be made the de 


rifion of the People ; rogether with their 
Credit 
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Credit and their Reputation, they loſt 
the comfortable Alms, which was their 
whole ſubſiſtance. So that the greater 
part of them, without finding in them- 
elves the leaſt inclinations to Chriltiani- 
ty, boulted out of their Convents, that 
= might not die of hunger in them ; 
and chang their Profeſſion of Boxza's, 
to become either Souldiers or- Tradeſ- 
men ; which'gave the Chriſtians occaſi- 
on to fay, with joy unſpeakable, 7hat, 
in a little time, there wou d remain no more 
Idolaters in Amanguchi, of thoſe Relig» 
ous Cheats, than were barely ſufficient to 
keep poſſeſſion of their Monaſteries. 


The elder Bonza's, in. the mean time, The Bonza's | 
more harden'd in their Set, and more Þ.7 x1... 


obſtinate than the young, ſpar'd tor no- 
thing to-maintain their poſſeſſion. They 
threatn'd the people with the wrath of 
their Gods, and denounc'd the total de- 
ſtruion of the Town and Kingdom ; 
they ſaid, 7The God whom the Europeans 
believ'd, was not Deos, or Deus, as the 
Portugueſe call'{ bim, but Dajus, that 
u to ſay, in the Japonian Tongue, a Lie, 
or Pargery: They added, That this God 
impos'd on men a heavy Toke. What. Jus: 
ſtice was it to puniſh thoſe who tranſgreſs d 
a Law, which it was impoſſible to keep 2 
But where was Providence, if the Law of 
Hh 3 Jeſus 
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Jefas was neceſſary to'Salvation, which ſuf- 
fer d'fifteen Ages to ſlide away, without 
declaring it to the moſt noble part of all the 
world > Surely a Religion, whoſe God was 
partial in the diſpenſation of his Favours, 
cod d not pofubly be true. And if the Euro- 
pean' Dottrine had but'a ſhadow of truth in 
it, China cond never have been ſo low 
without the knowledge of it. Theſe were 
the principal heads of their; Accufation, 
and Xavier reports them in his Letters; 
but he gives not an account of -what an- 
ſwers hereturnd; and they. are not made 
known to us by any other hand:- Thus, 
without following two or three Hiſtori- 
ans, who make him ſpeak according to 
their own"Ideas, on all theſe Articles, 1 
ſhall content my ſelf with what the 
Saint himſelf had left in writing: The 
Idolaters inſtead of congratulating their 
own happineſs, that they were cnlighten'd 
by the Beams of Faith, bemoand the 
blindneſs of their Anceſtors, and cry'd 
out in a lamentable tone; What are our 
Fore-fathers burning in Hell-fere, becauſe 
they did nt adore a God, who was unknown 
to them, and obſerv'd not a Law, which ne- 
ver was declar d ? The Bonza's added fuell 
to their Zeal, by telling them, 7he Por- 
tugueſe Prieſts were good for nothing, te- 
cauſe they coud not redeem a Soul from 

, | Hel, 
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Hell, whoreas they coud do it at their 
pleaſure, by their Faſts and Prayers : That 
eternal puniſhments, either prov d the cru- 
elty or” the weakneſs of the Chriſtian God: 
His cruelty, if he did not deliver them, 
when he had it in his power ; his weakneſs, 
if he cou'd not execute what he defir d. 
Laſtly, That Amida and Xaca, were far 
more” merciful, and of greater power ; but 
that they were only pleas'd to redeem from 
Hell, thoſe who, during their mortal life, 
bad beſtow d magyificent Alms upon the 
Bonza's 


We are ignorant of all thoſe particular H+ anſwer: */ 


anſwers of the Saint, as I faid above: 
we only know from his Relation, that 
concerning the ſorrow of the Faponians, 
for having been bereft for ſo many Ages 
of Chriſtian Knowledge, he had the 
good fortune'to give them comfort, and 
put them in a way of more reaſonable 
thoughts : For he ſhewd them in ge- 
nera}, That the moſt ancient of all Laws, 
is the Law of God, not that which is 
publiſh'd by the found of words, but 
that which is written in Hearts, by the 
hand of Nature; ſo that cvery one who 
comes into the World, brings along with 
him certain Precepts, which his own In- 
ſtin& and . Reaſon reach him. Before 
Japan receiv'd its Laws from the Wiſe- 
Hh 4 men 
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men of China, ſaid Xavier, it was known 
among ft you, that Theft and Adultery were 
to be avoided; and from thence it was that 


Thieves and Palliards ſought out ſecret ple | 


ces, wherein to commit thoſe Crimes. Af. 
ter they had committed them, they felt 
the prroate ſtings of their own C a 
which ceaſe not to reproach the guilty to 
themſelves, though their wickedneſs be mt 
known to others, nor even ſo much as pro 
bibited by Humane Laws. Suppoſe an In- 
fant bred up in Forreſts a the Beaſts, 
far from the ſociety of Mankind, and re- 
mote from the croilisd Inhabitants of 
Towns, yet he is not without an inward 
"wa of the Rules of Civil Life ; for 
ask him, whether it be not an evil Afton 
to murther a man, to deſpoil him of his 
Goods, to violate his Bed, to ſurpriſe him 
by Force, or circumvent him by Treachery, 
be will anſwer without queſtion, That nothing 
of this is to be done. Now if this be mani 
feſt in a Salvage, without the benefit of Edu- 
cation, how much more may it be concluded, of 
men well educated, and living in mutual Con- 
wverſation 2 Then, added the holy man, it 
follows, that God has not left ſo many Ages 
deflitute of Knowledge, as your Bonza's 
bave pretended. By this he gave them 
to underſtand, that the Law of Nature 
was a ſtep, which led them inſenſibly B 
tne 
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the Chriſtian Law: And that a man who 
livd morally well, ſhou'd never fail of 
arriving to the knowledge of the Faith, 
by ways beſt known to Almighty God ; 
that is to fay, before his death,” God 
wou'd either ſend ſome Preacher to him, 
or illuminate his Mind by fome imme- 
diate Revelation, TheſeReaſons, which 
the Fathers of the Church have often us'd 
on like occaſions, gave ſuch fatisfaQti- 
on to the Pagans, that they found no 
farther difficulty in that point, which 
had given them ſo much trouble. 


above theirs, and not knowing how 
to refute their Adverfary, made a 
, Cabal at Court, to leſſen the Chriſtians 
in the good Opinion of the King. They 
gave him Jealouſies of them, by decry- 
ing their behaviour, and faving, They 
were men of Intrigue, Plotters, Enemies of 
the publick ſafety, and dangerous to the 
perfon of the King : Inſomuch, that Oxin- 
dono, who had been ſo favourable to 
them, all on the ſudden, was turn'd a- 
eainſt them.

LXavier, to learn what truth there 
was in this Report, ſent Matthew to thoſe 
parts, who was one of the Faponian 
Converts, which accompany'd him, and 
gave him a Letter, direQed to the Cap- 
tain and Merchants of the Veſſel. The 
Saint defird them to ſend him word, 
who they were, from whence bound, 
and how ſoon they intended to return ?

Prince of the blood Royal, cncnded by 
thirty young Lords belonging to the 
Court ; and accompani'd by a venerable 
Old Man, vyho was his Governour, 
call'd Poomendono, one of the vviſeſt and 
moſt qualifid of all the Kingdom, and 
natural Brother to the King of Minato. 
The honour which vvas paid by the 
Portagueſes to Father Xavter, ſo ſurpriz'd 
the Prince, that, tufning to his Gover- 
nour, he ſaid aloud, 7he God of theſe Peo- 

muſt be truly great, and his connſels 
hidden from Mankind, finte'it is his pie . 
fare, that theſe wealthy Ships ſhow d be 0+ 
bedient to fo poor a tidn as is this Bonza 
of the Portugueſe ; and thit the roaring of 
their Cannon, ſhou'd declare; that Poverty 
has wherewit hall to be' pleaſing. to the Lord 
of all the wrt; even that Poverty 'which 
is fo deſpitable" of it ſelf, ' and ſo diſtrace* 
ful in the general opinion, that it ſeems e- 
un a crime tO think ' of it.

Both in the Sloop, and in 
the Barques, there were Trumpets, 
Flutes, and Hautbois, and other Inſtry- 
ments of Muſick, which playing toge- 
ther,made a moſt harmonious cgnſort:ths 
news which was ſpread about Fucheo, that 
the great European Ronmea was to enter 
into the Town that morning, drew ms- 
ny perſons of Quality to the Sea ſide; 
and. fuch a multitude of people ran 
crowding together, at the ſounding of 
the Trumpets, that the Portugueſes coud 
hardly find footing to come on thore. 
uanſyandono Captain of Canafama, and 
one of the principal of the Court, was 
there attending them, by Order from 
the King. He receiv'd the Saint with 
great civility ; and offer d him a Litter 
to carry him to the Palace : but Xavier 
refus'd it, and walk'd on foot, with all his 
Train, in this order : Edward de Gama 
went foremoſt bare-headed, with a Cane 
in his hand, as the Gentleman of the 
Horſe, or Major domo to the Father.

rather Cavaliers and Lords, than a Corn- 
patiy of Merchants. They patſs'd in this 
manner through the chief Streets of the 
City, with ſound of Trumpets, Flures, 
and Hautbois, follow'd by an infinire 
multitude of People, ! without reckonirigy 
into the ntthber, thoſe who fill'd the 
Windows, the Balconies, and rhe rops 
of houſes. Being arriv'd at the 

Place, which fronts the Royal Palace, they 
found there ſix hundred of the King's 
Guards, drawn up, ſore arm'd with' 
Lances, others with Darts, all of them 
with rich Scymiters, hanfjing'by their 
ſides, and coſtly Veſts uþon rheir backs. 
Theſe Guards, at the'fign given them 
by their Captain' call'd Finteindons, ad- 
vane'd in' good' order towards the Saint, 
after which they divided into” two' 
ranks, and open'd' a- paſſage for the" 
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Father through the midſt of them. 

Being come to the Palace, the Portu- 
gueſes, who walk'd immediately before 
the Father, turn'd towards him, and ſa- 
luted him with great reſpe&. One pre- 
ſented him the Cane, and another the 
Velvet Slippers ; he who held the Para- 
fol, ſpread it over his head; and the 
two others, who carried the Book and 
Picture plac'd themſelves on each ſide of 
him. All this was ſo gracefully perform', 
and with ſo much honour to the Father, 
that the Lords who vvere preſent, much 
admir'd the manner of it : and they were 
heard to fay amongſt themſelves, that 
Xavier had been falſly repreſented to 
them by the Bonza's: that queſtionlefs 
he was a man deſcended from above, 
to confound their Envy, and abate their 
Pride. 

After they had gone through a lo 
Gallery, they enterd into a large Hall, 
full of People ; who by their habit, which 
vvas of Damask heighten'd with Gold, 
and diverſify'd with fair Figures, ſeem'd 
to be Perſons of the higheſt Quality.

They enter 
into the Kings Antichamber, where the 
principal Lords of the Kingdom, were at- 
tending him. After he had been receiv 
by them with all poſſible civilities, he 
was at laſt introduc'd to his Audience in 
a Chamber which glitter d with Goldon 
every ſide, The King, who was ſtanding, 
advancd five or fix paces, at the firſt ap 
pearance of the Father, and bow'd him 
ſelf even to the ground, thrice ſucceſſive- 
ly; at which ation all the Company 
were 1n great amazement. Xavier, on 
his fide, proſtrated himſelf before that 
Prince, and woud have touch'd his Foot, 
according to the Cuſtom of the Country, 
but the King woud not permit him; 
and himſelf rais'd up the Saint : then ta- 
king him by the Hand, he causd him to 
ſit down by him, on the fame Eftrade. 

The Princehis Brother, was ſeated ſome- Þ 

what lower ; and the Portugueſes were Þ 
plac'd over againſt them, accompany d 

by the moſt qualify d perſons of the Þ, 

Court. The King immediately faid all F 
the obliging things to the Father, which 
cou'd bee from a well-bred Man. 

And laying aſide all the pomp of Maje- 
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jeſty, which the Kings of Japax are ne» 
—— to quit in Dk onend him 
with the kindneſs and familiarity of a 
Friend. The Father anſwer'd all theſe 
Civilities of the Prince with a moſt 
found reſpet, and words full of 
rence and ſubmiſſion : after which, ta» 


| king occaſion to declare Feſus Chriſt to 


him, he explain'd in few words, the prin- 
cipal Maxims of Chriſtian Morality ; but 
he did it after ſo plauſible amanner, that 
at the concluſion of his Diſcourſe, the 
King cry'd out in a tranſport of admirati- 
on, Flow can any Man learn from God 
theſe profound ſecrets? Why bas ſuffer 
uw to live in blindneſs, and this Bonza of 
Portugal to receive theſe wonderful illum- 
nations # For, in fine, we our ſelv:s are 
Witneſſes of what we had formerly by re» 
port; and all we hear, is maintaind by 
proofs ſo ſtrong and evident, and withal, 


| ſo conformable to the light of Nature, that 


whoever wou'd examine theſe Dottrines, ac- 
cording to the Rules of Reaſon, will find, 


that Truth will. iſſue out, and. meet him on 
| every fide ; and that no one propoſition de- 
ſtroys another. 'Tis far otherwiſe with our: 
| Bonza's, they cannot make any Diſcourſe 
| without the claſhing if their own Principles; 


and from thence it happens, that the more 
they ſpeak, the more they intang/e them» 
ſelves. 
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ſelves. Confus d in their knowledge, and 
yet more confus d in the explication of what 
they teach; rejefling to day as falſe, what 
yeſterday they approv'd for true. Contra. 
difting themſelves, and recanting their 0. 
pinions every moment ; inſomuch, that the 
cleareft Head, and the moſt ready Under 
fhanding can comprehend nothing of their 
Deftrine; and in relation to Eternd 
Happineſs, we are always left in doubt, 
what we ſhoud believe. A moſt manifeſt 
token, that they only follow the extraus 
gazcies of their own Fancies, and have nt 
for the Rule and Foundation of their Faith, 
any perMflanent and ſolid Truth. 

In this manner ſpoke the King ; and it 
was eaſy to judge by the vehemence of 
his action, that he ſpoke from the abur- 
dance of his Heart. There was preſent 
a Bonza, very conſiderable in his Se&, 
and of good Knowledge, but too preſu- 
ming of his Underſtanding, and' as much 


 conceited of his own Abilities, as any 


Pedant in the World. This Bonza, whoſe 
name was Faxiondono, either jealous of 
the Honour of his Profeſſion, or taking 
to himſelf in particular, what the King 
had faid' of all in general, was often 
tempted” to have interrupted him; yet 
he maſter'd his. Paſſion, till the King had 
done ; but then loſing all manner of re- 
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ſpe, and not keeping any: Meaſures of 
Necency, How dare 'yau, laid he; decide 
Matters relating to Religjow, you who have 
never ſtudied in the Univerfity of Fianzi- 
ma? the ouly. place where the | ſacred

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rich ti» Heaven; that, in fine, the Bon- 
za's were the familiar Friends of the Stars, 
and the Confidents of the Saints ; that 
they were priviledg'd to corverſe with then 
by night, to cauſe them to deſcend from 
_— to ace them in ronfirrsy 

enjoy them as long as t efir d, 
Theſe extravagances ſet all Ar 
in a laughter ; at which the Boxza was 
fo inrag'd, that he flew out into greater 
paſſion, till the King c his 
Brother to impoſe ſilence on him. After 
which, he caus'd his Seat to be taken 
from under him, and commanded him 
to withdraw, telling him, by way of 
raillery, That his Choler was a convincing 
proof of a Bonza's Holineſs, and then 

adding, That a Man of his Chars 
fer more commerce with Fell thas 
Heaven. At theſe words the Bomza cry d 
out with exceſs of rage, The time wil 
come, when no Man of this World, ſhall be 
worthy enough to ſerve me; there is nt 
that Monarch now breathing on the face of 
the Earth, but ſhall be judgd too wile to 
touch the Flem of my Garment. He meant, 
when he was to be transform'd into one 
of their Deities, and that God and he 
ſhou'd be mix'd into one Divinity ; which 
is the reward of a Boxza after death. 
Though the King cou'd not hear his 
Madneſs 
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madneſs without ſmiling, yet he had fo 
much compaſſion on his Folly, that he 
took upon him to confute thoſe extrava- 
2nt propoſitions ; bur Xavier defir'd 
him todefer it to a fitter time, till he had 
digeſted his fury, and was more capable 
of hearing Reaſon. Then the King faid 
only to Faxiondono, That he ſhou'd £o 
and do Penance, for the pride and inſolence 
of his Speech, wherein he had made himſelf 
a companion of the Gods. Faxiondono did 
not reply, but he was heard to mut- 
ter, and grind his Teeth, as he with» 
drew. Being at the Chamber Door, and 
ready to go out, May the Gods, faid he 
aloud, dart their Fire from Heaven to 
conſume thee, and burn to Alhes all thoſe 
Kinzs, who ſhall preſume to ſpeak like 
thee. 

The King and Xavier proſecuted their What paſſes be- 
Diſcourſe on ſeveral Articles of Religion 5" _ 
till Dinner-time ; when the Meat was Xavicr. 
on the Table, the King invited the Fa- 
ther to eat with him. LYavier excusd 
himſelf with all poſſible reſpect, but that 
Prince wou'd abſolutely have it ſo. 7 
know well, ſaid he, my Friend and Father, 
that you are not in want of my Table ; but 
if you were a Japanner, as we are, you 
wou'd underſtand that a King, cannot give 
thoſe he favours a greater ſizn of his good

will, than in permitting them to eat with 
him ; for which reaſon as I love you, and 
am defirous of ſhewing it, you muſt needs 
dine with me ; and farther I aſſure you, 
that 1 ſhall receive a greater Honour by 
it, than I beſtow. Then Xavier with a 
low reverence, kiſſing his Scymitar, 
which is a mark of moſt profound reſpeR, 
much praqis'd in Japan, ſaid thus to 
him. 7 petition the God of Heaven from 
the bottom of my Heart, to reward 

Majeſty for all < favours you have heapd 
on me, by beſteowing on you the light of 
Faith, and the Vertues of Chriſtianity ; to 
the end you may ſerve God faithfully dw 
ring your life, and enjoy him eternally af- 
ter death. The ing embrac'd him, and 
defir'd of God, on his ſide, that he woud 
graciouſly hear the Saints requeſt, yet 
on this condition, that they might re 
main together in Heaven, and never be 
divided from each other, that they might 
have the opportuniry of long Converſati- 
ons, andot difcourſing to the tull of Di- 
vine Matters. At length they fat to Din- 
ner : while they were eating, the Porta- 
gueſes, and all the Lords of the Court, 
were on their Knees, together with rhe 
chiet Inhabitants of the Town, amongſt 
whom were alſo ſome Bonza's, who were 
inragd intheir Hearts, but the late Exam- 
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ple of Faxiondono, hinder'd them from 


reaking into Paſſion. 


Theſe Honours which Xavier receiv'd 754 Himour of 


from the King of Bungo, made him fo 


conſiderable, and gave him fo great a Rungo z and 


Reputation with the People, that being |" 


at his Lodgings with the Portugueſes, they there, 


came thronging from all quarters to hear 
him ſpeak of God. His publick Sermons, 
and his private Crmataions had their 
due effet. Vaſt multitudes of people, 
from the very firſt, renounc'd their Idols, 
and believ'd in Feſus Chriſt. The Saint 
employ'd whole days together in bap- 
tiſing of Idolaters, or in teaching new Be- 
lievers: So that the Portugueſes cou'd not 
enjoy him to themſelyes, for their own 
Spiritual Conſolation, unleſs at fome cer- 
tain hours of the night, while he was 
giving himſelf ſome breathing-time, af+ 
ter his long Labours, Loving him fo 
tenderly as they did, and fearing that * 
his continual pains might endanger his 
health, they defird him to manage it 
with more caution ; and to take at leaſt 
thoſe refreſhments which Humane Nas 
ture exacted from him, betore he ſunk 
at once under ſome diſtemper. But he 
anſwer'd them, That if they truly lou'd 
bim, they wou'd trouble themſelves no more 
concerning him: That they ought to look on 

Kk 2 him, 
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him, as one who was dead to all outward 
refreſhments ; that his Nouriſhment, his 
Sleep, and bis life it ſelf, confiſted in d-- 
lroerinz from the tyranny of the Devil, 
thoſe precious Souls, for whoſe ſake chiefly, 
God had call'd him from the utmoſt limits 
of the Farth, 

Amongſt the Converſions which were 
made at Fucheo, one of the moſt conſi- 
derable was that of a famous Bonza, of 
Canafama, call'd Sacay Ecran. This Box- 
24, who was very learnd, and a great 
Pillar of his Sect, ſeeing that none of 
his Brethren durſt attempt Xavier, on 
the matter of Religion, undertook a pup- 
lick Diſputation with him. The Conte 
rence was made in a principal place of the 
Town, in preſence of a great multude. 
Scarcely had Xavier made an end of ex- 
plaining the Chriſtian Doftrine, when 
the Bonza grew ſenſible of his Errours. 
The Infidel, notwithſtanding, went onto 
oppoſe thoſe Truths, of which he had al- 
ready ſome impertect glimpſe ; but being 
at length convincd by the powerful Rea- 
ſons of his Adverſary,and inwardly mov d 
by Gods good Spirit, he fell on his Knees, 
and lifting up his Hands towards Hea- 
ven, he pronounc d aloud theſe words, 
with Tearstrickling from his Eyes; 0 Je- 
ſus Chriit, 7h:u true and only S*n of God, 
I ſubmit 
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IT ſubmit to thee, T confeſs from my heart, 
and with my mouth, that thu art God F- 
ternal, and Omnipotent : and I earneſtly 
defire the pardon of all my Auditors, that 


1 have fo often taught them thinzs fore 


truth, which I acknowledre, and at this 
preſent declare before them, were only For- 
geries and Fables, 

An ation, which was fo ſurprizing, 
mov'd the minds of all the atliſtants : 
and it was in the power of Father Ya- 
vier, to have Baptisd that very day five 
hundred Perſons, who being led by the 
example of the Bouza of Canafama, all of 
them earneſtly defir'd Baptiſm. He might 
perhaps have done this in the hikes 
where: there were no Learned men, to 
oppoſe the: Myſteries of our Faith, and 
to tempt the fidelity of the new Con- 
verts by captious queries. Bur hejudg'd 
thisnot to be practicable in Fapan, where 
the Bonza's not being able ro hinder the 
converſion of Idolaters, endeavour d at- 
terwards to regain them, by a thouſand 
lying artifices, and ſophiſtications ; and 
it appear d neceſſary to him, before he 
Baptisd thoſe who were grown up ro 
Manhood, to fortifie them well againſt 
the tricks of thoſe Seducers. 


Accordingly the Saint diſpo; & the 7 abar ma 
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firſt Sacrament, and began with tho 
reformation of their Manners ; chu 
ſing rather not to baptiſe the King of 
Bungo, than to precipitate his Baptiſm, 
Or rather he thought, that his Conver- 
fion wou'd be always ſpeedy enough, 
provided it were ſincere and conſtant, 
Thus the great care of Father Xavier, 
in relation to the Prince, was, to give 
him an averſion to thoſe infamous Vices 
which had been taught him by the Box- 
zas; and in which he livd vvithout 
ſcruple, upon the Faith of thoſe his Ms- 
ſters. Now the King, attending with 
great application to the man of God, 
and having long converſations with him, 
_ immediately to change his lite, 
and to give the demonſtrations of that 
c_ From the very firſt, he bs 
niſh'd out of his Chamber, a beautiful 
youth who vvas his Minion, and alfo 
forbad him the entry of his Palace. He 
gave bountifully to the Poor, to whom 
he had formerly been hard-hearted, as 
thinking it was a crime to pity them, 
and an a& of Juſtice to be cruel to them, 
according to the Dodtrine of his Bonza's, 
who maintain'd that poverty not only 
made men deſpicable, and ridiculous, 
but alſo Criminal, and worthy of the 
ſeyereſt puniſhments. According to the 

Principles 
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Principles of the fame Doftours, Women 
with Child vvere allow'd to make them- 
ſelves miſcarry by certain Potions, and 
even to murther thoſe Children, whom 
they brought into the World againſt 
their will. Inſomuch that ſuch unnatu- 
ral cruelties were daily committed ; and 
nothing was more common in the King- 
dom of Bunzo, than thoſe inhumane 
Mothers. Some of them to fave the 
charges of their food and education, ©- 
thers to avoid the miſeries attending 
Poverty, *and many to preſerve the re- 
putation of Chaſtity, however debauch'd 
and infamous they were. The King, by 
the admonition of the Father,forbad thole 
cruelties on pain of death. He made 0» 
ther Edits, againſt divers Pagan Cere- 
monies, which were laſcivious or diſho- 
neſt, and ſuffer'd not the Bexza's to ſer 
a Foot within his Palace. As to what 
remains, he was wrapt in admiration at 
the vertue of the holy man, and con- 
fels'd often to his Courtiers, that when 
he faw him appear at any time; he 
trembled even to the bottom of his hearr, 
becauſe he ſeem'd toſee the Countenance 
of the man of God, as a clear mirrour, 
repreſenting to him the abominations of 
his Life.

What happens t» 
the Companions 
of Xavier, at

While Xavier had this ſucceſs at the 
Court of Bungo, Coſmo de Torrez, and 
John Fernandez, ſufter'd for the Faith at 
Amanguchi, After the departure of the 
Saint, the whole Nation of the Bonza's 
roſe againſt them ; and endeavourd to 
confound them in regular diſputes. Flat- 
tering themſelves with this Opinion, 
that the Companions of Xavier were 
not ſo learned as himſelf ; and judging 
on the other ſide, that the leaſt advan- 
rage, which they ſhou'd obtain againſt 
them, wou'd re-eſtabliſh the declining at- 
fairs of Paganiſm, 

It happen'd quite contrary to their ex- 
pectations: Zorrez, to whom Fernande: 
ſerv d inſtead of an Interpreter, anſwerd 
their queſtions, with ſuch force of rea- 
ſon, that they were wholly vanquiſh'd; 
not being able to withſtand his argyu- 
ments, they endeavour'd to decry him 
by their calumnies ; ſpreading a report, 
that the Companions of the great E 
ropean Bonza, cut the throats of little 
Children by night, ſuck'd their blood, 
and eat their Fleſh : That the Devil had 
declard by the mouth of an Idol, that 
theſe two Europeans were his Diſciples, 
and that it was himſelf who had in- 
ſ{trufted them in thoſe ſubtle anſwers, 
Which one of them had return'd in their 
publick 
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publick diſputations. Beſides this, ſome 
of the Bonza's made oath, that they had 
ſeen a Devil darting flakes of fire !ike 
Thunder and Lightning, againſt the Pa- 
hace of the King, as a Judgement, ſo 
they calld it, againſt thoſe who had 
receiv'd into the Town theſe Preachers 
ofan upſtart Faith, - But perceiving that 
none of theſe inventions took place ac- 
cording to their deſires ; and that the 
People inſtead of giving credit to their 
projects, made their ſport at them, partly 
n revenge, and partly to verity their 
Viſions ; they engag'd in their Intereſts, 
a Lord of the Kingdom, who was a 
great Souldier, and a Malecontent : him, 
they wrought to take up arms againſt 
the King. This Noble man , pro- 
vok'd with the ſence of his ill uſage at 
Court, and farther heightend by mo» 
tives of Religion and intereſt, raisd an 
Army in lets than three weeks time, 
by the aſſiſtance of the Bonza's, and came 
pouring down like a delvuge upon A-nan- 
guchy. 

| The King who was neither in condi- 
tion to give him Battel, nor provided £0 
ſuſtain a Siege ; and who fear'd all things 
from his Subjects, of whom he was cx- 
treamly hated, loſt his Covrage ro thar 
degree, that he look'd on death as his 
Gncly 
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onely remedy. For apprehending above 
all things the ignominy, of falling alive 
into the power of Rebels, puſh'd on by 
2 barbarous deſpair, he firſt murther'd 
his Son; and then ript up his own belly 
with a knife ; —_— before-hand left 
Order with one of his faithful Servants to 
burn their Bodies ſo foon as they were 
dead, and not to leave ſo much as their 
aſhes at the diſpoſal of the Enemy. 
All was put to Fire and Sword within 
the City. During this confuſion, the 
Souldiers animated by the Bonza's,ſearch'd 
for Torrez and Fernandez, to have Maſ- 
facred them. And both of them had 
periſh'd without mercy, if the Wife of 
Neatondono, of whom formerly we have 
made mention, and who, though con- 
tinuing a Pagan, yet had ſo greata kind 
neſs for Xavier, that for his fake, ſhe 
kept them hidden in her Palace, till 
the publick tranquility was reſtor'd. For, 
as theſe popular commotions, are of the 
nature of ſtorms, which paſs away, and 
that ſo much the more ſpeedily, as they 
had been more violent, the Town re- 
ſum'd her former countenance, in the 
The Brether of ſpace of ſome few days. 
ul A ;, The Heads of the People being aſſem- 
ſen King of 4- bled for the Eleftion of a new King, by 
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of the King of Burgos, a young Prince, 
valiant of his perſon, and born for great 
Atchievements. Immediately they ſent a 
folemn Embaſſie to that Prince, and pre- 
ſented to him the Crown of Amangachi. 
The Court of Buxgo celebrated the Ele- 
ion of the new King, with great mag- 
nificence, while Xavier was yet reſiding 
at Fucheo, The Saint himſelf rejoyc'd 
the more.at this promotion, becauſe he 
look'd on this wonderful revolution, 
which was projeted by the Boxzza'ÞB for 
the ruine of Chriſtianity, as that which 
moſt probably wou'd confirm it. He 
was not deceiv'd in his conjectures ; and, 
from the beginning, had a kind of aſſu- 
rance, that this turn of State, wou'd 
conduce to the advantage of the Faith. 
For having defir'd the King of Bungo, 
that he wou'd recommend to the Prince 
his Brother the eſtate of Chriſtianity in 
Amanguchi : the King perform'd fo tully 
that requeſt, that the new Monarch, 
promis'd on his Royal word, to be alto- 
gether as favourable to the Chriſtians, as 
the King his Brother. 


Xavier had been forty days at Fucheo, ze prepares to 
when the Portugueſe Merchants were in'v Japan, 
a readineſs to ſet fail for China, accord- oe nee 
Ing to the meaſures which they had ta- Burge, 


ken. All neceſſary prepararior:s being

which he grues 
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made, he accompany'd them to take his 
leave of the King of Bung9. That Prince 
told the Merchants that he envy'd them 
the Company of the Saint ; that; in lo- 
ſing him, he ſeem'd to have loſt his Fa- 
ther; and that the thought of never ſee- 
ing him again, moſt ſenſibly afflicted 


w. 

Aavier kiſs'd his hand with a profound 
reverence, and told him, that he wou'd 
return to wait on his Majeſty, as ſoon as 

Fly he cou'd : that he wou'd keep 
him inviolably in his heart; and that 
in acknowledgement of all his favours, 
he ſhou'd continually ſend up his Prayers 
to Heaven, that God woud ſhower on 
him his celeſtial bleſſings. 

The King having taken him aſide, 25 
to ſay ſomething 1n private to him, Xa 


”» the King of wier laid hold on that opportunity, and 


gave him moſt important counſel for 
the Salvation of his Soul. He advisd 
him above all things to bear in mind how 
foon the greatneſs and pomp of this pre- 
fent life will vaniſh away ; that - life is 
but ſhort in its own nature : that we 
ſcarcely have _ to live, betore death 
comes on; and if he ſhou'd not dye a 
Chriſtian, nothing leſs was to be expect- 
ed, than eternal miſery. That, on the 


contrary, whoever being truly faithful, 
ſhoud 
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ſhou'd perſevere in the grace of Baptiſm, 
ſhou'd have right to an everlaſting inhe- 
ritance with the Son of God, as one of 
his beloved Children. He defird him 
alſo to conſider, what was become of ſo 
many Kings and Emperours of Fapax : 
what advantage was it to them to have 
fate upon the Throne, and wallow'd in 
pleaſures for ſo many years, being now 
burning in an Abyſle of Fire, which was 
to laſt to all Eternity. What madneſs 
was it, for a man to condemn his own 
Soul to endleſs puniſhments, that his 
body might enjoy a momentary fatis- 
ation : That there was no Kingdom, 
nor Empire, though the Univerſal Mo- 
narchy of the World ſhou'd be put into 
the ballance, whoſe loſs was not to be 
accounted gain, if loſing them, we ac- 
quird an immortal Crown in Heaven : 
That Theſe truths, which were indiſpu- 
table, had been conceal'd from his fore- 
fathers, and even from all the Japonians, 
by the ſecret judgement of Almighty 
God, and for the puniſhment of their 
offences. That, for his own particular, 
he ought to provide tor that account, 
which he was to render of himſclt ; how 
much more guiity woud he appear in 
Gods preſence, it, the Divine Frevidence 
having conducted from tlie ends of the 
Earth, 
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Earth, even into his own Palace, a Mi. 
niſter of the Goſpel, to diſcover to him 
the paths of happineſs, he ſhou'd yet 
continue wilder d and wandring, in the 
diſorders of his life. Which the Lord a- 
vert, continu'd Xavier, and may it pleaſe 
him, to hear the Prayers which day 
and night I ſhall pour out for your Con- 
verſion. I wiſh it withan unimaginable 
ardour, and aflure you, that whereſoe- 
ver I ſhall be, the moſt pleaſing news 
which can be told me, ſhall be to hear 
that the King of Bunge, is become a Chri- 
ſtian; and that he lives according to the 
Maxims of Chriſtianity. 

This diſcourſe made ſuch impreſſions 
on the King, and ſo melted into his 
heart, that the tears came thrice into his 
eyes: but thoſe tears were the only pro 
du@t of it at that time; fo much that 
Prince, who had renounc'd thoſe impu- 
rities, which are abhor'd by Nature, was 
ſtill faſten'd to ſome other ſenſual plea 
ſures. And it was not till after ſome 
ſucceeding years, that having made more 
ſerious refleions on the wholeſome ad- 
monitions of the Saint, he reform'd his 
life for altogether, and in the end re- 
ceiv'd Baptiſm. 

_ The Borza's Yavier having taken leave of the 
———_— King, return'd to the Port of Figen, ac- 
company d 
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company'd by the Merchants, who were 
to ſet fail within few days after : The 
departure of the Saint was joyful to the 
Borza's, but the glory of it, was a great 
abatement to their p It appear'd 
to them, that all the honours be had 
receiv'd, redounded to their ſhame; and 
that after ſuch an affront, they ſhou'd 
remain eternally blaſted in the opinion 
of the People, if they did not wipe it 
out, with ſome memorable vengeance. 
Being met together, to confult on a bus 
fnes which nearly touch'd them, they 
concluded that their beſt expedient was 
to raiſe a Rebellion in Fucheo, as they 
had done at Amangechi ; and fleſh the 
People by giving up to them the Ship 
of the Portugueſe Merchants, firſt to be 
plunder'd, then burnt, and the Proprie- 
tors themſelves to be deſtroy'd. In con- 
ſequence of this, if fortune favour'd 
taem, to attempt the Perſon of the 
King, and having diſpatchd him, to 
conclude their work by extinguiſhing 
the Royal Line. As Xavier was held 
in veneration in the Town, even amongſt 
the moſt diſſolute Idolaters, they were 
of opinion they did nothing, it they 
did not ruine his reputation, and make 
him odious to the people. Thereupon, 
they ſet themſelves at work, to publiſh, 
not 
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not only what the Bonza's of Amanguchi 
had written of him, but what they 


themſelves had newly invented : That he 
, was the moſt wicked of Mankind, an Ene- 
my to the [rving and the dead ; his pradtice 
being to dig up the Carcaſſes of the buried, 
for the uſe of his Enchantments, and that 
he had a Devil in his Mouth, by whoſe af- 
fiſtance he charmd his Audience. They 
added, That he had ſpell'd the King ; and 
from thence proceeded theſe new wagaries 
in his Underſtanding and all his Inclinati 
ons ; but that in caſe he came not out of 
that fit of madneſs, it ſhou'd coſt him no leſs 
than his Crown and Life: That Amida and 
Xaca, .two powerful and formidable God, 
had ſworn to make an Example of him and 
of his Subjefts; that, therefore the people, 
if they were wiſe, ſhou'd prevent betime: 
the wrath of thoſe offended Deities, by re- 
venging their Flonour on that Impoſtour of 
a Bonza, and theſe European Pirates, wh 
made their Idol of him. . The people were 
too well perſwaded of the Holineſs 
Xavier, to give credence to ſuch impro- 
bable ſtories, as were raisd of him ; and 
all the Bonzas cou'd fay againſt him, 
ſervd only to increaſe the publick hatred 
againſt themſelves : Thus deſpairing 0 
ſucceſs amongſt the multitude, rhey 


were forc'd to take another courſe, to 
deſtroy 
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deſtroy him in the good Opinion of the 
King. 


About twelve Leagues diſtant from 4 new 4rrifee 


the Town, there was a famous Monaſte- 
ry of the Bonza's, the Superiour of which 
was one Fucarandono, eſteein'd the great- 
eſt Scholar and moſt accompliſh'd in all 
the Learning of Japan. He had read 
Leftures of the Myſteries of their Divirli- 
ry for the ſpace of thirty years in the 
moſt renown'd Univerſity of the King- 
dom. But however skill'd he was in all 
Siences, his Authority was yet greater 
than his Knowledge. Men liſtend to 
him as to the Oracle of Fapan, and an 
implicit Faith was given to all he faid. 
The Bonza's of Fucheo were perſwaded, 
that if they cou'd bring him to the' 
Town, and fet him upagainſt Xavzer, in 
preſence of the Court, they thou'd ſoon re- 
cover their loſt Honour; ſuch confidence 
they had of a . certain ViRtory over the 
European Door. On this account they 
writ to Fucarandono, with all the warm:- 
nels of an carneſt Invitation, and ſent: 
him word, That if he wou'd give himſelf 
the trouble of this little Journey, to re- 
venge the injury they had receiv d, they 
wou'd carry him back in triumph on their 
Shoulders to his Monaſtery. 

The Bonza, who was full as vain as he 
L! Was 
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was learn'd, came ſpeedily, attended by 
ſix Bonza's, all Men of Science, but his 
inferiours and Scholars. He enter'd the 
Palace at that point of time, when Xa- 
wvier and the Portagueſes had Audience of 
the King, for their laſt farewel, being to 
embark the next morning. Before the 
King had diſmiſs'd them, he was inform'd, 
that Fucarandono defir'd to kiſs his Hand, 
in preſence of the Portugueſe Bonza. At 
the name of Fucarandono, the King was 
a little nonplusd, and ſtood filent tor 
ſome time, ſuſpefting that he came to 
challenge Father Xavier to a Diſputati- 
on, and deviſing in himſelf ſome means 
of breaking off this troubleſome affair, 
as heafterwards acknowledg'd. For what- 
ever good Opinion he had of the Saints A- 
bility, yet he cou'd not think him ſtro 

enough to encounter ſo formidable an Ad- 
verſary ; and therefore out of his kindneſs 
to him, was not willing to expoſe him 
to a diſgrace in publick. Xavier, who 
perceiv'd the Kings perplexity, and ima- 
gind from whence it might proceed, 
begg'd carneſtly of his Majeſty, to give 
the Bonza leave of entrance; and alſo 
free permiſſion of ſpeaking. For, as tv 
what concerns me, {aid the Father, you 
need not give your ſelf the leaſt diſquiet. 
The Law I preach is no earthſy Science, 
taught 
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taught in any of your Univerſities, nor a 
"Humane Irvention; tis a Doftrine altoge- 
ther Heavenly, of which God himſelf is the 
only teacher. © Neither all the Bonza's of Ja- 
pan, or yet all the Scholars extant in the 
World, can prevail againſt it, any more, 
than the ſhadows of the night againſt the 
Sun-beams of the rifing-Sun, 
The King at the requeſt of Xavier The begining of 
gave Entrance to the Bonza.

Then the Boxz breaking 
out into a forcd laughter, and turning 
to his fellows, 7 ſhall have but little dif- 
fieulty in overcoming this Companion, who 
has convers 4 with me an handred times, 
and yet ww d make us believe, he had never 
ſeen me : Then looking on Xavier, with a

ſu'd the Boxza, with an affefted. wonder, 


and keeping up his bold laughter, how 
canſt. thou poſhbly forget it ? Bring it. back 
to: my. remembrance, ſaid Xavier mildly, 
you who have ſo much more Wit, and a 
Memory happier than mine, That ſhall be 
done, rejoin'd the Bonza, proud of the 
Commendations which the Saint had gi- 
ven him. 'Tis now juſt fifteen hundred 
years, fince thou and I, who were then 
Merchants, traded at Frenajoma, and where 
I bought of thee an hundred Bales of Silk, 
at. au eaſy pennyworth ; doſt thou yet remem- 
ber it > The Saint, who perceivd whi- 
ther the diſcourſe tended, ask d him very 
civilly, of what age he might be? I amnuv 
two and fifty, ſaid Fucarandono, Fow-cav 
it then be, reply'd Xavier, that you were a 
Merchant fifteen hundred" years ago, that 
is fifteen Ages, when yet you have been 
in the World, by your own confeſſion, but 
half an Age ? And how comes it, that you 
and I then traffick d together at Frenajo- 
ma, ſince the greateſt part of you Bonza's 
maintain, that Japan was a Deſart, and us 
inhabited at that time 2 Flear me, faid the 
Bonza, and liſten to me as an Oracle, I will 
make thee confeſs, that we have a greater 
mow edge if things paſt, than thou and thy 


fellows have if the preſent. Thou art then 
to 
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to widerſtand, that the World had no be- 
ghnning, and that Men, properly ſpeaking, 
never die. The Soul only breaks looſe from 
the Body in which it was confin'd ; and white 
that Body is rotting under gromnd, is lbokhng 
out for another freſh and UIgorous Habitati- 
tn, wherein we are born again, ſometimes it 
the nobler, ſometimes in the more imperfect 
Sex, according ta the various Conſtellations 
if the Ffeavens, and the different Aſp:Hs of 
the Moon. Theſe alterations in our Birth, 
produce the like thanges in , 0%ur Fortune. 
Now, it is the recompenſe of thoſe who have 
Ind virtwouſly, to preſerve a conſt mt me- 

Mory of all the lives which they have paſs d 
thrdgh, in ſo many Ages ; and to repreſent 
themſelves, to themfel ves, entirely, ſuch as 

they have been from all Eternit y, under the 

figure of a Prince, of a Merchant, of a 

Scholar, of a Souldier, and ſo my other va- 

riows forms. On the contrary, they wh, like 

thee, are ſo ianvrant of their own Affairs, as 

mt to nrderitand who, or what they have 

betn formerly, duting thoſe infinite rev luti- 

ons of Ages, ſhew that their Crimes hav? de- 
ferv'd death, as often as they Hive Ift the 
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remembrance of their lives in every change, T:- advantage

The Portugueſe, from whoſe relation ".'** * 
we have the'knowledge of what is above yier, 


written, and who was preſent at the Dif- 
pute, as himſelf informs vs, in his Book 
LI 3 of 
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of Travels, gives us no account of the 
Anſwers which. were made by Xavier, 
IT have neither Knowledge, nor Preſumpti- 
on enough, (ſays he, to relate thoſe ſubtile 
and ſolid Reaſons, with which he confuted 
the mad imaginations of the Bonza. W: 
only have learnt from this Portugueſe, that 
Fucarandono was put to filence upon the 
point in queſtion, and that a little to ſave 
his Reputation, he chang'd the Subjett, but 
to no purpoſe, for even there too he was con- 
founded; for, forgetting thoſe decencies, 
which even Nature preſcribes ro Mem, and 
common Cuſtom has taught us in civil Con 
verſation, he advanc d infamous Propoſiti 
ons, which cannot be related without ens 
ing Medeſty ; and theſe he maintain d with 
a ſtrange impudence, againſt the Reaſons of 
the Father, though the King and the Noble 
Auditory, thought the Chriſtian Arguments 
convincinzg, But the Bonza ſtill flying out 
into Paſſion, and continuing to rail and 
bawl aloud, as if he were rather in 2 
Bear-garden, than at a ſolemn Diſputs: 
tion, one of-, the Lords there preſent 
faid, ſmilivg, to him, If your Bufineſs b: 
fighting, why did not you go to the King: 
dom of Amanguchi, when they were in Ct 
vil-Wars ; there you might have found ſome 
one or other, with whom you might have 
gone t0 hard: heads. What make you here, 
yl 9 where 
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where all thinzs are at quiet 2 But, if you 
rame hither to diſpute, why do you not car- 
ry on your Argument with mildueſs and 

d manners, according to the Copy which 
5 ſet you by the European Bonza ? 

This ſharp raillery had no effe&t upon 
Fucarandm?.. He reply'd tothe Lord, with 
ſo much impudence, and haughtineſs, 
that the King, 'whoſe Patience was tir'd 
with fo:-much inſfolence, caus'd him to be 
put' out of the Hall, ſaying, That his 
Coat of a Bonza, was the only protetion of 
his life. The affront which Fucarand? 
w had-receivd, was interpreted by the 
Bonza's as 'an injury done to the Gods ; 
and as'ſuch they declar'd it to the Peo- 
ple, ſaying, That Relizion was profan'd, 
and that ' the King, the Court, and the 
whole Nation had incurr'd thewrath of Hea- 
ven. Upon which pretence they ſhut up 
the Temples, and wou'd neither offer 
Sacrifice, nor accept of Alms. The Mul- 
titude, which had already been dilpos'd 
to riſe, began to get together, and had 
certainly taken Arms, it the King, by 
good management, had not ſomewhat 
calm'd their Spirits. 
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In the mean time the Portwgueſes, not = fury of the 


believing themſelves to be ſecure againſt 


taving juſt' grounds of apprehending,

tie rage of a Superſtitious People ; and retivens rhefr 
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that the affront which Fucarandono had 
receiv'd, might be reveng'd on their per: 
ſons, return d with all expedition-to their 
Ship, deſigning to ſet Sail with the bene- 
fit of the firſt fair Wind ; At their de- 
rture from the Town, they nncreated 
Father Xavier to follow. then; but he 
cou'd not reſolve to run off like a Fugi- 
tive; or, to forſake thoſenew Chriſtians, 
whoſe ruine had been ſworn by the Hea- 
then Prieſts. How eager. ſogver thoſe 
Merchants were, to get our of a Couns 
trey where their lives were in fo little 
ſafety, yet their fear for Father Xar ter 
kept them lingring there. ſome days 
logger; they depyted the Captain of the 
Vefjel to him, who was to defire him in 
their name to make haſte to:them. Ed: 
ward de Gama, after a long enquiry, found 
him at laſt in a poor Cabin,. with eight 
Chriſtians, who, having been the moſt 
zealous in oppoſition of the Bayza's, were 
in reaſon to expect the more cruel uſage 
at their hands, and were content to offer 
up their lives, | ems they might die 
in the Arms of the Man of God.

The Father, far from yield- 
ng to theſe Arguments, was offended at 
the Captain and the Merchants, for de- 


firing to hinder him from the Crown of 


Martyrdome, which he had taken fo 
long a Journey to obtain : My Brorber, 
{aid he to Gama, with a fervour which ex- 
prefsd the holy ambition of his Soul, 
how happy. ſhud T7 be, if I cou'd receive 
what you reckon a diſgrace, but what ] account 
a Soveraign Felicity ! but I am unworthy bf 
that favour from Almighty God ; yet F will 
wt" render my ſelf more unworthy of it, 
which afſuredly I ſhou'd, if Fembark d with 
you. For what ſcandal ſhou'd I give, by 
fluny hence, to my new Converts * Might 
they not take occaſiin from it, t0 viohate 
their. promiſes to God, when ''thty fon'd 
fad me wanting to the duty of my Miniſtry 2 
If, in conſideration of that Monty, which you 
have receiv'd from your paſſengers, you think 
your ſelf oblig'd to 7 wud them from the dan- 
ger which threatens them, and for that 'rea- 
ſon, have ſummon'd them on Board ; ought not 
F'by a ſtromer motive, guard my Fleck, 
and die with them for the ſake of a God, 
who is infinitely good, and who has re» 
deew'd me at the price of his own life, by 
[ffering for me on the Croſs * Qught not I 
#0 
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to ſeal it with my Blood, and to publiſh it 
by my death; that all men are bound t 
ferrifice their: Blood and Lives to this God 
of Merctes ? : 

This generous anſwer, wrought 6 
much upon the Captain, that, inſtead of 
doubling: his ſolicitations on Father X+ 
vier, he refolv'd to partake his Fortune, 
and not to leave him. Having taken up 
this Reſolution, without farther care of 
what might happen to his Ship, or what 
became .ot hisown perſon, and account:- 
ing all his loſſes for a trifle, while he en- 
joy d the Company of Xavier; he re 
turn'd indeed to his Merchants, but it 
was only to declare to them the deter 
mination\.of, the Father, and his own al 
ſo ; that:in caſe they wou'd not ſtay, he 

ve up his Veſlel ro them : they were 

upply d ' with- Mariners and Souldiers, 
and had plentitul Proviſions laid in, both 
of Food and Ammunition for War. They 
might go at their pleaſure, whereſoever 
they delign'd, but for his own particular, 
he was reſolvd to live-and die with th 
Man of God. . 
Not a Man of them but ſubſcribd to 
the Opinion" of the Captain ; and they 
were one and all for following his Exam- 
ple, and the Fortune of the Saint. Sud: 
dealy they put into the Port again ; - 
the 
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the Ship had lain oft at a good diſtance, 
for fear of ſome attempt,... which might 
be made upon it from the Town ; Soulk 
diers were left for its. defence; and the 
Captain and Merchants came in Com- 
pany to Fucheo., Their return gave new 
vigour to the Chriſtians, and amaz'd 
the People, who cou'd not but wonder 
that ſo poor a man ſhou'd ke had in ſuch 
eſtzem *by his Country-men, that they 
choſe - rather to run the hazard of their 
wealth, . and of their lives, than to loſe 
the ſight of him. 


This prompt return broke all the 4 new Emer- 
priſe of the 
Bonza's againft 


meaſures of the Bonza's ; whoſe courage 
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had been; ſwell'd by the flight of Gamaz tim. 


which had given them the opportunity 
of making their Cabals againſt the Chrr 
ſtians: bur when they tound that thoſe de- 
ſigns might. palſibly miſcarry ; and that on 
the.other, fide,. they were again dely'd to 
a new Conference on. the Subject of Re 
ligion, they. thought good to accommos- 
date themlelves a little to the times, and 
to renew the diſpute betwixt Xavier and 
Facarandono before the Court. To fcem 
before-hand with the Chriſtians, rhey 
made it theig own Petition to-the King, 
who freely. granted it, but on ſome con- 
ditions, whuch were to be ol-ſerv'd oa 
either ſide ; theſe Articles were, That 
noe 
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noiſe was to be baniſh'4 in diſpute ; no flyin 
out to be SH nor any provocation 
by fharp language. That the Argumient 
wed Anſwers were to be couch d in preciſe 
rerms, armies. m_—_ of a juſt th 
(oute, as it ſhow reed by the Judges, 
| rex Js to moderate Y T] ef k. yoke 
tion of the Audiente was to decide the Vi 
Rory: That if the Point were doubtful be 
twhet them, the Saffrages ſhould Be ta 
ken, and that he fhoud be jude'd to have 
reaſon on his fide, who had te majority 


of Voices. Laſtly, That whoever was willin 
to enter himſelf 2 Chriſtian, might pro 5; 
his Faith, withoat hindrance or moleſtatin 
from any man. Theſe Conditions wert 


too reaſonable to be accepted by the 
Bowza's. They appeal'd from rhe rung 
to the King betrer inform'd, and to 
him boldly, thar in marrers of Relipion, 
it was not juſt that the Profarte, ( that 
s the Layety ) ſhou'd be Umpires : 'but 
when they found the King  refolv'd to 
maintain his point, they quitted theirs 
The next morning was agreed on for 
the Conference ; and ſome of the moſt 
enderſtanding Perſons of the Conrt were 
2ppointed Judges. Fucarandono made 
his appearance at the time, attended by F ' 
three thouſand Boxza's. The King, who F* 
was cither apprehenſive of his own fafety, 
amongſt 
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amongſt that Religious rabble, or fear'd 
at leaſt that ſome diſorder might en- 
ſue , permitted but four of all the ſqua- 
dron to. enter; and ſent word to the ©- 
thers, for their fatisfation, that it was 
not honourable for ſo many to appear a- 
gainſt a fingle man. 


Xavier, who had notice ſent him # mtwas » 
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from the King, that his Adverſary was = O_ 
on the place of Combat, came accom« nk 
panied with the chiefeſt of the Porry. Fucarandono, 


ſes, all richly habited, who a 4d 
I. Officers, and pay'd him "11 poſe 
lible reſpe&, attending him bare-headed, 
and never ſpeaking to him but on the 
knee. The Bonza's were ready to burſt 
withenvy, beholding the pompous en 
of their Antagoniſt: And that whi 
doubled their deſpight, was, that they 
over-heard the Lords, ſaying to one a- 
nother ; Ob/erve this poor Man, of whom 
o many, ridiculous Pittures have been made 
to us, woud to God our Children might be 
like him, on Condition the Bonza's might 
fay as bad of them, as they ſpeak of him: 
Our own eyes are witneſſes of the truth ; 
end the palpable Lyes which they have in- 
vented, ſhew what credit is to be given to 
them, The King took pleaſure in theſe 
diſcourſes, and told thoſe Lords, that 
the Banza's had afſur'd him, that he ſhou'd 
be 
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be ſick at heart, at the firſt appearance 

of Father Francis. He acknowledg'd he 

was almoſt ready to have believ 

them; but being now convinc'd by his 

own experience, he found that the Cha- 

racer of an Embaſſadour from Heaven, 

and Intcrpreter of the Gods, was not in- 

conſiſtent with a Lyar. Fucarandon, 

who heard all theſe Paſſages from his 

place, took them for ſo many ill Omens, 

and turning to his four Aſſociates, told 

them, that he ſuſpetted this day wou'd be 

yet more unſucceſsful to them than the laſt, 

The King receiv d Father Xavier with 

The diſpute re- great civility, and after he had talk 
new >. with him ſome time inprivate, very ob- 
ligingly, order d him to begin the d- 

ſputation. Whenthey had all taken their 

places, the Saint demanded of the Bonza, 

as the King had defird him, For what 

reaſon the Chriſtian Religion ought not to 

be receivd in Japan? The Bonza, whoſe 
havghtineſs w2s much abated, reply 

modeſtly, Becauſe it is a new Law, in 

all things oppoſite to the ancient eſts 

bliſh'd Laws of the Empire : and thatit 

ſeems made on purpoſe to render the

out of the Society of Chriſtians there 
is no Salvation. But eſpecially, added 
le, a little kindling in the face, becauſe 
ir preſumes to maintain, that the holy 
Amida and Xaca, Gizon and Canon, are 
inthe bottomleſs pit of ſmoak, condemn'd 
to everlaſting puniſhment, and deliver'd 
up in prey, to the Dragon of the houſe 
of night. After he had thus ſpoken, 
the Bonza held his peace : And Yavier, 
who had receiv d a ſign from the King, 
to make reply, faid at the beginning of 
his diſcourſe, that ſecing "> av be 
had mingled many thinzs together, it was 
reaſonable, for the better clearing of the 

difficulties, to tye him up to one fingle pro- 

pofition, which was not to be lefr, "till it 

was evacuated, and plainly found to be 

either true or falſe. All agreed this was 

fair, and Fucarandono himſelf, defir'd Xa- 

vier to ſhew cauſe, why he and his 

Companions, ſpoke evil of the Deities of 
the Country 2 
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The Saint reply d, That he gave not to The anſwer of 


Idols the name of Gods ; becauſe they were &t ler F = 
. , PILLIA 9 
worthy of it : and that ſo ſacred a Title LEY 


was only proper to the Soveraign Lord, 
who had Created Heaven and Earth. Then 
be proceeded to difcourſe of the Divine 
Being, and deſcrib'd thoſe Properties, which 
are known to us by the light of Nature : 

that 
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that is to ſay,” his Independence, his Eter 
nity, his Omnipotence, his Wiſdom, Good. 
neſs, and Iehbce without circumſcription, 
He made out, that thoſe infinite perfeſli- 
ans cou d not be comprehended by any created 
weder(tanding, how refin d ſoever. And 
thus having fill d his Auditors with a waſ 
Idea of the Deity, he demonſtrated, that 
the Idols of Japan, who, according to the 
Japonians themſelves, had been man, ſub. 
jett to the common Laws of Time and Na 
ture, were not to be accounted Gods ; and 
at the moſt were only to be reverenc'd a 
Philoſophers, Law-givers, and Princes; 
But not in the leaſt as Immortal Powers 
fence the date, both of their birth, and 
death, was regiſter d in the publick Ms 
muments. That, if their Works were du 
conſider d, they were yet leſs to be as 
counted for Omnipotent. That having nit 
been able, after their deceaſe, to preſerv 
their Stately Palaces, and Magnificent St 
pulchres from decay, there was no appear 
apce that they had built the Fabrick of the 
Univerſe, or cou d maintain it, in its pre 
ſent ſtate. Laſtly, that this appertaind 
alone to the true God, who is wor(hipp'd by 
the Chriſtians : and that, confidering the 
beauty of the Heavens, the fruitfulneſs of 
the Earth, and the order of the Seaſons, 
we might conclude, That he only who is 4 

Spirtt, 
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Spirit, Eternal, All Powerful, and AR 
Wiſe, cou'd be the Creatour, and abſolute 
Commander of the World, As ſoon as 
Aavier had concluded, the whole Af- 
ſembly cry'd out, that he ſpoke reaſon : 
and the Judges immediately pronounc'd, 
as 2 manifeſt truth, that the Pagods 
were not Gods. Fucarandono wou'd have 
reply'd, but the general cry gave it for 
a cauſe decided. And the King impos'd 
filence on the Bowza, according to the 
Articles of Agreement. 


Thus the Boxza paſs'd on to another 77 ſecond que- 


queſtion in his own deſpight; and ask'q/##n 7 Fuca 
Father Xavier, why he allow'd not of 54ich rhe F- 


thoſe Bills of Exchange, which they ber anſwers 
with the ſame

Rich found their accompt in them, and the firmer. 


gave in favour of the dead; ſince the 


that they had their return of their mo- 
ney with Uſury in Heaven, The Father 
anſwer'd, that the right we had to a 
better world, was founded not on thoſe 
deceitful Letters, but on the good 
works, which are practisd with the 
Faith and Doctrine which he preach 'd. 
That he who inſpird it into our Souls, 
was Jeſus Chriſt the true and only Son 
of God, who was Crucify'd for the Sal- 
vation of Sinners; and that they who 
preſerv'd that living . Faith 'rill death, 
lhou'd certainly obtain Eternal happineſs: 

M m that 
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that for what remaind, this holy Law 
was free from worldly intereſt, and that 
it excluded not from Heaven either the 
poor, or Women; that even poverty, 
which is patiently endur'd, was a means 
of gaining the Kingdom of Heaven: and 
that the weaker Sex, had greater advan- 
tages than ours, by reaſon of that mo- 
deſty and piety, which is almoſt inhe. 
rent in their nature. The applauſe which 
follow'd this diſcourſe was general : only 
Fucarandono, and his Companions, who 
had not wherewith to reply; and yet 
were too obſtinate to recant, kept a 
diſcontented filence, It was judgd 
that Xavier s Opinion was the more rex

ſonable, and the diſpute adjourn d to the 

day following. 
The ſequelofthe Theſe ill ſucceſſes wou'd have driven 
«pare berwizt the Bonza to deſpair, if his preſumption 
mit, 7 had not kept up his Spirits: he return'd 


Fucarandono, - , . 
at the time appointed; but as if he di 


ſtruſted his own ſtrength, as preſuming 
as he was, he brought with him fix & 
ther Bonza's, the moſt learned amongſt 
them, and choſen out of all their Secs; 
not to be bare SpeRatours of the Com- 
bat, but to relieve each other, and to 
charge every one in his turn. At the 
firſt they propounded very ſubtile que 
{tzons concerning the My ſterics of our 

Faith; 
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Faith ; Father Xavier wasſurpris'd at the 
hearing of them : andas thoſe queſtions 
which are not reported by the Portu- 
gueſe, particularly, were in all like- 
hood above the knowledge of the 
Pagans, he was almoſt induc'd to think 
the Devil had ſuggeſted them : at the 
leaſt he acknowledg'd that to ſolve them 
he neededan extraordinary affiſtance from 
above; and defir'd the Portugueſes to 
ſecond him with their Prayers, during 
the difputation : wherher he receiv'd that 
ſupernataral aſſiſtance,” or that thoſe dit- 
ficulties did not ſo much ſurpaſs his know- 
ledge, as he had thought, he anſwer'd to 
the ſatisfaction of the whole Aſſembly. 
When Judgment was paſs'd that thoſe 
queſtions were fully decided, one of the 
Bonza's, whoſe heart was wholly ſet on 
riches, and who believ'd that there was 
nothing more charming in rhe World, 
than Gold and Silver, undertook to prove 
that God was an Enemy to the Poor : 
For, ſaid the Bonza, ſince he denys them 
thoſe bleſſings, which he bounritully 
gives the Rich, and in cauſing them to 
'beborn in a mean condition,expoſesthem 
to all the Miſeries and ignominy of lite, 
is it not a ſign, that he has neither kind- 
"neſs nor value for them 2? 
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Xavier deny'd the Conſequence of 
that propoſition; and argu'd both from 
the Principles of Morality, which look 
on Riches as falſe goods, and out of the 
ue of Chriſtianity, which in re- 
pect of Salvation, count them true evils: 
he reaſon'd thereupon ſo juſtly, and 
withal fo clearly, that his Adverfaries 
were forc'd to give up the cauſe, accord- 
ing to the Relation of the Portugueſe, 
who was witneſs of it. After this, they 
advanc'd ſuch extravagant and mad Pro- 
poſitions, that they coft the Father no 
trouble to confute; for they deſtroy 
themſelves. But the moſt pleaſant part 
of this days work was, that the' ſeven 
Bonza's not being able to agree, on ſome 
points of Doctrine, fell foul on each 6 
ther, and wrangled with ſo much heat 
and violence, that at laſt they came to 
down-right railing; and had proceeded 
to blows, if the King had not interposd 
his Authority, which frighten'd them in- 
to quiet. This was the end of that days 
diſputation ; and nothing more confirm 
the minds of the Auditors, on the fide 
of Yavier, than to ſee his Adverſariesat 
Civil Wars amongſt themſelves. 
The hmmwr The King going out of his Palace, the 
which the King next morning, with a great attendance, 


of Bungo does X - 
is Xavier, t Walk in the Town, according to his 


cuſtom, 
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cuſtom, and paſſing by the houſe where 
the Portugueſes lodg'd, ſent a meſkage to 
the holy man, defiring him to come to 
his Gardens, where he wou'd ſhew him 
ſport, provided he came well arm'd ; 
be he was to kill with one blow two 
Kites or Puttocks, at the leaſt, out of 
thoſe ſeven, which yeſterday endeavour'd 
to have pulld out his eyes. Xavier, 
who eaſily underſtood his meaning, 
came out to pay him his reſpedts, and 
to acknowledge the honour which was 
done him. The King took him by the 
hand, and led him to the Palace amidſt 
the acclamations of the People. The 
ſeven Bomza's repreſented by the ſeven 
Kites, were already in the Hall, with 
a confirm'd impudence, and fo much 
the more haughty, as they had the leſs 
reaſon ſo to be : according to the uſual 
character of vain and felt-opinion'd 
men. 


The firſt ſtep they made in order to, hs Bonza's

and proceedings of the former day ;/ 
wherein they declar'd void the ſentence 
of the Umpires, appeal'd from them, and 
ſet forth new obje&tions and difficul- 
ties, upon the queſtions formerly deba- 
ted, The King anſwer d himſelf, that

They wrangle 
about the ſrgnr- 
fication of words 
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thoſe Points which had been decided, 
had no need of any further explanation: 
and that they were already ty 'd'up, by 
the Conditionsof the Conterence, which 
both Parties had accepted. He added, 
that Father Xavzer was ready to go on 
Ship-board; and that it was nat reaſo- 
nable to loſe time by. fruitleſs repetitions; 
but if they had any. new queſtions to 
propoſe, let them. begin, and they ſhoud 
be heard : it not, they had free licence 
to depart. 

This poſitive anſwer, conſtrain'd them 
to ſuperlede their writing, and to pitch 
on other matters. Fucarandons afleCting 
an air of devotion, and modeſty, ask, 
Why the Chriſtians gave obſcene names t' 
the , Saints in Paradiſe, whenſoever tht) 
invok'd them in their publick Prayers: + 
wing him to underſtand, that Sande int 
Japonian Language, frgnify d ſomething 
too diſhoneſt to be ſpoken. The Father 
declard that the word in Latine hac 
only a pure, and pious meaning, Never 
theleſs that ir might not give ſcandal, 
nor pollute' the imagination of the Jap 
mans, by an equivocal ſound ; he or- 
derd the new Chriſtians from thence 
forward, to uſe the word Beate inſtead 
of it; and to ſay, Beate Petre, Beatt 
Paule, in the room of Sante Petre, Sante

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BY Paule. Concerning the name of God, 
the Bonza's woud alſo have faſtned a 
uarrel on the Father ; becauſe Dajus m 
ur Tongue ſignifies a Lie. He laugh'd 


in effet a meer jingle; and the Judges 
and Audience concluded it to be no

y Three other points, on which the Bow- 
£2 more inſiſted, were thought to be 
© more ſolid, and of greater conſequence. 
The firſt was propos d on this manner : 
" WW Either God foreſaw that Lucifer and his 
Accomplices wou'd revolt and be damn'd E- 
b Wl ternally, or he foreſaw it not, If he had no 
| forefrght of it, his preſcience did not ex- 
"Wl tend / *, as you woud have us to bes 
lieve ; but if he foreſaw it, the conſequence

: Xavier was fo much amazd to hear 
1 2 Bonza realoning like a School-man, that 


turning to Edward de Gama, who was 
by him : See, (ſays he foftly in Portu- 
gveſe, that he might not be underſtood 
M m 4 by

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at this ridiculous exception, which was - 
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by the Japonians) ſee how the Devil ha; 
ſharpesd the Wit of theſe his Advocates, 
In the mean time, one of the Bonza's 
coming up to the charge, faid, accor- 
ding to the fame Principle, That if God 
bad fereknown that Adam wou'd fin, and 
caſt down together with himſelf his whole 
Progeny into an Abyſs of miſeries, why did 
he create him 2 At leaſt when our firſt Fa- 
ther was ready to eat of the forbidden 
Fruit, why did not that Omnipotent Hand, 
which gave him being, annihilate him at 
the ſame moment ? 

A third Bomza, taking the word, urgd 
him with another Argument. Jf our E- 
vil be as »ncient as the World, faid he ſub: 
tilly, why did God let ſo many Ages paſs 
away, without orving it a — Why 
did he not deſcend from Heaven, and make 
himſelf Man, to redeem humane kind, by 
his death and ſufferings, as ſown as ever 
Man was guilty? To what degree did thoſe 
firſt men ſin, to become unworthy of ſuch a 
favour? And what has been the merit of 
their Deſcendants, that they ſhou'd be more 
favourably treated than their Predeceſ- 
ſours ? 

He anſwers te Theſe difficulties did not appear new 
— to Xavier, who was very learn'd; and 
their Replies, Who had read whatſoever the Fathers, 
and School Divines had faid concerning 

them. 
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them. He anſwer'd without doubt, ac- 
cording to their Doctrine ; but the Por- 
twweſe, who relates the Objections, durſt 
not undertake to write the Solutions of 
them, if we will believe himſelf, becauſe 
they ſurpaſs'd the Underſtanding of a 
Merchant. The Bonza's made many Re- 
plies, to all which the Father gave the 
proper Solutions in few words, and ac- 
cording to the Rules of the Schools : 
whether it were that they comprehend- 
ed not the Solutions, or were it out of their 
hot-headedneſs, or that they ſeem'd not 
to underſtand them, to avoid the ſhame 
of being baffled, they yeilded not, but 
cryd out louder than before. As they 
diputed more for Victory than Truth, 
they deny'd all things, even to thoſe Prin- 
ciples which are ſelt-evident ; pretending 
thereby to encumber their Opponent. 
Xavier knew what uſe to make of his ad- 
vantages, he turn'd the Confuſion upon 
them, by reducing them to manifeſt con- 
traditions, from whence they cou'd ne- 
ver diſingage themſelves. So that, in- 
ſtead of anſwering, they gnaſh'd their 
Teeth, foam'd at Mouth .and ſtampd, 
and ſtar d abour like Mad-men. The 
King, whoſe Indignation was raisd, by 
ſeeing the obſtinacy of the Boxza's, faid 
to them in a kind of Paſſion, As for - 

ſelf 
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ſelf, as far as I am capable of judging, | 
find that Father Xavier ſpeaks good Sence, 
and that you know not what you ſay. Tou 
ſhou'd either underſtand better, or be l:ſ; 
violent, than you appear, to judge of theſe 
Truths without prejudice. But if the Di- 
vine Law be wanting to you, make uſe of 
your Reaſon, which of it ſelf will let you ſee, 
that you are not to deny things which are evi- 
dent, nor to bark like Dogs. After theſe 
words he roſe from his Seat, and taking 
Xavier by the Hand, brought him back 
to his own Lodging. The people, who 
tollow'd in great multitudes, made loud 
acclamations, and the Strects rung with 
the Praiſes of the holy Man. Whule the 
Bonza's, mad with rage and envy, cryd 
out aloud, May the fire of Heaven fall 
own upon a Prince, who ſuffers himſelf to 
be ſo eafily ſeduc'd, by this Foreign Mx 
ician, 
The fruit of bis Thus concluded the Diſputations which 
—_— he had with Fucarandonoand the Bonza's: 
r n- . p 
za's, They were very glorious for him, and 
for the Religion vvhich he preach'd ; but 
brought not forth the expected fruit, a- 
monegl(t the Idolaters who were preſent at 
them. For neither the Portugueſe Au- 
thor, whom we have frequently cited, 
nor other Hiſtorians of the Father's Life, 


make mention of any new Converſions 
which 
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which were made ; and it affords great 
occaſion for our wonder, that the Lords 
ot the Court, who ſo much approv'd the 
Doctrine of Chriſtianity, ſhou'd ſtill con- 
tinue in the practice of Idolatry, and of 
their Vices : It it were not always to be 
remembred, that in Converſion, the 
light of the Underſtanding avails nothing, 
unleſs the Heart be alſo rouch'd ; and that 
the Philoſophers, of whom St. Paul 
ſpeaks, having known God, did not glorify 
him as God, Nevertheleſs we may pro- 
bably believe, that theſe Ditputations in 
progrels of time fail'd not of their due ef- 
tet: And is allo probable, that they 
were the Seed of thoſe wondertul Con- 
verſions, which were made in tollowing 
years.

ning to take his laſt farewel of the King, 
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who vvas more kind to him than ever; dics. 


and parted from Japan the fame day, 
which was Nov. 2oth. in the year 1551. 
having continud in that Country two 
years and four months. 

Not long before God had made known 
to his Servant, that the Town of Malac- 
ca was beſiegd bv Sea and Land; and 
that the King of Jentana, a Saracen, was 
perlonully betore it, with an Army of 
twelve thouſand Mcn. That neither the 
Conduct 


God reveals tn 
him th: Siege of 
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Conduct of the Governour Don Pedro 4: 
Silva, nor the Succours of Dor Fernan- 
dez Carvalio, had been able to defend it 
againſt the attempts of the Barbarians; 
that the Favans, a fierce and warlike 
people, had maſter'd that place ; that of 
three hundred Portugueſes, who were 
within it, above an hundred had been 
put to the Sword, and the reſt of them 
had only eſcap'd by retiring into the For- 
treſs. In ſhort, that Malacca was now 
become a place of horrour ; and that the 
Enemy wearied with the ſlaughter, had 
reſerv'd many thouſands of the Inhabi- 
tants for the Chain. The Saint in- 
form'd Gama, and the Portugueſes of the 
Ship, of theſe fad tidings, before they 
left the Port ; and declar d to them, that 
the ſins of that corrupt City had drawn 
down the Curſe of God upon it, as he 
. had foretold and threatn'd ; but he de 
fir d them at the ſame time, to ſupplicate 
the Father of all Mercies, for the appez- 
ſing of his Divine Juſtice, and he himſelt 
pray'd earneſtly in their behalf. Beſides 
the two Fapanners, Matthew and Bernard, 
who had conſtantly follow'd the Father, 
and woud never forſake him, an Am- 
baſſadour from the King of Bungo, em- 
bark'd with him in the fame Veſſel. The 


buſineſs of this Embaſly was to ſeek the 
| friend» 
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friendſhip of the Viceroy of the Zrdies ; 
and to obtain a Preacher from him, 
who might finiſh the Converſion of that 
Kingdom, in the room of Father Xa- 
vier. 

They fail'd along the Coaſts for the 
ſpace of ſix days, and the Navigation 
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What happens 
to him 1n his re- 
: turn from Ja- 
was proſperous, till they made an Iſland pan # the 1n- 


belonging to the King of Minaco, call'd ** 


Meleitor : From whence croſſing a 
Streight, they put out into the main O- 
cean. At that time the change of the 
Moon alter'd the Weather ; and there 
blew a furious South-wind, fo that the Pi- 
lot with all his Art coud not bear up a- 
cxinſt it. The Tempeſt carry d the Ship 
nto a Sea, unknown to the Portugneſes ; 
and the Face of Heaven was ſo black 
with Clouds, that during five days and 
nights there was no appearance of Sun 
or Stars : Infomuch, that the Mariners 
were not able to take the Elevation of 
the Pole, and conſequently not to know 
vvhereabouts they were. One day to- 
wards the Evening, the Wind redoubled 
with ſo much fury, that the Veſſel had 
not povver to break the Waves, fo high 
they vvent, and came on with ſo much 
violence. In this terrible conjunQture 
they thought fit to cut down the Fore- 
cltle, that the Ship might work the bet- 
tcr, 
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ter, after vvhich they bound the Sloop 
which follow'd, vvith thick Cables to 
the Ship ; but night coming on, vvhile 
they were thus employ'd, and being ve- 
ry dark, abundance of Rain alſo falling 
at the fame time, vvhich increas'd the 
Tempeſt, they cou'd not draw out of 
the Sloop five Fortugneſes and ten Indian, 
as well as Slaves and Mariners, which 
vvere 1n her. 

Hwo Xavier Thoſe of the Ship had neither com- 

behaves bim- fort nor hope remaining, but in the 

- horny '5* company and aſſiſtance of Father Xavier, 
He exhorted them to lament their Sins, 
thereby to appeaſe the wrath of God, 
and he himſelf pour'd forth whole ſhows 
ers of Tears before the Face of the Al. 
mighty. When night was now at the 
darkeſt, a lamentable cry was heard, 
of people juſt upon the brink of periſh- 
ing, and calling out for ſuccour. The 
noiſe came from the Sloop, vvhich the 
violence of Winds had torn off from the 
Veſlel, and which-the Waves were hur- 
rying away. As ſoon as the Captain 
had notice of it, he order'd the Pilot to 
turn towards thoſe poor Creatures, with- 
out conſidering, that by his endeavour of 
ſaving his Nephevv A/phonſo Calvo, vvho 
was one of the five Portugueſes 1n the 
Sloop, the Ship muſt certainly be = 

an 
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and himſelf with her. In effect, as it 
vvas difficult to ſteer the Ship, when 
they vvou'd have turn'd her tovvards the 
Sloop, ſhe came acroſs betwixt tvvo 
Mountains of Water, which lock'd her 
up betwixt them ; one of thoſe Waves 
fell upon the Poop, and waſh'd over the 
Deck ; and then it was, that the whole 
Company thought their buſineſs was 
done, and nothing but cries and lamenta- 
tions were heard on every ſide. Xavier, 
who was at his Prayers in the Captain's 
Cabin, ran out toward the noiſe, and 
law a miſerable objet, the Vellel ready 
to bulge, the Seamen, the Souldiers, and 
the Paſſengers, all tumbling in confuſi- 
on on each other, deploring their un- 
happy deſtiny, and expefting nothing 
but preſent death. Then the holy Man 
lifting up his Eyes and Hands to Hea- 
ven, faid thus aloud, in the tranſport of 
his fervour, O Jeſus, thou love of my Soul, 
uccour ws ! 7 beſeech thee, by thoſe five 
wounds, which for our ſakes thou haſt ſuf- 
erd on the Croſs. At that inſtant the 
Ship which already was ſinking under 
Water, raisd her {elf aloft, without any 
viſible aſſiſtance. and gain'd the ſurface 
of the Waves. The Marinersencouragd 
by ſo manifeſt a Miracle, ſo order'd the 
Nails, that they had the Wind in Poop, 
and purſu'd their courſe, In 
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What happers In the mean time the Sloop was vaniſh'd 
CHD out of ſight: and no man doubted but 
Ship. ſhe was ſwallow'd by the Waves. The 
Captain lamented for his Nephew, the 
reſt ſhed tears for their loſt Cmpanions, 
As for the Father, his | ——_— affliction 
was for two Mahometas Slaves, whom he 
cou'd not convert to Chriſtianity. He 
ſigh'd, in thinking of their deplorable 
condition, but in the midſt of theſe anxi- 
ous thoughts, entring into himſelf, or ra- 
ther wholly recolle&ing himſelf in God, 
it came into his mind to intercede with 
Heaven for the protection of the Sloop, 
in caſe it were not already loſt, In this 
he followd the inſpiration of the holy 
Spirit, and his Prayer was not yet ended, 
when he perceivd that it was heard: 
Inſomuch, that turning towards Edward 
de Gama, who was oppreſs'd with fad 
neſs ; Afi not your ſelf, my Brother 
ſaid he, with a cheartul Countenance, 
before three days are ended, the Daughte 
will come back, and find the Mother. The 
Captain was fo buricd in his grief, that 
he ſavv too little probability in what the 
Father ſaid, to found any ſtrong beliet 
upon it. Which notwithſtanding, at 
break of day, he ſent one up to the Scut- 
tle, to ſee if any thing were within ken; 
but nothing was diſcover'd, ſaving 0 
, a, 
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Sea, which was (till troubled, and white 
with foam. The Father, who had been 
in private at his devotions, came out 
two hours after, with the ſame chear- 
fulneſs upon his Countenance ; and ha- 
ving given the good day to the Cap- 
tain and Pilot, and ſix or ſeven Portu- 
gueſes who were in Company, he en- 
quir'd, If they had not yet ſeen the Cha- 
lop? they anſwer'd they had not: and 
becauſe he defird that ſome one might 
again get up to the Scuttle, one of the 
Portwgueſes call'd Pedro Yeglio, replv'd 
thus bluntly, Tes Father, the Chalop will 
return, but not "till another be loſt > he 
meant that it was impoſlible the fame 
Chalop ſhou'd come again. 

Xavier mildly reprehended Yeglio for 
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was impoſiible- ro God. The confidence

In 
the mean time, Xavier, whoſe ſtomach 
was turnd with the tofling of the Ship, 
and who had been two days and three 
nights, without eating, was taken with 
a violent head-ach, and ſuch a giddineſs, 
that he cou'd ſcarcely ſtand. One of 
the Portugueſe Merchants, call'd Ferdi- 
nand Mendez Pinto, defir'd him to repoſe 
a little while, and offer'd him his Cabin; 
Aavier, who by the Spirit of mortifica- 
tion, uſually lay upon theDeck, accept- 
ed his courteſie, and defir'd this further 
favour, that the Servant of this Merchant, 
who was a Chineſe, might watch before 
a door, that none might interrupt his 
reſt. 

He renews = The intention of the Father, was nt 
—_ to give the leaſt refreſhment to his Body: 
Chalop. he ſet himſelf again to Prayers, and it 

was afirm'd by the Chineſe Servant, that 
from ſeven in the morning, when he 
retird, he had been conſtantly on his 
knees, 'till the evening, puny in the 
agony of his Spirit, and ſhedding tears. 
He came out from his retirement after 
Sun ſet, and once more enquir'd of the 
Pilot, if they had not ſeen the Chalop, 
which cou'd not poſlibly be far diſtant. 
The Pilot reply'd, that it was in vain 
to think of her, and that it was im 

{ible 
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ſible for her to reſiſt ſo furious a Tem- 
peſt. But in caſe that by ſome wonder 
ful accident, or rather by ſome miracle, 
ſhe had been preſerv'd, ſhe muſt of ne- 
ceſſity be at fifry leagues diitance from 
the Ship.'7:s the propriety of Chriſtian con» 
fidence to remain unſhaken, and ſecure, 
when humane reaſon leaves us deſtitute of 
hope. The Saint acknowledg'd, the Pi- 
lot to have ſpoken judiciouſly, and yet 
doubted not but the Chalop wou'd re- 
turn. He conſtantly maintain'd, that 
ſhe cou'd not be far off ; and preſs'd him 
toſend up to the Scuttle betore the dusk. 
The Pilot,leſs out of complaiſance to the 
Father, than out of his deſire to unde- 
ceive him, went up himſelf, and cou'd 
diſcover nothing. Xavier, without any 
ard to the affirmation of the Pilor, 
initantly defir'd the Captain to lower 
the Sails; that the Chalop might more 
calfily come up with the Ship. The au- 
thority of the holy man, carrid it, a- 
bove the reaſons of the Pilot : The Sail- 
yard was lower'd ; and a ſtop was made 
tor almoſt three hours. Burt at length, 
the Paſſengers grew weary, asnor being 
able any longer to bear the rowling of 
the Ship, and one and all cry'd our to 
Sail, The Father upbraided them with 
their impatience : and himſelf laid hold 
Naz on

on the Sail-yard, to hinder the Seamen, 
from ſpreading the Sails: and leaning 
his head over it, broke out into ſighs 
and ſobbings, and pour'd out a deluge 
of tears. 
page ane | His raisd himſelf a little after, and 
nn Ar keeping his eyes fix'd on Heaven, yet 
Chal. wet with tears; O Feſus, my Lord and 
my God, ſaid he, I beſeech thee by thy 
holy Paſſion, to have pity on thoſe poor 
—_— who are coming, to us, through the 
midſt of ſo many dangers. He composd 
himſelf, after he had utter'd this, and 
continu'd leaning on the Sail-yard, wholly 
ſilent, for ſome time, as if he had been 
ſleeping. 
7he Chabp az. Then 2 little Child, who was ſitting 
pears, and At the foot of the Maſt, cry'd out on 
comes up with the ſudden, a Miracle a Miracle, behold 
've Ship. the Chalop. All the Company gather 
together at the cry , and plainly per- 
cerv'd the Chalop within muſquer ſhot 
Nothing but ſhouts and exclamations of 
joy were heard, while ſhe drew till 
nearer and nearer to the Veſſel. In the 
mean time, the greateſt part fell down 
at the Feet of Father Xavier, and, con- 
tefſing they were Sinners, unworthy 
the Company of a man ſo holy, ask'd 
him pardon for their Unbelief. But the 
Father, in great contuſion, for bein 
| treat 
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treated in this manner, eſcap'd out: of 
their hands as ſoon as poſſibly he cou'd ; 
and ſhut himſelf up within the Cabin. 
In conclufion, the Chalop came up with 
the Ship; and it was obſervd, that 
though the Waves were in great agita- 
tion, ſhe came right forward, without 
the leaſt toſſing, and ſtop'd of her ſelf. 
It was alſo taken notice of, that ſhe con: 
tinu'd without any motion, 'till the fif- 
teen men which ſhe carri'd, wereenter'd 
the Ship, and that the Seamen had 
faſten'd her behind the Poop, When 
they had embrac'd thoſe men, whom fo 
lately that had given for loſt, every one 
was defirous of knowing their Adven- 
tures #; - and - were much furprisd to 
underſtand, that they were come through 
the midſt of the moſt horrible tempeſt, 
which was ever ſeen, without any ap» 
prehenſion, cither of drowning, or 1o- 
fing of their way : becauſe, ſaid they, 
Father Francis was our Pilot, and his 
preſence freed us even from the ſhadow 
of any fear. When the Ships Company 
allur'd them, that the Father had been 
always with themſelves, thoſe of the 
Chalop, who had beheld him conſtantly 
ſteering it, cou'd not believe what had 
been told them. Afrer ſome littte df 
pute, on the matter of tat, both fides 
Nn 3 concluded, 
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concluded, that the Saint had been at 
the ſame time in two places: And this 
evident Miracle, made ſuch an impref- 
fion on the minds of the two Saracer 
Slaves, who had been in the Chalop, 
that they abjur d their Mahometiſm. The 
impatience of theſe fitteen, men, to be- 
hold their miraculous Steerſman, who 
had ſo happily brought them to the 
Ship, and who vaniſh d from'their eyes, 
at the ſame moment, when they joynd 
her, oblig'd Xavier to come out, and 
ſhew himſelf, They wou'd, have faluted 
him as their Protetour, by-proſtrating 
themſelves before him, but he wou'd not 
ſuffer it : declaring to. them, - that it was 
the hand of the Lord, and not - his, 
which had deliverd them. from Ship- 
wrack. Art the fame time he renderd 
publick thanks to God, for ſo eminent 
a favour, and order'd the Pilot to pur- 
ſue his Voyage, aſſuring him, that he 
ſhoud have a good wind, immediately; 
The Pilots Experience of the Sea, did 
not promiſe him this ſudden change; 
but this late deliverance of the Chalop, 
quicken'd his belict in the Fathers words ; 
and it was not long, before he under- 
ſtood, that he who commands the winds 
and Seas, had authoris'd the holy man 
to make that PrediQtion,.

rious occaſions, - that withour obſerving 
either Winds or Seaſons, he often put 
to Sea, in an old crazy Vellel, ill pro- 
vided ; inſomuch, that they who were 
ignorant of the ſecret cauſe of this his 
confidence, took him for a raſh preſu- 
ming man, and of little underſtandingin

that was, in going from Tenaſſerim to 
the Kingdom of Pegs, in a light Zarque, 
which was quite decayd, and out: of 
order.

horrible confuſion, the Pilot fat ſinging 
at his caſe, as if the Waters had been 
huſh'd beneath him. A Paſſenger, who 
ſhook with tear, demanded of him, With 
what courage: he cou d fing, when be was 
juſt upon the brink of death. "Tis becauſe 
| fear nothing, replyd Aghiar ; and'1 
ſhou'd fear nothing, added he, though 
the wayes ſhould mount as high again, 
as now we ſee them, and my Barque 
were alſo made of glaſs: For the Father 
Maſter Francis has aſlur'd me, that 1 
ſhou'd not dye upon the Scas, in what- 
foever Veſſel I d go. Some Sara- 
cens, who were in the Barque, and who 
heard theſe fayings of the Pilot, were 
fo mov'd with this continu'd Miracle, 
that they vow'd to become Chriſtians, 
ſo ſoon as ever they ſhou'd come on 
ſhore : and they comply'd religiouſly 
with their promiſe. The Barque caſting 
Anchor at 7anar, they receiv'd Baptiſm 
at that place; ſo much the more per- 
faded both of the truth of the Miracle, 
and of the Chriſtian Faith, becauſe they 
hw before their eyes upon the Coalit, 
the wrecks of other Veſlels, which were 
floating round about it.

with Pereyra, during all thc Navigation, 
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and China. The Father told his friend, 
what progreſs the Faith had made in 
little time, in the Kingdoms of Saxumg, 
of Amanguchi, and of Bungo; and what 
hopes he had conceiv'd, to convert all 
thoſe Iſlands with great caſe, when once 
the Chineſes ſhou'd be brought to ac- 
knowledge Feſus Chriſt. And on that 
motive, he had fixd his reſolution to 
go to China; 'that his return to the + 
dies, was only in order to this intended 
Voyage, after he had regulated the a- 
fairs of the Society at "Goa. That on 
this account, he had brought with him 
from Japan, the Tranſlation of tus Cz 
techiſm, into the Chineſe Language: by 
the benefit of which he hop'd to over 
come the firſt difficulries, which in 
matters of Converſion are till the great 
eſt. Some Portugueſes who were 1n the 
ſame Veſſel; 'and were well acquainte! 
with the Government of China, thought 
this propoſition of the Father not a lit 
tle extravagant. They told him, that 
beſides the ill underſtanding- which wa 
betwixt China and Portwgal, it was for 
bidden to ſtrangers on pain of death, 
or of perpetual impriſonment, to ſet 1 
toot upon that Kingdom. And that 
the Merchants of their Nation, who had 
ſtoln thither, for the bencfit of trad, 

having 
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having been diſcover'd, ſome of them 
had loſt their heads, others had been pur 
in Irons, and caſt into Dungeons, there 
to lye and rott for the remainder of 
their lives. They added, notwithſtand- 
ing, that there was a fafe and certain 
way of entring into China, provided 
there was a folemn Embaſly ſent to the 
Emperour of that Country, from the 
King of Portugal. But ſince that cou'd 
not be compaſs d without a- prodigious 
expence, it nothing elſe were to be con- 
fider'd but only the Preſents for the 
Emperour, and his Miniſters of State, 
in all probability the Viceroy of the /x- 
dies wou'd not burden himſelf with the 
colt of ſuch an Enterprize, at a time, 
when he had enough to'do, to defray 
more neceſiary expences, 

Theſe difficulties began to ſtartle Fa- #*rakes 55 
ther Xavier, when James Pereyra, who —_—_—

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ſuddenly they perceiv'd one of thoſe ter- 
rible Hurricanes ariſing, vvhich ina mo- 
ment fink a Veſſel, All the Company 
ve themſelves for loſt; or if they 
Fad any hope remaining, it was only in 
conſideration of the Saint ; and theretore 
they earneſtly defir'd him, to intercede 
with God in their behalf. The holy 
Man, without replying, retir'd to his De» 
votions : he returnd to them not long 
after vvith his Countenance all on Fire, 
and gave his bleſſing ro the Ship, pros 
nouncing theſe follovving words aloud ; 
This Vee! of the * Santa Cruz, (for fo *T#ehCriſe. 
ſhe was nam'd) hall never periſh on the 
Seas; the place where ſhe was built, ſhall 
bebold her fall in pieces of her Jef Might 
it pleaſe Almighty God, continu'd he, that 
the ſame coud be ſaid, concerning that 
Veſſel which put to Sea with us ! But we ſhall 
be witneſſes too ſoon of her unhappy deſtiny ! 
At that very inſtant appeard the ſigns, 
which were to begin the verification of 
the Prophecy ; the Whirlwind vvas difli- 
pated, and the Sea grew calm. Not 
long afterwards, they beheld the Mer- 
chandiſe, and dead Bodies, floating on 
the Waters, and from thence concluded, 
that the Hurricane had deſtroy'd the Ship 
which follow'd them. Immediately 
their Opinion was confirm'd by two Ma- 
rincrs, 
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riners, vvho had gotten on a Plank, 
vvhen the Ship vvas foundering ; and 
who having aftervvards ſtruggl'd vvith 
the Waves,  vvere driven by them to the 
Board of Pereyra's Veſſel. The reſt «f 
the Navigation was proſperous ; a cal. 
mer ſeaſon was never known. The Ship 
being landed at the Port of SIncapour, 
Xavier, vvho knevv certainly that 4» 
tonio Pereyra vvas at Malacca, ready to 
hoiſt Sail tovvards Cochin, as we have 
faid, vvrote to him by a Frigate which 
went off, to deſire, that he vvou'd wait 
for him three days longer. He vvrat 
alſo by the ſame conveyance, to Father 
Francis Perez, Superiour of the Jeſuites nt 
Malacca, and commanded all of them to 
provide refreſhments for the Zaponneſe, 
vvho came along with him. 
Hu receptionat When it was known in the City that 
Malaccs. TYavier vvas coming; the joy was ſogs 
neral, that it almoſt blotted out the re 
membrance of all they had ſuffer'd in 
the War. The Inhabitants ran crouding 
to the Shore, and at the firſt appearance 
of the Saint, nothing was to be heard, 
but acclamations and ſhouts of rejoicing 
on every ſide. They receiv'd him at his 
landing, with all the tenderneſs of af 
fefion, and all the Reverence imaginable. 
Jn conducting him to the Houſe of they | 
Society, 
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Society, they ſhew'd him, as he paſsd 
along, the Ruines of their Houſes, and 
told him ſighing, That if he had not left 
them, they had been preſerv'd from the fury 
of the Javans, as they had formerly been 


protetted from the Barbarians of Achen. But 


the Father anſwer'd them, That their cry- 
ing Sins had call'd down the wrath of Hea» 
wen upon them, That nothing cou'd divert 
it, but a ſpeedy change of life ; and that 
the only means of reconciling themſelves to 
God, was to receive thoſe chaſtiſements at 
bs Hands, with the Spirit of Flumiliation 
and of Penitence. He viſited the old Go- 
vernour Don Pedro de Silva, and the new 
one, who ſucceeded him, Don Alvarez 
de Atayda, and communicated to them 
his deſign, concerning an Embaſly to 
China, Both of them concurrd in the 
Opinion, that it wou'd be advantageous 
tothe Crown of Portugal, and to = In- 
tereſts of Chriſtianity. . James Pereyra 
not being capable of accompanying the 
Father to Goa, for the reaſon above men- 
tion'd, furniſh'd him at preſent w '1h thir- 
ty thouſand Crowns, for the prepara- 
tives of that intended Voyage ; and ſent 
a Servant with the Father, vvith Com- 
miſſion to diſpoſe of all things. Xavier 
having often embrac'd this faithful Friend, 
enter'd with his Japonians, into the Veſſel

of Antonio Pereyra,who attended but their 
company to ſet fail. 
The Prediction which the Man & 


the Ship call 4 Goel had made in favour of the Ship 


call'd Santa Cruz, gave it the nevv name 
of the Saints Veſſel. And from Malacca, 
from vvhence ſhe departed at the fame 
time, when Xavier went on board of 
Antonio, her Reputation was extended 
over all the Eaſt. Whereſoever ſhe ar- 
riv'd, ſhe was receiv'd vvith Ceremony, 
and faluted by all other Ships with the 
honour of their Canon. All Merchants 
were deſirous of ſtowing their Goods in 
her,and willingly paid theCarriageof their 
Wares, and the dues of Cuſtom, beyond 
the common price of other Veſſels, The 
weight of Lading vvas never conſider, 
but her Freight was alvvays as much 3s 
they cou'd croud into her. As ſhelaſted 
very long, and that thirty years after 
the deceaſe of the Father the vvas in be 
ing, and was usd for the traffick of the 
Indies, they never fail'd of lading her 
with an extraordinary Cargo, all worn 
and Worm-eaten as ſhe was. The Ow- 
ners into whoſe hands ſhe came, during 
the ſpace of thoſe thirty years took on- 
ly this one precaution, vvhich was to 
keep her off from Shore; ſo that 
when ſhe was to be refitted, that vyork 
was 
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was conſtantly done upon the Sea: ' Ag 
to vvhat remains, 'tis true ſhe mert-with' 
many ill accidents and hardſhips ſhe 
was often ingag d. vvith -Pyrates, ' and 
combated by Tempeſts : bur ſhe eſcap'd 
clear of all thoſe dangers, and never a- 
ny one repented of embarking in her. 
One time. tis acknowledg'd, failing 
from Malacca, to Cochin, with an extra- 
ordinary - lading, ſhe ſprung a leak, and 
took in ſo much Water, at tlic beginning 
of the Voyage, that the Paſſengers, who 
were very - numerous, were ot Opintiorr 
to unlade her of halt: her.' burden, and 
halt her Men, and to-put them upon '&- 
ther Ships, vvhich were in their compa- 
ny. Butthoſe Veſlels, : vvhich had altea- 
dy their whole lading, wou'd not con- 
ſent to eaſe the Santa Cruz; fo that fear 
overpowring the Ships Company, they 
return'd ſpeedily into the Port. The 
whole Tovvn was fſurprisd to fee the 
Ship ſo ſuddenly come back ; and they 
were laugh'd to ſhame for apprehending 
Shipwrack in the * eflel of the Sainr. 
Being thus pulickly upbraided vvirh their 
vvant of Faith, ro mend their Errour, 
they took out nothing of the Lading, 
but put again to Sea, And vvhat C. « 
ry one faid to them, concerning tne 
good fortune which perpetually attend- 

O © &d 
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ed that Ship, for two and twenty years 
together, ſo much renew'd their Conh- 
dence, that they perform'd their Voyage 
vvithout farther fear. The Santa Cru: 
continu'd in this manner, failing over all 
the Seas, and to every Port of Afra, till 
the came into the pollefſion of the Cap 
tain, who commanded the Port of Di; 
who perceiving her to be half rotten, 
and open'd- in diverſe parts, concluded 
ſhe cou'd ſerve no longer, unleſs ſhe 
were brought into harbour, and ſet upon 
the Stocks. For which purpoſe ſhe was 
ſent to Cochin, and hal'd aſhore on the 
fame Dock where ſhe had been built ; but 
ſhe was no ſooner there, than ſhe fell in 
pieces of her ſelf ; nothing remaining of 
that great bulk, beſides Planks and 
Beams of Timber, unprofitable for any 
thing, but for the Fire. The Inhabitants 
of Cochin, vvho knew the PrediQtion of 
ae Saint, toevery Circumſtance, - came 
out to behold its accompliſhment. An 
inconſiderable Merchant, call'd George 
Nugnez, who happend to be there pre- 
ſent, began to think within himſelf, that 
there might be yet remaining in thoſe 
Planks, ſomewhat of the Vertue, which 
the bleſſing of the Saint had imprinted 
in them; and thereupon took one of 
them, which he caus'd to be nail'd to 

his 
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his own Frigate, out of the perſwaſion 
he liad, that with this aſſiſtance he ſhou'd 
be ſecure from Shipwrack. Thus being 
filld with'a lively Faith, he boldly un- 
derrook, fuch long, and hazardous 
Voyages, that Ships of the greateſt bur- 
den vvere affraid to make : and without 
conſideration of the weather, adventur'd 
many times to crofs the moſt rempeſtu- 
ous Gulphs. When he was told, that it 
yvas not the part of a prudent Man, to 
endanger himſelf in that manner, he an- 
{wer'd, That the Winds and Seay were 
wel acquainred with his Frigat, andl had a 
Reverence- for the Plank of the Santa 
Cruz: In effec; his little Veſſel, vvas ever 
fortunate” enough, to eſcape the greateſt 
perils : and vvhat was -moſt remarkable, 
was, That having had the-ſame deſtiny 
vvith the' Ship in her Adventures, and 
Deliverances, ſhe ended like her, break- 
ing in pieces of her ſelf,” on the Shore of

He was a Prince of about rwenty years 
of age, born in the Mahomeran Reli- 
gion, and bred up in the hatred of Chri- 


Qoz ſtians: 
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ſtians: "The revolt of his Subjes, who 
lov'd him not, or hated the Government, 
forc'd him for the ſafeguard of his life, 
to abandon his Kingdom, and to ſeek San- 
Qtuary amongſt the Poes , by 
whom he hop'd to be reftord, The Fa- 
thers of the Society receiv'd him into their 
Houſe, and went about to convert him, 
by letting him ſee the falſehood of his 
Set. The ill poſture of his Afﬀairs, 
made him apt to receive the inſtructions 
which vvere given him by Father Anto- 
nio Heredia, who endeavour d' his Con- 
verſion with great Zeal. Burt his fear of 
farther exaſperating his Rebellious Sub- 
jeQs, in caſe he changd his Religion, 
causd him to defer that change trom 
time to time; and perhaps he had never 
forſaken the Law of Mahomet, if Father 
Francis had not arriv'd to compleat that 
work, which ZZeredia had begun. The 
holy Apoſtle preach'd the word vvith fo 
much efficacy to the King of the Mald:- 
wvia's, that at length he reduc'd him to the 
obedience of Chriſt, notwithſtanding all 
the motives of worldly intereſt to the 
contrary. Having inſtructed him anewin 
the Myſteries of Chriſtianity, he folemn- 
ly baptisd him. In ſequel of which, he 
excited the Portugueſes to _— him on 
tie Throne, and nominated fome of the 

Fathers 
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Fathers to accompany the Naval Army, 
which ſhou'd be ſent to the Maldivia's. 
His intention was, that they ſhou'd la- 
bour ' in the Converſion of the whole 
Kingdom, when once the King ſhou'd be 
eſtabliſh'd. But becauſe it was of ſmall 
importance to the Crown of Portugal, 
that thoſe Iſlands, which produce neither 
Gold, nor Spices, nor Perfumes, ſhou'd 
be made tributary to it, the Governours 
did nothing for that exil'd Frince ; who 
deſpairing to recover his Dominions, 
marrid a Portuzueſe, and livd a private 
life, till the day of his death : Happy 
only in this, that the loſs of his Crown, 
was made up to him, by the gutt of Faith, 
and the Grace of Baptiſm. 

When the holy Man was ready to de- Ray - 

. "F orope and 

part, an opportunity was offer d him of comes t» Goa. 
writing into Europe ; which he laid hold 
on, thereby to render an account of his 
Voyage to Fapan, both to the King of 
Portugal, and to the General of his Or- 
der. Then imtarking for Goa, he had a 
ſpeedy Voyage, and arrivd there in the 
beginning of February. 

So ſoon as he was come on ſhore, he He cwer « &- 
viſited the ſick in the Town-Hoſpirals ; 75mm te 
and then went to the < olledge of St. Pax, arrival. 
which was the Houle of the Society. At- 
ter the ordinary embracements, which 

Oo 3 were 
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were more tender than ever, he enquir'd 
if none were ſick within the Colledge} 
He was anſfwerd, there was only © 
who was lving at the point of death, 
Immediately Xavier went, and read the 
Goſpel over him. Ar the fight of the 
Father the dying man recover'd his Spi- 
rits, and was reſtor'd to health. The 
Phyſicians had given him over, and all 
things had been order'd for his burial: 
But he himſelf had never deſpair'd of lis 
recovery ; and the day when Xavier ar- 
riv'd, he faid with a dying voice, That 
if God wou'd grant him the favour of be- 
holding their good Father, he fhoud infal- 
libly recover. 

The Relation which Xavier made to 
the Fathers of Goa, concerning the Church 
of Japan, was infinitely pleaſing to 
them : And he himſelf was fill'd withe- 
qual conſolation, in learning from them 
the preſent condition of Chriſtianity in 
the Indies. The Miſſjoners whom he 
had diſpers'd before his departure, were 
almoſt all of them united at his return, 
Some of them were come by his com- 
mand, and others of their own morion, 
concerning urgent buſineſs; as if the ho- 
ly Spirit had re-aſlembl'd them expreſly, 
that the preſence of the Man of God, 
might redouble in them their —_— 
Zcal, 
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Zeal, and Religious Fervour. God had 
every where bleſt their labours. The 
Town of Ormus, which fell to the lott 
of Father Gaſpar Barzeus, had wholly 
chang'd its Countenance : /dolaters, $4- 
racens, and Fews ran in multitudes to 
Baptiſm: The Temples of Idols were 
conſecrated to Chriſt ; the Moſques and 
Synagogues were diſpeopled, 11] Manners 
were reformd, and ill Cuſtoms totally 
aboliſh'd. Chriſtianity flouriſh'd more 
than ever in the Coaſt of Fiſhery, fince 
the death of Father Antonio Criminal, 
who had cultivated it with care, and in 
that cultivation was maſfacred by the 
Badages. The blood of the Martyr ſeem'd 
to have multiply'd the Chriſtians ; they 
were reckond to be more than five 
hundred thouſand, all Zealous, and ready 
to lay down their lives for their Reh:- 
gion. The Goſpel had not made leſs 
progreſs at Cochin, and at Coulan ; at Ba- 
zain and at Meliapore, at the Molucca's, 
and in the Iſles Je! Moro, Put it 1s al- 
moſt incredible, with what profir, the 
Goſpel Labourers preach'd at Goa. All 
the Prieſts of Idols had been driven out 
of the Iſle of Goa, by Order from the 
Governour, and at the ſolicitation of 
one of the Fathers, belonging ro the 
Colledge of St. Pau/. It was alſo prohi- 
Oo 4 bited, 
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bited, under ſevere Penalties, to perform 
any publick action of Idolatry within 
the Diſtrict ot Goa : and thoſe Ordinances 
by little and htcle, reducd a multitude 
of Gentils. As for the Portugueſes, their 
lives were very regular ; amidlt the li- 
berty of doing whatſoever pleas d them, 
they refraind trom all diſhoneſt actions; 
and Concubines were now as icarce. as 
they had been common. The Souldiers 
livd almoſt in rhe nature of men in Or- 
ders: and even their Piety edify'd the 
People. 

Bur nothing was more pleaſing to 


of the King of Xavier than the Converſion of two Prin- 


Tanor, 


ces, who during his abſence had been 
at Goa. The firit was King of 7anor, 1 
Kingdom ſcituate along the Coaſts of 
Malabar, betwixt Cranganor and Calecut, 
This Prince who was party-per-pale, 
Mahometan and 1dolater, but prudent, 
a great Warriour, of a comely ſhape, 
and more polit:, than was uſual for a 
Barbarian, had irom his youth a ten- 
dency to Chriſtianity, without being 
well inſtructed in it. He was ena- 


mourd of it, after he had been inform'd 
to the ſull, concerning the Myſteries of 
our Faith, by a Religious of the Order 
of St. Francis, who ijrequented his Pa- 
lace, 


ln the mean time, the wars which 
he 
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he had with other Princes, for ten years 
together, hinder'd him from receivin 
Baptiſm, At length he was Chriſten'T 
but very ſecretly, ſo that in appearance 
he remain'd an fide, to keep the bet- 
rer correſponder.ce with his People. Yet 
he was not without ſome ſcruple con- 
cerning the manner of his Life; and in 
order to fatisfie his Conicience, on fo 
nice 2 Point, he deſird the Biſhop of 
Goa to ſend him an Apoſtle : for by that 
name the Fathers of the Society were 
cal'd, by the Indi-ns, as well as by the 
Port azueſes, Yatlicr Gomez, who was 
ſent to the King of ZTanor, told him po- 
ſitively, that God wou'd be ſferv'd in 
ſpirit and in truth ; that difſembling in 
Religion, was worſe than irreligion; and 
that Jeſus wou'd difown before his An- 
gels, thoſe who diſownd him before 
men. The King, who preterr'd his Sal- 
vation before his Crown, believ'd Go- 
mez, and reſfolv'd to declare himſelf fo- 
lemnly a Chriſtian, as ſoon as he had 
made a Treaty with his Enemies. Ha- 
ving concluded a Peace through the me- 
diation of the Father, who had advisd 
him to it; he came to Goa, in deſpighrt 
of all his Subje&s, who not being able 
to gain upon him, either by their rea- 
ſons, or their defires, had teizd oy 
is 
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his Perſon, and ſhut him up, in one of 
the ſtrongeſt Citadels of the Kingdom; 
He eſcap'd out of his Priſon, ſwam a Ri. 
ver,and having found eight Foyſts or half 
Galleys belonging to Goa, which were 
wa gn ſent to favour his paſſage, he 

the good fortune to arrive fately at 
the Town. The Biſhop and the Vice 
roy conducted him to the Carhedral, 
amidſt the acclamations of the People; 
and at the foot of the Altar, he made a 
publick profeſſion of his Faith ; with 
ſuch expreſſions of true devotion, as 


melted the Aſſiſtants into tears.

"IS FR The other Prince, whoſe Converſion 


of the King of gave ſo much joy to Father Xavier, ww 


Trichenamalo the King of 7richenamalo; who is one 
of the Soveraigns of Ceylan. This King, 
while he was yet an Infant, was ſet uÞ- 
on the Throne, and afterwards diſpoſleſt 
by an Uſurper, when he was but eight 
years old. The Tyrant not content to 
have taken the Crown from him, wou'd 
alſo have murtherd him, but was pre 
vented by a Prince of the Blood Royal, 
who carrid him out of his reach, being 
accompany d by forty Lords of the loyal 
Party : and ſought fanQuary for him, 
on the Coaſts of Fiſhery. The Paravas 
receivd him with all the charitable 
compaſſion, which was due to his Illu- 

{trious 
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ſtrious Birth, to the tenderneſs of his 
ears, and to his misfortunes : They al- 
promisd his attendants to ſerve him, 
what was in their power. But at the 
fame time advisd them, to procure him 
a more durable and more glorious Crown: 
and withal inform'd them of what they 
had been taught, concerning the adop- 
tion of the Sons of God, the Kingdom 
of Heaven, and inheritance of the Saints. 
Whether thoſe conſiderations prevail'd up- 
on the Prince of the b\ood Roval, or that 
the Spir1: ol God wrought powerfuliy on 
his heart, he con fent=d ro what the Para- 
vas defir'd, v1 put himſelf into the hands 
of Father Henriquez to be inſtructed. 
The reſt of the Lords follow'd his ex- 
ample, and were all Baptis'd, together 
with the King, who ſeem'd at his Baptiſng 
to have an AY much above 
his years. The Rulers of the Chriſtians 
on the Fiſhing Coaſt, having afterwards 
made up an Army, fupply'd with what 
Ammunitions of War, and other Provi- 
fions which the Country cou'd furniſh, 
paſs'd over into the Ifle of Ceylan, under 
the conduct of the Prince, and the forty 
Lords : but the Uſurper was ſo well e- 
ſtabliſh'd in his poſleſſion, that the Pa- 
ravas were forcd to retire with ſpeed 
into their own Country. As for the 


young 
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young King, he was brought to Goa, and 
the Portugueſes, who took the conduc 
of him into their hands, put him into 
the Colledge of St. Pau/, where he was 
vertuouſly educated by the Fathers of the 
Society. Xavier praisd Almighty God, 
to ſee the great Men of the Earth, fub- 
jced to the Empire of Jeſus Chriſt, by 
the Miniſtry of the Children of /znatiws: 
and rejoic'd with his Brethren fo much 
the more, becauſe the Biſhop of Gu, 
Don Juan de Albuquerque, was fo well fa 
tisfy'd of their conduct, 

This wiſe and holy Prelate, communi- 
cated to the Father, a Letter which he had 
written on that Subject, during his ab- 
ſence, to the General of the Society. 
The Letter was in Portugueſe, dated from 
Cochin, Nov. 28. in the year 1550. And 
is thus tranſlated into our Language: 
The great performances of your C hildren, 
and Subjeits, in all the Dominions of the 
Eaſt, the holineſs of their lrves, the purity 
of their Dottrine, their Zeal, in Jabowrin 
the —_ of the Portugueſes, by the 
Miniftry of Gods word, and the Sacrament 
of Penance, their unwearyd Travels 
through all the Kingdoms of India, for the 
emverſion of Idolaters and Moors, their 
continual application to ſtudy the Tongues of 
this new World, and to teach the Myſle- 
ries 
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ries of Faith, and principally at the Cape 
of Comorin, all this obliges me to write to 
our Reverence, and to give teſtimony of 
what I have beheld with my own Eyes. 
Indeed, the Fathers of your Society are 
admirable labourers in our Lords Vineyard ; 
md are ſo faithfully ſubſervient to the Bi- 
ſhops, that their endeavours for the good of 
thoſe Souls, with which I am intruſted, 
grove me hope of remaining the fewer years 
i Purgatory. 7 dare not undertake the 
relation of all their particular Attions, and 
if I durſt adventure it, want time for the 
performance of it ; T will only tell you, that 
they are here like Torches lighted up, to 
diſipate the thick darkneſs, wherein theſe 
barbarous people were benighted ; and that 
already by their means, many Nations of Is- 
fidels believe one God in three perſons : 
For what remains, 1 freely grant them all 
they require of me for the good of Souls. 
Every one of them partakes with me in my 
Fawer and Authority, without appropriating 
any of it to my ſelf: and 1 look upon my 
ſelf, as one of the Members of that holy 
Body, though my life ariſes not to their 
perfetion. In one word, I love them all 
in Jeſus Chriſt, with a fervent and ſincere 
Charity. 
The reſt of the Letter is nothing ap- 
— to our purpoſe, and therefore 
5 omitted. The 
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He hears other "The man of God receiv'd intelligence 
—— _ at the fame time, that the Miniſters of 
; Portugal at Goa, had ſent word to Lif 
bonne, of the great progreſs which the 
Society had made ; and that in particy- 
lar, the new Viceroy Don Antonio de Neo 
rogna, had written, Thar the Zrdies were 
infinitely fatisfy'd with the Feſuites, that 
none cou'd look on the good effedts of 
their labours, withour bleſſing the name 
of God for them; and that their Lives 
were correſpondent to their Calling. The 
Saint alſo was inform'd, that the King of 
Portugal had ſent word of all theſe pro- 
ceedings to the Pope; eſpecially the con- 
verſion of the —_ Tanor, and the 
Martyrdom of Father Antonio Criminal, 
That he had communicated to his Hol 

neſs, his intentions of founding ma 
Colledges for the Society, to the end 
the Eaſt might be fill d with Apoſtolical 
Labourers ; and that, in the mean time, 
he had ordain'd, that all the Seminaric 
eſtabliſh'd in the «dies, for the educat» 
on of youth, ſhou'd be put into the 
hands of the — in caſe it was' not 
already done. Laſtly, it was told to Fx 
ther Xavier, that the Viceroy of the I 
dies, and the Captains of the Forrtreſſes, 
had Orders from King John the Third, 
to defray the charges of the Miſſioners 
in

Before his Voyage to be 2 OR— 

had conſtituted him Retour © the Col- 

kd of ' St. Paw, according to the inten- 

tion, or rather by the order of Father 

Simon Rodriguez, Who- had ſent him to 

the Zndjes, three years 'after his Novici- 

at; and who in relation to theſe'Miſli- 

ons, had an abſolute authority, as being 

Provincial of Portugal, on which the 7n- 

dies have their dependance. Gomez was 

Maſter of many eminent qualities which 

rarely meet in the ſame perſon : He was 

not only a great Philoſopher, Divine and 

Canoniſt, but alio an admirable Preach- 

er, and as well converſant as any man itt 

the management of Afﬀairs : and beſides 

all this, was kindled with a moſt fervent 

zeal, for the Converſion of Souls; al 
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ways prompr to. labour in the moſt pain- 
ful employments, and always indefati. 
gable in labour. But wondertully (elf. 
op:nion'd, never guided by any judg- 
ment but his own - and aQting rather by 
the vivacity of his own impetuons fan- 
cy than by the direCtions of the holy 
Spirit, or the rules of right reaſon, As 
he was of a confirm'd age, at his entrance 
into the Society, ſo he had not ſoon e- 
n endeavour'd to get the maſtry of 
thoſe headſtrong Paſſions which ran 
way with his Underſtanding. And when 
he had once taken upon him the charge 
of Retour, he began to govern by the 
dictates of his own capricious humour, 
even before the face of Xavier, ere he 
departed from the Indies for Japan; and 
the Father, who eaſily perceiv'd, that 
the Government of Gomez, was not in 
the leaſt conformable to the Spirit of 
their Inſtitute, wou'd at that time have 
withdrawn him from Ga, and ſent him 
to Ormaz: But the Viceroy, to whom 
Gomez had been powerfully recommend- 
ed by one of the chief Miniſters of Por- 
twgal, wou'd not ſuffer him to be tranſ- 
planted ; or that his Authority ſhoud be 
taken from him; ſo that all .Yavier coud 
do, was to temper, and draw off from 
his juriſdiction, by eſtabliſhing Father

ed from Goa, Goxnez uſurp'd the whole 


Government; alledging for his own Jju- de Camerine. 


ſtification, that Faither Rodriguez had gi- 
ven him an abſolute power; and that 
Camerine was a poor honeſt Creature, 
more ft to viſit the Priſons and Hoſpi- 
tals of Goa, than to manage the Miſſions, 
and govern the Colle-1ges of the Society. 
He began with prefct ibing new Rules to 
his Interiours; and declard to them in 
exp$eſs terms, That they muſt return 
into their Mothers Womb, that they 
might be born again intoa ſpiritual life, 
and transform'd inta other men. Not 
that they had any need of Reformation 
they who were themſelves the models of 
a perfect life ;- but the: buſineſs was, that 
he had brought with him out of Europe, 
I know not what con trivance of new li- 
ving, ftram'd according to his own fanci- 
ful Speculations. He undertook then to 
change their domeſtick Diſcipline, and 
to regulate the Studies of the Feſuites, by 
the model of the Univerlity of Paris, 
where he had been a Student in his 
youth. There was nothing but change 
and innovation every day, and he exer- 
csd his power, with ſuch haughtineſs, 

P þ and 
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and magiſterial hardneſs,, that it appear'4 
more like the diQates of ' an abſolute Mo- 
narchy, than the injun(tion of a Religi- 
ous Superiour. For, to make himſelt o 
bey'd and fear'd, he 'went fo far, as to 
tell them, he had reocivd an unlimited 
power from Father Simon Rodriguez, in 
vertue of which h& cou'd impriſon, or 
remand into Portw:al any perſon, who 
ſhou'd preſume to. oppoſe his Govern- 
ment. 
The extrava- His Conduct was ; not leſs irr egular, in 
gaces of Go- reſpect of the your 3 men who were gdu- 
of Relicin, cated in the Semi nary; of whom®the 
greateſt part were Z:dians. Though they 
were yet but Novic:es in the Faith, and 
ſcarcely to be accounted Chriſtians, he 
enjoin'd them the p ratices of the mot 
perfe& interiour lift :, which they cou'd 
not poſſibly under ſtand ; and as they 
cou'd not acquit thy 2mſelves of thoſe Ex- 
erciſes, which were too ſublime for them, 
he faild not to p11iniſh them ſeverely, 
From thence aroſe Murmurs and Com- 
binations, and ev'en deſpair began to 
ſeize on thoſe your ig ill-treated Zndiars : 
and from thence ; lſo it came to pals, 
that many of them , not able to endure 
lo violent a Govern ment, leapt over the 
Walls by night, an d fled from out the 
Colledge. Gomez, ' who cou'd not = 
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the leaſt contradiction, upon this became 
more aſſuming, and fantaſtical. So that 
one day, he turn'd out, all the remain- 
ing Scholars of the Seminary ; as if they 
had been uncapable of Diſcipline: and 
receiving into their places, ſeven and, 
twenty Portugueſes, who defir'd to be of 
the Society, without having any tinure 
of humane Learning, he chang'd the Se- 
minary into a Noviciat. As he had 
gaind an abſolute aſcendant, over the 
mind of George Cabral, at that time Vice- 
roy of the Zndies, no man durſt oppoſe 
his mad enterpriſes, not ſo much as the 
Biſhop Don Juan d Albuquerque, who was 
unwilling to diſpleaſe the Viceroy, and 
ſear d to increaſe the diſtemper, by en- 
deavouring to cure it. Neither was the 
ReQtour ſo confin'd to Goa, that he made 
not frequent fallies into the Country ; 
whether his natural activity wou'd not 
ſuffer him to take repoſe, or that his Zeal 
requir'd a larger ſphere ; or thar, in fine, 
he look'd upon himſelf as Superiour Ge- 
neral of the Miſſions, and therefore 
thought it incumbent on him, to have an 
inſpection into all Afﬀairs, and to do e- 
very thing himfelt. 
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found” a Colledge for the Society, he 
went thither to receive the offer 3 but he 
Pp 2 ſpoil'd 


and injuſtice of 
GomeTz, 
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ſpoil'd a good buſineſs by ill manage- 
ment. The Captain of the Fortreſs, im- 
mediately gave him a Church, calls, 
the M:ther of God, againſt the Will of the 
Vicar of Cochin, and in deſpite of a cer- 
tain Brotherhood, to which that Church 
belong'd. The donation being diſputed 
in Law, Gomez, who had it {till about 
him, to make a falſe ſtep, that is, having 
much opiniatrets, great credit, and good 
intentions, took upon him to ſtand the 
ſuit, and to get the Church upon any 
terms. This violent procedure exaſpera- 
ted the people, who had been hitherto 
much edify'd, by the Charity of the F4 
thers, and the publick indignation went 
ſo high, that they wrote Letters of Com: 
plaint concerning it, to the King of Por- 
tugal and Father /gnatius.

it was partly upon this occaſion, that 
the Letters, which he receiv'd at Aman 
chi, ſo earneſtly preſs'd his coming back. 
his firſt endeavours were to repair the 
faulrs committed by the Rectour ; and 
he began with the buſineſs of Cochin; for 
in his paſlage by it, at his return, know- 
ing the violence of Gomez, he aſſembled 
in the Choir of the Cathedral, the Mag: 
ſtrate of the Town, with all the Frater-

nity of the Mother of God, and in the 
pw of the Vicar, falling on his knees 

fore them, he defir'd their pardon for 
what had paſsd ; preſented to them the 
Keyes of the Church, which was the 
cauſe of the diſpute, and yielded it entire- 
ly to them. But ſubmiſſion ſometimes 
gains, that which haughty carriage goes 
without, The Fraternity reſtor'd the 
Keys into the hands of Yavwwer, and of 
their own free motion, made an authen- 
tick deed of gift, of their Church, to 
the Colledge of the Society. As for 
what relates to Goa, the Saint diſmiſs'd 
thoſe Portugueſes, whom Gomez had re- 
ceiv'd into the Society ; and, having ga- 
ther'd up as many as he cou'd find of 
thoſe young Idians,who had either been 
expell'd, or were gone out of the Col- 
ledoe of their own accord, he re-eſta- 
bliſh'd the Seminary, whoſe diſſolution 
was ſo prejudicial to the Chriſtianity af 
the Indies. 


It was only remaining to chaſtiſe the #* expe!; Go- 
meZ from the

| of his authority; Xavier wou'd make 
| an example of him; and ſo much the 
-K rather, becauſe having told him what 
1 puniſhment his faults had merited, he 
found him ſtanding on his terms, info- 
lent, and with no diſpoſition to ſubmir.

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He judg'd upon the whole, that a man 
who was neither humble nor obedient, 
after ſuch ſcandalous miſdemeanours, 
was unworthy of the Society of Feſus 
which notwithſtanding, he was not 
willing to pull off his Habit at Goa, for 
fear his departure might make too great 
2a noiſe. Burt having made the Viceroy 
ſenſible of the juſtice of his proceeding, 
he ſent him to the Fortreſs of Diu, to- 
wards Cambaya; with Orders, to the 
Fathers reſiding there, to give him his 
diſmiſſion ; and to uſe all manner of per- 
ſwaſions with him, that he wou'd return 
into Portugal, by the opportunity of the 
firſt Ship which went away. All was 
perform'd according to the intentions of 
the Holy man. But Gomez embarking 
on a Veſſel, which was wreck'd in the 
midſt of the Voyage, was unfortunately 
drownd. Giving us to underftand by 
ſo tragical an end, that the talents of Ns 
ture, and even the gifts of Grace it ſelf, 
ſerve only tro the deſtrution of 8 man 
in Religious Orders, who is not endud 
with the Spirit of Humility and Obe 
dience.

ſtead of Antonio Criminal, 

After this, he bent his whole endea- 
vours to procure an Embaſly to China, 
The Viceroy, Don Alphonſo de Norngna, 
with great willingneſs granted to James 
Pereyra, that employment, which X4- 
vier had defird for him. He promisd 
even to favour it, in all things depend- 
ing on him; and gave wherewithal to 
furniſh out Preſents for the Emperour of 
China. Notwithſtanding, the moſt mag: 
nificent were made at the charges of the 
Embaſladour. He had prepard Cloth 
of Gold, Ornaments for an Altar of Bro- 
card, Pictures of Devotion in rich Frames, 
made by the beſt hands of Europe, with 
Copes and other magnificent Church- 
ſtuff, all proper to repreſent to the Ch 
neſes, the Majeſty of the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion. The Biſhop, Don Fuan 4 Albuquerque, 
was not lefs favourable to the deſigns of 
the Father, than the Viceroy. And be- 
ing willing to write to the Emperour of 
China, thereby to give an honourable te- 
ſtimony to the holy Law of God, heor- 
derd his Letter to be written in Cha- 
racers of Gold, and border'd about with 

Curious 
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curious Painting, Nothing more was 
wanting, than only to make choice of 
fuch Muſſhoners, as were to accompany 
Xavier to China, and to provide others 
for Japan : For, beſides that the Saint 
himſelf, had his dear Faponians always in 
his memory, the Ambaſſadour of the 
King of Bungo, who was come with him 
to Goa, requeſted ſome Evangelical 
Preachers, in his Maſters name. The 
man of God had enough to do, to con- 
tent all thoſe, who were deſirous of that 
Employment. There were at that time 
thirty of the Society in the Colledge of 
G'a. Some of them.had been in the 7r- 
dies, from the firſt years of Xaviers ar- 
rival in thoſe Ports: Others were either 
new comers, or had been lately admit- 
ted; all of them were of approvd vertue, 
and well worthy of that vocation, which 
they fo earneſtly defird; but there was 
none amongſt them, who ſought it with 
more eagerneſs, nor who more ſignally 
delerv'd it than Gaſper Barzeus. 

Xavier, before hisVoyage to Fapay, had 
recall'd him from Ormuz, with deſign of 
ſending him tothat Country, or elſe of ta- 
king him with himſelf to China. Yet he 
alter'd both thoſe intentions; for after 
many ſerious debates within himſelf, he 
thought it molt convenient, to leave Bar- 
JEWS 
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2£us at Goa, where ſince his return from 
Ormuz, he had labourd in the Miniſtry 
with great fucceſs : but his principal rea. 
ſon was, the neceſſity of the Colledpe of 
St. Paxl, which had not yet ſhaken off 
all the ill fymptoms of the government 
of Gomez, and which ſtood in need of x 
Superiour, whoſe conduQ ſhou'd be re- 
lar. On theſe conſiderations he made 
im Rector of the —_ of Goa, and 
alſo Vice-Provincial of the Indies, by 
the authority which he had receivd 
from the General of the Order. For 
the Saint at his return from Fapay, found 
two Patents waiting for him, which had 
been expedited from Rome, in the year 
1549, one bearing date the 10h, of 
Ofober, the other the 23d. of December, 
as the minutes, which are kept in the 
Archives of the Society, declare; by 
the firſt Zznatius conſtitutes Father X- 
vier Provincial of the Indies, and of all 
the Kingdoms of the Eaſt, of which he 
made a particular Province, diſtin from 
that of Portugal; by the ſecond he en- 
dows him with all the priviledges which 
the Popes have granted-to the head of 
the Order ; and to thoſe Members of it, 
to whom the General ſhall pleaſe to im- 
part them. For what remains, ſee here

I will, that all the Fathers, and Por- 
tugueſe Brothers of the Society of Jeſus, 
who are ſpread over this new world, from 
the Cape of Good Hope, as far as Ma» 
hcea, the Molucca's, and Japan, be 
ſubjeft to you, I will, in like manner, 
that all thoſe who ſhall come from Portugal, 
o from any other Country of Europe, into 
the Flouſes of the Society, under my obe- 
dience, ſhou d acknowledge your for their 
Superiour ; if it happen not, that our Fa- 
ther Ignatius name ſome other Rettor > 4 
this Colledge of Goa, as I have already 
requeſted him by my Letters, informing 
bim at large of the neceſſity of ſending hither 
ſome experienc'd perſon, in whom he much 
confides, to Govern this Colledge, and all 
the Miſſions of our Society depending on 
it. If then, any of the Society, ſent by 
BY. Father 
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Father Tgnatius, or by any other General 
of the Society FA Jeſus, with Patents figs d 
mm due form, ſhall arrive at Goa, to take 


the Government of this Houſe, and of thoſe | 


which are ſubjetted to it, I command you, 
in the ſame vertue of holy obedience, to re- 
» the Government into his hands, forth- 
with, and to be obedient to bim in al 
things. | 
Fe himſelf «cs Xavier having thus declar'd Barzew 
browledges Superiour, in a full Aſſembly of the 
_ fr Colledge, kneel'd down, and acknow- 
" ledgd him for ſuch; thereby giving a 
publick example of ſubmiſſion. Atter 
which, he commanded all of them in 
vertue of holy obedience, to be ſubje 
to him: and orderd him to expel from 
the Society, all ſuch, as ſhou'd enterpriſe 
ought againſt his.authority, or refuſe 0- 
= wn. to his Orders. He orderd 
him, I fay, poſitively to expel them, 
without conſideration of their capacity, 
their cloquence, or any other gifts of 
Nature; adding, that what ever excellent 
qualities they had, they wanted thoſe 
which were ellential,namely humility and 
obedience. 
ts whit manney Barz&us reply d not One word, when 
Barzzus re- it was intimated to him, that he ſhoud 
cetves rh, 2F-not go to China, how deſirous ſoevet 
and Vice-Prz. he were of that Voyage: and it may be 
wncial. ſaid 
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ſaid, that on this occaſion, he made a 
noble facrifice of all his fervent zeal to 
his Obedience. But when he was nomi- 
nated both Reftor and Vice Provincial, 
confounded at the mention of thoſe dig- 
nities, he faid aloud, That he was not en« 
dud with the Spirit of Government : he 
was ready to dye of ſhame, when he faw 
the Saint upon his knees before him; 
and with great precipitation, fell alſo on. 
his knees, and humbly beg'd of him with 
tears in his eyes, that he wou'd confider 
bis infirmities. The Saint, who had a 
perfect inſight into lus integrity, wou'd 
not hearken to him, and judgd him to 
be ſo much the more worthy of thoſe 
two Employments, as he judg'd himſelf 
to be uncapable. As Barzezwus was the 
deſire of all, in all places, and yet his 
preſence was neceſlary at Goa, not only 
for the due regulation of the Colledge, 
but alſo for the good of Miſſions ; Xa- 
ver forbad him 1n vertue of holy obe- 
dience, to depart out of the Iſle of Goa, 
during the ſpace of three years enſuing; 
and for this reaſon, that Barzeus having 
this tye of prohibition upon him, might 
rage to refuſe any Towns which 
might defire him amongſt them : and 
that if his refuſal] ſhou'd diſpleaſe them, 
yet at leaſt the unkindneſs might not 
relt on him. After 
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After all theſe punual Orders, Ya- 
vier gave in writing, to the new Retor, 
ſuch inſtructions, as he was to uſe in the 
government of his inferiours, and in re- 
terence to - the condudt of himſelf ; ac- 
cordirig to what all of them had propos 
to themſelves, to have no deſign, fave 
onely ad majorem Dei gloriam ; to God's 
greater honour, Thoſe InſtruCtions are 
very ample; and I ſhall give you onely 
the moſt material. 

Have before your eyes continually your 
own nothingneſs, and endeavour above all 
things to have your mind ſo poſſeſs d with 
it, that the contempt of your ſelf may ne- 
ver leave you, Always treat the Fathers 
of the Society with great mildneſs and rt 
ſpe; as well thoſe who inhabit with you, 
as thoſe who live in other places, at a di- 
Stance : let not the leaſt roughneſs, © 
hawghty carriage appear in you, if it bt 
ot when your moderation and humility art 
turn'd into contempt ; for on ſuch occaſions, 
having nothing in your intentions but the good 
of your Inferiours, and not making the con- 
rempt of your authority the objett of yout 
vengeance, you are tomate the guilty ſome- 
what ſenſible of your power. But you ſhall 
only puniſh them ſo far as need requires, 
and for their amendment, and the edifica- 
tion of our Brethren, who were witneſſes of 

their 
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their fault. All the offences which ſhall 
be committed either by the F:thers or the 
| Brothers againſt the rule of obedience, ought 
to be puniſh'd by ſome correflion : and in 
ſo doing, the Charatter of Prieſthood, muſt 

be no priviledge to the Off:ndour. If any 

of your Inferiours, att preſumptuouſly as 
gainſt you, and full of ſelf-opinion, reſiſt 
you with ſkubbornneſs, raiſe your ſelf in 

0 pofttion to their pride ; - pn mag t- 
flatly to them: glet your behaviour to- 
wards them, have more of ſeverity than 

of mildneſs. Impoſe ſome publick penance 

om them: and beware of all things, that 
they may not obſerve in you the leaſt re- 
miſneſs, which they will be ſure to inter- 
pret fear ; for nothing more encourages the 
mtrattable and haughty to Rebellion, thaxn 

' WH the ſoftneſs and fearful ſpirit of a Gover- 
wur. _ mY not credible, how affu- 
ming, proud, and peremptory they will grow,

ate then my Orders, without fearing the 
winion or ſpeech of People: and let no 
of wnfideration, no regard of perſons, hinder 
you 
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you from the performance of your duty. 
your {nferiours, you will find 

ſome, who are neither obſtinate nor diſobe- 
dient, but who are weak ; who are forget- 
ful of what is enjoynd them, who indeed 
deſpiſe not the Orders of their Superiours, 
but ſometimes neg/ett them, either out of 
faintheartedneſs, or want of ſence. Re- 
prehend ſuch men, with more gentleneſs 
and moderation, and temper your reproef 
with the mildneſs of your countenance ; and 
if you find it neceſſary & puniſh them, in- 
poſe but an eafie penance on them. Newer 
admit into the Society, ſuch as are not en- 
dud with judgement, and good naturd 
parts: nor thoſe who are of a weak conſti 
tution, and proper for no employment, 
of whom you may reaſonably ſuſpet, tht 
they wou'd enter into Religion for ſecular 
reſpetts, rather than out of a fincere dew- 
tion of ſerving God. When they fhal 
have ended their exerciſes, you are to e- 
ploy them in the ſervice of the Sick, in the 
publick Hoſpitals, and in the meaneſt Of 
fices of the Flouſe. Ton ſhall cauſe them ts 
give you an account of the endeavours they 
have made, to acquit themſelves well «f 
their ordinary meditations, according to tht 
form preſcribd. If you are aſſur d, that 
they are luke-warm and faint, at their dt 
wO0tions, you will do well to d:;ſmiſs then, 
an 
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and turn them out of the Society betimes : 
or, if there be any hope of their amend- 
ment, you (hall withdraw them for ſome 
days from thoſe interiour exerciſes ; depri« 
ving them by way of penance, of an honour 
which their nexligence has made them un- 
worthy to enjoy; ( and ſuch indeed is that 
of communicating with God in Prayer ) to 
the end that being aſham'd, to ſtand ex+ 
cduded from that celeſtial commerce, they 
may defire more ardently to be re-admitted 
toit, T recommend extreamly to you, that 
you pay an extraordinary reſpett to my 
Lord the Biſhop ; and that you be obedient 
to him. Beware of doing any thing which 
may diſpleaſe him: Endeavour, on the 
contrary, to ſerve him in all things, ac- 
cording to your power: and acknowledge by 
all manner of good Offices, thoſe infinite 
obligations which we have to ſo charitable 
a Father and Benefattour. Command thoſe 
Fathers who are out of Goa, to write to 
bim from time to time, but nt too prolix! Y: 
and to give him an account of the fruit of 
their labours. That they mention in their 
Letters, as far as truth will give them 
leave, the commendation of his Vicars ; 
and omit not the other goodattions of the Re- 
lizious : and if they can ſay no good of them, 
let them be filent of them ; for we are not 
to IM.17142 that our duty o/ lizes us, t0 
q complain 
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complain to the Biſhop, of the ill condutt of 
his Vicars, or of other Goſpel-Labourers : 
There will never be wanting thoſe who will 
eaſe us of that trouble. Beware, not to 
trouble your ſelf with the manazement of 
worldly buſineſs ; nor even to encumber your 
Inferiours with it, on any occafion whatſo- 
ever. When Secular men ſhall defire to 
ingaze you in the employments of civil life, 
return this anſwer, That the time which 
remains tree to you from preaching, and 
the adminiſtration of the Sacraments, is 
ſcarce ſufficient for your ſtudies and de- 
votions, Which are yet neceſlary to you 
before you go into the Pulpit, or appear 
in the Tribune of Penance : that you 
cannot prefer the care of Worldly things, 
betore the cure of Souls, without per- 
verting the Order and Rule of Charity. 
By this means you ſhall diſengage your ſelf 
from all thoſe ſorts of —— and 
without this circumſpettion, you will do 
great prejudice to the Society : for you 
ou2ht to underſtand, that the World often 
enters by this door into Religions Houſes, 
to the extream damage both of the Relis 
gious, and of Religion. 

In th: vifits which are made to you, 
endexruour to find out the bottom and end 
of their deſign, who come to ſee you. For 
ſome there are, the leaſt part of _ bu- 
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fineſs is to be inſtrufted in Svirituals ; "tis 
only Temporal inte-eft which brinrs them 
to you: There will even be ſome, who will 
come to C onfeſſion, on no other m tv”, than 
to arquaimt you with the neceſſities of their 
Family : The beit counſel I cm vive you, 
is to ſtand up»n your guard with (uch; and 
to be rid of them, I't them kww frum the 
very firſt, that you can n'ither farniſh 
them with money, nor procure them any 
favour from other men, Be warn'd to have 
as little diſcourſe with this ſort of People, 
as poſſibly y'u can; for moſt commonly they 
are great talkers, and if you troubl: your 
felf with giving them the hearing, you are 
almoſt certain to loſe your time. For what 
remains, diſquiet nt your ſelf, with what 
they think or. ſay of you; let them murmur 
on, and do you take up a reſlution of 
ſtanding out ſo firmly, that they may mt 
find the leaſt concernment in you : for the 
ſhew of any natural ſenſibility. wad dif- 
cover that you are wt enourh diſengaz'd 
from the World; as if you were wavering 
wht part t0 take, betwixt the World and 
Chriſt. Remember, that you Cam! C% 
ve! popular approbation, without betraying 
your Miniſtry, or becoming a deſ-rtour of 
your Sacred Colours, in Toing back from 
that Evangelical Perfection, which you are 
obliz'd to follow, with an unrelenting ardvur.

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After this, Xavier gave Barzzus ſun- 
dry particular Orders, relating to the 
Perſons, and Houſes of the Society. 

And now he choſe for his Companions, 
" Balthazar G; 170, Edward Silva, and Peter 

; tina Alcaceva, with Francis Goncalez, and Al- 
_ { Japan VAarez Ferreyra de Monte Major ; without 
reckoning into the number a young {c- 
cular Chineſe namd Antonio, who had 
been brought up in the Seminary of 
Sainte Foy. Some of theſe were intend- 

ed for China, and others for Japan. 
Father Ignatius had written to Father 
Xavier, that it was of great importance, 

to ſend from the Indies into Europe, one 

of the Socicty, well vers d in the Eaſtern 
affairs, who might render an exact ac- 
count of all things, to the King of Per- 
tuzal, and the Pope; as a means of pro- 
curing Temporal ſupplies from the one, 

and Spiritual favours from the other : 
both which were neceflary for the fur- 
ther increaſe of Chriſtianity in Aa. 
Father Francis did not receive thoſe Let- 
ters, 'till after his Voyage of Japan. He 
had thought of theſe very things for- 
merly, but now ſceing that the judg- 
ment of [onatins concurr d with his, he 
deputed into 7taly and Portugal, Andrew 
Ferrandez, a man of parts and probity, 
who was not yct 1a Pricils Orders. He 
not 
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not only gave him ample informations 
concerning the preſent condition of the 
ladies, but alſo wrote large Letters on 
the ſame Subject, to the King of Porty- 
gal, to Father Innatius, and to Simon Ro- 
drigiiez. Being now ready to go for the 
Voyage of China, he gave notice of his 
intentions to King John, in this inſuing 
Letter. 


] Shall depart from Goa, within the 
compaſs of five days, intending, firſt for 
Malacca ; from whence 1 ſhall take the 
way of China, in the company of James Pe- 
reyra, who is namd Embaſſadour. We 
carry with us the rich Preſents which are 
bought, partly at the coft of your Majeſty, 
md partly at the proper charges of Pereyra. 
But we carry alſo a far more precious pre- 
ſent, and ſuch an one, as no King, at leaſt 
to my knowledge, has made the like to ans- 
ther Prince; namely, the Goſpel of Jeſus 
Chriſt; and if the Emperour of China, 
once knew its value, I am confident he wou d 
prefer that treaſure, before all his own, 
how immenſe ſoever they may be, T hope, 
that at length Almighty Ged, will look 
with Eyes of pity, on that vaſt Empire, 
and that he will make known, to thoſe 
great multitudes, who are all made af- 
ter his own Image, their Creatour, aud 
Qq 3 the 
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the Saviour of Mankind Chriſt Jeſus, 

We are three in Company who go to 
China with Pereyra, and our defi n is to 
free from Priſon, thoſe Portuguries, who 
are there langaiſhing in Ch-ins, to manage 
the friendſhip of the Chuneies in favour of 
the Crown of Portugal j and above all 
thin's to make War with the Devils, and 
their adherents. On which occafron we ſhall 
declare 10 the Emper eur, and in ſequel, to 
all his Subjects, fr m the Kinz of Heaven, 
th» great mjury which they have done him, 
to give th» Devils that ardration which is 
only payable to the true God, Creatour of 
Maikind, and to Telus Chlrilt their Tudze 
and Maſter. The undertaking may ſem 
bld. ft" come amonſt Barl 211ans, and dare 
to appear b fore a mighty Monarch, t1 + 
elare the Truth to him, and reprehend hi; 
Vires. But that which gives us Cour.ge, 
ws, that God himſelf has iaſpir d us with 
theſe thurhts; that Fe has fill 4 us with 
the aſſurance if his Mercy, and that we 
doubt not of his power, wich infinitely 
ſ-rpaſſes that of the Fmperour of China. 
Thus our whole ſucceſs b:1mg in the | ants 
of God, what cauſe of d;ſtruſt or fear 1s it 
p ſible frr us to hav?

But my hopes are incomparably 
greater, when I confider, that God has 
made choice of ſuch weak inſtruments, and 
ſuch finners as we are, for ſo high an em- 
loyment, as to carry the light of the Go- 
ſpel, almoſt, I may ſay, into another World, 
to a Nation blinded with Idolatry, and gi- 
wen up to Vice. 


While they were fitting out the Ship, # «mir | 
which was to carry the Miſſioners of G1 7 
China and Fapan, Xavier aſſembled the «n! «pan what 
Fathers of the Colledge by night, not **** 
being able to do it by day, becauſe they 
were in continual employment, till the 
Evening. He diſcoursd with them, con- 
cerning the vertues requiſite to the A» 
poltolick Vocation ; and ſpoke with fo 
much ardency and unCction, that the 
Congregation was full of ſighs and tears, 
according to the Relation of ſome who 
were pretent, and have left it us in wri- 
ting. But the inſtrutions which he 
gave, in taking his laſt tarewel of them, 
are very remarkable, And I cannot, in 
my Opinion report them better, than in 
the very words of the Author, who 
took them from the mouth of the Apo- 
ſtle, The Father, Maiter Francis, ſays 
he, embracing his Brethren betore his 
departure for China, and weeping over 

Qqyg them, 
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them, recommended Conſtancy, in their 
Vocation to them : together with un- 
feign'd Humility, which was to have for 
its Foundation, a true knowledge of 
themſelves, and particularly a moſt 
prompr Obedience. He extended his Ex- 
hortation on this laſt point, and enjoind 
them Obcdience, as a vertue molt plea- 
ſing to Almighty God, much commend- 
ed by the holy Spirit, and abſolutely 
neceſſary to the Sons of the Society. 

He departs , _ The Apoſtle went from Goa, on Holy 

ID Thurſday, which fell that year 1552, on 

himinthe way, the tourteenth day of April, The Sea 
was calm enough, till they came to the 
height of the Iflands of Nicubar, which 
are ſomewhat above Sumatra, towards 
the North. Thereabouts the Waves be 
gan to ſwell ; and preſently after, there 
aroſe ſo furious a Tempeſt, that there 
ſcarcely remaind any hopes of fatcty, 
That wluch doubled their Apprehenſr 
on, was, that two Foy/ts, which bore 
them company, unable to ſuſtain the fu- 
ry of the Waves, ſunk both by one ano- 
ther. The Ship which carry'd Xavier and 
his Companians, was a Royal Veſſel, ve- 


ry large and deep laden, fo that her un- 
wildy bulk, and heavy fraight, hinder'd 
hr failing, and her ſtcering. It was 
thought neceſſary to eaſe her, and the 

Merchan- 
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Merchandiſes were ready to be caſt over- 
board, when Father Francis defir'd the 
Captain not to be too haſty. But the 
Gilours faying, that the Tempeſt in- 
creaſing, as uſually it does towards eve- 
ring, the Veſſel cou'd not fo convenient- 
ly be disburden'd in the dark, he bid 
them not diſturb themſelves about it, for 
the ſtorm ſhou'd ceaſe, and they ſhou'd 
make Land before Sun-ſet, The Captain, 
who knew how certain the Predictions 
of Xavier were, made not the leaſt ſcru» 
ple of believing him ; and the event ve- 
nfy'd the Prophecy. The Sea grew calm, 
ind Land appear'd before the ſetting of 
the Sun, | 


But while every one was rejoicing at Befire bis arri- 


the nearneſs of the Port, the holy Man 
had ſadneſs in his Countenance, and of- 


ten ſigh'd. Some of them enquir'd the 7»n. 


uſe, and he bade them pray to God 
for the City of Malacca, which was viſi- 
ted with an Epidemical diſeaſe. Xavier 
aid true, for the ſickneſs was ſo general, 
and ſo contagious, that it ſeem'd the be- 
pinning of a Peſtilence. Malignant Fe- 
vers rag'd about the Town, which car- 
ryd oft the ſtrongeſt Conſtitutions in a 
little ſpace, and the infeion was cavght 
almoſt at ſight. In this condition the 
Ship found Malacca; and never was the 


ſight 


the Inhabitants. Every one prom 


himſelf eaſe of Body, and conſolation of 


Mind from him; and they were not de- 
ceiv d in their expectation. 

So ſoon as he was ſet on ſhore, he went 
in ſearch of the Sick, and found employ. 
ment enough among(t them for the ex- 
erciſe of his Charity. Not a man of 
them, but deſird to confeſs to Father 
Francis ; and to expire in his Arms; ac- 
cording to the popular opinion, that 
whoever dy'd in that manner, cou'd not 
fail of being fav'd. He ran from Street 
to Street with his Companions, to ga- 
ther up the poor, who lay languiſhing 
on the ground, for want of ſuccour. He 
carry'd them to the Hoſpitals, and to the 
Colledge of the Society, which on this 
occaſion he changd into an Hoſpital, 
And when both the Colledge and the 
Hoſpitals were full, he order'd Cabins to 
be built along the Shore, out of the r&- 
mainders of rotten Veſſels, for Lodging, 
and neceſſary uſes of thoſe diſtrels'd Crea- 
tures.

ryd without taking the infetion, and it 
was death to take it, yet Xavier and his 
Companions enjoy d their perfect health 
in te midſt of ſuch dangerous employ- 
ments. This indeed was wonderful, but 
there was alſo an undoubted miracle, 
which it pleas'd Almighty God to work 
by the Miniſtry of his Servant, on a 
young man, whom at that time he re- 
flor'd to lite.

This young man, nam'd Francis Cia- He raiſes « 
ws, the only Son of a devout Woman, 7s 7-2 i 


who had long been under the conduct of © 


Xivier, having put into his mouth, 
without thinking of it, a poiſon'd Ar- 
rw, ſuch as are usd in thoſe Eaſtern 
parts, dy'd ſuddenly, fo ſubtile, and fo 
mortal was the venome. They were al- 
rady burying him, when Xavier came 
by chance that way. He was ſo mov'd 
with the cries and lamentations of the 
Mother, that taking the dead by the 
land, he reviv'd him with theſe words; 
francis, in 'he name of Jeſus Chriſt, a» 
riſe. The youth . thus rais'd, believ'd 
irom that moment, that he was no more 
his ow n, and that he was oblig'd to con- 
lecrate that life to God, which was ſo 
miraculuuſly reſtor'd : In effet, he did 
t, and out of acknowledgment to Xa- 
vier, 
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vier, took the Habit of the Society, 
When the Mortality was almoſt ceag4, 
the Saint purſu'd his deſign of the Em- 
baſly to China, and treated with Dy 
Alvarez dq'Atayda, the Governour of Mz 
lacca, on whom the Viceroy had repos 
the truſt of ſo important an Aﬀair. Dov 
Alvarez had much approv'd this enter- 
priſe, when Xavier had firſt open it, 
at his return from Japan, and had even 
promisd to favour it with all his power, 
But Envy and Intereſt are two paſſions, 
which ſtifle the moſt reaſonable thoughts, 
and make men forget their moſt ſolemn 
Proteſtations, 
f The Governour had a grudging to Pe 
reyra, who, the year before, £ refusd 


nur of Malac- to lend him ten thouſand Crowns ; and 


cou'd not endure, that a Merchant ſhou'd 
be ſent Ambaſſadour to the greateſt Mo- 
narch in the World. He faid, That cer- 
tainly that Pereyra, tvhom the Viceroy had 
impower d by his Letters, was ſome Lord 
of the Court of Portugal, and not James 
Pereyra, who had been Domeſtick Servant 
to Don Gonſalvo de Cotigno. But that 
which moſt diſturb'd him, was, that be- 
ſides the honour of ſuch an Embaſly, 
the Merchant ſhou'd make ſo vaſt a pro- 
fit of his Wares, which he wou'd ſell off 


at an exceſlive rate in China, The Go- 
vernour 
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yernour ſaid, T| hat in his own perſon, were to 
le confider d the ſervices of the Count his Fa- 
ther, and that thoſe hundred thouſand Crowns 
which wou'd be gain d at leaſt by Pereyra, 
pere a more ſuitable reward for the Son of 
Atayda, than for the Valet de Chambre 
 Cotigno. With ſuch grating thoughts 
2s theſe he ſought occaſions to break off 
the Voyage ; yet he woud not declare 
himſelf at firſt ; and the better to cover 
his deſign, or not to ſeem unthankful to 
father Xavier, he fed him with fair pro» 
miſes, For the holy Man had procur'd 
him the command of Captain Major of 
of the Sea ; and himſelf had brought 
tim the proviſions for that place : be- 
uſe when firſt the Father had open'd 
bis purpoſe of going into China, Atayda 
kem'd to have eſpous'd the projet with 
creat affection, and ingag'd himſelf to 
make it ſucceed, in caſe the Ports and 
Navigations of the Portugueſes, were once 
depending on him. To oblige him yet 
arther, the Saint had procur d from the 
Viceroy, and brought along with him, 
certain extraordinary priviledges, which 
tad not been compris'd in the proviſions 
o& the Command.

cou'd not have too many Ships in rea- 
Ml tineſs, againſt ſuch formidable Enemies ; 
M:nd that the Santa Cruz, was of abſolute 
receſſity to the Kings ſervice. This Fa- 
Mile, which was the product of his own 
WM Brains, was ſoon exploded by the arrival 
of ſome other Portugueſe Vellels, who 
coming from the Iſles of Java, made 
Quth, that theſe Barbarians being ingag'd 
mongſt themſelves in Civil Wars, had 
1 thoughts of any Forreign Conqueſt. 
Dm Alvarez not being able any longer 
to ſupport the credit of his Tale, pull'd 
off the Mask, and ſtood upon no farther 
Ceremonies.

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much, that it ,was the common talk of 
Malacca, that this Perſecution might paſs 
for the Martyrdom of Father Xavier, 
The Servant of God reſented nothing 
which was done to his own perſon. He 
ble(s'd God continually, for giving him 
occaſions of ſuffering ; but he was ex- 
treamly ſenſible of what Religion, and 
the progreſs of the Goſpel ſutter d, and 
was often ſeen to weep abundantly. | 
He ceasd not for a moneth together 
to ſollicite the Governour : ſometimes be» 
ſeeching him by the wounds of a Cruci- 
fy'd Saviour, ſometimes urging him with 
the fatal conſequences of a miſerable E- 
ternity, and endeavouring to let him 
underſtand, what a crime it was to hin- 
der the publication of the Goſpel ; but 
theſe Divine Reaſons prevail'd as little 
with Don Alvarez, as the Humane had 
done formerly. This ſtrange obduracy, 
quite overwhelm'd the Father, when he 
ſaw that all theſe ways of mildneſs were 
unſucceſsful, and the ſeaſon of Navigs- 
tion paſs d away; after he had well con- 
ſulted God upon it, he concluded, that 
it was time to try the laſt remedies. 
Ten years were now expir'd fince his 
coming to the Zndies, and hitherto no 
one perſon, excepting only the Biſhop of 
Goa, was made privy to his being the A-

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poſtolick Nuncio. * He had kept this ſe- 
cret in profound filence, and had not 
once exercisd his power. But now he 
thought himſelf oblig'd to own it, in a 
buſineſs of ſo great conſequence, and to 
ſtrike with the Thunders of the Church, 
if occaſion were, the Man who made ©0- 
pen War againſt the Church.

Xavier had always hop'd, that the

The Grand Vicar not being able any 
longer to endure fo outrageous and fcan- 
dalous an impiety, at the length excom 
municated the Governour, according to 
the agreement betwixt himſelf and Fa- 
ther A'avier. He alſo excommunicated 
all his People, who balſcly flatter'd rhe 
__ paſſion 
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paſſion of their Maſter, and ſpoke inſo- 
lently of the Holy See.” This 'exctom- 
munication ſignify'd little toa man,” who 
had no Principles, either of Honour or 
ofReligion. Without giving himfelf the 
leaſt «diſquiet for the wrath of 'Heaven, 
or talk of men, he made'himſelt Maſter 
of the Ship Santa Cruz, and 'plac'd in 
her a Captain, with 25 Mariners, all 
of them in his Intereſts, to go and trade 
at Sancian, Where the Porturneſss had e&- 
ſtabliſh'd a wealthy: traffick. The ill 
ſucceſs of the negotiation, btcwixt the 
Grand Vicar and the Governour, was 
very affliting to Farher Xavier, his 
heart was picrc'd with forrow, and he 
acknowledg d to Farher Francis Perez, 
that he never reſented any thing with 
preater griet. The deplorable cond:- 
tion of Non Alvarez in the ſight vf God, 
the ruine of his friend 'Pereyra, the Em- 
baſſy of China utterly deſtroy'd ; "all theſe 
made him figh from the bottornm of his 
Soul ; and ſo much the more, becauſe he 
imputed theſe ſo great misfortunes to 
timſelf : as he gave Pereyra to under- 
ſtand, who lay hidden at Matacca, and 
tg whom he expreſs d himſelt in writing, 
becauſe he knew not with what tace to

The man of God 
daily offer'd the Sacrifice of the Maſs 
for him, and ſhed many tears at the 
foot of the Altar, to the end he might 
obtain for him, the favour of a ſincere 
Repentance.

For what remains, Though the door 
of China ſeem'd to be ſhut upon him, 
ſince all hopes of the Embaſly were va- 
niſh'd, which had facilitated hisentrance 
into that Kingdom, yet the Saint de- 
ſpair'd not of preaching the Goſpel to 
the Chineſes; and a thought came into 
his head, that if he cou'd get to an Iſle, 
which was neighbouring to Canton, he 
might from thence go privately over in- 
to the Continent. T hat it he were ſtop'd, 
and put in Priſon, he ſhoud at leaſt 
preach to the Priſoners ; that from the 
Priſons, the Chriſtian Dofrine might 
ſpread into the Towns, and poſſibly 
might reach the Court.

ful on their de, admir'd Father Francis, 
and all of them in a body, own the 
preſervation of their lives to him, But 
the Father told them, that it was to God, 
and not to ſuch a ſinner as he was, that 
they were oblig'd to pay their thanks 
The greateſt part of the Mariners 
and Paſſengers, kept, out of devotion,

At length 
te appear d in publick, but all in tears, 
ind never ceaſing to lament the loſs of 
his only Son. Yavier, who knew no» 
thing of this misfortune, ask'd him the 
reaſon of his ſorrow 2 Having learnt it, 
te ſtood recollefed in himielf a little 
time, and then faid, Suppoſirng that God 
buud reſtore your Son to You, wou d You 
promiſe me to believe in Jelns Chriſt ; gnd 
to become a fincere Chriſtian > The Infidel 
promis'd him ; and three days after this, 
tefore Sun riſing, they ſaw the Child 
won the hatches The Child knew not 
What had become of him for thoſe fix 
ays, and only remember d his talling 
into 


He appears of 
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into the Sea, not being able to give any 
account how he return'd into the Shi, 
His Father was ready to dye with joy, 
when he receiv'd him ; and Xavier ha 
no need of putting him in mind of hisin 

ement: he came of his own a 
accompany'd by his Wife, his Son, and 
his Servant; all of them were Baptisd 
and the Child was nam'd Francis. 

Thoſe of the Veſſel, having been wit 
neſſes of theſe two Miracles, ſpoke of 
them to the Inhabitants of an Iſle call 
Cincheo, by which they paſs'd ; and which 
was 2 place of great traffick, full of Mer. 
chants from ſeveral parts. The deſie 
of ſeeing ſo-admirable a man, causd + 
bout ſixty perſons, ſome Ethiopians, 6 
thers Indians, all Idolaters or Mahometan, 
to come into the Ship : Xavier took the 
occaſion, and preach'd the Goſpel to 
them : withal, inſtruQting them in the 
holy praQtices of Chriſtianity, He had 
no ſooner ended his exhortation, than 
they acknowledg'd Jeſus Chriſt, and re 
ceiv'd Baptiſm. 

While he was Chriſtning them, he 
appeard of a Stature much higher than 


ry ou, - -_ his own; infomuch that thoſe who were 
* upon the ſhoar near the Veſſel, believd 


he had been ſtanding on ſome bench; 
but ſeeing him coming and going, and 
always 
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dways appearing of the fame height, 


they thought there might poſſibly be 
ome Miracle in the matter, and were 
deſirous to be fatisfy'd concerning it : 
Stephen Yentura went into the Ship 
on purpoſe, and approaching Father Xa- 
wer, ſaw, that with his feet he touch'd 
the hatches, and yet his head was higher 
than the talleſt there, on whom he 
prinkled the Sacred Waters of Baptiſm. 
Ventura likewiſe obſerv'd, that after he 
had Baptis d the Company, he return'd 
to his natural proportion.

They had fail d far beyond Cantor, and 
the Mariners believ'd they were ſtill on 
this ſide of it. Xavier endeavour'd to 
undeceive them, but they adher'd to 
their firſt opinion ; and they had gone 
much further out of their way, it the 
Captain,upon the word of the Saint, had 
not ſtruck ſail, and caſt anchor, 'till the 
return of the Chalop, which he had 
knt out to diſcover the neighbouring 
Coaſt, She was three days before ſhe 
ame back, and- all the Ships Company 
megin'd that ſhe had been overtaken by 
bme Hurrican ; but Xavier aſſur'd them 

that 
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that ſhe ſhou'd ſuddenly return, with re 
freſhments ſent them by the Portwgneſes 
of Sancian : and that alſo ſhe ſhou'l te 
follow'd by ſome Veſſels, which ſhou'd 
come to meet them on their way, and 
conduCt them into the Port. All hap 
pen'd, as the Father had foretold, and 
the Santa Cruz, guided by the Vellels of 
Sancian,arrrv'd at that Iſland, twenty three 
days after her departure from Malacca, 
Sf arrives at There are three Iſlands, fo little diſtant 
_ F San- from each other, that they appear. but 
one; for which reaſon the Chineſes in 
their "anguage call them Samcen: a word 
composd of Sam, which ſignifies three, 
and Cex, which is to fay, an Iſland. The 
chief of theſe Iſlands, which the Ports 
gueſes have nam'd Sancian, has a conve- 
nient and fafe Port, all Crown'd with 
Mountains, and forming a ſemicircle on 
that ſide, which looks towards /Macw. 
It has few Inhabitants, who are Native, 
almoſt no Proviſions, and is fo barren of 
it ſelf, fo uncultivated and fo wild, that 
it ſeems rather a place of Baniſhment 
than of Commerce. The Chineſes had 
permitted the Portugueſes to trade thi- 
ther, to buy their Commodities, and fell 
their own to them, without breaking theit 
fundamental Law, of ſuffering no ſtranger 


to ſet foot within their Country. - 
that 
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that the Portugueſes durſt come no near- 
er the main Land, for fear of hazgrding 
their lives, or at leaſt their liberty. Net 
ther was it permitted them to build ſo- 
lid Houſes in the Iſle ; they were only al- 
lowd to ſet up flight Cabins, coverd 
with Matts, and dreſsd about with 
boughs of Trees, that they might not 
always be ſhut up within their Veſſels. 


Amongſt theſe Merchants, there was What paſſes be- 
twixt Xavier 
and Yeglio, 


one, who was very rich, and infinitely 
charitable ; but of a gay humour, and 
pleaſant in Converſation, addicted to all 
pleaſure which decency permits, and lo- 
ving not to deny himſelf any thing which 
will make life comfortable. For the reſt, 
moſt affectionate to Father Xavier; his 
name was Peter Yeglio, the fame Yeeliv 
who was with the Saint at gy who 
return'd in his Company. Xavier being 
very deſirous of his Friends Salvation, ex- 
horted him from time to time, to mortify 
hisnatural Inclinations; even ſometimes 
to chaſtiſe his Body, for the expiation of 
his Sins. Feglio underſtood not that 
Latinz whether he was too tender of his 
own perſon, or thought his Sins were 
not of a nature to delerve ſuch ſeverities, 
he cou'd never find in his Heart to take 
up the Diſcipline ; but inſtead of Mace- 
tations and Penances, he gave great 

S1 Alms, 
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Alms, and Father Francis receiv'd from 
him, ery large ſupplies, for the relief of 
ſuch as were in want. One day, the Fa- 
' ther having need of a certain ſum of Mo- 
ney, to marry a young Orphan Virgin, 
who was poor and handſome, and con- 
ſequently in danger of being ruin'd, had 
recourſe to Yeg/zo, according to his Cy- 
ſtom. He found him ingagd in pla 

with another Merchant ; but the buſs- 
neſs being urgent, he forbore not to re 
queſt his Charity. Yeg/io, who lov'd to 
be merry, made as if he were angry with 
him, and anſwerd thus: Father Francis, 
when a man is loſing, he is in no condition 
of giving Alms ; and for a wiſe man a; 
you are, you have made a wery groſs mi 
Rake, in this unſeaſonable demand. Tis a 
ways in ſeaſon to do good, reply'd Xavier, 
and the beſt time for giving Money, ii, 
when a man has it in his hand. The Mer 
chant, —_— the ſame tone, and 
ſeeming to be diſpleasd with the F+ 
thers company, added, as it were to be 
rid of him, Here, take the Key * my 
Cheſt, take all my Money if you wil}, and 
leave me, to play my Game in quiet. 10 
the Merchants Cheſt were thirty thou- 
ſand Tacs, which amount to forty five 
thouſand Crowns of Gold. The Father 
took out three hundred Crowns, which 
were 
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were ſufficient to marry the Orphan May- 
den. Some time 8fterward, Yeg/io count- 
ing over his Money, and finding theſam 
was ſtill entire, believ'd rhe Father had 
not touch'd it, and reproach'd him with 
want of friendſhip for nor making uſe of 
him ; whereupon Xaver proteited to 
him, - that he had raken our three hundred 
Crowns. 7 ſwear to you, faid Yeglio, 
that not one of them, is wanting : But God 
forgive you, xdded he, my meaning was to 
have parted the whole ſum betwixt us ; and 
I expetted, that of my forty five thouſand 
Crowns, you ſhoud at leaſt have taken the 
me morty.

ata great Entertainment, and more gay 
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you, that you ſhall not die without being 
firſt advertisd of the day of your death, 
After theſe predictions, Yeg/zo was = 
chang'd into another man, applying him- 
ſelf wholly to exerciſes of Piety; and in 
the condition of a Merchant, hv'd al- 
moſt the life of a Religious. What had 
been foretold him, that he ſhould have 
warning of his death, came frequently 
into his remembrance; and he cou'd not 
hinder himſelf one day, from asking the 
Saint, at what time, and in what man- 
ner it ſhou'd be? The Saint told him, 
without pauſing, When you ſball find the 
taſte of your Wine bitter, then prepare you 
Self for death, and know that you have but 
one day more to live. 

The Merchant liv'd im Opulence and 
Splendour, even to an extream old age. 


cording to the chance of things which 
are depending on the Sea. But his 
Friends continually reliev'd him, in his 
neceſlities, and gave him wherewithal to 
ſet up again. At length being one day 


than ever, having ask'd for Wine, he 
found rhe taſte of it was bitter. Imme- 
diately remembring the Prophecy of Fa- 
ther Yavier, he was ſeizd with an 1in- 
ward horrour ; which begining from the 


Soul, 
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Soul, ſpread over his Body, as if death 
had been pronounc'd againſt him, or the 
Image of death preſented to his Eyes. 
Nevertheleſs, ſomewhat recovering his 
Spirits, for his farther ſatisfaRion in the 
point, he deſird his fellow Gueſts at 
the Table, to taſte the Wine out of his 
Glaſs. All judg' it to be excellent, be- 
fides himſelf, who made divers tryals of 
it on his Palat. He eall'd for other 
Wines, and another Glaſs ; but always 
found the fame bitterneſs. Then no 
longer doubting, but that his laſt hour 
was coming, after he had made an interi- 
our Sacrifice of his life to God, he related 
to the Company that Prediftion, which 
was now accomplith'd ; and aroſe from 
the Table, with the thoughts of a Chri- 
ſtian, who is diſpoſing himſelf for death. 
Having diſtributed his Goods betwixt 
his Children and the Poor, he went to ſee 
his Friends, and to give and take the laſt 
farewel : Notwithſtanding his great age 
he was in perfect health. It was thought 
he doted, and they endeavour'd to per- 
ſwade him out of his melancholly appre- 
henſions. But their Arguments prevail'd 
fo little on his mind, that he gave orders 
for his own Funeral, and invited his 
Friends to do him the laſt kind Office, 
of accompanying his Corps to burial. 
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To content him, and to make themſelves 
merry at his folly, they attended him 
into the Church : In their preſence he 
receiv'd the Yiaticum, and the Extream 


Union, without being ſick ; afterwards 


he laid himſelt upon the Beer, and causd 
them to ſing the Maſs for the Dead. The 
people gather'd in a crowd at the ſtrange» 
neſs of the report ; ſome drawn by the 
novelty of the ſight, the reſt to be Fye- 
witneſſes how the Prediction of Father 
Xavier wou'd ſucceed. Maſs being end- 
ed, the Prieſt attended by his Infer:ours, 
perform'd all the Ceremonies of the 
Church about the Grave, and at length, 
ſung the laſt words belonging to a Chr 
ſtian burial, over the old man, who was 
alive, and bore his part in the Reſponſes. 
There now remaining no more to do; the 
Servant of Yeg/io coming to help his 
Maſter off the Beer, he found him dead. 
All the Aſſiſtants were witneſſes of the 
matter of fa, and every one went home 
full of admiration of Gods Mercy to 
wards this Merchant, who had been 6 
charitable ; and bleſſing the Memory of 
the holy Apoſtle of the Indies. 

This was not the only Prophetical 
Light, which Xavier had in the iſle of. 
Sancian, A Ship which went from 
Macao to Japan, appeard in ſight of 

Sancian, 
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Sancian, to be overtaken by a dreadful 
Hurricane, The Portugueſes, who had 

t concernments in that V«{ſel, being 
allarm'd at fo inevitable a danger, came 
running for comfort to Fathcr XYawer. 
But the Father aſlur'd them, they had no 
cauſe of fear ; and that the Ship was fafe- 
ly arriv'd at her Port. They kept them- 
ſelves quiet, upon the aſſurance of his 
word ; till finding that the >hip made no 
return, which was to ſtay at Japan but 
ſome few days, they gave her tor loſt. 
Xavier reprov'd their want of Faith, and 
politively told them, that ſhe ſhou'd 
come back before the week were endeg. 
I effe&t, ſhe return'd two days after- 
wards, laden with rich Merchandiſes, and 
proud of her eſcape from the tury of the 
Hurricane. 
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Art the fame time Xavier was inſpir'd her wniter-

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This miraculous foreknowledge, was 
accompanyd by ations as ſurpriſing ; 
and without ſpeaking of a dead Infant, 
which Xavier reſtord tro life, but whoſe 
ReſurreQion is without Circumſtances in 
the Ads of the Saints Canonization, he 
clear'd the Country of the Tygers, which 
laid it waſte, Theſe furious Beaſts came 
in Herds together out of the Forreſts, 
and ; nds only the Children, but 
the Menalſo, whom they found ſcatter'd 
in the Fields, and out of diſtance from 
the Retrenchments which were made for 
their defence. One night the Servant 
of God went out to meet the Tygers, 
and when they came near him, threw 
holy Water upon them, commanding 
them ta go back, and never after tore 
turn. The Commandment had its full && 
fe&; the whole Herd betook themſelves 
to flight, and from that time forward 
no Tygers were ever ſeen upon the 
Iſland. |

was immediately changd to ſadneſs, 
when they underſtood that he had only 
taken Sancian in his way to China. They 
all endeavour to diſtuade him from it: 
and ſet before his Eyes, the rigorous 


Laws of that Government : That the 
Ports 
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Ports were narrowly obſerv'd, by vigi- 
lant and faithful Officers, who were 
neither to be circumvented, nor brib'd 
with Preſents. That the Mandarins were 
ervel to all ſtrangers ; that the year be- 
fore ſome Portugueſe Sea-men, being caſt 
by Tempeſt on the Coaſt of Cantor, had 
been ſeverely whipd, and afterwards in- 
closd in dark Dungeons, where if they 
were not already dead, they were ſtill 
exercisd with new puniſhments; that 
for himſelf, the leaſt he cou'd expe was 
perpetual impriſonment, which was not 
the buſineſs of an Apoſtle, who deſign'd 
to ruh from place to place, and propa« 
pate the Faith through all the Zafe. 
Theſe Arguments made no impreſſion on 
the Saint : He had fortify'd his Reſoluti- 
on with more potent Reaſons, and an- 
fwer'd the Merchants in the ſame tenour 
in which he had written to Father Fran- 
a Perez, That he cou'd not diſtruſt the 
Divine Goodneſs, and that his diſtruſt 
wou'd be fo much the more Criminal, 
becauſe the powerful inſpiration of the 
holy Spirit, puſh'd him forward ro teach 
the Chineſes the Goſpel of the living God. 
T ameletted, ſaid he, for this great enter- 
priſe, by the ſpecial Grace of Heaven. If 
I ſhou'd demur on the execution, or be ter- 
tfy'd with the hardſhips, and want courage 
to 
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to attempt thoſe difficulties, wou'd it not 
be incomparably worſe, than all the Evil; 
with which you threaten me ? But, what 
can the Demons, and their Miniſters do a+ 
gainſt me > ſurely no more than what is per. 
* mitted them by the Soveraign Lord of all 
the World. Ad1, that in groing up my ſelf 


in this manner, I ſhall obey my Lord Jeſus, 
who declares in his Goſpel, That whoſoe- 
ver will fave his life ſhall loſe ut, and 
whoever will loſe it for my fake, ſhall 
find it. Owr Saviour alſo ſays, That he 
who having pur his hand to the Plough, 
ſhall look behind him, is not fir tor the 
Kingdom of Heaven. The loſs of the By- 
dy, being then without compariſon leſs to 
be fear'd, than that of the Soul, according 
to the Principles of eternal Wiſdom, I an 
reſolv'd to ſacrifice a frail and miſerable life, 
for everlaſting happineſs. In fine, I have 
fet up my reſt, I will undertake this Voyage, 
and nothing is capable of altering my reſo 
lution. Let all che Powers of Hell breat 
looſe upon me, 1 deſpiſe them, provided 
God be on my fide; for if he be for «, 
who ſhall be againſt us > The Portugueſes 
being of Opinion, that this fix'd inten- 
tion of the Man of God, was partly 
grounded on his ignorance of the dan- 
gers, Which he believ'd they magnify'd 
to him, beyond their natural progerntn 
ear 
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ſent ſome Chineſe Merchants,with whom 
they traded, to diſcourſe the buſineſs 
calmly with him ; bur the matter went 
otherwiſe than they had imagin'd. Thoſe 
Chineſes, to whom Xavier Ping not to 
ſpeak of Chnſtianity, and who were 
men of underſtanding, advisd him to 
the Voyage, inſtead of diſſwading him : 
they counſel d him only to carry Books 
which contain'd the Chriſtian Doetrine ; 
and added, that not long fince, the Em- 
perour had ſent ſome learned men into 
the neighbouring Kingdoms, to inform 
themſelves of fuch Religions, as were 
different from the receiv'd opinions of 
the Chineſes. That they believ'd the 
Chriſtian Do@rine wou'd be well re- 
ceiv'd at Court ; and that it ſeem'd pro- 
table ro them, that the novelty of fo 
reaſonable a belief, wou'd make his way, 
who was the firſt bearer of it. 

Xavier was overjoy d to find a paſſage

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_ he had = t from Goa, was 
w gnorant of the Language which 
is ſpo fp the Court, _ ha almoſt 
forgotten the common Idiome of the 
vulgar. He found out another Chineſe, 
who had a perfe& knowledge of the 
Language of the Mandarins, and who 
coud alſo write excellently well, in 
which conſiſts the principal knowledge 
of China, For the reſt, he was a man 
well ſhap'd, of a good preſence, of great 
natural parts, of a pleaſing converſation, 
and which was above all, he ſeem'd en- 
tirely devoted to the Chriſtians ; he pro- 
mis'd all poſſible good Offices, whether 
he hop'd to make his fortune, by pre 
ſenting to the Emperour, one who 
publiſh'd a new Law, or that God had 
inſpird him with thoſe pious thoughts, 

There was more difficulty in finding 
Sea-men, to tranſport the Father, for 
there was no leſs venture than that of 
life, for any one who undertook that 
buſineſs. But intereſt gives him cou- 
rage to hazard all, who values money 
more than life it ſelf. A Chineſe Mer- 
chant, call'd Capoceca, offer'd himſelf to 
carry Xavier into the Province of Car 
ton, provided he might be well pay:

But 
he woud have Xavier oblige himſelf 
alſo, on his ſide, to go immediately ro 
the Mandarin, with the Letters which 
the Viceroy of the Indies, and the Bi- 

of Goa had written to the Emperour, 
for the Father had ſtill reſerv d by him 
thoſe Letters which related ro the Em- 
taſſy, though the deſign had been ruin'd 
by the Governour of Malacca. The 
Chineſe alſo exacted an Oath of ſecrecy 
from the Saint, that no torments, how 
ever cruel, ſhou'd bring him ro confeſs, 
either the name or the houſe of him who 
had ſet him on ſhore. 

Xavier made as ſolemn an engage- 
ment as he coud defire; not without 
knowledge of the hazard which he ran, 
5 himſelf related t# one of his deareſt 
Irends. 7 perceive, faid he, two dangers 
which are almoſt inevitable in this affair ; 
a the one fide, there is great cauſe of ap- 
prehenfion, leſt the fl vac Merchant 
having 
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having receiv d the price of my paſſar;, 
# d throw me over-board, or leave me 
on ſome deſart Iſle ; on the other fide, lef 
the Governour of Canton ſhow d diſcharg: 
his fury upon me, and make me an example 
to all Strangers, by putting me to a; cruel 
death, or condemning me to perpetual In 
priſoument. But in caſe 7 follow the woice 
which calls me, and obey my Lord, I count 
my life and liberty at nothing, 
The Porru- When the Voyage of China was on 
gueles of San- theſe terms, and that all things ſeemd 
-_ Ln to favour it, the Portugueſes of Sancian 
Xavier. put an obſtacle in the way, of which 
Aavier had never thought. The appe- 
tite of gain, made them apprehend, leſt 
his ſhou'd bring them into trouble; 
and they faid to one another, that the 
Mandarin Governour of Canton woud 
certainly revenge on them the boldneſs 
of their Countreyman. That he woud 
Commiſſion his Officers to pillage their 
Ships, and confiſcate their effets, and 
that their lives were not in ſafety. In 
this general affrightment, which was 
not all grounded, and which increasd 
daily, the wealthie# ſort addrefs'd them- 
ſelves to Father Xavier, and deſir'd him 
to take compaſſion on them, and on their 
Wives and Children, if he wou'd have 
no compaſſion on himſelf.

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Xavier who was no leſs careful for the He deferrs his

them. He ingag'd his word, that he #{r<baxs. 


wou'd not paſs over into China, 'till they 
had ended all their buſineſs, and were 
from Sancian. This gave oppor- 
runity to the Chineſe Merchant, with 
whom he had treated, to make 'a ſhorr 
Voyage, under promiſe, notwithſtand- 
ng, to return at a time which was pre- 
fixd. While theſe things were thus 
manag'd, the Father fell ſick of a violent 
fever, which contino'd on him fifteen 
days. The Portagueſes took occaſion 
fom thence to tell him, that Heaven 
had declar'd againſt the Voyage of China, 
but'being recover'd, he follow'd his de- 
gn with more warmth than ever ; while 
the Merchants were lading their Ships, 
he enterrain'd himſelt day and night, 
vith the proſpe& of Converting Chma ; 
and all his pleature was to think. how 
happy he ſhou'd be, in diſpoſleſling the 
Devil of the largeſt Empire in the world, 
If yet, ſaid he, it ſhal pleaſe Almighty 
God to employ ſo wile an Inſtrument as 1 
aw, in ſo glorious an undertaking, Taken 
w with theſe and fuch like meditations, 
he often took his walk along the ſhore, 
and turning his eyes rowards that defir'd 
Country, 
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Country, ſent out ardent ſighs. He 
faid ſometimes amongſt his friends, that 
his only wiſh, was to be ſet down at 
the Gates of Canton, and troubled not 


himſelf with what might ha 


n aſter» 


wards: happy he, if he cou'd once de- 
clare the Son of God to the Chineſes, and 
more happy, if, for his fake, he might 


ſuffer Martyrdom. 


In the mean time, all the Portugueſe 
vers Letters to Veſlels, EXCepting only the Santa Cruz, 
which had not yet her whole lading, ſet 
fail from Sancian, for the Indies. Xa 
vier gave many Letters tothe Merchants, 
to be deliver'd both at Malacca, and at 
Goa, He writ to his friend James P+ 
reyra in terms which were full of acknow- 
Almighty Gd, 
faid he in his Letter, abundantly reward 
you, fince I am not able of my ſelf to 4s 
it : at leaſt, while I continue mthis world, 
1 ſball not fail to implore the Divine 
during you 
any d with per- 
eath Fternl 
Happineſs. But as I am perſwaded, thit 
I cannot acquit my ſelf by theſe my Prayers, 
of the great obligements which I have to yi 

our Society in the Indie: 


ement and charity. 


Goodneſs, to conferr on you, 
life, his holy grace, accomp 
feft health, and after your 


to defire of God the ſame 


leflings in you 
bebalf. For what remains, if I compaſs 
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my entrance into China, and if the Goſpel 
enter with me, "tis to you, next to Ale 
mighty God, to whom both the Chineſes 
and my ſelf ſhall be owing for it. Tou ſhall 
have the merit of it, in the fizht of God, 
and the glory in the firht of men. Thus, 
both the Chineſes, who ſhall embrace the 
Faith, and thoſe of our Society who ſhall 
go to China, ſhall be oblig'd, tooffer with- 
out ceaſing, their Vows to Heaven, in fa- 
wvour of you. God grant us both the hap- 
pineſs, once to meet in the Court of China : 
As for my ſelf, I am of opinion if I get 
into that Kingdom, and that you come this 
ther, you will either find me a Priſoner at 
Canton, or at Pequin, which is the Ca- 
pital City of that Empire : and I beſeech 
the Lord out of his infinite mercy, that 
we may be joynd together, either in the 
Kingdom of China, or at leaſt in the King- 
dom of Immortal Glory.

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tue of holy obedience, to depart, with par Earzzus, 


the ſooneſt, out of that unhappy Town, 
and to conduct his inferiours to Cochin, 
where he eſtabliſh'd him Retour of the 
Colledge, in the place of Antonio Here- 
dia, whom he ſent roGoa. Though Fa- 
ther Xavier deplor'd a-new, the wretched 
SQ condition 
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condition of Don Alvarez, it hinder'd 
him not from enjoyning Father Barzew, 
in his Letter to him, that he 'ſhou'd 
work the Biſhop, to fend his Orders to 
the Grand Vicar of Malacca, therein de- 
claring the Governour to be Excommu. 
nicated. And he took this way, not 
only becauſe harden'd and ſcandalous 
Offtendours, ſuch as Don Alvarez, ought 
to incurr a publick diſhonour, by that 
means to induce them to a ſerious con- 
ſideration of their own eſtate, and that 
others might take warning by them; 
but alſo, that ſucceeding Governours 
might fear, by the example of his puniſh- 
ment, to ſet themſelves in oppoſition to 
any intended Voyage of the Miſſtoners, 
who ſhou'd be ſent hereafter to the Ms 
lucca's, Japan, or any other places. 

He detir'd Father Barzzus in the ſame 
Lctter, to receive few perſons into the 
Socicty ; and to make an cxaCt trial of 
thoſe whom he ſhou'd receive. For [ 
tear, ſaid he, that many of them who 
have been admitted, and daily are ad- 
mitted, were better out of our walls 
than within them. 

You ought to deal with fuch people, 
as you have ſeen me deal with many at 
Goa; and as I have lately treated my 
Companion, whom I have diſmiſs'd —w 
the 
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the Society ; not having found him pro- 
per for our buſineſs. He meant Alva- 
rez Pereyra, whom he had brought with 
him from the dies, and-whom he ſent 


back from Sancian, with the Portuzueſe 
Veſſels. 


Amongſt thoſe Merchants, who went # fr-te!s the 


unhappy death 
of 4 Merchant. 


off from Sancian, there was one who made 
more haſte than any of the reſt ; with- 
out giving notice of his departure to 
the Father, whom he had lodg'd in his 
Cabin, or without waiting for a Chineſ: 
Veſſel, which he had bought at the 
Port of Canton. One morning while 
the Father was ſaying Maſs very early, 
this Merchant had put off from ſhore, 
and fled, with as much precipitation, as 
if the Iſland was ready to be ſwallow'd 
by the Sea. After Maſs was ended, he 
look'd round him, and not ſecing him 
for whom he ſearch d, What is become 
of my Hoſt? ſaid he, with the looks and 
geſture of a man inſpird. Being an- 
{wer'd, that he was already in open Sca ; 
what cou'd urge him, continud he, to fo 
prompt a reſolution > why did he not 
expe the Ship which comes from Can- 
ton > and whither is he draggd by his 
unhappy deſtiny 2 That very evening 
the Chinzſe Veſlel was ſeen to arrive: as 
tor the fugitive Merchant, he was no 
It 23 ſooner 
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ſooner landed at Malacca, when going 
into a wood, to ſeek materials for the 
refitting of his Ship, he was ponyarded

1 inextreem All the Portugueſe Veſlels being gone, 
want of all ne- ſaving, only that which belong'd to the 
ay. Governour of Malacca, or rather of which 
the Governour had poſleis'd himſelf by 
violence, Xavier was reducd to 1o 
reat 2 want of all neceſlaries, that he 
Fad ſcarcely wherewithal to ſuſtain Na- 
ture, 'Tis certainly a matter of amaze- 
ment, that they whoſe lives he had pre- 
ſerv'd, by changing the ſalt Sea-water 
into freſh, ſhou'd be fo hard-hearted, as 
to abandon him to dye of hanger. Some 
have thought that Don Alvarez had gi- 
ven Orders, that all things ſhou'd be 
refus'd him ; but I rather think, that 
Providence, wou'd try him, in the ſame 
manner, as ſometimes God is pleas'd to 
prove thoſe, whom he loves the beſt, 
and permitted that derelition of him, 

he dame al for the entire perfection of the Saint. 
him, for bis That which moſt afflicted him, was, 
paſſaee into that the Chineſe Interpreter, who had 
= made him ſuch advantageous offers, re- 
call'd his word, either of himſelf, for 
fear of danger, or at the ſollicitation 01 
thoſe, who were devoted to the Gover+ 


nour of Malacca. Yet the Father did 
not 
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not loſe his courage ; he ſtill hop'd that 
God wou'd aſſiſt him ſome other way ; 
and that at the worſt, Antonio de Sainte 
Foy might ſerve his turn for an Interpre- 
ter. But for the laſt load of his misfor- 
tunes, the Merchant who had ingag'd to 
land him on the Coaſt of China, return'd 
not at the time appointed, and he in 
vain expected him for many davs. 


Deſpairing of any thing on that ſide, , # * ſtil in 


he ſtill maintain'd his reſolution ; and a- 


nother expedient ſeem d to promiſe him he fs, 


ſucceſs. News was brought him, that 
the King of Siam, whoſe Dominions are 
almoſt bordering on Malacca; and who 
alſo was in league with Portugal, was 
preparing a magnificent Embaſſy to the 
Emperour of China, for the year follow- 
ing. Whereupon Xavier reſolvd on re- 
turning to Malacca by the firſt opportu- 
nity, and to uſe his beſt endeavours, 
that he might accompany the Ambaſſa- 
dour of S:am to China. 


But the Eternal Wiſdom, which ſome- 4 £74 (cb 
times inſpires his Servants with great again, and fore- 


deſigns, does not always will the per- 
formance of them ; though he wills that 
on their ſide nothing be omitred for 
the execution. God was pleasd to deal 
with Xavier, as formerly he had dealr 
with Moſes, who dyed in view of that 
S242 very 
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very Land, whither he was commanded 
to condudt the 1ſraelites. A Fever ſeizd 
on Father Francis, on the 20th. of No- 
vember ; and at the ſame time he was 
endu'd with a clear knowledge of the 
day and hour of his death: as he openly 
declar'd to the Pilot of the Veſlel, Fray- 
cis 4" Aghiar, who afterwards made an 
authentique depoſition of it, by ſolemn 
Oath. 

From that moment, he perceivd in 
himſelf a ſtrange diſguſt of all earthly 
things, and thought on nothing but that 
Cceleſtial Country, whither God was 
calling him. Being much weaken'd by 
his Fever, he retir'd into the Velle, 
which was the common Hoſpital of the 
ſick, that there he might die in Poverty; 
and the Captain Lewis Almeyda receivd 
him, notwithſtanding all the Orders of his 
Maſter Don. 4/varez. But the toſſing of the 
Ship, giving him an extraordinary head- 
ach, and hindring him from applying 
himſelt to God, as he defir'd; the day en- 
ſuing he requeſted that he might be (et 
on ſhore again. He was landed, and 
leſt upon the Sands, expos'd to the in- 
jury of the air, and the inclemency of 
the ſeaſon , eſpecially to the blaſts of a 
piercing North-wind, which then aroſe. 
He 
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He had there dy'd without relief, had 
not a Portugueſe, more charitable than 
the reſt, whoſe name was George Alva» 
rez, causd him to be carry'd into his 
Cabin ; which yet was little different 
from the naked ſhore, as being open on 
every ſide. 


The Indications of his diſeaſe, being 7 nature of 


an accute pain in his ſide, and a great * 


oppreſſion, Alvarez was of opinion , inwardh diſ- 
that they ought to breathe a Vein; and 4 


the Father was conſenting to it, by a 
blind ſubmiſſion to the Judgment of his 
Hoſt, though he knew before hand, that 
all manner of Remedies were in vain. A 
Chirurgeon of the Ship, who was awk- 
ward at his work, and of ſmall experi- 
ence. in his Art, bled him fo unluckily, 
that he hurt the Nerves, and the Patient 
fell immediately into ſwooning Convul- 
ſions. - Yet they drew Blood from him a 
ſecond time; and that operation had all 
the ill accidents of the former. Beſides 
which, it was attended with a horrible 
nauſeouſneſs, infomuch that he cou'd 
take no nouriſhment : at leaſt, the little 
which he took, conſiſted only of ſome 
few Almonds, which the Captain of the 
Veſſel fent him out of Charity. The 
diſeaſe encreas'd hourly, and he, grew 
weaker every day, But his Countgnance 
Tr 4 was 
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He entertains 
himſelf with 
God in the ex- 
tremity of bus 


ſickneſr, 
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was ſtill ſerene, and his Soul enjoy'd a 
perperual calmnels. Sometimes he lifted 
up his Eyes to Heaven, and at other 
times fix'd them on his Crucifx, enter. 
taining Divine Converſations with his 
God, and not withour ſhedding abundant 
tears. He remaind in this condition, 
till the rwenty eighth of November, 
when the Fever mounted into his Head. 
During this de/iriwm, he talk'd of nothing 
but of God, and of his paſſage into China, 
but in terms more tender and ardent than 
ever formerly. 

At length he loſt his Speech, and re- 
cover d not the uſe of it, rill three days 
afterwards: His ſtrength then left him 
all at once ; fo that it was expected eve- 
ry moment that he wou'd paſs away: 
Which notwithſtanding he once morere- 
coverd, and having the free exerciſe 
both of his Reaſon and his Speech, he 
renew 'd his Entertainments with his Sa- 
viour 11 an audible manner. Nothing 
was to be heard from him but devout 
Aſpirations, and ſhort Ejaculations of 
Prayer, but thoſe full of life and of at 
fection. The Afiſtants underſtood not 
all he faid, becauſe he continually ſpoke 
in Latin: And Antonio de Sainte Foy, 
who.never | ft him, has only reported, 
That the man of God made frequent Re- 

| petition 
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petition of theſe words, Jeſu, fl; Da- 
vid, miſerere met? and theſe alſo, which 
were ſo familiar to him, O ſanitiſima 
Trinitas ! Beſides which, invoking the 
bleſſed Virgin, he wou'd fay, Monſ/tra te 
eſſe Matrem ! He paſs'd two days without 
taking any food ; and having order'd his 
Prieſtly Habits, and the other Church- 
ſtuff, which he us'd in faying Maſs, to 
be carry d aboard che Ship, rogether with 
thoſe Books winch he had compos'd for 
the inſtruction of the Eaſtern people, he 
difpos'd himſel! for his laſt hour, which 
was near approaching, 


Beſides Antonio de Sainte Foy, he had He denunces te 
near his perſon a young Hrdian, whom he {;." ho , 
had brought with him from Goa. - The death which 


was att 


Sant, dying as he was, caſt his Eyes on 
the young man, and appear'd diſcompos'd 
in looking on him ; afterwards with a 
compaſſionate regard, he twice pro- 
nounc'd theſe words, Ah miſerable man ! 
and afterwards ſhed tears. God, at that 
moment, was pleas'd to reveal to Xavi- 
er, the unhappy death of this young Je- 
dian, who five or fix months afterwards, 
falling into moſt horrible debauches, 
was kill'd on the place, by the ſhot of an 
Arquebuſe. So that the Spirit of Pro- 
phecy accompany d the holy Man, even 
to his laſt breath. F

His age, and 
perſon. 


Of the duties 
which were 
pay'd bim im- 


mediately after even the moſt devoted to the Gover- 
by deceaſe, 
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At laſt, on the ſecond of December, 
which fell on Friday, having his Eyes all 
bath'd in tears, and fix'd with great ten- 
derneſs of Soul, upon his Crucifix, he 
pronounc'd theſe words, Ix te Domine 
ſperavi, non confundar in eternum ; and at 
the ſame inſtant, tranſported with Ce. 
leſtial joy, which appear'd upon his 
Countenance, he ſweetly gave up the 
Ghoſt, towards two of the Clock in the 
afternoon : and in the year of God 1552, 

He was ſix and forty years of age, and 
had paſsd ten and a half of them in the 
Tadies : His ſtature was ſomewhat above 
the middle ſize; his Conſtitution ſtrong, 
his Air had a mixture of pleafingnels 
and Majeſty : He was freſh colour'd, had 
a large Forchead, a well proportion'd 
Noſe ; his Eyes were blew, but Piercing 
and lively ; his Hair and Beard of a dark 
Cheſnut ; his continual labours had made 
him gray betimes; and in the laſt = 
of his life, he was grizzled almoſt to 
whiteneſs. This without queſtion gave 
occaſion to his firſt Hiſtorians, to make 
him five and fifry years old, before the 
certain proofs of his age came at length 
to be diſcover. 

When it was known that Father Fras- 
cis was expird, many of the Ship, and 
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nour, ran to the Cabin. They found 
the ſame freſh colour on his Face. as he 
had when living, and at the firſt ſight, 
cou'd hardly perſwade themlie!ves that he 
was dead. When they had look'd on him 
ata nearer diſtance, Piety began to be pre- 
dominant over all their other thoughts : 
they kneel 'd down by him, and kits'd his 
Hands with reverence, recommending 
themſelves: to him, with rears in their 
Eyes, as nothing doubting but that his 
happy Soul, was perfectly enjoying God 
in Heaven.

His Corps was not laid into the ground, They inter him 


till Sunday towards noon. His Funerals 
were made without any Ceremony : and 
belides Antonio de Sainte Foy, Francis 
fAghiar, and two others, there were 
not any more Aſſiſtants, An Hiſtorian 
of the ndies has written, That the in- 
ſupportable coldneſs of that day, was 
the occaſion of it. But in all probabili- 
ty, the apprehenſion which the Ships 
Company had of drawing on themſelves 
the diſpleaſure of the Governour, Dor 
Alvarez, had at leaſt as great a ſhare in 
It, as the ſharpneſs of the ſeaſon. They 
took off his Caſſock, which was all in 
tatters ; and the four, who had pay'd 
him thoſe laſt duties, divided it amongſt 
them, out of devotion; after which they 
array'd 


without any Ce- 
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arrayd him, in his Sacerdotal. Habit, 
George Alvarez took upon himſelf the 
care of beſtowing the Body in a largy 
Cheſt, made after the Chineſe faſhion; 
he causd this Cheſt to be fill d up with 
unſlak'd Lime; to the end that theFleh 
being ſoon conſum'd, they might carry 
the Bones in the Veſlel, which within 
_ few months. was to return to [+ 
ia. 
At the point of the Haven, there ws 
a little ſpot of riſing ground, and at the 
foot of this Hillock, a ſmall piece of 
Meadow, where the Portugueſes had (ct 
up 2 Croſs. Near that Croſs they in 
terrd the Saint ; they caſt up two heaps 
of Stones, the one at his Head, the other 
at his Feet ; as a mark of the place where 
he was buried, 
The miraculms Jn the mean ſeaſon, God made mani» 
yn jr ec feſt the holineſs of his Servant in the 
Cafll of Kavi Kingdom of Navarre, by a miraculous 
_ accident ; or rather by the ceaſing of 1 
Miracle. In a little Chappel, at the Cz 
ſtle of Xavier, there was an ancient 
Crucifix made of Plaiſter, of about theF 
ſtature of a Man. In the laſt year © 
the Fathers life, this Crucifix was ſeen to 
ſwear Blood in great abundance every 
Friday, but after Xavier was dead, the 


{weating ceasd. The Crucifix is to vF 
ſeen 
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ſeen even at this day, at the ſame place, 
with the Blood congeal'd along the Arms 
and Thighs to the Hands and Sides. They 
who have beheld it, have been inform'd 
by the Inhabitants of the Neighbourhood, 
that ſome perſons of that Country having 
taken away ſome of the flakes of thar 
dotted Blood, the Biſhop of Pampeluna, 
had forbidden any one from hencefor- 
yard, to diminiſh any part of it, under 
in of Excommunication. They alſo 
karnt, that it had been obſerv'd, accor- 
ding to the news which came from the 
hdies, that at the fame time, when Xa- 
jer labour d extraordinarily, or that he 
2s in ſome great danger, this Crucifix 
Iſtill'd Blood on every ſide; as if then, 
hen the Apoſtle was actually ſuffering 
r Jeſus Chriſt, Jeſus Chriſt was ſuffering 
br hum, notwithſtanding that he is whol- 
y impaſſible. The Ship, which was at 
he Port of Sanczan, being at the point of 
tting Sail for the /ndies, Anthony de 
ante Foy, and Geor:e Alvares delir d the 
ptain Luys Almeyd:, not to leave ups 
n the Iſle the Remainders of Father 
ranc1is.

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that the Bones might be gather'd toge- 
ther ; but having taken the Lime from 
off the Face, they found it ruddy and 
freſh colour'd, like that of a man; who 
is in a ſweet repoſe. His Curioſity led 
him farther to view the Body, he found 
it in like manner whole, and the natural 
moiſture uncorrupted. But that he 
might entirely ſatisfy all doubts and ſcru- 
ples, he cut a little of the Fleſh on the 
right Thigh, near the Knee, and beheld 
the Blood running from it. Whereupon 
he made haſte to advertiſe the CaptainofW 
what he was an Eye-witneſs; and carryd 
with him a little piece of Fleſh, which 
he had cut off, and which was about a 
Fingers length. All the company ran ir 
mediately to the place of burial, and ha 
ving made an exa& obſervation of theſe 
Body, found it to be all entire, and wit 
out any putrefation. The Sacerdotal 
Habits, with which he had been veſte 
after his deceaſe, were no ways enda 
mag d by the Lime. And what was mol 
amazing to them all, was that the hol

Corps, exhal'd an Odour fo delightful, and 
ſo fragrant, that by the relation of many 
there preſent, the moſt exquiſite Pertuma 
came nothing near it, and the ſcent w!:

The Viceroy of the Zrdies, upon t 

Complaints which were brought agal 
Don Alvarez for his tyrannical pr 
ings, depriv d him of the Government 
Malacca, and cauſing him to be brovg 
to Goa, as a Priſoner of State, ſent 
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to Portugal, under a ſufficient guard. 
There all his Goods were confiſcated to 
the Kings Exchequer; and for himſelf, 
he was condemn'd to perpetual Impriſon- 
ment. Before his departure from the 7n- 
dies, 'he had gotten an obſcene diſeaſe, 
which increasd to that d in Europe, 
that he dy'd of it at laſt in a ſhametul 
manner; no Remedy availing to his 
cure : The ſtench of his polluted Body, 
having firſt made him infupportable to 
all the World. As for Pereyra, who had

curd, without taking any remedy. Be- 
ſides this contagious diſeaſe, the Famine 

Uu rag d 
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rag d to that degree, that multitudes of 
people daily dy'd 'of hunger. This {e- 
cond: Judgment was likewiſe diverted 
ar the fame time; for together: with 
the Veſſel, which bore the ſacred Body, 
there came in a Fleet of Ships, which 
were laden with all manner*"of-. proviſi- 
ons, to ſupply the neceſlities 'of the 
Town. | 

Theſe fo conſiderable favours, ought 
to have oblig'd the Inhabitants, to have 
honour d the Body of their. BenefaQour, 
with a Sepulcher which was worthy of 
him. In the mean time, 'whether the 
fear of their Governour with-held them, 
or that God permitted it for the greater 
glory of his Servant, having taken the 
Body out of the Cheſt, they buried it 
without the Church, where the common 
ſort of people were interr'd ; and whuch 
was yet more ſhameful, they made rhe 
Grave too ſcanty ; fo that cruſhing the 
Body to give it entrance, they broke it 
ſomewhere about the Shoulders ; and 
there guth'd out Blood, which diffus'd 2 
moſt tragrant Odour. And farther, to 
carry their civility, and diſcretion to the 
higheſt point, they trampled fo hard u 
on the Earth, which cover'd the bleſſed 
Corps, that they bruisd it in many parts; 
as if it had been the deſtiny of that holy 


Man, 
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Man,. to be tormented by the people of 
Malacca, both during his life, and after 
his deceaſe. The facred Corps remain'd 
thus without honour, till the month of 
Auzaſt, when Farther John Beyra came 
from Goa, in his return to the Molucca's, 
with two Companions whom Gaſpar Bar- 
eu, the Vice Provincial had given him, 
purſuant to the Orders of Father Xavier. 
This man having always had a tender af- 
fetion for the Saint, was moſt ſenſibly 
afflicted for his death; and cou'd not 
think of continuing his Voyage to the 
Molucca's, till he had look'd upon the Bo- 
dy, of which ſo many wonders were re- 
lated. Opening himſelf on that Subjet 
to Fames Pereyra, and two or three other 
Friends of the dead Apoſtle, they took 
up his Body privately one night. The 
Corps was found entire, freſh, and till 
exhaling a ſweet Odour : neither had the 
dampneſs of the ground atter five months 
burial, made the leaſt alteration in him : 
They found even the Linnen which was 
over his Face, tinturd with Vermillion 
Blood, 


This ſurpriſing ſight, ſo wrought up- They conſider o 
on their minds, that they thought it their 747/07 the 
duty, not to lay it again into the Guu.

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order'd a Coffin to be made, of a pre. 
cious wood, and after they had garniſh'd 
it with rich China Damask, | they 

t the Corps into it, wrapping it in 
Cloath of Gold, with s Pillow of Bro- 
card underneath the head. The Coffin 
was afterwards beſtow'd in a pope 
place, known only to the devoted triends 
of Father Xavier : and it pleas'd the Al. 
mighty to declare by a viſible Miracle, 
that their Zeal was acceptable to him, 
For a Waxen Taper, which they had 
lighted up before the Coffin, and which 
naturally muſt have burnt out, within 
ten hours, laſted eighteen days entire, 
burning day and night: and it was ob- 
ſerv'd that the droppings of the Wax, 
weigh'd more than the Taper it fell at 
the beginning, 

In the mean time an occaſion offerd, 
for the Voyage of the Molxcca's ; while 
they were waiting for an oppor- 
runity of paſſing to Ga. Beyra, there- 
fore put to Sea, more inflam'd than & 
ver with the Zeal of Souls; and filld 
with a double portion of an Apoſtolick 
Spirit, which the ſight of the Saint had 
inſpird into him. But, ofthe two Com- 
panions, which had been aſſign'd for 
the Miſſion of the Molucca's, he lefr one 
behind him at Malacca, to be a Guar- 
dian 
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dian of that holy treaſure, and this was 
Emanuel Pavora. Peter de Alcaceva, at 
the ſame timereturn'd from Fapan, whi- 
ther he had been ſent from Goa, for the 
affairs of that new Chriſtianity. And 
both of them, not long after, carried the 
holy Corps along with them, in the 
Veſſel of Lopez de Norogna. 


The Ship was ſo old and worn, and 7** 5  jur 


out of all repair, that none durſt ven- 


ture to embark upon her. Burt when *% happen; 


once it was divulg'd, that it wasto carry /,.. 
the Corps of Father Francis, every one 
made haſte to get a corner in her : not 
doubting but there they might be fate. 
And the Paſlengers had no cauſe to re- 
t them of rheir confidence : for, in 
ſet, God deliver'd them, more than 
once, miraculouſly from Shipwrack. 

A furious tempeſt, almoſt at their 
firſt ſerting out, caſt them upon banks 
of Sand, and the Keel ſtruck fo far in- 
to it, that they cou'd not get her off, 
when againſt all humane appearances, 
the wind coming about, and blowing 
full in their faces, diſingag'd the Veſſel ; 
and that it might maniteſtly appear to 
be the hand of God, the blaſt ceas d that 
very moment, when the Keel was loſen'd 
trom the Sands. 
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Not long after, at the entry into the 
Gulph of Ceylan, they ſtruck impetu- 
ouſly againſt ſome hidden Shelves, the 
Rudder flying off, with the fury of the 
ſtroke, the Keel ſtuck faſt within the 
Rock; and it was a Miracle- that the 
Veſſel, being fo crazy, did not ſplit a- 
ſunder. The Mariners did that on this 
occaſion , which is commonly put in 
practice, in extremity of danger. They 
cut the Maſts with their hatchets, but 
that being of no efftet, they were go- 
ing to throw all their lading over-board, 
to eaſe the Ship; but the fury of the 
waves, which beat upon her on every 
ſide, and outrageouſly tols'd her, ſuffer'd 
them not to perform what they dclird. 


Then they had their laſt recourſe to the 


interceſſion of that Saint, whoſe Corrs 
they carried. Having drawn it out of che 
Pilots Cabin, they fell on their knees 
about it with lighted Flambeaux ; and, 
as it Father Xavier had been yet living, 
and that he had beheld, and heard them, 
they begg'd ſuccour of him, from that 
imminent deſtruction. 

Their Prayer was ſcarcely ended, 
when they heard a rumbling noiſe from 
underneath the Veſſel; and at the ſame 
time, perceiv'd her following her courſe

came to 
ſtructour, and beloved Father. 
'ts incredible what demonſtrations. of 
piety the people gave. From Cochin 
they ſet fail for Baticula. The Wife of 
Antonio Rodriguez, one of the Kings Of- 
ficers, who had long been ſick, was in 
hope to recover, it ſhe coud ſee Father 
Francis, She causd her ſelf to be car- 
ried to the Ship, and at the ſight of the 
dead Saint, was reſtor'd to her health at 
the ſame moment. Not fatisfy'd with 
this, ſhe was deſirous to have a litrle 
piece of the Cope, with which the Fa- 
ther was habited : and tis wonderful 
what Cures the effefted by that precious 
Relique. 

The Ship being now within twenty 
Leagues of Goa, and being unable to 
make any farther way, becautc of the 
contrary winds, the Captain went into 
the Chalop, with ſome of his people, and 
got tothe Town, by the help of Oars, 
that himſelf might have the honour of 
bearing the firſt news to the Viceroy,

bleſſed Corps was coming to them, Fa- 
ther Gaſpar Barz&us was already dead, 
and oa Melchior Nugnez declard his 
Succeſſour in his two O of Retour 
of the Colledge, and Vice Provincial 
of the Indies, in vertue of. the Letter 
which Father Xavier had left feal'd be- 
hind him, when he went for China, and 
which was open'd after the death of 
Gaſpar, according to the Orders of X4 
vier himſelf. 


They come frm The Viceroy immediately order'd 
— a light Galley for Nagnez, upon which, 


he and three others of the Society 
imbarking , together with four young 
men of the Seminary, they ſet fail 
towards the Veſſel, to bear off the 
Body of the Saint. They receivd it 
with the honourable diſcharge of all 
the Cannon, not only from the Ship 
of Lopez, but from fix other Vellcls 
which were in Company, and which 
had been wind-bound towards Baticula. 
On the fifteenth of March, in the year 
1554, the Galley landed at Rebendar, 
which is within half a league of Goa: 
ſhe remaind there the reſt of that day, 
and all the night ; while they were ma- 
king preparations in the Town, for the 
ſolemn reception of the holy Apoſtle bn 

| tie 
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the Indies. The next morning, which 
was Friday in paſſion week, fx Barks 
were ſeen to come, which were all illu- 
minated with lighted Torches, and pom- 

y adorn'd ; wherein was the flower 
of the Portugueſe Nobility, Twelve o- 
ther Barks attended them, with three 
hundred of the ronmgng Inhabitants, 
each of them holding a Taper in his 
hand : and inevery of theſe Barks, there 
was Inſtrumental muſick of all forts, 
and choirs of Voices, which made an 
admirable harmony. The whole ſqua- 
dron was drawn up into two wings, to 
accompany the Galley, which row'd be- 
twixt them. The Body of the Saint 
was cover'd with Cloath of Gold, which 
was the preſent of Pereyra,and was plac'd 
upon the Stern, under a noble Canopy, 
with lighted Flambeaux, and rich Strea- 
mers waving on both ſides of it. 

In this equipage, they row'd towards 
Goa, but very ſottly, and in admirable 
order. All the Town was gather'd on 
the ſhore, in impatient expeRation of 
their loving and good Father. When 
they perceiv'd the Veſſel from afar, there 
was nothing to be heard bur cries of joy, 
nothing to be {cen but tears of devotion. 
Some more impatient than the reſt, 
threw themſelves into the Sea, and 

| ſwimming 
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ſwimming up'to the Gally, accompany 'd 
it to the ſhore, in the ſame poſture. 
The Viceroy was there waiting for 
ofthe yy it, attended by his Guards, the remain- 
receiv/d at Goa INg part of the Nobility, the Council 
Royal, and the Magiſtrates, all in 
mourning. At the time when the 
holy Corps was landing, a Company of 
young men, conſecrated to the ſervice 
of the Altars, ſfung the Benedittus De 
minus Deus Iſrael. In the mean while, 
they order'd the Ceremony of the Pro- 
ceſſijon after this enſuing manner. 
Ninety Children went foremoſt, in 
long white Robes, with Chaplets of 
Flowerson their heads, and each of them 
holding in his hand an Olive-Branch. 
The Brotherhood of Mercy follow 
them, with a magnificent Standard. The 
Clergy ſucceeded to the Brotherhood, 
and walk'd immediately before the Corps, 
which was carried by the Fathers of the 
Society. The Viceroy with his Court, 
clos'd up the Ceremony , which was 
follow'd by an innumerable multitude of 
people. All the Streets were hung with 
Tapiſtry ; and when the bleſſed Corps 
appear'd, Flowers were thrown upon it 
from all the windows, and from the 


tops of Houſes. 
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But nothing render'd the pomp more 
famous, than the Miracles which at 
that time were wrought : For there 
ſeem'd to breath out trom this holy 
body, a faving vertue, together with a 
Celeſtial Odour. Many fick perſons, 
who had causd themſelves to be carried 
out into the Streets, were cur'd with 
only ſeeing it : and even ſome, who were 
not able to leave their Beds, recover'd 
their health with the bare invocation of 
his name. Fane Pereyra was of this 
number ; after a fickneſs of three Months, 
being almoſt reduc'd to a deſpair of life, 
ſhe had no ſooner implor'd the aſſiſtance 
of the Saint, but ſhe found her ſelf in a 
perfect State of health. 

Another young Maiden, who was 
juſt at the point of death, and held the 
Conſecrated Taper in her hand, having 
been recommended by her Mother to 
the patronage of the Saint, came ſud- 
denly to her ſelf, and roſe up well re- 
cover'd, while the Proceſſion was paſſing 
by the houſe.

St. Paul; and there iet down the Coffin, 
n the great Chappel of the Church, A 
retrenchment had becn made betore the 
Chappe), to keep off the Crowd ; bur 
it 
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it was immediately broken down, not* 
withſtanding the oppoſition of theGuards, 
which were plac'd on purpoſe to defend it. 
To appeaſe the tumult, they were forc'd 
to ſhew the Saint, three times ſucceſſive- 
ly, and to hold him upright, that he 
might more eaſily be ſeen by the long. 
ing multitude. It was alſo thought con- 
venient to leave the Body expos'd to 
view, for three days together, for the 
comfort of the Inhabitants, who were 
never weary with gazing on it ; and 
who in gazing were piercd with a ſen- 
ſible devotion. 

New Miracles were wrought in pres 
ſence of the holy Body. The Blind re- 
ceiv'd their ſight, thoſe who were ta- 
ken with the Palſey, recover the uſe 
of their Limbs, and the Lepers became 
clean as Babes. At the fight of thee 
miraculous Cures, the people publiſh'd 
aloud, all thole wonderful operations 
which they knew to have been perform d 
by Father Xavier. And his old Com- 
panion Foh» Deyro, at that time a Re- 
ligious of the Order of St. Francis, re- 
lated, with tears of tenderneſs and de 
votion, what the Saint had Prophecy'd 
of him, which was now accompliſh. 
In the mean time, on that very day 
which was Friday, the Canons of the 
Cathedrah 
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Cathedral, folemnly ſung the hizh Maſs 
of the Croſs. The day following, the 
Religious of St. Francis, whom the man 
of God had always honour'd, and- ten- 
derly affeted, came to ſing the Maſs of 
the Bleſſed Virgin, in the Church of the 
Society. 

When in this manner, the publick de- 
yotion had been accompliſh'd, on Sunday 
night, the Coffin was plac'd on an emi- 
nence near the high Altar, on the Goſ- 
pel fide. 

In this place I ought not to omir, 
that the Veſſel which had born this Sa- 
cred Pledge to Goa, ſplit afunder of it 
klf, and funk to the bottom, ſo ſoon as 
the Merchandiſes were unladed, and all 
the Paſſengers were come fafe on ſhoar : 
which was nothing lefs than a publick 
declaration of Almighty God, that he 
had miraculoufly preſerv'd her in favour 
of that holy treaſure ; and that a Ship 
which had been employ'd on fo pious an 
occaſion, was never to be usd on any 
kcular account.

matters of fact, with all poſſible exac- 
nels. 

"Tis to be acknowledg'd, that the peo- 


mations were made ; being fully ſatisfy'd 
of the holineſs of the Saint, and not 
being able to endure, that it ſhou'd be 
doubted in the leaſt: In like manner, 
neither wou'd they ſtay, till all the Ec- 
Cleſiaſtical ———_ were wholly end- 
ed, nor till the holy Sec had firſt ſpoken 
of rendring him the worſhip due to 
Saints ; they invokd him already in 
their neceſſities, and particularly in all 
ſorts of dangers. Some of them plac'd 
his Picture in their Oratories; and even 
the Archbiſhop of Goa, Don Chriſtopher de 
Lisbonne, ( for the Epiſcopal See had 
been erected into an Arch-biſhoprick ) 
the Archbiſhop, I fay, wore on his Brealt, 
an Image of Xavier in little, which he 
often kiſsd with a reverent Aﬀedtion, 
and his Devotion was not without ur 
ward; 
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ward; for having been cruelly torment 
ted with the Stone, for a Month toge» 
ther, he was freed immediately from it, 
and = not any _ pains. —— 
[t alſo happend, that in many places 7” oy 
1 Wl of the /ndies, the new Cs — 
, MW Churches in honour of Father Francis, 4ivers parts of 
e through a precipitate and indiſcreet De- "* 
* W votion, which their good meaning and 
their zeal are only capable of excuſing, 
Amongſt thoſe Churches, there was one 
much celebrated, on the Coaſt of 7ra- 
vhrcar., The Saracens having demoliſh'd 
it, together with eleven other ancient 
ſtructures of Picty, the Chriſtians, who 
by reaſon of their poverty, were not 
able to rebuild them all, reſtor'd only 
this one Church, which was dearer to 
them than any of the reſt. 
For what remains, in what place ſoe- 
yer any Churches were dedicated to the 
Father, there never faild a wonderful 
concourſe of people, to honour the Me- 
mory of the holy Man; and according 
to the relation of Francis Nugnez, Vicar 
of Coulan, they were obligd to fink a 
Well for the relicf of poor Pilgrims near 
the Church, which was built in honour of 
him at that Town. Nugnez allo reports, 
That thoſe which had teen conſecrated to the 
Apoſtles, and other Saints, in a manner loſt 
their 
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their Titles, when once the Image of $:, 
Xavier was there exposd: and that the 
people turning all their Devotion toward; 
him, were wont to call them the Churches 
of Father Francis. 
The praiſes. But what was moſt to be admir'd, 6 
ten him & 7». Ven the profeſt Enemies of Feſus Chrif, 
Silele, aps the pay'd him reverence after his deceaſe, a 
—_ 3.” well as during his life ; calling him, 
Man of Prodigjes, the Friend of Heaves, 
the Maſter of Nature, and the God of the 
World. Some of them undertook long 
Voyages, and came to Goaexpreſly to be- 
hold his Body exempted from Corrupti- 
on, and which, only excepting motion, 
had all the appearances of life. There were 
amongſt the Gentzles, who ſpoke of rai 
fing Altars to him ; and ſome people ol 
the Set of Mahomet, did, in effect, dc 
dicate a Moſque to him, on the Welterr 
Coaſt of Comorine. The King of Trava 
cor, though a Mahometan, built a magni 
ficent Temple to him ; and the Infidek 
had fo great a veneration for that place 
where the Great Father was ador d, that 
they durſt not ſpet upon the ground, 11F i 
we may believe the Teſtimony of thok 
who were Natives of the Country. 
The Pagans had a Cuſtom, that | 
confirmation of a Truth, they wouc 
hold a red hot Iron in their Hands, wit! 


other 
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other Superſtitions of the like nature : 
bur after that Father Francis, came to be 
held in ſo great veneration through the 
Indies, they ſwore ſolemnly by his 
name z and ſuch an Oath, was generally 
receiv d for the higheſt atteſtation of a 
truth. Neither did any of them for- 
ſwear themſelves unpunith'd after ſuch an 
Oath. And God authorisd by mauy 
proofs, this "religious practice, even by 
manifeſt prodigies. Behold a terrible ex- 
ample of it : An Idolater ow'd a Chriſti- 
an a conſiderable ſum of Money. But 
2s he deny'd his debt, and no legal proof 
cou'd be made of it, the Chriſtian oblig'd 
him to ſwear in the Church, upon the 
Image of St. Francis: The Idohter made 
2 falle Oath, without the leaſt ſcruple; 
but was ſcarcely got into his own Houſe, 
when he began to void Blood inabundance 
at his Mouth ; and dy'd in a raging fit of 
madneſs. which had the reſemblance of a 
Man poſleſt, rather than of one who was 
diſtracted. 

Neither was his Memory leſs honoor d 
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olcY ſtians of the Kingdom of Saxuma, kept 
FE f*ligiouſly a Stone, on which he had of- 
ten preach'd; and ſhew' it as a precious 
"us rarity, The Houſe wherein he had lodg'd 
VU at Amanguchi, was reſpected as a facred 
X Xx place ; 
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place ; and was always prefervd from 
ruine, amidſt thoſe bloody Wars, which 
more than once had deſtroy'd the Town, 
For what remains, the Zrdians and Fapo- 
nians were not the only people which 
honour'd Father Xavier after his deceaſe; 
the Odour of his: holy life expanded it 
felf beyond the Seas into other Heathen 
Countries where he had never been. And 
Alphonſo Leow Barbuda, who has tra- 
vell'd over all the Coaſts of Africk, re- 
ports, that in the Kingdoms of Sofala, 
beyond the great River of Cuama, and in 
the Iſles about it, the name of Father 
Francis was in high repute, and that 
thoſe Moors never mention'd him, but 
with the addition of a wonderful Man. 
So many illuſtrious teſtimonies, and ſo 
far above fuſpition, ingag'd the King of 
Portlgal anew, to ſollicite the Canoni- 
zation of the Saint ; and in that proſpeQ, 
there was made an ample collection of 
his Vertues, of which I preſent you with 
this following Extract. 

Noexteriour employments, how many 
or how great ſoever, cou'd divert the Fa- 
ther, from the contemplation of coleſti- 
al things. Being at Goa, his ordinary 
retirement after Dinner, was into the 
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during the ſpace of two hours, he had a 
cloſe communication with his God. But 
becauſe he was not always Maſter of 
himſelf on thoſe occaſions, fo as to regu- 
hte his time; and that he was ſometimes 
oblig'd to leave his privacy, he com- 
manded a young man of the Seminary of 
Sainte Foy, whoſe name was Andrew, to 
come and give him notice, when the 
two hours, to which he was limited, were 
expird. One day, when the Father was 
to ſpeak with the Viceroy, Andrew, be- 
ing come to advertiſe him, found him 
ſeated on a little Chair, his Hands acroſs 
his Breaſt, and his Eyes fix'd on Heaven. 
When he had look'd on him a while at- 
tentively, he at length call'd him, but 
finding that the Father anſwer d not, he 
ſpoke yet louder, and made a noiſe, All 
this was to no purpoſe, Xavier continu'd 
immoveable, and 4»drew went his way, 
having ſome ſcruple to diſturb the quiet 
of a Man, who had the appearance of 
an Angel, and ſeem'd to enjoy the plea- 
fares of the Souls in Paradiſe. He re- 
turn'd, nevertheleſs, about two hours af- 
ter, and found him ſtill in the ſame po- 
ſture: The young mana fearing that he 
ſhou'd not comply with duty, it coming 
the ſecond time, he ſhond not make 
himſelf be heard, bean to pull the Fa- 
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ther, and to jogg him. Xavier at letgth 
returning to himſelf, was in a wonder a 
the firſt, that two hours ſhou'd ſo ſoon 
be ſlipp'd away ; but coming to know, 
that he had remain'd in that place beyond 
four hours, he went out with Andrew, to 
go to the Palace of the Viceroy. He 
had ſcarcely ſet his Foot over the Thre- 
ſhold, when he ſeem'd to be raviſh'd in 
Spirit once again. After he had made 
ſome turns, without well knowing whi- 
ther he went, he return'd as night was 
beginning to come on, and faid to his 
Attendant, My Son, we will take another 
time to ſee the Governour, tis the Will f 
God, that this preſent day ſhou d be whal- 
ly his. 

Another time, walking through the 
Streets of the fame City, his thoughts 
were ſo wholly taken up with God, that 
he perceiv'd not a furious Elephant, who 
being broken looſe, caus'd a general ter- 
rour, and every man made haſte out 0 
his way. It was in vain to cry out to 
the Father, that he might avoid him, he 
heard nothing, and the enrag'd bealt 
paſs d very near him, without his know 
ledpe. 

In his Voyages at fea, he continu'd ear 
neſtly in Prayer, from midnight even tas 
Sun-riſing, and that regularly. Fre 

thence 
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thence it came almoſt to a Proverb a- 
mongſt the Seamen, That nothing was to 
be fear d in the night, becauſe Father 

cis watch'd the Veſſel, and the Tem- 
its durſt not trouble them, while he held 
corverſation with God, 

A man of Manapar, at whoſe Houſe he 
bdg'd, and who obſerv'd him at divers 
hours of the night, found him always on 
his Knees before a Crucifix,and frequently 
teheld the Chamber enlighten'd by the 
Rays which darted from his Counte- 
nance. 

While he was ſojourning among Chri- 
fians, the ſmall repoſe he gave to Na- 
ture, was commonly in the Church ; to 
the end he might be near the bleſſed Sa- 
mament, before which he pray'd all the 
remainder of the night. But in Coun- 
ties, where yet there were no Churches 
kuilt, he paſs'd the night in the open 
-Miir, and nothing ſo much elevated his 
Soul to God, as the view of Heaven, 
hangled over, and fow'd as it were with 
Mtzrs; apd this we have from his own 
Relation. 

The Pope, had permitted him, in con- 
fderation of his Employments, and A- 
poſtolical Labours, to fay a Breviary 
which was ſhorter than the Roman, and 

tad but three Leſſons: It was call'd the 
. X x 3 Office 
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Office of the Croſs ; and was eaſily granted 


in thoſe times, to ſuch, who were over- 
burden'd with much buſineſs. But Xa 
wvier never made uſe of this permiſſion, 
what Afairs ſoever he was preisd withal, 
for the ſervice of Almighty God : On the 
contrary, before the beginning of every 
Canonical hour, he always ſaid the Hymn 
of Yeni Creator Spiritus ; and it was ob- 
ſerv'd, that while he faid it, his Counte- 
nance was enlighten'd, as it the Holy 
Ghoſt, whom he invok'd, was viſibly de- 
ſcended on him. 

He daily celebrated the Sacrifice of the 
Maſs with the ſame Reverence, and the 
ſame Devotion, with which he had faid 
it, the firſt time, and moſt ordinanly 

formd it at break of day. Tho 

cavenly Sweets, which overflow 'd hi 
Soul at the Altar, ſpread their mild inun 
dations even over the Aſſiſtants : And 
Antonio Andrada reported of himſelf, that 
being then a young Souldier, he found 
ſuch an inward fatista@tion when he ſerv 
the Father, in ſerving at Maſs, that 1 
that conſideration, he ſought the occali 
ons of performing the Clerks Office. 

In the midſt of his Converſations 
with Secular Men, the Saint was often 
call d aſide of God, by certain ſudden il 
/uminations, which oblig'd himtoretire: 
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And when afterwards they fought him, 
he was found before the Holy Sacrament, 
in ſame lonely place, ingulph'd in deep 
Meditations, and frequently ſuſpended in 
the Air, with Beams of Glory round his 
Countenance. Many Ocular Witneſſes 
have deposd this matter of Fat; but 
ſme have affirm'd, That at firſt they 
have found him on his Knees immove- 
able; that they have afterwards obſcrv'd, 
how by degrees he was mounted from 
the Earth; and that then, being ſciz'd 
with a facred horrour, they coud not 
ſtedfaſtly behold him, fo bright and ra- 
diant was his Countenance. Others have 
proteſted, That while he was ſpeaking 
tothem of the things of God, they cou'd 
rceive him ſhooting upward, and di- 
ancing himſelf from them, on the ſud- 
den, and his Body raiſing it felt on high 
of its own motion. 

Theſe extraordinary Raviſhments, 
which bore ſome manner of proportion 
to the Glory of the Bleſt above, happen d 
to him from time totime, during the Sa- 
crifice of the Maſs, when he came to 
pronounce the words of Confecration ; 
and he was beheld elevated in that man- 
ner, particularly at Meliapore, and at 
Malacca, The fame was frequently obs» 
lerv'd at Goa, while he was communica- 
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ting the people; and what was remark- 
able, as it was then tl;e Cuſtom, to give 
the Sacrament in kneeling, he appcar'd 
to be lifted from the Earth, in that hum» 
ble poſture. 

For common Extaſies, he had them al. 
moſt every day ; eſpecially at rhe Altar, 
and aſter the Sacrifice of rhe Maſs ; in- 
ſomuch, that many times they cou'd not 
bring him to himſelf, with puli;ng him 
by the Robe, and violent!y thaking him, 

The delights which he enjoy'd at fuch 
a time, are only to be comprehended by 
ſuch Souls, whica have receiv d from 
Heaven the like favours. Nevertheleſs, 
tis evident, thar if it be poſſible tor Man 
to enjoy on Earth, the Felicities of Hea- 
ven, tis then, when the Soul, rranſpor- 
ted out of it ſelf, is plungd, and as it 
were loſt in the Abyſs of God. 

But it was not only in theſe Extatick 
Tranſports, that Xavier was intimately 
united to our Lord : In the midſt of his 
Labours, he had his Soul recolleed in 
God, without any diſſipation, caus'd by 
the multitude or intricacy of Afairs; 
inſfomuch, that he remain d entire in all 
he did, and at the fame time whole in 
him, for whoſe Honour he was then em- 
ploy d. 


Hi le of Got, This fo cloſe, and fo continual an Uni- 


on, 
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on, cou'd ay proceed from a tender 
Ef charity: the divine love burning him up 
| W in fuch a manner, that his face was com- 
monly on fire; and both for his inte- 
riour and outward ardour, they were 
often forc'd to throw cold water into his 
 E boſome. - 
Frequently in Preaching, and in walk- 
; WY ing, he feltin himſelf ſuch inward ſcorch- 
| WE ing, that not being able to endure it, he 
, WH was conſtraind to give himſelf air, by 
| Ef opening his Caſſock before his breaſt ; 
' Þ and this he has been ſeen to do, on ma- 
| Wl oy occaſions, in the publick places, at 
, WH Malacca and at Goa, in the Garden of 
| Wl St. Paul's Colledge, and in the ſandy 
- WH walks of the Sea ſhore. 
Almoſt every hour, words of life 
and fire burſt and fally'd as it were from 
out his mouth, which were indeed the 
© WF holy ſparkles of a burning heart. As for 
' MW Example, O moſt Holy Trinity, O my 
$ WY Creatour, O my Jeſus O Feſus the defire 
1 f my Sul! He ſpoke theſe words in 
' © Latine, that he might not Le underſtood 
; WM by the f oinmon People : and being on 
| I the Coaſt of Fiſhery, at the Kingdom of 
| Wl 7ravancer, and at the Molnurcr's, he was 
- © heard ro ſpeak fo many times every day 

theſe words, O Sanctiſima Trinitas ! that 
- E the moſt Idolatrous Barbarians, when 


they 
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they found themſelves in extream dan- 
gers, or that they waud expreſs their 
amazement at any thing, pronounc'd 
thoſe very words, without underſtanding 
any thing more of them, than that they 
were holy and Miſterious. 

Even ſleep it ſelf had not the power 
to interrupt thoſe tender aſpirations ; and 
all the night long he was heard to ſay, 
O my Teſs, wy Souls delight ! or other 
expreſſions, as full of tenderneſs, which 
ſhew'd the inclination of his heart. Be- 
ing out of his ſences, by the violence of 
a burning Feaver, both at Mezambique 
and at Sancian, he ſpoke of God, and to 
God, with more fervency than ever, 
infomuch that his Delirium, ſeem'd only 
to be a redoubling of his love. He was 
fo ſenſible of the intereſts of the Divine 
Majeſty, that being touch'd to the quick 
with the enormity of thoſe crimes, that 
were committed in the new World, he 
writ to a Friend of his, in theſe very 
terms. 7 have ſometimes an abhorrence 
of my life, and wou'd rather chuſe to dye 
than to behold ſo many outrages done t0 
Jeſus Chriſt, without being able either to 
hinder, or to repair them. 

For the reſt, that he might always 
keep alive the fire of Divine Love, he 


had inceſſantly before his eyes, the fut- 
terings 
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ferings of our Lord. At the fight of the 
wounds and of the blood of a Crucify'd 
God, he fell into ſighs and tears, and 
hnguiſhments, and extaſies of love. He 
was conſum'd with the zeal of returning 
his Saviour lite for life ; for Marryrdom 
was his predominant paſſion, and his fen- 
timents are a continnal proof of it. Zr 
ſomet imes* happens, through a fingular fa- 
vour of the Divine Goodneſs ( ſays he in 
one of his Letters ) that for the ſervice 
of God we run our ſelves into the hazard 
of death. But we ought to bear in mind, 
that we are born mortal . and that a 
Chriſtian is bound to defire nothing more 
than to lay down his Life for Jeſus 
Chriſt. 

From thence proceeded that abundant 
joy which he conceiv'd, when the faith» 
ful pour d out their blood for Faith: 
and he wrote to the Fathers at Rome, 
on occaſion of the Maſlacre of the Bap» 
tisd Manarois, We are oblig'd to rejoyce 
i Jeſus Chriſt, that Martyrs are not 
want ing, not even in our decaying tames ; 
and to give him thanks, that, ſeeing ſo 
few perſons make the right uſe rf his grace 
for their Salvation, he permits that the 
number of the happy ſhall be compleated, 
through the cruelty of men. Admirable 
xzws ( ſays he cliewhcre ) is lately come 
frean 
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from the Molucca's; they who labour there 


in the Lords Vineyard, ſuffer exceedingly, 
and are in continual hazard of their lives. 
1 imagine that the Iſles del Moro, wil 
give many Martyrs to our Society, and 
they will ſoon be call d the Iſles of Mar- 
tyrdom, Let our Brethren then, who de- 
fire to ſhed their blood for Jeſus Chriſt 
be of good courage, and anticipate their 
future joy. For, behold at leygth a Semi- 
nary of Martyrdom us ready for them ; and 
they will have wherewithal to ſatisfie their 
longings. 

The fame love which inſpir'd him 
with the deſire of dying for our Saviour, 
made him breath after the ſight and the 
poſſeſſion of God. He ſpoke not but of 
Paradiſe, and concluded almoſt all his 
Letters, with wiſhing there to meet his 
Brethren, 

But his Charity was not confin'd to 
words and thoughts, it ſhone out in his 
works and actions; and extended it 
ſelf to the ſervice of his Neighbour. Xa- 
vier ſeem'd to be onely born for the rc- 
licf of the diſtreſsd. He lov'd the ſick 
with renderneſs; and to attend them, 
was what he call'd his pleaſure. He 
ſought out, not only wherewithal to 
feed them, but to feaſt them. And for 
that purpoſe begg'd from the Portugse- 
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ſes, the moſt exquiſite Regalio's, which 
were ſent them out of Europe. He was 
not aſham'd of going round the Town 
with a Wallet on his back, begging lin- 
nen for the wounded Souldiers : he 
dreſsd their hurts, and did it with fo 
much the more affetion, when they 
were the -moſt putrifid and loathſome 
to the ſmell. If he happen'd to meet 
with any Beggar, who was ſinking un- 
der ſickneſs, he took him in his arms, 
bore him to the Hoſpital, prepar'd his 
Remedies, and dreſs'd his meat with his 
own hands. 

Though all the miſerable were dear 
to him ; yet he aſſiſted the Priſoners af- 
ter a more particular manner, with the 
Charities which he gather'd for them. 
And, in Goa, which was the common 
Tribunal of the Zzdies, he employ d one 
dy in the week, in doing good to ſuch 
\ BU who were overwhelmd with Debts. If 
i he had not wherewithal, to pay off their 

Creditors entirely, he mollify 'd them at 

leaſt with his civilities, and oblig'd them 

; IB ſometimes to releaſe one moyety of what 
; © was owing to them. 

; The poor with one common voice 

call'd him their Father, and he alſo re- 

garded them as his Childern. Nothing was 

given him, but what paſs'd — his 

: .hands 
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hands into theirs, who were members 
of Feſus Chriſt; even fo far as to deprive 
himſelf of neceſſarics. He heap'd up, as I 
may. call it, a Treaſury of Alms, not 
onely for the ſubſiſtance of the meaner 
fort, who are content with little, but 
for the maintenance of honourable Fa- 
milies, which one or two Shipwracks 
had ruih'd all at once: and for the en- 
tertainment of many Virgins of good 
parentage , whom poverty might ne- 
ceſſitate to an infamous courſe of li 
ving. 

The greateſt part of the miracles, 
which on ſo many occaſions were 
wrought by him, was onely for the re- 
medy of publick calamities, or for the 
cure of particular perſons: and it was 
in the fame Spirit, that being one day 
greatly buſied in hearing the Confeſſion 
of the faithful at Goa, he departed ab- 
ruptly in appearance out of the Confef- 
ſional, and from thence out of the Church 
alſo, tranſported with ſome inward mo- 
tion, which he cou'd not poſlibly reſiſt: 
after he had made many turns about 
the Town, without knowing whither 
he went, he happen'd upon a Stranger, 
and having tenderly embrac'd him, 
conducted him to the Colledge of the 
Society. There, that miſerable —_ 

whom 
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whom his deſpair was driving to lay vio- 
lent hands upon himſelf, having more 
friouſly refleted on his wicked reſolu+ 
tion, pull'd out the Halter, which he 
had ſecretly about him, and with which 
he was going to have hang'd himſelf; 
and gave it into the Father's hands. The 
Saint, to whom it was reveal'd, that 
extream miſery had reduc'd the unhappy 
wretch, to this diſmal melancholly, 
rave him comfort, retain'd him in the 
Colledge for ſome time; and at length 
diſmiſs d him with a round ſum of mo- 
ney, ſufficient for the entertainment of 
his Faraly. He recommended without 
caſing, his Friends and BenefaCtours to 
our Lord ; he pray'd both day and night 
for the proſperity of King Joh» the 
third of Portugal ; whom he call'd the 
true ProteQtour of all the Society : But 
the Perſecutors of the Saint had a greater 
ſhare in his devotions than any others: 
and at the fame time when he was treat- 
ed ſo unworthily by the Governour of 
Malacca, he daily offer'd for him the Sa- 
crifice of the Maſs. He was usd to 
fy, that to render good for evil, was 
in ſome fort a Divine Revenge : and 
he reveng'd himſelf in that very ſort 
on the Governour of Comorine ; which 
in one of his Letters is thus atteſted. 
My 
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My dear Brother in Jeſus Chriſt ( thus 
he wrote to Father Man/fila) 7 hear 
uncomfortable news, that the Governour's 
Ship is deſtroy d by fire, that his Houſes 
alſo are burnt down : that he is retir'd in 
to an Iſland, arnid has nothing left him, 
even for the neceſſary proviſions of life, 
1 defire you, out of Chriſtian charity, ta 
go with the ſooneſt to his relief, with your 
Chriſtians of Punical : get what Barks 
you can together, and lade them with all 
manner of Provifions ; I have written ear« 
weſtly, to the chief of the people, that they 
furniſh you with all things neceſſary, and 
eſpecially with freſh water, which as you 
know, 1s very ſcarce in thoſe deſart Iſlands, 
I wou'd go in perſon to the aſſiſtance of the 
Governour, if I thought my preſence might 
be acceptable to him: But of late he hates 
me, and has written that he cou d not ſay, 
without giving ſcandal, all the evils I 
have done him. God and man can bear 
me witneſs, if ever [ have done him th: 


leaſt prejudice. 


Hi Zeal sf His Charity towards his Neighbour, 


has principally appear'd, in what he 
did for the Converſion of Souls. Tis 
difficult to enumerate all his Travels by 
Land, and his Voyages by Sea. And it 
any one wou'd take that pains, it might 
be thought he had ſcarce the leiſure to 
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do any thing but travel. Wirhout men- 
tioning his Journevs trom Fran e to [- 
taly, and from Ttaly to Portugal ; he 
went from Lishomn- to M zambique, and 
from Mozambique to Melind1 to $1cotoray 
and in fine to Goa. From Goa he pats'd 
to Cape Comorine, and to the F/hing» 
Coaſt, trom rhence to Cochin, and res 
turning to Goa, came back ro the Coaſt 
of Fiſhery, enterd far into the Iſlands, 
and return'd to the Fiſhery, from whence 
he travell'd to the Kingdom of Travancor, 
which 1s ſeated to the Weſt. 

Afrer he had run over all rhefe Coaſts, 
he was a ſecond time at Cochin and at 
Goa: , from Goa, he took the way of 
Cambaya, and having croſs'd that whole 
Region, which Ives extended from the 
mouth of the River /ardus, as far as 
Cochin, he made the tour of Cap? Cort, 
and went to the Iſlands of C-ylan, of 
Manar, and that of Las Yaccas. There 
he took Shipping for Nezapatan, and 
from thence undertook the Vo age of 
Meliapore, along the Coaſts of Coroman« 
del. From Melapore he ſet fail for Mas 
lacca, from Malacca he deſcended towards 
the EquinoQtial, which having paſsd, 
he enter'd into the Southern Hemiſphere, 
as far as the Iſle of Banda, ' and thoſe of 
Arboyna, Nuljager, Vlate, Baranura, Ro- 
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ſalao, and others without name, un- 
known even to Seamen, and Geogra- 
phers. 

In ſequel of theſe Voyages, he turn'd 
towards the Molucca's, was at Ternata, 
and paſs'd from thence to the Ifles de! 
Moro, Went again to Ternata, and Am- 
boyna, repaſs'd the Equator, and re- 
turn'd to Malacca: from thence by Sea, 
he regain'd the Port of Cochin ; but im- 
mediately after his arrival departed for 
the Coaſt of Fiſhery, and Ceylan. Aﬀter 
this he return'd to Goa, and drew down- 
ward on the ſame Coaſt for Bazain; 
from Bazain he return'd once more to 
Goa, and Cochin, He paſsd a-new from 
Goa to Cochin, - and from Cochin t6 Goa, 
trom thence following the Coaſt as far 
as Cape Comorine, he ſet fail towards 
Malacca, Having there made ſome lit- 
tle ſtay, he continu'd his courſe North- 
ward, and coaſting certain Ifles in ſight 
of China, came at length to Japan. Atter 
he had made ſome courſes there, du- 
ring the ſpace of two years, from Can- 
goxima to Firando, from Firando to 4- 
manguchi, from Amanguchi to Meaco, from 
Meaco back to Amanguchi, and from 
thence to Bungo; he pur once more to 
Sea, touch'd at the Iſle of Sancian, and 


was driven by Tempeſt on the Iſle of 
Mindanao, 
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Mindanao, one of the Philippina's. Once 
in he went to Malacca, and to Goa; 
from Goa, he repaſs'd the fifth time to 
ll Malacca, and from thence arriv'd at 
WSarciar, where death concluded all his 
Travels. 

Behold the ſequel of the Voyages, of 
the Indian Apoſtle Francis Xavier. I 
have omitted a vaſt number of Iſlands 
ad Regions, where we are fatisfy'd he 
carried the light of the Goſpel; I fay 1 
have not mentiond them, becauſe the 
ime is not preciſely known, when he 
made theſe Voyages. For what remains, 
| undertake notto reckon up the leagues 
which he has travel'd, the ſupputarion 
would be difficult to make, and content 
my ſelf to ſay in general, that accord- 
1g to the Rules of our Geographers, 

0 have exatly meatur'd the Terre- 
rial Globe, if all his courſes were to be 
computed, they wou'd be found, to be 
nany times exceeding the circumference 
Wt this World. 

In the mean time, the leaſt of his bu- 
fs in all his Travels, was to Travel, 
And they who were beſt acquainted with 
im, report of him, what St. Chry/oſtome 
uid of the Apoſtle St. Paul, that he ran 
brough the World with an incredible ſwift- 
fs, and as it were on the wing, yet not 

Yy 2 without 
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without labour, nor that labour without 
fruit, but Preaching, m__ Con- 
feſſing, Diſputing with the Gentiles, root- 
ing out /dolaters, reforming manners, 
and throughout eſtabliſhing the Chri- 
ſtian Picty. His Apoſtolical labours, 
were attended with all the incommodi- 
ties of life, and if thoſe people were to 
be credited, who the moſt narrowly ob- 
ſerv'd him, it was a continual Miracle 
thathe liv'd, Or rather, the greateſt mi- 
racle of Xavier was not to have revivd 
ſo many dead, but not todye himſclf of 
labour, during the inceſſant tweat of ten 
years tolling, 

His zeal alone ſuſtaind him ; but 
how painful ſoever were the functions of 
his Miniſtry, he acquitted himſelf of 
them, with ſo much promptitude -and 
joy, that by the Relation of Father Me/- 
chior Nugnez he ſeem'd to do naturally 
all he did. Theſe are the very words 
of Nugnez : The Father, Maſter Francis, 
in labouring for the Salvation if the Saras 
cens and Idolaters, ſeem'd to att not by 
any infus'd or acquir'd vertue, but by a na- 
tural motion : for he cou'd neither lroe, nor 
take the leaſt pleaſure but in Evangelical 
Employments; in them he found even his 
repoſe : and to him, it was no labour, to 
condutt others, to the love and knowledge 
of his God. Thus 
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Thus alſo, whenſfoever there was the 
leaſt probability, that the Faith might be 
planted in any new Countrey of the Gen- 
tiles, he flew thither in deſpight of all 
threatning difficulties. The certain num- 
ber is not known of thoſe whom he con- 
verted, but the-receiv'd opinion mounts 
it to ſeven hundred thouſand Souls. 
Which notwithſtanding it ought not to 
be believ'd, that he in{truted them but 
lightly : for before he chriſten'd them, 
he gave them a through inſight into all 
the Principles of Faith. According to 
their different conditions, his Inſtructi- 
ons were alſo different. He had ſome 
which were proper to Youth, others for 
Wives, for Widows, for Servants, and for 
Maſters. He never chang places till he 
had left behind him a ſolid eſtabliſhment 
of Faith, and capable of preſerving it 
ſelf, on its own baſis. - And ineffc, of all 
the Countries which he made Chriſtian, 
there is none to be found which relapsd 
into Idolatry,excepting only the Town of 
Tolo; and not that neither, for any long 
continuance, But 'tis well known, that 
the people, who during the ſpace of 
fifteen or ſixteen years, had not fern the 
Face of any Prieſt, or even of any Chri- 
ſtian Stranger, have been tound inftruct- 
ed in Religion, and as fervent in rhe 
ST 2 practice 
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praQtice of Good-works, as if they had 
but newly receiv'id Baptiſm. *'Tis 
known that many of thoſe Converts 
were not leſs firm in their belief, than 
the Prince of the Iſle of Roſalao, whom 
Pedro Martinez proteſts to have heard fay, 
That though all the World ſhou'd arm azainft 
bim, they ſhou'd never be able to tear out 
of his Heart, that perſwaſron, which Fa- 
ther Francis had infoir'd into him. 

We know farther, that ſome of them 
having been made Captives by the Pa- 
gans, have preſerv'd their Faith entire in 
the midſt of Heatheniſm ; and have cho- 
ſen rather to loſe their lives in torments, 
than renounce their Saviour Feſus Chriſt, 
The Saint was accuſtom'd to deſire car- 
neſtly of God, the Converſion of the 
Gentiles, in the Sacrifice of the Altar: 
and for that very end, ſaid a moſt de- 
vout Prayer, which he compos'd in La- 
tin ; fand is thus rendred in our Lan- 


guage. 


Eternal God, Creatour of all things, 

mercifully remember, that the Souls 
of Infidels are the work of thy Hands, 
and that they are created to thy reſemblance. 
Behold,, O Lord, how Hell is fill'd with 
them, to the diſhonour of thy name. Re-

mit not, 1 beſeech thee, that he ſhou'd be

hay receiv d Baptiſm; for thoſe Oo: Xas+ 
ver were lo pleating, to Men, Women, 
and Children, that they ſung them day 
and night, both in their Houſes, and in 
the open Ficlds, 

Bur amongſt all the means which the 
Father us'd tor the Converſion of Infidels, 
the moſt efticacious, was this ; So ſoon 
as he enterd into a Countrey ol Idola- 
ters, he endeavour'd to gain to Ged, 
thoſe perſons who were the moſt confi 
derable, either for their Dignity, or by 
their Birth, and eſpecia'ly the Soveraign. 
Not only becauſe the Honour of J:r/us 
Chriſt requires that Crown'd-heads ſhou d 
be ſubject to lim, Lut alſo, that by rhe 
Converſ.on of Princes, the people are 
converted. So much Authority tlicre re- 
ſides in the Evample of a Monarch, over 
his Sul jets in every Nation of the 
World. He 
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He was of eafy Converſation to all 
ſorts of perſons, but more familiar with 
the greateſt Sinners ; not ſeeming to un- 
deritand, that they were keepers of Mi- 
ſtreſſes, Blaſphemers, or Sacrilegious Per- 
ſons, He was particularly free in his 
Converſe with Souldiers, who are greater 
Libertines, and.more debauch'd in the 7s- 
dies. than cllewhere. For, that they might 
the leis ſuſpe him, he kept them com» 
pany ; and becauſe ſometimes when they 
law him coming, they hid their Cards 
and Dice, he told them, They were not 
of the Clergy, neither coud thev con» 
tinue praying allthe day; that Cheatin 
Quarrcling and Swearing, were forbidto 
Gameſters, bur that Play was not for- 
bidden to a Souldier, Sometimes he play'd 
at Cheſs himſelf, out of comply ance, 
when they whom he ſtudy'd to withdraw 
from Vice, were lovers of that Game : 
And a Portugurſe ' Gentleman, whoſe 
name was Don Diezo Norogno, had once a 
very ill Opinion of him for it. This 
Cavalier, who had heard a Report of Xa- 
vier, that he was a Saint-like man, and 
defir d much to have a fight of him, hap« 
pen'd w> be aboard of the ſame Galley. 
Not know.ng his perſon, he enquird 
which was he; but was much furprisd 
to find him playing at Cheſs with a pri- 
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vate Souldier. For he had form'd in his 
imagination, the Idea of a man who was 
—_ "a" and auſtere, one who never 
gppear'd in publick, but to diſcourſe of 
Eternity, or to work Miracles: What, i» 
the name of God, ſaid Norogna, is this 

our Saint | For my part, I believe not one 
ſyllable of his Santlity, and am much de. 
ceiv/d if he be not as errant a Prieſt as a- 
wy of his fellows. Don Pedro de Caſtro, 
his Camerade, and Couſin, took pains to 
little purpoſe, to perſwade Norogna, of 
the wonderful things which had been 
wrought by Xavier: Norogna ſtil ad- 
her'd to his Opinion, becauſe he always 
ſound the Father chearful, and in good 
humour. The whole Company going 
aſhore on the Coaſt of Malabar, he per: 
ceiv'd Xavier taking a walk by himſelf, 
into a Wood, and ſent after him one of 
his Servants, to obſerve his Actions: 
The Servant found the Man of God rais'd 
from the ground into the Air ; his Eyes 
fixd on Heaven, and Rays about his 
Countenance. He ran to give notice of 
his diſcovery to his Maſter ; who upon 
the report came thither, and was himſelf 
2 Witneſs of it. Then Norogza-was {a- 
tisfy'd that Xavier was truly a Saint, 
and that his Holineſs was not incompa- 


tible with the gaicty of his Converſation. 
By 
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By theſe metheds the Apoſtle of the «- 
dies, attracted the Hearts of the Soul- 
diery to himſelt, before he gain'd them 
toour Lord. . 

He took almoſt the fame meaſures with 
the Merchants : For he ſeem'd to be con- 
cern'd for nothing more than for their 
Intereſts: He gave his Benediction to the 
Veſſels which they were ſending out for 
traffick, and made many enquiries con- 
cerning the ſucceſs of their Affairs ; as if 
he had been Copartner with them. Bur 
while he was diſcourſing with them of 
Ports, of Winds, and of Merchandiſes, he 
dextrouſly turn'd the Converſation on 
the cternal gains of Hcaven : How bent 
are our defires, faid he, on heaping up the 
frail, and periſhable Treaſures of this 
World ; as if there were no other life be- 
fides this earthly Being ; nor other riches 
befides the Gold of Japan, the Silks of 
China, and the Spices of the Molucca's! 4h 
what profits it a Man to gain the Univerſe, 
and loſe his Soul > Theſe very words, which 
Father /znatius had formerly us'd to XYa- 
vier, in order to looſen him from the 
World, were gotten familiar to him, 
and he had them frequently in his 
mouth. In reſpe&t of the new Chriſti- 
ans, his conduct was altogether fatherly. 
He ſuffer'd their rough, and barbarous 
be- 
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behaviour, And requir'd no more from 


them in the beginning, than what might 


be expected then from people of baſe ex- 
traction, and grown inveterate in Vice, 
As they were generally poor, he took a 
particular care of their Families, and ob- 
taind from the King of Portugal, that 
the Paravas ſhou'd be diſcharg'd from 
certain exceſhve yearly Tributes. He 
proteted them more than once from the 
fury of their neighbouring Nations, who 
made War againſt them out of hatred to 
the Faith, and induc'd the Governour of 
the 7ndies, to ſend a Royal Army to their 


relief; he fav'd them even from the vio- - 


lence of the Officers, who deſpoil'd 
them of their Goods through Avarice, and 
ſet bounds to the unjuſt Exactions, of 
thoſe griping Miniſters, by threatning to 
complain of them both to King John the 
Third, and to the Cardinal 7yfante, who 
was Grand Inquiſitour.

tuous living. The firſt rule of his pro» 
ceeding, was to infinuate himſelf into 
the favour, not only of the Concubinari- 
ans, but of their Miſtreſſes, and he com- 
pals'd this, by the T_T 
y 
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by the obligingneſs of his Words, and 
ſometimes by good Offices. Yet we 
cannot think, that the Converſions of 
Sinners coſt him only theſe Addreſſes. Be- 
fore he treated with them concerning 
the important buſineſs of their Souls, he 
treated with God at the holy Altars ; 
but to render his Prayers more efficaci- 
ous, he joind them with all manner of 
Auſterities. Having notice, that three 
Portugueſe Souldiers, belonging to the 
Garriſon of Amboyna, had liv'd for five 
years paſt, in t debauchery, he got 
their good Wills, by his ingaging carri- 
age, and wrought ſo well, that theſe Li- 
bertines, as wicked as they were, lodg'd 
him in their Quarters, during a whole 
Lent, fo much they were charm'd with 
his good humour. But while he appear'd 
thus gay amongſt them, in his outward 
behaviour, for fear of giving them any 
diſguſt of his Society, he underwent 
moſt rigorous Penances to obtain the 
Grace of thcir Converſion; and us'd: his 
| EBody fo unmercifully, that he was lan- 

guiſhing for a moneth of thoſe ſeverities. 

When Favier had reducd his Penitents, 

to that point, at which he aimd; that 
) Wis, when he had brought them to Con- 

ſeſſion, they coſt him not leſs pains than 
" Eformerly. He always beggd of _ 
, racir 
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their perſeverance, with his tears; and 
frequently, when he had enjoin'd them 
ſome light Penance, pay'd for them the 
remainder of their debts, with bloody 
diſciplining of his own Body. But when 
he lighted on intraftable and ſtubborn 
Souls, he left them not off, for their con- 
tumacy ; but rather ſought their good 
opinion ; and on occaſion ſhew d them a 
better Countenance than uſual, that 
thencethey might begiven to underſtand, 
how ready he was for their reception. 
When he went from 7ernata to Am- 
boyna, he left but two perſons, who were 
viſibly ingag'd in Vice: The firſt oppor- 
tunity which the Veſſels had of repaſſing | 
to Ternata, he writ expreſly to one of his? 
Friends, that' he ſhou'd falute thoſe two: 
ſcandalous ſinners with all tenderneſs IF 
from him ; and let them know, that upon I 
the leaſt ſign which they ſhou'd make Ju 
him, he wou'd return to hear their Con-! 
teſſions. | 
But theſe Condeſcentions, and this| 
Goodneſs of the Apoſtle had nothing in 
them of meanneſs, or of weakneſs ; and 
he knew well enough, to make uſe of 
ſeverity, when there was occaſion for it. 
Thus, a Lady, who had accus'd her ſelf 
in Confeflion, to have look'd upon a 
Man, with too alluring an Eye, was thus 
anſwer d 
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anſwer'd by him, Tou are unworthy that 

God fhou'd look on you; fince by thoſe in- 
couraging regards which you have given to 

a Man, you have run the hazard of loſs 
God. The Lady was ſo pierc'd with the 

few words, that during the reſt of her life, , 
he durſt never look any Man in the Face, 
By all theſe Methods, Xavier made 

o many Converts. But whatever he 
rerform'd, he look'd on it, as no more 
than an Eſſay. And he wrote in the 
year 1549, that if God wou'd be pleas'd 
to beſtow on him, yet ten years more of 
life, he deſpair'd not but theſe ſmall be- 
innings wou'd be attended with more 
appy Conſequences. This ardent defire 
© Wof extending farther, the Dominion of 
| Weſus Chriſt, causd him to write thoſe 
preſſing Letters to the King of Portugal, 
and Father [gnatius, that he might be 
rniſh'd with a larger ſupply of Miſſio» 
ners: he promisd in his Letters, to 
lweeten the Labour of the Miſſion, 
y ſerving all his fellows, and loving 
tem better than himſelf. The year he 
ly'd, he writ, that when once he had 
ubdu'd the Empire of China, and that of 
Lartary, to the Scepter of Jeſus Chriſt, 
be purpos'd to return into Europe, by the 
orth ; that he might labour in the re- 
wuftion of Hereticks, and reſtoration of 
Diſcipline 


The extent of 
hx Zeal. 
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Diſcipline in Manners; that after this, 
he deſign'd to $0 over into Africa, or 


to return into 4/ta, in queſt of new King- 
doms, where he might preach the Go- 
ſpel. 

For what remains, though he was e- 
ver forming new deſigns, as if he were 
to live beyond an Age, yet he labour'd 
as if he had not a day to live; and fo 
tugg'd at the work which he had in 
hand, that two or three days and nights 
paſs'd over his head, without once thinking 
to take the leaſt manner of nouriſhment, 
In faying his Office, it often happen'd to 
him, to leave for five or ſix times ſuc- 
ceſſively, the ſame Canonical-hour, for 
the good of Souls ; and he quitted it with 
the ſame” promptitude, that afterwards 
he reſum'd it: He broke off his very 
Prayers, when the moſt inconfiderable 
perſon, had the leaſt occaſion for him; 
and order'd, when he was in the deepeſt 
of his retirements, that if any poor Man, 
or even but a Child ſhou'd deſire to be in- 
ſtruted, he might be call'd from his De- 
votions. 

No Man, perhaps, was ever known to 
have run more dangers, both by Land 
and Sea; without reckoning into the ac- 
count, the Tempeſts which he ſuffer'd in 


ten years, of almoſt continual Navigati- 
on;

on ; 'tis known, that being at the Mo» 
lucca's, and paiſling trom Iſle to Ile, he was 
thrice Shipwrack d ; though we are not 
certain of the time or places: and once 
he was for three days and nights toge- 
ther, on a Plank, at the mercy of the 
Winds and Waves. The Barbarians have 
often ſhot their Arrows at him ; and 
more than once, he fell into the hands 
of an inragd multitude. One day the 
Saracens purſu'd him, and endeavour'd to 
have ſton'd him: and the Brachmans fre- 
quently ſought after him, to have mur- 
ther'd him; even to that point of mer- 
cileſs barbarity, as to \ſet Fire og all the 
Houſes, where they imagind he might 
lie conceal'd, But none of all theſe dan- 
gers, were able to affright him; and 
the apprehenſion of dying, coud never 
hinder him from — his ordina- 
ry Funtions : It feem'd, that even dan- 
gers ſervd to the redoubling of his Cou- 
rage: and that by being too intrepid, he 
ſometimes enterd into the extream of 
raſhneſs. Being at Japan, he reprehend- 
ed the King of Amangachi, ſo ſeverely, 
for the infamy, and ſcandal of his Vices, 
that Father John Fernandez, (who ſerv'd 
him for Interpreter, as being more con- 
verſant than the Saint, in the Language 
of the Court) was _— and trembled

in pronouncing what the Father put in- 
to his mouth; as weare given to under- 
ſtand, in a Letter written by the farae 
Fernandez. Xavier, one day perceiving 
the fear of his Companion ; forbade him 
ablolutely, either to change, or ſoften 
any of his words: I obey d him, fays 
Fernandez ; but expe&ed every moment, 
when the Barbarian ſhou'd ſtrike me 
with his Cymetar: and confeſs my ap- 
prehenſions of death were as much too 
great , as the concernment of Father 
Francts was too little. 

In effect, he was ſo far from fearing 
death, that he lookd on it, as a moſt 
pleaſing Objet. If we dye for ſo good 
a Cauſe, (aid Xavier on another oc- 
caſion ) we ought to place it amongſt the 
greateſt benefits we receive from God, and 
ſhall te wery much obligd to thoſe, who 
freeing us from a continual death, fuch as 
is this mortal life, ſhall put us in poſſeſſion 
of an eternal happineſs. So, that we are 
reſolu'd to Preach the truth a them, 


' in deſpight of all their threatnings, and 


encourag d by the hopes of Divine aſſiſtance, 
obey the precept of our Saviour, who com- 
mands us to preferr the Salvation of 0+ 
thers, above our lives. 

In the moſt hazardous undertakings, 


Ne hop d all tings trom God ; and from 


thence 


f 
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thence drew his aſſurance of daring all 
things. Behold, what he fays himſelf, 
concerning his Voyage of Japan, We 
fet out full of confidence in God : and 
hope, that having him for our Conduttor, 
we ſhall Triumph over all his Enemies. 

As to what remains, we fear not to 
enter into the liſts, with the Doctors 
of Fapan ; for what available knowledge 
can they have, who are ignorant of * 
only true God, and of his only Son our 
Lord Jeſus > and beſides, what can we 
juſtly apprehend, who have no other 
aim than the Glory of God, and Jeſus 
Chriſt > the Preaching of the Goſpel, 
and the Salvation of Souls > ſuppoſing 
that we were, not only in a Kingdom of 
Barbarians, but in the very Dominion of 
Devils, and that naked and difarm'd, 
neither the moſt cruel barbarity, nor the 
rage of Hell cou'd hurt us without God's 
permiſſion, We are afraid of nothing 
but offending God Almighty ; and pro- 
vided that we offend not him, we pro- 
miſe our ſelves, through his aſſiſtance, an 
aſſurd Victory over all our Enemies. 
Since he affords ſufficient ſtrength to 
every man, for his ſervice, and for a- 
voiding fin, we hope his mercy will 
not be wanting to us. But as the ſum 
of all conſiſts, in the good or evil ut 
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of his benefits, we alſo hope he will give 
us grace to employ our ſelves for his 
glory, by the prayers of his Spouſe, and 
our holy Mother the Church ; and par- 
ticularly by the interceſſion of our So. 
ciety, and thoſe who are well affected 
to it, Our greateſt comfort proceeds 
from this, that God beholds the ſcope 
of this our Voyage, that our only aim 
is to make known the Creatour of the 
Univerſe to Souls which are made after 
his own Image: to _ thoſe Souls to 
give him the Worſhip due to him, and 
to ſpread the Chriſtian Religion through 
all Regions. 

With theſe encouragements, we doubt 
not but the iſſue of our Voyage will be 
proſperous; and two things eſpecially 
ſeem to aſſure us, that we ſhall vanquiſh 
all the oppolition of Hell ; the one is the 
greatneſs of our holy enterpriſe, the 0- 
ther is the care of Divine Providence; 
whoſe Dominion is of no leſs extent 
over Devils, than over men. I acknow- 
ledge, that in this Voyage, I foreſee, 
not only great labours, but alſo dangers 
of almoſt inevitable death ; and this i- 
magination, is frequently preſented to 
my thoughts, that if thoſe of our Soci- 
ety, who are endu'd with the greate(} 


ſtock of knowledge, ſhou'd come into 
the 
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the Indies, they wou'd certainly accuſe 
us of too much raſhneſs, and wou'd be 
apt tothink, that, in expoſing our ſelves, 
to theſe manifelt dangers, we tempred 
God. Nevertheleſs upon a more ſerious 
refleftion, I ceaſe to fear : and hope that 
the Spirit of our Lord, which animates 
our Society, will regulate their judge- 
ments coneerning it, For my own par- 
ticular, I think continually on what I 
have heard our good Father znativs 
often ſay, that thoſe of our Society, 
ought to exert their utmoſt force in van- 
= themſelves; and baniſh from 
them all thoſe fears, which uſually hin- 
der us from placing our whole confidence 
in God. 

For though Divine hope, is purely 
and ſmply the grace of God, and that 
he diſpenſes it, according to his pleaſure, 
nevertheleſs, they who endeavour to 0- 
vercome themſelves, receive it more fre- 
quently than others. As there is a ma- 
nifeſt difference, betwixt thoſe, who a» 
bounding with all things, truſt in God; 
and thoſe, who being ſufficiently pro- 
vided with all neceſlaries, yer bereave 
themſelves of them, in imitation of Je- 
fas Chriſt ; 1o is there allo, in thoſe who 
truſt in Gods providence, when they are 


out of danger, and thoſe, who with the 
ZZ} aſſiſtance 
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aſſiſtance of his grace, dare voluntarily 
expoſe themſelves to the greateſt hazar:ls 
which are in their proper choice and 
power to ſhun. 

It was in the Spirit of this holy confi- 
dence, that the Saint, writing to Simon 
Rodriguez , ſpeaks in this manner to 


Our God, holds in his hand the Tempeſts 
which infeſe the Seas of Chins and Japan ; 
the Rocks, the Gulphs, and Banks of Sands, 
which are formidably known, by ſo many 
Shipwracks, are all of them under his Do- 
minion. He is Soveraign over all thoſe 
Pyrates, which cruiſe the Seas, and exer- 
eiſe their cruelties on the Portugueſes. 
And for this reaſon I cannot fear them, 
1 only fear, leſt God ſhould puniſh me 
for being too pufillanimous in his ſervice ; 
and ſo little capable, through my own frailty, 
of extending the Kingdom of his Son, as 
mong/t thoſe Nations, who know him not. 

He ſpeaks in the ſame Spirit, to the 
Fathers of Goa; in giving them an ac- 
count of his w_ We 


at Japan 

are infinitely oblig'd to Gd, for permit- 
ting us to enter into theſe Barbarous Coun- 
tries, where we are to be regardleſs, and 
in a manner forgetful of our ſelves : for 
the Enemies of the true Religion, being 
Maſters every where, on whom can we ” y, 

ut 
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but on God alone? and to whom can we have 
recourſe beſides him? In our Countries, 
where the Chriſtian Faith is flouriſhing, it 
happens, I know not how, that every thi 
binders us from repoſing our ſelyes on God. 
The love of our Relations, the Bonds of 
Friendſhip, the Conveniences of life, and 
the Remedies which we uſe in ſickneſs : but 
here, being diſtant from the place of. our 
Nativity, and living amonz(t Barbarians, 
where all humane ſuccours ar? wanting to 
us, "tis of abſolute neceſſity that  owr confi- 
dence in God alone, (hou'd be our aid, 

But the Saint perhaps, never diſcours'd 
better on this Subje&t, than in a Letrer 
written at his return from the Molucea's; 
after a dangerous Navigation. , His words 
are theſe : /* has pleas d God, that we 
ſhou'd not periſh: it has alſs pleas d bim, 
to inſtrutt us even by our dangers, and to 
make us know by our own experience, how 
weak we are,. when we rely only on onr 
ſelves ; or on humane ſuccours. - For when 
we come to underſtand the deceitfulneſs of 
our hopes, and are intirely diffident of hw 
mane helps, we rely on God,who alone can deli- 
ver «s out of thoſe dangers, into which we 
have ingag'd our ſelves on his account : we 
ſpall ſoon — that he governs a 
things; and that the heavenly plerfurex, 
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which he confers on his Servants, on ſuch 
occaſions, ought to make us deſpiſe the 
greateſt hazards ; even death it ſe f has 
nothing in it, which is dreadful to them, 
who have a taſt of thoſe divine delights ; 
and though when we have eſcap'd theſe pe- 

- vils of which we ſpeak, we want words to 
expreſs the horrour of them ; there re- 
mains in our heart a pleaſing memory of 
the favours which God has Ts us; and 
that remembrance excites us day and night, 
to labour in the ſervice of ſo good a Maſter; 
we are alſo enlrven d by it to honour him, 
during the reſt of our lives, hoping, that 
out of his abundant mercy, he will beſtow 
on us a new ſtrength, and freſh vigour, to 
Serve him faithfully, and generouſly even 
to our death, 

May it pleaſe the Divine goodneſs, (he 
fays elſewhere) that good men, whom the 
Devil endeavours to affright in the ſervice 
of God, might fear no other thing beſides 
diſpleaſing bim, in leaving off what they 
have undertaken for his ſake, If they 
wou'd do this, how happy a life wou'd they 
then lead! how much wou'd they advance 
in virtue, knowing by their own experience, 
that they can do nothing of themſelves, but 
that they can do all things by the aſſiſtance 
of bis grace! 
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He faid, that our moſt ſtedfaſt hold in 


dangers and temptations, was to have a 
noble courage again the foe of our Sal- 
vation, in a diſtruſt of our own ftremth, 
but a firm reliance on our Lord: fo. that 
we ſhou'd not onely fear nothing, under the 
condutt of ſuch a general, but alſo (houd 
mot doubt of Viftory. He faid alſo fur- 
ther, that in thoſe dangerous occaftons, the 
want of confidence in God, was more to be 
fear'd, than any aſſault of the Enemy : and 
that we hbou'd run much greater hazard, 
in the leaſt diſtruſt of the divine aſſiſtance, 
in the greateſt dangers, than in expoſi 
our ſelves to thoſe very dangers. He ad- 
ded, laſtly, that this danger was ſo much 
the more formidable, the more it was hid- 
den, and the leſs that we perceiv'd it. 


Theſe thoughts produc'd in the Soul 1c Hwniliry, 


of this holy man, an entire 'diflidence 
of himſelf, together with a perfe&t hu- 
mility. He was the onely diſcourſe of 
the new World : Infidels, and Chriſtians 
gave him almoſt equal honour ; and his 
power over Nature was ſo great, that 
it was faid to be a kind of Miracle, 
when he performd no Miracle. But 
all this ſerv'd only to raiſe confuſion in 
him ; becauſe he found nothing in hims 
ſelf, but his own nothingnelſs : and being 
nothing in hisown conceit, he cou'd not 
comprehend, 
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comprehend, how it waspoſlible for him 
to be eſteentd. Writing to the Doctor 
of Navarre, before his Voyage to the 
T:dies, he told him, that it was a frngy- 
lar grace of Heaven, to know our ſelves ; 
and that throwh the mercy of God, he 
knew himſel, > good for nothing, 

Flumbly beſeech our Lord,(he wrote from 
the Indies,toFather Simon Rodriguez, )that 
7 may have power to open the door of China 
to others; where I am, I have done but 
little. In many other paſſages of his 
Letters, he calls himſelf an exceeding e- 
vil man; a great Sinner; and conjures 
his Brethrento employ their interceſſions 
to God in his behalt. Brings to paſs by 
your Prayers (ſays he to one of them) 
that though my fins have render d me un- 
worthy of the Miniſterial Vocation, yet 
God may: vouchſafe out of his infinite good- 
neſs to make uſe of me. 

7 beſeech you, (ſays he to another ) 
to implore the heavenly aſſiſtance for us ; 
and to the end you may do it, with the 
ome fervency, I beſeech our Lord, that 
be wow d giue you to underſtand, how much 
T ſtand in need of your interceſſion. 

It is of extream importance to my con- 
folation (he writes to the Fathers of Goa) 
that you underſtand, the wonderful per: 
piexity in which I am. As God kuows the 
multitude 
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multitude and heynouſneſs of my Sins, 
I have a thought which much torments me ; 
tis that God perhaps may not proſper our 
Undertakings, if we do not amend our 
lives, and change our manners: *Tis ne- 
ceſſary on this account, to employ the Pray- 
ers of all the Religious of our Society 
and of all our Friends : in hope, that by 
their means, the Catholick Church, which 
is the Spouſe of our Lord Jeſus, will com- 
municate her innumerable merits to us ; and 
that the Authour of all gord, will accu» 
mulate his graces on us, notwithſtanding our 
offences. 

He attributed all the fruits of his la« 
bours, to an evident Miracle of the Di- 
\ Ef vine Power, which made uſe of fo vile 
BE and weak an inſtrument as himſelf, -ro 
+ Ef the end it might appear to be the work 
, of God. He ſaid, that they who had great 

Talents, ought to labour with great cou- 
| I] rage for the ſafety of Souls; fince he who 
- | was wanting in all the qualities, which are 

requifite to ſo high a Calling, was not alto«. 
gether unprofitable i his Miniſtry, 
As he had a mean opinion of himſelf, and 
that his own underſtanding was ſuſpected 
- Þ by him, he frequently, by his Letters, 
) & requeſted his Brethren of /raly, and Por- 
- | zxgal, ro inſtrudt him in the belt merhod 
- | of Preaching the Goſpel, profitably. Z 
: am 


to people who are part Idolaters, and part 

ns; 1 conjure you, by Feſus Chriſt 
himſelf, to ſend me word, after what man- 
ner, and by what means 1 may inſtrutt 
them, For I am werily perſwaded, that 
God will ſuggeſt thoſe ways to you, 
which are - proper for the eafre re- 
duftion of thoſe People into his Fold: And 
if I wander from the right path, while I 
am in expettation of your Letters, T hope 
T ſhall return into it, when I ſhall have re- 
eerv'd them. 

All that ſucceeded well to his ender- 
vours, in the fervice of our Lord, he 
attributed to the interceſſion of his Bre- 
thren. Tour Prayers, ( he writ to the 
Fathers at Rome ) have afſuredly obtain'd 
for me the knowledge of my infinite offen- 
ees: and withal the grace of unwearied la 
bouring, in the Converſton of Tdolaters, not- 
withſtanding the multitude of my fins. 

But if the deſigns which he was al- 
ways forming, for the advancement of 
Religion, happen'd to be thwarted, he 
acknowledg'd no other reaſon of thoſe 
croſſes than his own fins, and complain'd 
enely of himſelf. 

As for thoſe Miracles, which he con- 
tinually wrought, they paſsd in his 0- 
pinion, as the cfleAts of innocence in 


Children, 
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Children, or for the fruits of faith in 
ſick Perſons. And when at the fight of 
2 miraculous performance, the people 
were at any time about to give him par- 
ticular honours, he ran to hide himſelf in 
the thickeſt of a Foreſt ; or when he 
cou'd not ſteal away, he enter'd fo far 
into the knowledge of himſelf, that he 


ſtood ſecure from the leaſt _—_—_— 
of vain glory. It even ſeem'd, that the 
low opinion which he had of his own 


worth, in ſome ſort blinded him, in re- 
lation to the wonders which he wrought, 
ſo that he perceivd not they were Mi- 
racles. 

It was the common talk at Goa, that 
he had raisd the dead on the Coaſt of 
Fiſhery : After his return to Goa, Fames 
Borba, and Cozmo Annez, his two inti- 
mate friends, requeſted him to inform 
them, for God's further glory, how thoſe 
matters went; and particularly they 
enquir'd, concerning the Child , who 
was drown'd in the Well, The holy 
Man at this requeſt, hung down his 
head, and bluſh'd exceedingly ; when he 
was ſomewhat recover'd of his baſhful- 
neſs, Jeſus, ſaid he, what 7 to raiſe the 
Dead! can you believe theſe things of ſuch 
a wretch as I am! After which, modeſtly 
{miling, he went on: Alas poor Sinner 

that 
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that I am! they ſet before me a Child, 

whons they reported to be dead, and who 

perhaps was not : I commanded him in the 

name of God to ariſe ; he aroſe indeed, and 
where was the Miracle ? 

Ordognez Cevalio, who travell d almoſt 

. round the World, tells us, in the rela- 

tlons of his Voyages, that in dia, heW / 

happen'd to meet a Faponneſe, who in-M / 

form'd him, in a diſcourſe which they had MI 

together , of theſe particulars. # now, Wl | 

ſaid he, that being in Japan, a Bonza by ll « 

profeſſion, I was once at an Aſſembly of + 

our Bonza's; who upon the report of oY 

many Miracles, as were wrought by Father 1 

Francis Xavier, reſolv'd to place him ini / 

the number of their Gods: In order oY / 

which, they ſent tohim a kind of Embaſſy: *

But the Father was ſeiz'd with horrour at 
the 7 anyhow of their Deputies. Faving 
ſpoken of God to them, after a moſt may- 
nificent and elevated manner, he ſpake of 
himſelf, in terms ſo humble, and with ſo 
much ſelf contempt, that all of us, were 
much edify d by his procedure. And the 
greateſt part of us ſeriouſly refleting, ras 
ther on his carriage than his words, from 
Prieſts of Idols which we were, became the 
Worſhippers of Jeſus Chriſt. 

He thun'd the Offices of the Society, 


and belicv'd himſelf unworthy of them: F | 
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I cannot tell you (wrote he from C ochin, 
WM to Father Ionatins ) how much I ſtand ob- 


ligd to the Japonneſes; in favour of 


' whom, God has given me clearly to under: 

ftand the infinite number of my fins : for 
ol till that time, IT was ſo little recolleted, 
. and ſo far wander d out of my ſelf, that 7 
WW had not diſcover d in the bottom of my 
8 heart, an Abyſſe of imperfettions and fail- 
ings. It was not till my labours and ſuf- 
ferings in Japan, that 7 began at length to 
open my eyes, and to underſtand, with God's 
aſſiſtance, and by my own experience, that 
it is neceſſary for me to have one, who 
may watch over me, and govern me. May your 
«© holy Charity be pleas d for this reaſon to con- 
oY fider what it is you do, in ranging under my 
i command, ſo many Saint-like Souls, of the 
ti Fathers and Brethren of our Society. 1 
oY am ſo little endued with the qualities which 
-Y are requifite for ſuch a charge, and am 
fl ſo ſenſible that this is true, through God's 
oY mercy, that I may reaſonably hope, that 
£ÞY inſtead of repoſing on me the care of others, 
Y you will repoſe on others the care of me, 
1 He infinitely efteem'd thoſe Miſſioners who 
mY were his Seconds; and accounted his own 
x pains for nothing, in com ariſon of theirs : 

After having related, what had been per- 
rf formed by Father Francis Perez in Ma» 
1:Þ lacca; 7 confeſs (my Brethren taid he, 
ro 
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to Paul de Camerino, and Antonio Gomez) 
that ſeeing theſe things, T am aſham'd of 
my ſelf, and my own lazy Cowardiſe makes 
me bluſh, in lroking on 4a Miſtoner, who in« 
firm and languiſhing as he is, yet labours 
without intermiſſion in the. Salvation of 
Souls. Xavier, more than once repeats 
the ſame thing, in his Letter with 
profound ſentiments of eſteem for Perez, 
and ſtrange contempt of his own perfor- 
mancecs. 

He recommends not any thing fo 
much to the Goſpel-Labourers, as the 
knowledge of themſelves, and ſhunning 
of Pride. And we need only to open 
any of his Letters, to behold his Opini- 
ons on that Subject. 

Caltrvate Humility with care, in al 
thoſe things which deprav'd Nature has in 
horrour ; and make ſure, by the aſſiſtance of 
Divine Grace, to gain a thorough knowledge 
of your ſelves : for that underſtanding if 
our ſelves, is the Mother of Chriſtian Hu 
mility : Beware eſpecially, leſt the good 
”—_—_ which Men have conceiv'd of you, 

0 not give you too much pleaſure ; for thoſe 
vain delizhts are apt to make us negligent : 
and that negligence. as it were by a kind 
of Enchantment, deſtroys the Humility of 
our Hearts, and introduces Pride inſtead 
of it. 

Be 
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Be diſtruſtful of your proper ſtrength, 
and build nothing apon humane wiſdom, nor 
on the eſteem of men. By this means you 
will be in condition to bear whatſoever 
troubles ſhall happen to you; for God 
ftrengthens the humble, and gives him cou- 
rage, he is proof againſt the greateſt la- 

urs, and nothing can ever ſeparate him, 
from the Charity of Jeſus Chriſt : wot the 
Devil with his evil Angels, nor the Ocean 
with its Tempeſts, nor the moſt brutal 
Nations, with all their barbarity. And if 
God ſometimes permits, that the Devil 
put impediments in his way, or that the 
Elements make war againſt him, he' is per- 
ſwaded, that it is only for the _— 
of his fins, for the augmentation of his me« 
ws, and for the rendring him more hun 
le. 

They who fervently defire to advance 
Gods glory, ought to humble themſelves, 
and be nothing in their own opinion ; being 
diffident even in the ſmalleſt matters of 
their own abilities; to the end, that in 
great occaſions, becoming much more diff- 
dent of themſelves, through a principle of 
Chriſtian humility, they may entirely con- 
fide in God; and this con > thr may give 
them reſolution : for he who knows that he 
is aſſiſted from above, can never degene- 
rate into weakneſs.

The LIFE of Book VI. 


Whatever you undertake will be accey- 
table in the fight of God, if there appear 
in your condutt a "jugs Humility ; and 
that you commit the.care of ' your Reputati- 
on inta his Hands: For he himſelf will not 
be wanting, to give you both Authority and 
Reputation with Men, when they are need- 
fal or. you; and. w'en he does it not, 'tis 
from his knowledge that you will not aſcribe 
to him, that which only can proceed from 
him. I comfort. my ſelf with- thinking, 
that the fins of which you find your ſelves 
guilty, and with which you daily upbraid 
your own Conſcionees, produce in you an 
extream horrour of windy Arrogance, and a 
great lov? .of perfettion; ſo that humane 
praiſes will become your Croſſes, and be 
uſeful to admoniſh you of your failings. 

Take heed of your ſelves, my deareſt 
Brethren ; many Miniſters of the Goſpel, 
who have open d the way of Heaven to 6 
ther men, are tormented in Hell, for want 
of true Humility, and for being carry d a- 
way with a vain opinion of themſelves : On 
the .contrary, there is not to be found in 
Hell, one fingle Soul, which was fincerely 
humble. 

Theſe are the Inſtructions, which the 
Saint gave in general to his Brethren, on 
rhe Subje&t of Humility ; and next be- 
hold tome particular Admonitions which 
were 
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were addreſsd to ſome amongſt them. 

I conjure you to be humble and patient 
towards all the World, fays he to Father 
Cyprian, who preach'd the Goſpel at Me- 
liapore. For, believe me, nothing is to be 
done by Haughtineſs and Choller, when it 
cannot be accompliſhd by Modeſty and 
Mildneſs. He continues, We decerve our 
ſelves, in exatting ſubmiſſion and reſpett 
from men, w:thout any other title to it, 
than beinz Members of our Society ; and 
without cul:rvating that Vertue which has 
acquir d us ſo great an Authority in the 
World. As if we rather choſe, to recom- 
mend our ſelves, by that Credit and 
Reputation, than b y the prattice of Humili- 
ty and Patience, and thoſe ather Vertues. by 
which our Society has maintain d its Digni- 
ty and Flonour with Mankind. 

Be mindful, writes he to Father Bar- 
2245s, Who was Rectour of the © olledge 
of Goa, to read frequently the Inſtruttions 
which I have left with you; particularly, 
thoſe which concern Fſumility ; and take an 
eſpecial care, in cmfidering what God has 
done by you, and by all the Labourers of 
the Society, that you do not forget your ſelf : 
For my own particular, I ſhoud be glad, 
that all of you woud ſeriouſly think, how 
many thinss God leaves undone, becauſe you 
are wanting to him in your Fidelity, and 
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I wou'd rather that confideration ſhou'd 
employ your thoughts, than thoſe great 
works, which it has pleas'd our Lord to 
accompliſh by your Miniſtry ; for the firſt 
reflettion will cover you with Confuſton, and 
make you mindful of your weakneſs ; but in- 
Read of that, the ſecond will puff you up 
with Vanity, and expoſe you to the danger 
of having thoughts of Arrogance. 

This well grounded humility in Xa 
vier, was the Principle of a perfect Subs 
miſſion to the Will of God. He never 
undertook any thing, without conſulting 
him before-hand ; and the Divine De- 
crees were his only Rule. 7 have made 
continual Prayers, 1ays he, ſpeaking of his 
Voyage \to Macaſlar, to know what Heaven 
requires of me ; for I was firmly reſolv'd, 
wot to be wanting on my part to fulfil the 
Will of God, whenſoever it ſhou'd be mad: 
known to me. May it pleaſe our Lord, 


faid he on the ſame ſubject, that our of 


his goodneſs we might underſtand what he 
deſigns by us, to the end we might entirely 
conform our ſelves to his holy Will, ſo ſoon 
as it ſhall be diſcover d to us: For he 
commands us to be always in a readineſs to 
obey him at the firſt frgnal,and it becomes us 
to be as ſtrangers in this World, always pre- 
par d to follow the woice of our Conduttor. 
I wiſh, ſaid he in another place, po 
Go 
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God wou'd declare to us his moſt holy Will, 
concerning the Miniſtries, and Countries, 
where I may beſt employ my labours for his 
glory. I am ready by his Grace to execute 
thoſe things which he makes me underfland 
to be moſt pleaſing to him, of whatſoever 
nature they may be, and undoubtedly, he 
has admirable means of fignifying his good 
pleaſure to us; ſuch as are our inward Sen- 
timents, and heavenly Ilhuminations, which 
leave no remaining ſcruple concerning the 
place to which he has defignd us, nor 
what we are to undertake for his Service, 
For we are like Travellers, not fix'd to any 
Country through which we paſs: Tis our 
duty to be prepard to fly from oue Region 
to another, or rather into oppoſite Regions, 
where the Voice of Heaven ſhall pleaſe to 
call us. Eaſt and Weſt, North and South, 
are all indifferent to me, provided I may 
have an opportunity of advancing the Glory 
our Lord. 

He fays elſewhere, 7 coud wiſh, that 
you had ever in your mind this Meditation, 
that a ready and obedient Will, which is 
entirely devoted to Gods ſervice, is a more 
pleaſing ſacrifice to the Divine Mjeſty, 
than all the pomp and glitter F our noiſy 
attions, without that interiour diſpoſition. 

Being throughly convinc'd, that the 
perfection of the Creature conſiſts in wil- 
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ling nothing but the Will of the Crea- 
tor ; he ſpoke inceſſantly of God's good 
pleaſure ; and concluded almoſt all his 
Letters, with his deſires of knowing : nd 
fulfilling it. He facrificd all to that 
Principle ; even his ardent wiſhes to 
dic for Jeſus by the hands of the Barb... 
rians: for though he breath'd atter Mar- 
tyrdom, he well underitood, that tic 
tender of our life, .is not acceptable ro 
God, when he requires it not ; and he 
was more fearful of diſpleaſing him, rhan 
deſirous of being a Martyr for him. So 
that he dy'd fatisfy'd, when he expir'd 
in a poor Cabin, of a natural death, 
though he was at that very time, on the 
point of carrying the Faith into the King- 
dom of Chiaa: And, it may be therefore 
ſaid, That he facrifisd not only his own 
Glory, but even that of Jeſus Chriſt to 
the good pleaſure of God Almighty. 

A man ſo ſubmiſſive to the Orders of 
Heaven, cou not poſſibly want fubmil- 
ſion in regard of his Superiour, who was 
to him in the place of God. He had for 
Father /gratius, Gerteral of the Society 
of Jeſus, a Veneration and Reverence 
mix d with Tenderneſs, which ſurpaſs I- 
magination, He himſelf has expreſsd 
ſome part of his thoughts on that Sub- 
xk; and we cannot read them without 
being 


*with the means, of awakening our lan- 
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being edify'd. In one of his Letters, 
which begins in this manner, My only 
dear Father, in the Bowels of Jeſus Chriſt, 
he. fays at the Concluſion, Father of my 
Soul, for whom I have a moſt profound re- 
ſpe, I write this to you upon my Knees, 
as if you were preſent, and that I beheld 
you with my Eyes : It was his Cuſtom to 
write to him' in that poſture; fo high 
was the place which Jgnatius held with- 
in his heart. 

* God is my witneſs, my deareſt Fa- 
*ther, ſays he in another Letter, how 
* much I wiſh to behold you in this hte, 
*that I might communicate to you ma- 
*ny matters, which cannot be remedy'd 
* without your aid: for there is no di- 
* ſtance of places, which can hinder me 
* from obeying you. I conjure you, m 
© beſt Father, to have ſome little confi- 
* deration of us who are in the Zrdies, 
* and who are your Children. I conjure 
*you, I fay, to ſend hither ſome holy 
* Man, whoſe fervour may excite. our 
© lazy faintneſs. I hope, for the reſt, 
*that as you know the bottom of our 
* Souls, by an illumination from Heaven; 
*you will not be wanting to ſupply us 
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* on. In another of his Letters which is 
thus ſuperſcrib'd, 7o Ignatius, my boly 
Father in Jeſus Chriſt; he ſends him 
word, That the Letter which he receiv'd 
from his holy Charity, at his return from 
Japan, had replenith'd him with joy ; 
and that particularly he was moſt ten- 
derly affeted, with the laſt words of it. 
1 am all yours, Fr even to that degree, 
that it is impoſſible for me to forget you, 
| When I had read thoſe 
* words, ſaid he, the tears came flowing 
*into my Eyes, and guſhing out of 
* them ; which makes me, that I cannot 
© forbear writing them, and recalling to 
*my Memory, that fincere and holy 
* Friendſhip, which you always had, and 
* ſtill have for me ; nothing doubting, but 
*that if God hasdeliver'd me from ſo many 
* dangers, it has principally proceeded 
* from your fatherly interceſſions for me. 
He calls himſelf his Son in all his Let- 

ters, and thus ſubſcribes himſelf in one: 

The leaſt of your Children, and moſt diſtant 
from you, Francis Xavier. But the high 
Idea's which Francis had of Ignatius, 

causd him frequently to ask his advice 

in relation to his own conduc, * You 

* will do'a charitable work, ſaid he, in 

*writing to me a Letter, full of ſpiritual 

* Inſtructions, as a Legacy bequeath'd to 
| © one, 
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* one, who is the leaſt of all your Chil- 
* dren, at the fartheſt diſtance from you, 
*and who is as it were baniſh'd hs 
*your preſence, by which I may pars 
* take ſome part of thoſe abundant trea» 
*fures which Heaven has heap'd .upon 
* you. I beſecch you not to be too nig- 
—_ in the accompliſhment of my 
* deſires. I conjure you, ſays he elſe- 
* where, by the tender love of Jeſus 
* Chriſt, to give me the method, which 
*I ought to keep, in admitting thoſe 
*whoare to be Members of our Society ; 
*and write to me at large, conſidering the 
* \mallneſs of my Talent, which is well 
* known to you; for if you give me not 
*your aſſiſtance, the poor ability which 
© I have in theſe matters, will be the oc- 
* cafion of my loſing many opportuni- 
* ties, for the augmentation of God's 
* Glory. 

In preſcribing any thing that was dif- 
ficult to his Interiours, he frequently in- 
termix'd the name of 7gnatius. * I pray 
* you by our Lord, and by Ignatius the 
* Father of our Society. I conjure you 
* by the Obedience, and by the Love 
* which you owe to our Father Ignatius. 
© Irequire this ot you, in the name of the 
* beatify'd Father /znatius. Remember, 
* ſaid he farther, to what degree, both 

* great 
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© great and ſmall, reſpect our Father 7. 
© Matius. 

With theſe Sentiments, both of affe@t-. 
on and eſteem, he depended abſolutely 
on his Superiour, * If I believ'd, ſays he, 
* writing from the Indies, to Father Simon 
* Rodriguez,that the ſtrength of your Bo- 
* dy, were equal to the vigour of your 
* Mind,lſhou'd invite you to paſs the Seas, 
* and defire your company in this new 
* World: I mean, if our Father pxatins 
* ſhou'd approve and counſel ſuch a Voy- 
* age. For he is our Parent, it behoves 
* usto obey him; and it is not permitted 
*us to make one ſtep without his Or- 
* der. 

In this manner, Xavier had recourſe to 
Tznatius, on all occaſions, as much as the 
diſtance of places wou'd permit ; and the 
Orders which he receiv'd, were to him in- 
violable Laws. *© You ſhall not ſuffer 
* any one, ( /o he writ to Gaſper Barzzus, 
* Reftour of the Colledge of Goa) to receive 
© the Orders of Prieſthood, who is not ſut- 
© ficiently learn'd ; and who has not given, 
© for the ſpace of many years, ſufficient 
* examples of his good life in our Society ; 
© becauſe our Father /znatius, has exprel- 
© ly forbidden it. For the ſame reaſon 
he exactly obſerv'd the Conſtitutions of 
the Society. © Make not haſte, writes he 


in

* in the ſame Letter toBarzzxus, to receive 
* Children which are too young : And 
* totally reject ſuch ſorts of people, whom 
* Father /znatius wou'd have for ever ex- 
* cluded from our Order. But nothing, 

rhaps, can more clearlv difeover how 
perfeF the ſubmiſſion of Xavier was, 
than what lus Superiour himſelf thought 
of it, Art.the time when Xavier dyd, 
Tonatius had thoughts of recalling him 
from the Indies, not doubting, bur at 
the firſt notice of his Orders, this zea- 
lous Miſſioner, wou'd leave all things, 
out of his Obedience And on this oc- 
caſion he wrote to him, a Letter bear- 
ing date the 287-4 of Juze, in the year 
1553. Bchold the paſſage which con- 
cerns the buſineſs of which we are ſpeak- 
ing. 7 add, fays Zqnatius in his Letter, 
that having in proſpect the Salvation of 
Souls, and the greater ſervice of our Lord, 
T have reſoly'd to command you m vwertue 
of holy Obedience, to return into Portugal, 
with the firſt opportunity ; and I command 
you this in the name of Chriſt, But that 
you may more eafily ſatisfy thoſe, who are 
defirous of retaining you in the Indies, for 
the good of thoſe Countries, I will pre- 
ſent you with my reaſons : Tou know in the 
firſt place, of what weight are the Orders 
of the Kinz of Portugal, for the conftrma» 
tion 
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tion of Religion in the Eaſt, for the propa- 
gation of it ix Guinea, and Braſile : and 
you can rightly judge, that a Prince ſo Re- 
ligious as be, will do all things neceſſary, 
for the advancement of Gods FIomour, and 
the converfron of People, if one of HO Abi- 
lity and Experience, ſhall perſonally inſtrut 
bim, And befides, "tis of great importance, 
that the holy Apoſtolical See, ſhoud be in- 
form'd of the preſent ſtate of India, by 
ſome authentick Witneſs ; to the end, that 
Popes may iſſue out ſpiritual ſupplies, as 
well to the new, as to the ancient Chriſtianity 
of Aſia ; without which, neither the one nor 
the other can ſubfiſt ; or cannot ſubſiſt without 
much trouble ; and no body is more proper 
than your ſelf for this ; both in reſpett of your 
knowledge in the Affairs of the new Warld, 
and of your Reputation in theſe parts. 

Ton know moreover, of what conſequence 
it is, that the Miſſoners who are ſent to 
the Indies, ſhoud be proper for the end 
propos'd : and "tis convenient, on that ac- 
count, that you come to Portugal and 
Rome. For not only many more will be 
defirous of going on thoſe Miſſions, but you 
will make a better choice of Miſſioners ; 
and will ſee more clearly to what parts 
ſuch and ſuch are proper to be ſent. Tou judge 
your ſelf, of what confideration it is, not 
to be miſtaken in theſe Aﬀairs. And what- 
ſoever 
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ſoever relation you can ſend us, your Letters 
are not ſufficient t0 give us a true notion, 
what 1 abourers are fitting for the Indies. 
Tis neceſſary that you, or ſome one, as in- 
telligent as you, ſhou'd know and praflice 
thoſe who are defign'd fir thoſe Countries. 
Befides what it will be in your power to do 
for the common benefit of the Eaſt, you will 
warm the Zeal of the King of Portugal, in 
re/ation to Ethiopia, which has been under 
conſideration for ſo many years, But no- 
thing yet perform'd. Tou will alſo be of no lit- 
tle uſe to the Afﬀairs of Congo and Braſile, 
on which you can have no influence in In- 
dia, for want of Commerce betwixt them 
and you. But if you think your preſence 
may be neceſſary, for the Government of 
thoſe of the Society who are in the Indies, 
you may govern them more eaſily from Por- 
tugal, thay you can from China or Japan. 
For what remains, I remit you to the Fa- 
ther, Maſter Polanque, par” ane tin my 
ſelf moſt cordially to your good Prayers, 
beſeeching, the Drvine Goodneſs to multiply 
his favours on you; to the end, that we 
may underſtand his moſt holy Will, and 
that we may perfettly perform it, 

Father Polanque, who was Secreta 
to Father /znatius, and Confident to a 
his purpoſes, has given teſtimony, That 
the intention of the holy Founder was 

ro 
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to make Xavier General of the Society, 
The Letter of /gnatizs found Xavier 
dead. But we may judge of what he 
wou'd have done, by what he writ be- 
fore his death to /gnatius himſelf, who 
had teſtify'd ſo earneſt a defire to ſee 
him. Tour holy Charity, ſays he in his 
Letter, tells me, that you have an earneſt 
defire to ſee me once again, in this preſent 
life : God who looks into the bottom of my 
Heart, can tell how ſenſibly that mark of 
our tenderneſs has touch d me. Truly, 
whenever that expreſſion of yours returns to 
my remembrance, and it frequent! y YeFurns, 
the tears come dropping from my Eyes, and 
IT cannot reſtrain them ; while I revolve that 
happy thought ; that once, yet once again it 
may be given me to embrace you. I confeſs, 
it appears difficult to compaſs my defrres, but 
all things are poſſible to holy Obedience. 
Undoubtedly, it the Letter of /gnati- 
us had found Yavier alive, he had ſoon 
been ſeen in Exrope ; for having ofter'd 
of his own free motion, to leave the Ir 
dies, Japan, and China, and all the bu- 
ſfineſs which he had upon his hands, 
and having ſaid, that the leaſt beckoning 
of his Superiour ſhou'd be ſufficient for 
it, what wou'd he not have done, when 
he had receivd a poſitive command to 
abandon all, and repaſs the Seas. 
His 
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His Maxims of obedience ſhew clearly 
what his own ſubmiſſion was. 

* There is nothing more certain, nor 
*Teſs ſubjet to miſtake, than always to 
* be willing to obey. On the contrary, 
*'tis dangerous to live in complaiſance to 
*our own wills ; and without following 
*the motion of our Superiours: for though 
* we chance toperform any good action, 
*TFet if we never o little deviate from 
* that which is commanded us, we may 
* reſt aſſur'd, that our action is rather vi- 
*cious than good. » 

* The Devil by his malicious ſuggeſtions, 
*tempts the greateſt part of thuſe who 
*have devoted themſelves to God's ſer- 
*vice. What make you there, he ſecretly 
whiſpers, ſee you not that you do But loſe 
* your labour? reſilt that thought with all 
*your ſtrength ; for it copetie nor only 
©of hindring you in the way to perfecti- 
* on, bur alſo of ſeducing you trom it: 
*and let every one of you,perſwade him- 
(elf, thar he cannot berter ſerve our 
*Lord, than in that place, where he is 
* ſet by his Superiour. Be allo fatisfy'd, 
*that when the time of God is come, he 
* will inſpire your Superiours with 
*thoughts of ſending you to ſuch places, 
* where your Jabours ſhall abundantly 
* ſucceed, In the mean time, you ſhall 
* polleſs 
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* poſſeſs your Souls in peace. By this 
*means, you will well employ your pre- 
© cious time, though too many do not 
© underſtand its value : and make great 
© proficiencies in virtue. "Tis far other. 
«wiſe with thoſe reſtleſs Souls, who do 
*no good in thoſe places where they wiſh 
*to be, becauſe they are not there; and 
*are unprofitable both to themſelves and 
© others where they are, becauſe they de- 
© fire to be other-where. 

© Perform with great affe&tion, what 
*your Superiours order you, in relation 
*ro domeſtick diſcipline, and ſuffer not 
*your ſelf to be ſurprisd with the ſug- 
* oveſtions of the evil Spirit, who en- 
*deavours to perſwade you, that ſome 
* other Employment wou'd be fitter for 
*you: his deſign is, that you ſhou'd ex- 
*ecute that Othice ill, in which you are 
*employ'd : I intreat you therefore, by 
* our Lord and Saviour Feſus Chriſt, to 
* conſider ſeriouſly, how you may over- 
*come thoſe temptations, which give 
*you a diſtaſt of your employment ; and 
*to meditate more on that, than how to 
© ingage your ſelf in ſuch laborious Af- 
*fairs, as arenot commanded you. Let 
*no man flatter himſelf ; "ris impoſlible 
*to excel in great matters, before we 
*arrive to excel in leſs: and 'tis a groſs 
* errour, 
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* errour, under the pretence of ſaving 
* Souls, to ſhake off the Yoke of Obe- 
*dience, which is light and eaſe, and to 
*take up a Croſs, which without com- 
* pariſon, 1s more hard and heavy. 

*It becomes you to ſubmit your will 
and judgment to your Governours ; 
*and to believe that God will inſpire 
*them, in reference to you, with that 
*which will be moſt profitable to you. 
*For the reſt, beware of asking any 
*thing with importunity, as ſome have 
* done, who preſs their Superiours with 
; * ſuch earncſtneſs, that they even tear 
*from them that which they deſire, 
- E © though the thing which they demand 
© WE ©bein it ſelf pernicious; or if it be re- 
ri *fusd them, complain in publick, that 
- W *©their life is odious to them: They per- 
c © *ceive not, that their unhappineſs pro- 
y £ *©ceeds from their negle& of their vow, 
oO WW *and their endeavour to appropriate that 
\- *will to themſelves, which they have al- 
'c I * ready conſecrated to our Lord. In ef- 
d | *feR, the more ſuch people live accord- 
ON ©ing to their own capricious fancy, the 
el « rar ona et ba 
, more uneaſie and melancholick is their 
«& | *life 
le The holy man, was fo thoroughly 
we B perſwaded, that the perfeftion of the 
os F Society of Jeſus conſiſted in obedience, 
ur, Bbb that 
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that he frequently commanded his Bre- 
thren in vertue of their holy obedience, 
thereby to increaſe their merit. 

* I pray you, ſaid be to two Miſſtoners 
* of Comorine, to go to the Ifles del 
* Moro, and to the end you may the bet- 
* ter have occaſion of meriting by your 
* obedience, I poſitively command you, 

But it is impoſlible to relate, with what 
tenderneſs he lov'd the Society, nor how 
much he concern d himſelf in all their 
intereſts, though of the ſmalleſt mo- 
ment, Being in Portugal, before his 
Voyage to the Indies, he wrote not any 
Letters to Rome, wherein he did not te- 
ſtiſy his great deſire to know what pro- 
grels it made in /raly. Writing to the 
Fathers, Le Gay, and Laynez, he ſays 
thus: Since our rule is confirmd, I ear: 
neſtly defire to learn the names of thoſe, 
who are already receiv d into our Order, 
and of ſuch as are upon the point of being 
admitted. He exhorts them, to thank the 
King, of Portugal, for the defrgn which his 
Majeſty had to build a Colledge, or a Houſe 
for the Society : and we ought tomake this 
acknowledgement to the King, faid he, toin- 
gaze him thereby, to begin the Building, 

I he news which he receiv d from Fa- 
ther /:zativs, and the other Fathers who 
were 2t Rome, gave him infinite conſola- 
tion, 
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tion. 7 have receiv d your Letters, which 
1 expetted with much impatience, and have 
receiv d them with that joy, which Chil- 
dren ought to have, in receiving ſome plea- 
fing news from their Mother.In effett, I learn 
from them, the proſperous condition of all the 
Society ; and the holy Employments wherein 
you ingage your ſelves, without intermiſſion. 

Hecygud ſcarcely moderate his joy,when- 
ſoever he thought on the eſtabliſhment of 
the Society: Thus he wrote from the Indies 
to Rome: Amongſt all the favours which 1 
have receiv'd from God in this preſent life, 
and which I receive daily, the moſt ſignal, 
and moſt ſenſible, is to have heard that the 
Inſtitute of our Society has been approv'd and 
confirm d by the Authority of the Holy See. 
I give immortal thanks to Jeſus Chriſt, that 
he has been pleas 'd his Vicar ſhou'd publickly 
eſtabliſh the form of life, which he him- 
ſelf has preſcrib'd in private to his Servant, 
our Father Ignatius. 

But Xavier alſo wiſh'd nothing more, 
than to ſee the Society increasd ; and 
he felt a redoubling of his joy, by the 
ſame proportion, when he had notice of 
their gaining new Houſes in the Eaſt, 
or when he heard from Europe, of the 
foundation of new Colledges. 

To conclude, he had not leſs aftetion 
ſor the particular perſons, who were 
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Members of the Society, than for the 
body of it. His Brethren were ever 
preſent in his thoughts, ; and he thought 
it not enough to love them barely with- 
out a continual remembrance of them. 
[ carry about with me, (thus he writes to 
the Fathers at Rome) all your Names, of 
your own hand-writing, in your Letters; 
and I carry them together, with the ſolemn 
form of my profeſſion. By which he fignifies 
not ouly how dear the Sons of the Society 
were to him, but alſo how much he eſteem d 
the honour of being one of their number, 
The love which he bore to Goſpel- 
poverty, causd him to ſubſiſt on Alms, 
and to beg his Bread from door to door, 
when he might have had a better pro- 
viſion made for him. Being even in the 
Colledge of Goa, which was well en- 
dow'd, he ſought his livelyhood without 
the Walls, the more to conform himſelf 
to the poverty of his bleſſed Saviour. He 
was always very meanly cloath'd, and 
moſt commonly had ſo many patches on 
his Caſſock, that the Children .of the 
Hdolaters derided him. He piec'd up his 
tatters with his own hand, and never 
chang'd his habit, till it was worn to 
rags; at leaſt, it the honour of God, 
and the interelt of Religion, did not ©- 
therwiſe oblige hum, Ar his return from 
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Japan to Malacca, where he was receiv'd 
with ſo much honour, he wore on his 
back a torn Caſlock, anda ruſty old Hat 
on his head. 

The Portugueſes, beholding him al- 
ways fo ill apparell'd, often defir'd him to 
give them leave to preſent him with a 
new habit: but ſeeing he wou'd not be 
perſwaded, they once devisd a way, of 
ſtealing his Caſfock, while he was aſleep. 
The trick ſucceeded, and Xavier, whoſe 
Soul was wholly intent on God, put on 
a new habit, which they had laid in the 
placeof his old garment, without diſco- 
vering how they had ſervd him. He 
paſsd the whole day in the fame igno- 
rance of the cheat, and it was not till 
the evening that he perceivd it. For 
ſupping with Francis Payva, and other 
Portugueſes, who were privy to the mat- 
ter; 'tis perhaps to do honour to our Ta- 
ble, faid one amongſt them, that you 
are fo ſpruce to day, in your new ha- 
bir. Then, caſting his eyes upan his 
Cloaths, he was much ſurprisd, to find 
himſelf in ſo ſtrange an Equipage. Ar 
length being made ſenſible of rhe prank 
which they had plaid him, he rold them 
ſmiling, that it was no great worder that 
this rich Caſſock, looking for a Maſter in 
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the dark, cou d not ſee its way to ſome bod ly 
who deſery'd it better. 

As he liv d moſt commonly amongſt 
the poorer ſort of Indians, who had no- 
thing to beſtow, and who for the moſt 
part went naked, he enjoy'd his Poverty 
without moleſtation. All his moveables 
were a Matt, on which he lay ſome- 
times, and a little Table, whereon were 
his Writings, and ſome little Books, with 
a wooden Crucifix, made of that, which 
the Irdians call the wood of St. Thomas. 

He cheerfully underwent the greateſt 
hardſhips of Poverty : and writing from 
Japan to the Fathers of Goa, his words 
were theſe: Aſi/t me, I beſeech you, my 
dear Brethren, in acknowledging to Al- 
mighty God, the ſignal favour he has done 
me : 1 am at length arrivd at Japan, 
where there is an extream ſcarcity of all 
things : which T place amongſt the greateſt 
Benefits of Providence. 

Mortification isalways the Companion 
of poverty in Apoſtolical perſons. Xa- 
vier bore conſtantly along with him, 
the inſtruments of Penance; Hair cloath, 
Chains of Iron, and Diſciplines, pointed 
at the ends, and exceeding ſharp. He 
treated his fleſh with great ſeverity, by 
the fame motive, which oblig'd St. Paul 
the Apoſtle to chaſtiſe his Body, and to 
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reduce it into ſervitude ; leaſt having 
preach'd to other men, he might himſelt 
become a Reprobate. . 

At Sea, the Ship tackling ſerv'd him 
for a Bed; on Land a Matt, or the Earth 
it ſelf. Heeat fo little, that one of his 
Companions aſſures us, that without a 
Miracle he cou'd not have liv d. Another 
tells us, that he ſeldom, or never drank 
Wine, unleſs at the Tables of the Por- 
tugueſes ; for there, he avoided fingula- 
rity, and took what was given him. But 
afterwards he reveng d himſelf on one 
of thoſe repaſts, by an abſtincnce of 
many days. 

When he was at C ape Comorine, the 
Viceroy Don Alphonſo de Soſa, ſent him 
two Barrels of excellent Wine: He did 
not once taſte of it, though he was then 
brought very low, through the labours 
of his Miniſtry, but diſtributed the whole 
amongſt the poor. 

His ordinary nouriſhment in the Z«- 
dies, was Rice, boyl'd in water, or ſome 
little piece of Salt-Fiſh: but during the 
two years and a half, of his reſidence in 
Japan, he totally abſtain'd from Fiſh, for 
the better edification of that People, 
And writ to the Fathers at Rome, that 
he wou'd rather chooſe to dye of hunzer, 
than to give any man the leaſt occafiin of 
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ſcandal, He alſo fays, I count it for a 
ſignal favour, that God has brought me in- 
to a Country, deſtitute of all the comforts 
of life, and where, if I were ſo ill diſpos'd, 
it wou'd be impoſſible for me, to pamper up 
my Body with delicious fare. He perpe- 
tually travell'd by Land, on foot; even 
in Japan, where the ways are aſperous, 
and almoſt impaſlable : and often walk'd 
with naked feet, in the greateſt ſeverity 
of Winter. 

The hardſhips of ſo long a Naviga- 
tion, ſays he, ſo long a ſojourning a- 
mong{t the Gentiles, in a Country parch'd 
up with exceſſive heats, all theſe incom- 
modities being ſuffer'd, as they ought to 
be, tor the ſake of Chriſt, are truly an 
abundant ſource of conſolations, For 
my felt, 7 am werily perſwaded, that they 
who love the Croſs of Jelus Chriſt, /zve 
happy in the midſt of ſufferings ; and that 
it is a death when they have no opportu- 
nities to ſuffer. For can there be a more 
cruel death, than to live without Jelus 
Chriſt, after once we have taſted of him ? 
Is any thing more hard, than toabandon 
him, that we may ſatisfy our own inclina- 
tions 2 believe me, there is no other Croſs, 
which is to be compard to that. How 
happy is it, on the other fide, to live, in 
dying daily, and in conquering our paſſions, 

to 
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to ſearch after, not our proper intereſts, 
but the intereſts of Jeſus Chriſt. 

His 1nteriour mortification was the 
principle of rheſe thoughts in this holy 
man ; from the firſt years of his Con- 
verſion, his ſtudy was to gain- an abſo- 
lute conqueſt on himſelf; and he con- 
tinu'd always to exhort others, not to 
ſuffer themſelves to be hurried away, by 
the fury of their natural deſires. He 
writes thus to the Fathers and Brethren 
of Coimbra, from Malacca; I have al- 
ways _— in my thoughts, what I have 
heard from our Holy Father Ignatius, that 
the true Children of the Society of Jeſus, 
ourht to labour exceedingly in overcoming 
of themſelves. 

If you ſearch our Lord in the Spirit of 
truth, fays he to the Jeſuites of Goa, and 
generouſly walk in thoſe ways, which condutt 


you . to him, the Spiritual delights which 


you taſte in his ſervice, will ſweeten all 
thoſe bitter agonies, which the conqueſt of 
your ſelves will coſt you. O my God, how 
groſly ſtupid is mankind, not to comprehend 
that by a faint and conardly refiſtance 
of the aſſaults of the Devil, they deprive 
themſelves of the moſt pure and ſincere de- 
lizhts which life can give them 

By the daily practice of theſe Maxims, 
Xavier came to be {o abſolute a Maſter of 
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his paſſions, that he knew not what it 
was to have the leaſt motion of choler, 
and impatience : and from thence pro- 
ceeded partly, that tranquility of Soul, 
that equality of Countenance, that per- 
petual Chearfulneſs, which render'd him 
ſo caſic and fo acceptable in all Compa- 
nies. 


Hu purity of *Tis natural, for a man who is ex- 


Sal and Bod 


' treamly mortify'd, to be chaſte. And fo 


was Favier, to ſuch a degree of per- 
feftion, that we have it certify'd from 
his Ghoſtly Fathers, and amongſt others, 
from the Vicar of Melzapore, that he 
liv'd and dy'd a Virgin. From his youth 
upward he had an extream horrour for 
impurity ; notwithſtanding, that he was 
of a ſanguine complexion, and naturally 
lov'd pleaſure, While he was a Student 
at Paris, and dwelt in the Colledge of 
Sainte Barbe, his Tutor in Philoſophy ; 
who was 2 man loſt in debauches, and 
who dyed, of a diſhoneſt diſeaſe, carried 
his Scholars by night to Brothel-houſes. 
The abominable man did all he cou'd, 
towards the debauching of Francis Xa- 
vier, who was handſom, and well ſhapd, 
but he cou'd never accompliſh his wicked 
purpoſe : ſo much was the youth eſtrang'd 
from the uncleannelſs of all fleſhly plea- 


{ures. 
For 
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For what remains, nothing can more 
clearly make out his love to purity, than 
what happend to him once at Rome. 
Simon Rodriguez being, tallen fick, Father 
Iznatius commanded Xavier to take 
care of him, during his diſtemper. One 
night, the ſick man awaking, faw Xa- 
vier, Who was aſleep at his beds-feert, 
thruſting out his arms in a dream, with 
the ation of one who violently repells 
an Enemy : he obſerv d him, even caſt- 
ing out blood in great abundane, through 
his noſtrils and at his mouth. Xavier 
himſelf awaking, with the labour of that 
ſtrugling, Rodriguez cnquir'd of him the 
cauſe of that extream ogitation, and the 
guſhing of his blood. Xavier would 
not fatisfie him at that time, and gave 
him no account of it, 'till he was juſt 
upon his departure to the Indies; for 
then being urgd a-new by Rodrige'z, 
after he had oblig'd him to ſecrecy, XAnow 
faid he, my Brother, Maſter Simon, that 
God, out of his wonderful mercy, has done 
me the favour to preſerve me even till 
this hour, in entire purity : and that very 
night I dreamt, that lod:ing at an Inn, an 
impudent Woman wou'd needs approach me, 
The motion of my arms was to thruſt her 
from me; and to get rid of her: and the 
blood which I threw out, procceded from my 
agony, But 
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But whatſoever deteſtation Xavier had, 
even for the ſhadow of a fin, he was 
always diffident of himſelf; and withdreyy 
from all converſation of Women, if cha- 
rity oblig'd him not, to take care of 
their converſion. And evenon ſuch oc- 
caſions, he kept all imaginable meaſures, 
never entertaining them with diſcourſe, 
unleſs in publick places, and in fight of 
all the world : nor ſpeaking with them 
of ought, but what was neceſfary, and 
then alſo ſparing of his words, and with 
a grave, modeſt, and ſerious countenance. 
He would fay, That in general converſa- 
tion, we cou 4 not be to? circumſpett in our 
behaviour towards them ; and that however 
pions the intentions of their Confeſſours were, 
there ſtill remaind more cauſe of fear, to 
the direftours in thoſe entertainments, than 
of hope, that any good ſhou'd reſult from 
them, to the Women Penitents. 

Beſides all this, he kept his ſenſes 
curb'd, and recolleted, examin'd his 
conſcience often every day ; and daily 
confeſs'd himſelt when he had the con- 
venience of a Prieſt, By theſe means, 
he acquird ſuch a purity of Soul and 
Body, that they who were of his inti- 
mate acquaintance, have declar'd, that 
they cou d never obſerve in him, ought 
that- was not within the rules of the ex- 
acteſt decency. In 
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In like manner, he never forgave him- 
ſelf the leaſt miſcarriage; and 'tis incre- 
dible how far the tenderneſs of his Con- 
- 8 ſcience went on all occaſions. In that 
" B Veſſel which carried him from Lisbonne 
- Wl to the /rdies, a Child who was of years 
, BE which are capable of inſtruction, one 
, Þ day happend to dye ſuddenly : Xavier 
' MW immediately enquird, if the Child had 
1 W been uſually preſent at Catechiſm, to- 
1 W gether with the Ship's Company? It 
1 WU was anſwerd in the negative; and at the 
' ſame moment, the man of God, whoſe 
» © countenance commonly was cheerful, 
r © appeard extreamly fad. The Viceroy 
r i Alphonſo de Soſa, foon obſerv'd it, and 
r, E knowing the cauſe of his affliction, ask'd

m | techiſm; If I had known it, reply'd Xa- 

vier, I had not fail'd to have brought 
cs BE him thither : But, why then, faid the 
is © Viceroy are you thus diſquieted for a 
y BI thing you know not, and of which you 
1- © are no ways guilty? Tis, reply d the 
s, © Saint, becauſe I ought to upbraid my 
id I (elf with it as a fault, that I was ig- 
1- © norant that any perſon, who was im- 
at © bark d with me, wanted to be raught the 
it Wl Chriſtian Faith, 
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His devotion to 
the Bleſſed Vir- n'd not have been, but of one who 
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A body ſo chaſte, and a mind fo pure, 


was faithfully devoted to the holy Vir- 


'oin. The Saint honour'd, and lov'd her 


all his life, with thoughts full of reſpet 
and tenderneſs. It was in the Church of 
Mont Martre, dedicated to the Mother of 
God, and on the day of her Aſſumption, 
that he made his firſt vows. It was in 
that of Loretto, that he had his firſt in- 
ſpiration, and conceiv'd his firſt deſires 
of going to the Indies, He petition'd 
for nothing of our Lord, but by the in- 
terceſſion of his Mother : and in the ex- 
poſition which he made of the Chriſtian 
Doctrine; after addreſſing himſelf to Je- 
ſ«s to obtain the grace of a lively and 
conſtant Faith, he faiFfd not of addreſ- 
ſing himſelf to Mary. He concluded all 
his inſtructions with the Salve Regina, 
he never undertook any thing, but under 
her protefion; and in all dangers,he had al- 
ways recourſe to the bleſſed Virgin, as his 
Patroneſs. For the reſt, to ſhew that he 
depended on her, and made his glory of 
that dependance. He commonly wore 
a Chaplet about his neck, to the end that 
Chriſtians might take delight in ſaying 
the Chaplet ; and made ftrequ«nt uſe of 
it in the operation of his Miracles. 


When 
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When he paſsd whole nights at his 
devotions in Churches, it was almoſt al- 
ways before the Image of the Virgin, and 
eſpecially, he offer'd his vowsto her, for 
the Converſion of notorious Sinners, and 
alſo for the remiſſion of his own offences, 
as himſelf teſtifies in a Letter of his, which 
ſhews not leſs his humility, than his con- 
fidence in the interceſſion of the Bleſſed 
Virgin. 7 have taken the Queen of Hea- 
ven for my Patroneſs, that, by her Prayers 
I may obtain the pardon of my innumera- 
ble fins. He was particularly devoted 
to her immaculate Conception, and made 
2 vow to defend it, to the utmolt of his 
power. 

In converſation, he frequently ſpoke of 
the greatneſs of the divine Mary; and 
attracted all men to her ſervice. In fine, 
being juſt upon the point of drawing his 
laſt breath, he invok'd her name with 
tender words, and beſought her, to ſhew 
her ſelf his Mother. 

Theſe are the principal vertues, which 
were colleted, to be preſented to the 
Holy See. The Archbiſhop of Goa, and 

Il the Biſhops of India, ſeconded the de- 
ſigns of the King of Portugal, by ating on 
heir ſide with the Pope, tor the canoniza- 
on of A"avier. but no one, in proceſs of 
time, ſollicited with more ſplendour, than 
the King of Bungy. This 
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This Prince, who was upon the point 
of being converted, when Xavier left 
Japan, had no ſooner loſt the holy man, 
but he was regain'd by the Bonza's, and 
fell into all the diſorders of which a Pa: 


gan can be capable. He conteſsd the 


Chriſtian Law to be the better 5 but 
faid it was too rigorous, and that a 
young Prince, as he was, born in the 
midſt of pleaſures, cou d not brook it. 
His Luxury hinder'd him not from the 
love of Arms, nor from being very brave, 
and he was ſo fortunate in War, that he 
reduc'd four or five Kingdoms under his 
Obedience. In the courſe of all his Vi- 
tories, the laſt words which Father Fran- 
cis had faid to him, concerning the va- 
nity of the World, and the neceſſity of 
Baptiſm, came into his remembrance: 
he made ſerious refletions on them, and 
was ſo deeply mov'd by them, that one 
day he appear in publick, with a Chap- 
let about his neck, as it were to make an 
open profeſſion of Chriſtianity. 

The effects were correſpondent to the 
appearances: he had two Idols in his Pa- 
lace of great value, which he worſhip 
every day, prolſtrating himſelf before 
them, with his forehead touching the 
ground : theſe Images he m—— to 
be thrown into the Sea. Alter this, ap» 
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plying himſelf to the exerciſes of Piety 


and Penitence, he totally renounc'd his 
ſenſual pleaſures, and was finally Baptis'd 
by Farher Cabira, of the Society of Fe- 
ſus. Ar his Baptiſm he took the name 
of Francis, in memory of the holy A- 
ſtle Francis Xavier, whom he ac- 
nowledg'd for the Father of his Soul, 
and whom he call 'd by that title, during 
the remainder of his life. 

The King of Bungo had hitherto been 
ſo fortunate, that his Proſperity paſs'd 
into a Proverb. . But God was pleas'd to 
try him. Two Months after his Baptiſm, 
the moſt conſiderable of his Subjects, 
entring into a. Solems League and Cove- 
nant againſt him, out of hatred to Chri- 
ſtianity, and joyning with hisneighbour- 
ing Princes, defeated him in a pitch'd 
Battle, and deſpoyl'd him of all his E- 
ſtates. He endurd his ill fortune, with 
great conſtancy, and when he was up- 
braided by the Gentiles, that the change 
of his Religion had been the cauſe of his 
ruine, he made a Vow at the foot of 
the Altar, to live and dye a Chriſtian; 
adding, by a holy tranſport of Zeal, 
that it all Japan, and all Exrope, if the 
Fathers of the Society, and the Pope him- 
ſelf ſhou'd renounce our Saviour Feſus 
Chriſt, yet, for his own particular he 
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wou'd confeſs him to the laſt gaſp; and 
be always ready, with God's aſliſtance, 
to ſhed his Blood, in teſtimony of his 
Fatth, 

As the Piety of this Prince diminiſh'd 
nothing of his Valour, nor of his Conduct, 
having gather'd up the remainder of his 
Troops, he reſtor'd himſelf by degrees, 
partly by force of Arms, and partly by 
amicable ways of Treaty. His principal 
care after his re-eſtabliſhment, was to 
baniſh Idolatry out of his Eſtates, and to 
reſtore the Catholick Religion. His De- 
votion led him to ſend a ſolemn Embaſſy 
to Pope Gregory the Thirteenth, who at 
that time govern'd the Church. Dox Man- 
cio his Embaſladour, being arriv d at Rome, 
with thoſe of the King of Arima, and the 
Prince of Omura, was not fatisty d with 
bringing the Obedience of the King his 
Maliter, to the Vicar of Feſus chri by 
preſenting him the Letters of Doxn Francis, 
full of ſubmiſſion and reſpeCt to the ho- 
ly See; but healfo petitiond him, in the 
name of his Sovereign, to place the Apo- 
ſtle of Japan amongit thoſe Saints, whom 
the Faithtul honour, and declar'd to his 
Holineſs, That he cou'd not do a greater fa- 
wur to the King of Bungo. 

In the mean time the Memory of Ya- 
vier, was venerated more than ever, 

through 
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through all 44a. An Embaſſadour from the 
= Mogul being come to Goa, to defire 
Fathers of the Society might be 

ſent to explain the Myſteries of Chriſtia- 
nity to that Emperour, ask'd permiſſion 
to ſee the Body of Father Francis ; but he 
durſt not approach it, till firſt himſelf 
and all his train had taken off their Shoes ; 
after which Ceremony, all of them, ha- 
ving many times bow d themſelves to the 
very ground, pay 'd their reſpects to the 
Sairit, with as much devotion as if they 
had not been Mahometans. The Ships 
which paſs'd in ſight of Saxcian faluted the 
place of his death with all their Cannon: 
ſometimes they landed on the Iſland, only 
to view the ſpot of Earth, where he had 
been buried for two months and a half, 
and to bear away a turfft of that holy 
ground. Infomuch, that the Chineſes, 
entring into a belief, that there was ſome 
hidden treaſure in the place, fer guards 
of Souldiers round about ir, to hinder it 
from being taken thence. One of the 
new Indian Converts, and of the moſt 
devored to the Man of God, not content 
with ſeeing the place of his death, had 
alſo the curioſity, to view that of his 
Nativity : Infomuch, that travelling 
through a vaſt extent of Land, and pat- 
ſing through immenſe Oceans, he ar- 
Ccc2 riv'd 
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rivd at the Caſtle of Xavier: Entring 
into the Chamber where the Saint was 
born,he tell upon his Knees,and with great 
devotion kiſsd the Floor ; which he wa- 
ter'd alſo with his tears. After this, with- 
out farther thought, or deſire of ſeeing 
any thing beſides in Europe, he took his 
way backwards to the the ndies; and 
counted for a mighty treaſure,a little piece 
of Stone, which he had looſen'd from 
the Walls of the Chamber, and carry d 
away with him, in the nature of a Relick, 

For what remains, a ſcries of Miracles 
was blazd abroad in all places. Five or 
ſix paſſengers, who had ſet fail from Ma- 
lacca towards China, 1n the Ship of Bene- 
ditt Coeglio, fell ſick, even to the point 
of death. So ſoon as they were ſet on 
ſhore at Sanxcian, they caus'd themſelves 
to be carried to the Meadow, where XYa- 
vier had been firſt interrd ; and there 
having coverd their heads with that Earth 
which once had touch'd his holy Body, 
they were perteftly curd upon the ſpor. 

A avier appeard to divers people, on 
the Coalt of 7Travancor, and that of Fi- 
ſhery, ſometimes to heal them, or to 
comfort them in the agonies of death: 
at other times to deliver the Priſoners, 
and to reduce Sinners into the ways of 
Heaven. 


His 
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His name was propitious on the Seas, 
in the moſt evident dangers. The Ship 
of Emanuel de Sylva, going from Cochin, 
and having taken the way of Bengala, 
in the midſt of the Gulph, there aroſe 
ſo furious a Tempeſt, that they were 
conſtrain'd to cut the Maſt, and throw 
all the Merchandiſes over-board : when 
nothing leſs than Shipwrack was expect- 
ed, they all implor'd the aid of the A- 
poſtle of the Indies, Francis Xavier. At 
the ſame inſtant, a Wave, which was 
_ on, and ready to break over the 
Ship, like ſome vaſt Mountain, went back- 
ward on the ſudden, and diſſipated into 
Foam. The Scamen and Paſſengers, at 
the ſight of ſo maniteſt a Miracle, invok'd 
the Saint with loud voices, ſtill as the 
Tempeſt = upon them ; and the Bil- 
lows fail'd not of retiring always at the 
name of Xavier: But whenever they 
ceas'd from calling on him, the Waves 
outrageouſly ſwell'd, and beat the Ship 
on every ſide. 

It may almoſt be ſaid, That the Saint 
in perſon wrought theſe Miracles ; but it 
is unconceivable, how many were per- 
form'd by the Subſcriptions of his Let- 
ters, by the Beads of his Chaplet, by the 
pieces of his Garments; and finally, by 
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every thing which had once been any 
wav appertaining to him. 

The Croſſes, which he had ereQed 
with his own hand on ſundry Coalts to 
be ſeen from far by Mariners and Tra- 
vellers, were loaded with the Vows and 
Gifts, which Chriſtians, Saracens, and 
Idolaters had faſtend to them daily, in 
acknowledgment of favours which they 
had receiv d, through the interceſſion of 
the holy Man. But the moſt celebrated 
of thoſe Croſſes, was that at Cotata, 
whereon an Image of Xavier was plac'd. 
A blind man receivd fight by embracing 
of that Croſs: two ſick men were curd 
on the inſtant ; one of which, who was 
aged, had a fetled Palſie, and the other 
was dying of a bloody Flux. Copies 
were made of that miraculous Image at 
Cotata ; and Gaſper Gongalez brought one 
of them to Cochin. It was eleven of the 
Clock at night, when he enter'd into the 
Port : An hour afterwards, the houſe of 
Chriſtopher Miranda, adjoining, to that of 
Gongalez, happen'd to be on Fire. The 
North-wind then blowing, and the Build- 
ing being almoſt all of Wood, the burn- 
ing began with mighty rage,and immedi- 
ately a Maid belonging to the houſe was 
burn'd. The Neighbours awaken'd with 
the cries of Fire, caſt their Goods out at 
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the Windows, in confuſion ; there being 
no probability of preſerving the houſes, 
becauſe that of Miranda was the higheſt, 
and the burning Coals, which flew out 
on every fide, together with the Flames, 
which were driven by the Wind, fell 
on the- tops of the Houſes, that were 
only coverd with bows of Palm-trees, 
dry, and eaſy to take Fire. In this ex- 
tremity of danger, Gongalez bethought 
himſelf of the holy Image which he had 
brought, falling on his Knees, accompa- 
nyd by all his domeſtick Servants, he 
held it upwards tothe Flames,and invok'd 
Father Fraxcis to his aſfiſtance. At the 
ſame inſtant the Fire was extinguiſh'd of 
it ſelf; and the Town in this manner 
preſerv'd from deſolation, when it was 
ready to be burnd to Athes. 

A Medal which had on one fide the 
Image of the Saint, and on the other, 
that of the holy Virgin, holding the lit- 
tle Jeſus, wrought yer more admirable 
effects. It was in the poſſeſſion of a Ver- 
tuous Widow of Cochin, born at 7amuzay 
in China, and nam'd Lucy de Vellanzan, 
who had formerly been inſtructed at Ma- 
lacca in the Myſteries of Faith, by Xa- 
vier himſelf ; and who was aged an hun- 
dred and twenty years, when ſhe was 
juridically interrogated, concerning the 
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Miracles which had been wrought by her 
Medal. All infirm perſons who came to 
Jays receiv'd their cure ſo ſoon as ſhe 
had made the ſign of the Croſs with her 
Medal over them; or when ſhe had 
ſprinkled them with Water, wherein 
the Mcdal had been dipt; 1n faying only 
theic words: 7» the name of Jeſus, and of 
Father Francis, be your health reſtor d. 

I have ſeen many, ſays #n Eye-witneſs, 
who have been cur d on the inſtant, by bes 
ing only touch'd with that Medal : Some, 
who b:1ng only putrify d, ejected through 
the Noſe corrupted Fle(b, and matter of a 
moſt offenſive ſcent ; others who were reduc'd 
to the meagerneſs of Skeletons, by Con- 
ſumptions of many years ; but the moſt ce- 
lebrated Cures, were thoſe of Gonfalvo Ro- 
drigucz, Mary Dias, a»d Emanuel Fernan- 
dez GER 

Three remark: Rodriguez had a great Impoſthume on 
able Cures. the leſt (ide, very near the Heart, which 
had been breeding many Months. The 
Chirurgeons for tear of exaſperating the 

malady, by n— an Inciſionin ſo dan- 

gerous a part, endeavour to dry up the 

humour, by applying other Remedies. 

But the Impoſthume degenerated into a 

Cancer, which gave the Patient intolera- 

ble pains, and made him Heart and Sto- 

mach ſick, Rodriguez having notice gi- 

ven 
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ven him, what wonders were wrought 
by the Chineſe Chri'tian, by means of the 
Medal of Father Xavier, went immedi- 
ately to her, and kneel'd before her. 
The Chineſe only touch'd him thrice, and 
made the ſign of the Croſsover him, ac- 
cording to her Cuſtom; and at the fame 
moment, the Cancer vaniſh'd ; the Fleſh 
return'd to its natural colour, on the part 
where the Ulcer had been formerly, and 
Rodriguez found himſelf as well, as if no- 
thing had ever ail'd him. 

Mary Dias was not only blind, but ta- 
ken with the Palſie over half her Body, 
on the right-ſide of it ; fo that her Arm 
hung dead from her Shoulder, and ſhe 
had only the uſe of one Leg : deſpairing 
of all natural Remedies, ſhe caus'd her 
ſelf to be convey d to Lucy's Lodgings. 
The Hoſpitable Widow, kept her in her 
Houſe for the ſpace of ſeven days; and 
waſhed her every of thoſe days with the 
Water wherein the Medal had been dipr. 
On the ſeventh day, ſhe made the ſign of 
the Croſs over the Eyes of the Patient 
with the Medal it felt ; and then Dzas re- 
cover'd her ſight : Her Palfic, in like man- 
ner, left her ; 1o that ſhe was able to walk 
alone, to the Church of the Society, 
where ſhe letr her Crutches. 

As for Emanuel! Gongalez Figheredo, both 

his 
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his Legs for a long time, had been co- 
ver d with Ulcers, and were become fo 
rotten, that Worms were continually 
crawling out of them. The Phyſicians, 
to divert the humours, put in practice all 
the ſecrets of their Art, but without ef- 
fet: On the contrary, the Sinews were 
fo ſhrunk up on one fide, that one 

was ſhorter than the other. And for the 
laſt addixion of misfortunes, Figheredo was 
ſeiz'd with fo terrible a Lask, that in a 
man of threeſcore years old, as he was, 
it was judg'd mortal. In effe; it had 
been ſo, but that he had immediate re- 
courſe to the Medal of Xavier: he drank 
of the Water, wherein it had beendip'd; 
after which he was entirely curd, both 
of his Ulcers and his Dyſentery. 

But that which was daily ſeen at Goa, 
blotted out the memory of the _ 
Prodigies, which were done elſewhere. 
The Body of the Saint perpetually en- 
tire, the Fleſh tender, and of a lively co- 
lour, was a continued Miracle. They 
who beheld the Sacred Corps, cou'd 
ſcarcely believe that the Soul was ſepara- 
ted from it: And Dias Carvag/io, who 
had known Xawier particularly in his life, 
ſeeing his Body many years after he had 
been dead, found the Features of his Face 
ſo lively, and every part of him fo _ 
rat 
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that he cou'd not forbear to cry out, and re- 
peat it often, Ab, he is alive; 

The Vicar General of Goa, Ambroſio Ribera, 
wou'd himſelf examine, if the Inwards were 
correſponding to the outward appearances. 
Having thruſt his Finger into the hurt which 
they gave the Sainr, when they interr*d him 
at Malacca, he ſaw Blood and Water iſſue out 
of it. The ſame experiment happend at a+ 
nother time to a Brother of the Society. 

The Saint was one day publickly expos'd, 
with his Feet bare, at the importunity of the 
people, who through Devotion petition'd to 
kiſs them. A Woman, who nately de- 
fir'd, to have a Relick of Xavier, drawing 
near, as if it were to have kiſgd his Foot. 
faſten*d her Teeth in it, and bis off a little 
piece of Fleſh, The Blood immediately ranin 

reat abundance out of it; and of ſo pure a 
Crimſon, that the moſt kealthful Bodies 
cou'd not ſend out a more living colour. The 
Phyſicians, who viſiced the Corps from time 
to time, and who always depog'd, that there 
cou'd be nothing of natural in what they ſaw, 
judg'd, that the Blood which came from a Bo- 
dy depriv*d of heat, and iſlu'd from a part ſo 
diſtant from the heart, as is the Foot, cou'd be 
no other than the effeCt of a Celeſtial Vertue 
which not only preſerv'd all parts of it from 
putrefaction, but alſo caug'd the humours to 
flow, and maintain'd them in the motion, 
which only life infuſes in them. 


So many wonders, which ſpread through 7 jr keatifi'd, 
all the Eaſt, and were tranſmitted into every and in ſequel 
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ifth, that he finally perform*d, what his Pre- 
deceſſour, 
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deceſſour had deſign'd. After a Juridical Exa- 
men of the Virtues and Miracles, above 
mention'd , he declar*'d Beatify'd Francis 
Xavier, Prieſt of the Society of Jeſus by an 
expreſs Bull, dated the 25th of Ottober, in the 
year 1619, 

Gregory the Fifteenth, who immediately 
ſucceeded Pope Paul the Fifth, Canoniz'd 
him afterwards in all the forms, and with 
all the procedures, which the Church obferves 
on the like occaſions. The Ceremony was 
perform*d at Rome, on the 12th of March, in 
the year 1622, But as death prevented him 
from making the Bull of the Canonization, it 
was his Succeſſour Urban the Eighth, who 
finally accompliſh'd it. 

This Bull, bearing date the ſixth of Auguſt, 


the Bull of his 1 the year 1623, is an Epitome and Panegyrick

of the miraculous life of the Saint. 1t is there 
ſaid, That the new Apoſtle of the Indies has ſpi- 
ritually receiv'd the Bleſſing which God vouchſafed 
to the Patriarch Abraham, that be was the Fa- 
ther of many Nations ;, and that he ſaw his Chil- 
dren in Jeſus Chrift multiply d beyond the Stars 
of Heaven, and the Sands of the Sea, That, for 
the reſt, his Apoſtleſhip has had the ſigns of a Di- 
vine Voeation, ſuch as are the gift of Tongues, 
the gift of Prophecy, the gift of Afracles, with 
the Evangelical vertues in all perfettion. 

The Bull reports almoſt all the Miracles, 
which we have ſeen in his Life ; particularly, 
the ReſurreCtions of the Dead ; and amongſt 
other miraculous Cures, which were wrought 
after his deceaſe, it obſerves thoſe of Gonſal- 
vo Fernandtz, Mary Diaz, and Emanuel Roari- 
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guez Figheredo, It alſo mentions two famous 
Cures, of which we have ſaid nothing. One 
is of a blind man, who having pray*d to God 
nine days ſucceſſively, by the order of Xavier, 
who appear'd to him, inſtantly recover'd his 
ſight. The other was of a Leper, who being 
agointed, and rub'd over, with the Oyl of a 
Lamp, which burn'd before the Image of Xa- 
vier, was entirely cur'd. The Pope has ad- 
ded in his Bull, That the Lamps which hung be- 
fore the Image, which was venerated at Cotata, 
often burn d with Holy-water, as if they had been 
Full of Ol, to the great aſtoniſhment of the Hea- 
thens, The other Miracles which we have re- 
lated, and which are omitted in the Bull, are 
contain'd in the Acts of the proceſs of the 
Canonization. 
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the Apoſtle of the 1ndies, in the number of 
the Saints; tis incredible how much the pub- 
lick Devotion, has every where been augmen- 
ted towards him. Cities have taken him for 
their Patron and ProteCtour. Altars have been 
erected, and inceſlant Vowa have been made to 
him. Men have viſited his Tomb, with more 
devotion than ever; and the Chamber where- 
in he was born,has been converted into a Chap- 
pel, to which Pilgrims have reſorted in great 

crowds, from all the quarters of the World. 
For the reſt, it was not in vain, that they 
invok'd him; and if I ſhou'd take upon me to 
relate the Miracles which have been lately 
done through his Interceſkion, they wou'd take 
uP another Volume as large as this. Neither 
ſhall I go about to make a recital of what 
things were wrought in ſucceeding years at 
Potamo,

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Potamo, and Naples; but ſhall content my ſelf 
to ſay, that in thoſe places God was pleas'd 
to honour his Servant by the performance of 
ſuch wonders as might ſeem incredible, if 
thoſe which preceded, had not accuſtom'd us 
to believe all things of St. Xavier, 

I ſhall even forbear to of the famous 
Father Maſtrili, who being in the agony of 
death, was cur*d on the inſtant by the Saint ; 
and who'going to Japan by the Order of the 
Saint himſelf, to be there Martyr*d, built him 
a magnificent Sepulcher at Goa, ?Tis enough 
for us to know, that never Saint has been, per- 
haps, more honour'd, nor more lov'd in the 
Church, than St. Francis Xavier : and that e- 
ven the Enemies of the Society of Fe/xs, have 
had a veneration, and tenderneſs for him. 

But theſe Opinions are not confin*d to Ca- 
tholicks alone : the very Hereticks revere Xa- 
vier, and Baldens ſpeaks of him in theſe terms, 
in his Hiſtory of the Indies. If the Religion of 
Xavier agreed with ours, we ought to eſteem and 
reverence hnm as another St, Paul 5 yet notwith- 
handing the difference of _— FM zeal, his 
vigilance, and the ſanttity of his manners, ought

megligently;, for the gifts which Xavier had re- 
cerd, toexecnte the Office of a Miniſter, and 
Ambaſſadowr of Jeſus Chriſt, were ſo eminent, 
that my Soul is wot able to expreſs them, If 1 con- 
ſider the patience and ſweetneſs, wherewith be pre- 
ſented both to great and ſmall, the holy and living

Francis Xavier, ſays he, ended 
this place his Miſſion, together with his life, after 
be bad eftabliflt'd the Chriſtian Faith, with an 
admirable progreſs in all places through which he 
paſd ; not only by his zeal, but alſo by his ex- 
ample, and by the holmes of his manners. He had 
never been in China, bue there ts preat probability,

Is there the leaſt appearance 
ul che Bok: that a man, -who was choſen by God to de- 

ſtroy ldolacry and Impiety in the new World, 
ſhou'd be himſelf an Idolater and a wicked 
man, in adoring eſs Chriſt upon the Alcars, 
in invoking of the Holy Virgin, in engaging 
himſelf to God by Vows, in deſiring Indul- 
gences from the Pope, in uſing the ſign of the 
Croſs and Holy-water for the cure of the ſick, 
in Praying, and ſaying Maſles for the dead ? 
In fine, is it poſſible to believe, that this holy 
Man, this new Apoſtle, this ſecond St. Paul, 
continued all his life in the way of perdition, 
and inſtead of enjoying at this preſent time the 
happineſs of the Saints, endures the torments 
of the Damn'd ? Let us then pronounce, con- 
cluding this Work as we began it, that the 
Life of St. Francis Xavier, is an Authentick 
Teſtimony of the truth of che Goſpel ; and 
that we cannot ſtriftly obſerve, what God 
has wrought by the miniſtry of his Servant, 
without a full ſatisfaction in this point, that 
the Catholick, Apoſtolick, and Koman Church, 
is the Church of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 
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
